English  came,  has  always  possessed  to  in 
an  extraordinary  meaning:.  Williams 
thus  sends  it  along  down  to  us  ••  and  then 
thev  will  relate  how  they  have  it  from 
their  fathers,  that  Kautantowwit  made 
one  man  and  woman  of  a  Stone,  which 
disliking,  he  broke  in  pieces  and  made 
another  man,  and  woman,  of  a  Tree» 
which  were  the  fountains  of  all  mankind." 
Next  to  the  question  whence  came  these 
Indians,  comes  this  very  profound  ques" 
tion  whence  came  to  them  this  legend; 
these  things,  gentle  reader,  it  is  which 
lends  to  me  interest  in  these  mysterious 
mounds;  with  the  minds  eye  I  see  the 
heroic  form  of  Miantinomi,  his  keen  eyes 
piercing  the  southwest,  and  uttering  in 
his  deep  tones,  Kautantowwit,  Kautan- 
towwit, netop  kihkita,  (Hearken  unto 
me,)  and  the  Columbines  look  up  to  me 
with  nodding  heads  just  as  ihay  did  in  the 
days  of  yore. 

It  is  now  many  years  since  Mr.  Whittier, 
he  sweetest  singer  among  American  poets 
gave  us  the  Leaves  from  Margaret  Smith's 
youruaif  the  most  realistic  of  imaginative 
pictures  of  the  Colonial  social  life  in  New 
England  in  1678.  The  scene  of  a  portion 
of  this  narrative  is  the  "  Narraganset 
Countrie"  and  "  about  twenty  miles  from 
Mr.  Williams'  Towne  of  Providence,  a 
place  of  noe  small  note."  Here  dwelt  the 
brother  of  Margaret  Smith,  and  here  while 
on  a  visit,  Margaret  saw  an  Indian  Sachem 
perform  his  devotions,  which  she  thus  de- 
scribes: "The  Sachem  struck  across  the 
field  to  a  little  cleared  spot  on  the  side  of 
the  hill ;  my  brother  bidding  me  note  his 
action;  I  saw  him  stoop  down  on  his 
knees,  with  his  head  to  the  ground,  for 
some  space  of  time,  then  getting  up,  he 
stretched  out  his  hands  towards  the  South- 
west, as  if  imploring  some-one  whom  I 
could  not  see."  Blame  me  not  if  I  see 
in  these  things,  the  same  strength, as  that 
which  sustains  the  religions  of  tiie  white 
men  ;  in  so  far  as  these  religions  rest  upon 
traditions.  The  spot  selected  by  Mr. 
Whittier  as  the  scene  of  these  imaginary 


devotions  is  but  a  short  drive  southeastly 
from  the  mounds  on  Mill  lirook  Farm. 

The  Mill  Brook  Farm  as  now  owned 
consists  of  two  principal  estates, — there 
has  always  been  a  tradition  (only  a  tradi- 
tion)that  one  of  these  etates  belonged  to 
a  family  of  early  settlers  named  Gardner; 
the  other  is  known  through  all  the  coun- 
try around  as  the  "  Carr  Farm ;"  listen 
while  I  give  a  bit  of  history  concerning 
these  lands.  It  is  recorded  in  the  most 
ancient  records  that  on  the  20th  of  Janu- 
ary 1657  the  three  chief  Sachems  of  the 
Narragansets  sold  by  deed  "  all  the  land 
and  the  whole  hill  called  Pettaquamscut, 
bounded  on  the  south  and  southwest  side 
of  the  rock  with  Ninegrets  land,  on  the 
east  with  a  river  (the  Pettaquamscut,  or 
Narrow  river)  northerly  bounded  two 
miles  beyond  the  great  rock  in  Petta- 
quamscut, westerly  bounded  by  a  running 
brook"  etc.  This  was  the  original  Petta- 
quamscut purchase,  it  was  subsequently 
enlarged  to  a  tract  twelve  miles  square 
by  other  purchases.  This  deed  was 
given  by  Qiiassaquanch,  Kachanaquant. 
and  C^iequaquenuet.  Nine  days  later 
Kachanaquant  agreed  to  give  another  deed 
to  the  same  parties  of  an  additional  tract 
of  land  "  bounded  as  followeth, beginning 
two  miles  from  Pettaquamscut  Rock  north 
and  runneth  to  the  head  of  the  great  river 
forty  rood  and  goeth  northerly  from  the 
Pettaquamscut  Rock  and  turneth  north- 
east and  from  said  head  goes  north  and 
northwest  by  a  river  called  Monassachuet 
ten  miles,  and  from  thr  :  oound  turns  and 
runs  west  by  south  ten  or  twelve  miles  on 
a  square  and  what  it  wai-  >  north  to  be 
made  up  etc." 

The  north  boundary  of  the  Pettaquam- 
scut purchase,  or  of  thr^  part  of  it  con- 
veyed by  Kachanaquant's  Deed  was  prob- 
ably the  present  line  between  the  towns 
of  Exeter  and  West  Greenwich.  This  line 
was  run  in  1726  and  in  172S  bounds  were 
set  {^Early  Hist.  Narr.  2Sg)  and  of  these 
vrere  the  lands  of  the  Mill  Brook  Farm. 

At  its  October  session  1775  the  General 


Assembly  confiscated  certain  estates,  and 
this  "  Carr  Farm  "  was  one  of  them;  the 
Sheriff  was  directed  to  take  possession; 
the  farm  was  described  as  beirsj  in  Exeter, 
and  owned  by  Samuel  Sewall  of  Boston, 
and  rented  to  David  Austin,  the  then 
"  present  tenant"  who  was  to  account  to 
said  sheriff  for  a'l  past,  present,  or  pros- 
pective due!^.  The  Sheriff  attempted  to 
make  the  seizure,  but  found  a  block  in  the 
way,  a  Mr.  Nicholas  Gardner,  claimed 
possession,  and  refused  to  surrender,  but 
the  General  Assembly  was  in  no  state  of 
mind  to  stop  at  trifles, — the  Sheriff  was 
peremptorily  ordered  to  seize  the  estate, 
and  he  seized  it.  The  reason  given  was 
that  the  "owner  Samuel  Sewall  was  a  per- 
son inimical  to  the  true  interests  of  the 
colony,"  in  other  words  he  was  a  royalist — 
here  let  me  interpolate,  he  was  banished 
by  Massachusetts,  and  went  to  England 
where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
dying  there  May  6,  iSit.  The  Sheriff  as 
I  have  said  seized  the  Sewall  (now  the 
Carr)  Farm. 

At  the  May  Session,  1776,  following,  a 
Commission  was  created  to  rent  in  be- 
half of  the  Colony  the  lands  seized  in  con- 
sequence of  the  "inimical  prin- 
ciples of  their  former  proprietors  enter- 
tained towards  America. "(i^.  /.  Col.  Rec. 
^'  7'/'52/.)  This  Commission  consisted 
of  William  Potter,  John  Ncrthup,  and 
Peter  Phillips.  At  the  following  session 
(June  1776)  thib  "Commission  reported  that 
the  estates  belonging  to  Samuel  Sewall 
consisted  of  t;;o  farms,  one  of  which  it 
had  leased  to  David  Austin,  who  had  be- 
fore been  the  tenant  of  SewaU.  In  March, 
1778,  permission  was  given  D  i\  iJ  Austin 
to  remove  three  tons  of  hay.  (/?.  /.  Co/. 
Rcc.  8.372.)  In  June,  177S  ihe  General  As- 
sembly directed  that  David  Austin  be  per- 
mitted to  takeoff  the  rye  and  wheat  grow' 
ing  on  the  farm  lately  improved  by  him 
in  the  town  of  Exeter,  without  molestation 
from  Mr.  Samuel  Carr,  the  present  tenant. 
{R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  8,421.)  In  the  autumn 
of  that  year,   i      3,    a   committee    was    ap- 


pointed to  make  a  contract  with  Samuel 
Carr  for  the  coming  year.  This  commit- 
tee made  a  report  at  the  February  session, 
1779.  This  report  is  sufficiently  interest- 
ing to  be  reproduced  entir  -. 

"  Subscribers  ^.being  appointed  by  the 
Honorable  General  Assembly  to  8<  ttle 
the  accounts  of  the  farm  whereon  Samuel 
Carr  lives,  lying  in  Exeter,  for  the  year 
1779  and  to  the  25th  day  of  March  1780 
did  in  obedence  to  our  appointment  meet 
on  the  said  farm  on  the  15th  of  January 
last  and  viewed  the  same;  we  beg  leave 
to  report  as  our  opinions  that  the  said 
Samuel  Carr  have  the  same  farm  for  the 
term  of  one  year  from  the  25th  day  of 
March  1779  ^^^  ^^^  xo.'^X.  of  $105  to  be  paid 
in  the  following  articles  of  produce  at  the 
prices  set  and  fixed  by  the  first  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  stating  the  prices  of 
goods  etc.  to  wit;  Good  Indian  corn,  rye, 
03ts,  sheep's  wool,  flax,  beef,  pork,  cheese  ; 
that  he  do  not  pay  a  1  the  rents  in  the 
highest,  or  lowest  of  those  articles;  that 
he  pay  a'l  the  rates  and  taxes  which  shall 
be  assessed  upon  the  farm  during  the 
time;  that  he  lay  down  twelve  acres  of 
the  land  now  in  Indian  hills  and  sow  five 
pounds  of  good  hay  seed  on  each  acre ; 
that  he  do  not  break  up  more  than  twelve 
acres  of  land ;  that  he  carry  no  manure, 
nor  hay  off  the  said  farm,  nor  cut  down 
more  wood  than  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
use  thereon."  The  prices  for  produce 
referred  to,  were  then  fixed  by  a  conven- 
tion held  at  East  Greenwich  in  August 
1779  under  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. The  beginning,  and  the  endi  ng  of 
the  lease  on  the  25th  of  March  is  a  relic 
of  the  Julian  Calendar.  Under  that  Cal- 
endar the  25th  of  March  was  New  Years 
day.  and  although  this  Calendar  had  been 
superceded  by  the  Gregorian  Calendar,  by 
an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  twenty- 
eight  years  before,  the  people  of  Exeter 
had  not  learned  of  the  fact,  and  stiM 
continued  their  ancient  customs. 

In  February,  1780,  the   General  Assem- 
bly continued  the    lease    to    Samuel    Carr

upon  the  same  terms  as  given  in  the  pre- 
ceding report.  At  the  June  session,  17S0, 
Col.  Christopher  Greene  requested  the 
General  Assembly  to  empower  the  com- 
missary of  issues  to.  receive  from  Capt. 
Samuel  Carr  one  hundred  and  fifty  bush, 
els  of  Indian  corn,  being  part  of  the  rent 
ofthefarmin  Exeter  which  he  hires  of 
the  state,  for  the  use  of  the  Continental 
troops  in  this  state,  the  said  Carr  to  de- 
liver the  corn  at  Bissell's  mill.  (A'.  /.  Col. 
Rec.  ^,8i)  At  July,  1781,  the  Genera' 
Assembly  passed  this  resolution  :  *' Where' 
as  this  state  did  lease  unto  Mr.  Samuel 
Carr  a  certain  firm  lying  in  Exeter 
Avhich,  at  the  Superior  Court  of  jurisdic- 
tion, held  at  South  Kingstown,  in  April 
last,  was  adjudged-to  be  the  property  o' 
the  proprietors  of  the  Petaquamscut  pur. 
chase;  and  the  General  Treasurer  was 
directed  to  assign  the  said  lease  to,  and 
for  the  u&c  of  said  proprietors,  that  they 
may  return  and  apply  the  rents  agreeably 
to  the  original  donations."  (/^.  /.  Col- 
Rec.  g,.;4y.)  Thus  ends  this  curious  epis- 
ode. Sewall  was  a  lawyer;  he  foresaw 
the  coming  political  tempest  and  knowing 
his  own  position,  discreetly  transferred  his 
estates,  and  departed  for  the  mothe'' 
country.  He  transferred  the  "  Carr  Farm'' 
to  Nicholas  Gardner,  who  by  tradition  we 
believe  owned  the  Mill  brook  P'armhome 
lands.  The  Austins  bought  adjoining 
•lands  and  their  descendants  still  dwell 
upon  them,  and  so  too  do  the  Carrs,  whose 
name  still  attaches  to  the  farm.  Tbe  de- 
scendants of  the  Gardner's  are  still  our 
neighbors,  and  the  name  of  Phillips  has 
but  recently  become  extinct  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

The  first  English  individual  owner  of 
the  "Carr  Farm"  was  Capt.  Samue] 
Sewall,  the  ancestor  of  the  royalist  ot 
^775?  Capt.  Sewall  was  a  proprietor  in 
the  Petaquamscut  purchase;  at  a  meeting 
of  the  proprietors  on  the  8th  of  April  1692 
a  division  of  their  lands  was  made  in  the 
following    manner;    "  tnere     should     be 


seven  papers  numbered,  roled  up,  j)ut 
into  a  hat,  shook,  and  a  youth  to  give  a 
lott  to  and  in  behalf  of  each  proprietor." 
( Potter'' s  /list.  Narr.  p.  .^79.) 

The  fourth  group  of  land  thus  dixided 
by  lot  consisted  of  "the  land  on  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  purchase  to  the  north- 
ward and  eastward  of  ^'a\vcook  ponds 
bounded  easterly  and  part  southerly  by 
the  land  formerly  laid  out  and  the  hill 
eastward  of  the  great  plains;  northward 
by  the  northwest  line,  and  westward  by 
the  head  line  of  the  purchase." ///.s7.  Xar. 
2S0.  In  this  division  lot  No.  4  fell  to 
Cant.  Sewall,  lot  No.  6  fell  to  Henry  Gard- 
ner, and  lot  No.  7  fell  to  Benedict  Ar- 
nold, the  lirst  governor  of  Rhode  Island, 
and  to  this  day  the  "  Arnold  Farm  "  is 
known  and  I  have  ot'ten  wandered  over  it. 
This  Captain  Sewall,  was  in  the  very 
year  in  which  he  became  the  first  Eng- 
lish owner  of  these  lands,  made  a  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
in  which  capacity  he  tried  and  condemned 
at  Salem,  sundry  old  and  decrepit  women 
on  the  ground  that  they  were  witches.  Of 
the  s^me  name  was  the  last  Colonial 
owner  of  the  Carr  Farm,  Samuel  Sewall, 
the  royalist, was  a  great-grandson  of  Chief 
Justice  Sewall;  he  was  when  driven  out 
of  Massachusetts  but  thirty  years  of  age. 
The  present  owner,  William  M.  Bailey, 
by  an  inter  marriage  between  the  Sewalls 
and  ttie  Bai'eys.  which  took  place  many 
3'ears  since,  became  a  descendent  of  the 
first  English  owner  of  the  farm.  xV  word 
or  two  in  closing  maj-  not  be  out  of  place 
concerning  the  relationship  which  existed 
between  the  Sachems  who  signed  the  first 
deed,  and  the  great  Sachems  Canonicus, 
and  AHantinomi.  and  Wawaloam,  the 
wife  of  the  latter.

Battle  of  Gettysburg,  and 
the  same  is  published  in  the  series  of 
Decisive  Ez'ents  in  American  Ilisfory:  on 
page  161  Mr.  Drake  sajs  "  this  battle  was 
singularly  decisive,''  it  was  a  "series  of 
isolated  combats,"  in  no  "  military  sense 
can  it  be  called  decisive."  in  a  political 
sense  ''  even  less  so,''  it  was  '*  in  short  a 
mere  pounding  match."  All  this  seems 
to  be  true,  then  why  introduce  it  into  a 
series  of  Decisive  Events.  Book  Notes

The  veracious  historian,  M.Jules  Verne, 
relates  the  experience  of  a  wet  nur-^e.  in 
Russia,  in  obtaining  payment  fo.  a  twelve- 
month nursing  of  an  intant;  judgment 
was  given  for  the  woman,  btit  the  suckling 
had  became  a  Colonel  of  the  Imperial 
guard.  That  is  about  the  speed  we  have 
made  during  the  past  it^  years  in  the  puri- 
fication of  the  Pawtuxet.  Just  look  at  the 
situation.  This  city  has  expended  mil- 
lions of  dollars  in  bringing  you  drinking 
water,  which  the  Health  Department  is 
warning  you  to  boil  before  using,  in  order 
to  kill  the  germs  of  Typhoid,  and  Diph- 
theria, which  exist  in  the  human  excre- 
ment incessantly  put  into  it,  but  boiL 
ing  does  not  take  out  tr  e  excrement; 
There  could  be  nothing  more   monstrous. 

The  y(?«A'/m/ ot  Dec.  20,  ult.,  has  an 
article  on  'his  subject  which  is  remarkable 
for  what  it  does  not  say,  but  which  the 
article  itself  shows  was  known  to  the  edi- 
tor. An  elaborate  picture  is  given  of  a 
cottage  at  Fiskville,  with  an  inch  lead 
pipe,  running  from  the  kitchen  sink,  and 
carrying  the  dish  water  directly  into  the 
river.  Then  follows  the  digram  below 
which  the  yournal  says  is  a  mill  vault  but 
it  does  not  tell  you  where  it  exists,  as  it 
has  told  you  concerning  the  horrible  dish 
water  cottage  at  Fiskville;  it  knows,  how- 


THAT  ever,  else  it  is  drawing  upon  its  imagina- 
tion for  its  facts.  Here  ib  what  it  said: 
*'  With  a  few  exceptions  the  privy  vaults 
and  water  closets  at  the  factories  are  loca- 
ted at  safe  distances  from  the  river  banks, 
and  present  no  oiitvjard  indication  of  hav- 

I  ing  any  outlet  save  these  legitimate  ones 
from  which  their  contents  are  periodically 
taken  to  be  used  on  the  farm  land.  In 
some  cases,  if  people  claiming  to  be  fa- 
maliar    with    the    construction     of     these 

j  vaults  are  to  be  believed  there  a.vt pipes  in- 

\geniously  concealed  through  which  the 
liquid  contents  of  the  vaults  are  made  to 
drain  into  the  river.  In  other  cases  the 
vaults  are  arranged  in  pairs,  one  being 
built  of  stone  with  cemented  sides  and 
floor,  and  the  second,  so  arranged  (see  the 

j  diagram)  that  the    drainage    from    closets 

and  sinks  will,  when    the    flrst,    or    privy 

I  vault,  is  filled,  overflow  into  it ;  the  second 

I 

I  vault  is  nothing  uut  a  deep  excavation,  in 

close  proximity  to  the  mill  race;  it  is  in- 
variably boarded  over,  and  covered  with 
earth,  and  as  it  is  infrequently  cleaned  out. 
the  presumption  is  that  its  contents  per- 
colate into  the  river."  Percolate  is  a  fine 
word  for  such  an  operation  as  the  jfournal 
thus  describes;  the  word  means  (see 
Webster)  to  pass  through,  to  cause  to  pass 
through  small  interstices,  to  tilter.  as 
i  water  passes  through  a  porous  stone.  The 
I  yourual  dA%o  sajs  this  excrement  is  "peri- 
odically taken  "  from  a  vault  which  it  says 
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18  "  infrequently  cleaned."  It  also  says, 
that  the  second  vault  is  "invariably" 
boarded  over ;  this  means  that  this  infernal 
machine  which  it  pictures,  is  not  a  spo- 
radic case,  but  is  epidemic,  in  other 
words,  there  are  many  such  structures  cov- 
ered in  this  way,  and  leading  from  which 
are  "  pipes  ingeniously  concealed,"  car- 
rying the  excrement  into  the  river,  it  being 
always  in  "  close  proximity  to  the  mill 
race."  Then  follows  this  interesting 
drawing:

VAULT 
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The  yournal  does  well  to  locate  the 
Fiskville  cottage  with  its  terrible  inch  lead 
pipe  of  dish  water,  but  it  suppresses  the 
locality  of  this  infernal  machine  which  it 
pictures,  it  does,  however,  tell  us  where  it 
does  not  exist ;  it  leaves  us  therefore  the 
inference  that  it  exists  "  invariably"  cov- 
ered with  earth,  aqd  "  ingeniously  con- 
cealed "  among  the  mills  which  it  does  not 
mention;  among  the  mills  not  mentioned 
by  the  youriial  are  the  "Natick,"  and  the 
**  Arctic,"  and  the  "  Royal,"  all  the  prop- 
erties of  Messrs.  B.  B.  &  R.  Knight,  and 
all  on  the  south  branch  of  the  Pawtuxet, 
the  yovrnal  leaves  us  therefore  to  the  in- 
ference that  at  either  one,  or  all,  ot  those 
Knight  mills  this  structure  exists,  since  it 
mentions  all  the  other  mills  on  this  same 
south  branch,  as  being  where  it  does  not 
exist.  Suppose  then  that  this  "  perco- 
later  "  exists  at  the  Natick  mill  let  me  run 
out  a   small  calculation.     This    mill   em- 


ploys about  2000  operatives.  From  Car- 
penter's iluma?t  l^hysiology,  the  highest 
authority  among  medical  men,  I  read 
(page  130)  "  The  quantity  of  fa-cal  matter 
which  is  daily  passed  by  an  adult,  seems 
to  average  from  four  to  six  ounces." 
Again,  from  the  same  authority  (page 
390)  I  rf.ad  "  Probably  we  shall  be  pretty 
near  the  truth  in  estimating  (with  Dr. 
Front)  the  amount  of  urine  passed  by 
every  adult  at  from  about  30  ounces  in 
summer,  to  40  ounces  in  winter,  for  a 
person  who  does  not  drink  more  than  the 
simple  wants  of  nature  require."  It  is  an 
axiom  among  laboring  people  that  the 
payment  of  this  debt  to  nature  must  be 
done  in  the  "time"  of  the  employer. 
Hence  the  conclusion  : — 2000  operatives 
averaging  five  ounces  accepting  the  mean 
of  Dr.  Carpenter,  to  be  the  amount  of 
fiecal  matter  each  discharges  daily,  Avii^ 
discharge  625  pounds  every  day  into  this 
receptacle,  or  3,750  pounds  everv  six  days. 
If  I  have  underestimated  then  there  is 
more,  if  I  have  overestimated  then  there 
is  less,  but  it  makes  Htt!e  difference,  this 
is  not  a  case  for  spotting  hair^ ;  and  of 
urine,  averaging  20  ounces  as  the  daily 
output  in  the  mill  by  each  operative,  there 
would  go  into  the  "  percolater"  2.500 
po'mds;  thus  nine  and  a  quarter  tons 
would  accumulate  every  six  days  in  this 
one  Mill  Vault  which  the  yonrnal  pic- 
tures, and  as  the  same  authority  informs 
us  that  the  vault  is  "  infrequently 
"  cleaned  and  has  "  concealed  pipes,"  the 
inference  must  follow  that  the  vault  must 
be  very  large  to  hold  such  vast  accumu- 
lations— or,  you  must  be  daily  drinking 
what  these  Natick  mill  owners  put  into  it, 
in  order  to  relieve  it.  The  fact  that  the 
pipes  which  discharges  into  the  river  are 
"  ingeniously  concealed  "  is  an  adinission 
on  the  part  of  the  mill  owners  that  that 
which  they  do  is  not  only  criminal,  but 
illegal;  that  which. men  have  a  right  to 
do  it  is  not  necessary  to  conceal. 

You  say  it  is  disgusting  in   me  to  write 
such  things ;  what  may  I  not  say   of  you 
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who  drink  such  thing^s  and  lack  tlie  cour- 
age to  resist?  but  I  atii  not  yet  done,  the 
Journal  does  not  tell  jou  why  this  in- 
fernal machine  is  constructed  in  the  way 
in  \vhich  it  declares  that  it  is  constructed  ; 
the  first  or  upper  vault  has  cemented 
sides  and  floor,  while  the  second  and 
lower  vau't  is  a  rough  wall.  The  reason 
is  this,  the  daily  gathering  in  the  upper 
vault  is  raked  over  to  get  the  raw  cotton 
and  the  cops,  (conical  balls  of  thread  on 
the  spinning  frames),  which  the  help 
uses.  ^V'■ere  this  receptacle  not  cemented 
this  could  not  be  done  so  etfectively,  a 
trap  in  the  bottom  then  discharge^  the 
entire  contents  into  our  drinking  water. 
This  Natick  mill  stands  three  miles  above 
the  pumping  s'.ation ;  below  it  a  short 
distance  is  the  Pontiacdam  and  Bleachery 
works,  also  owned  by  the  Knights.  This 
dam  is  the  only  obstruction  on  the  stream 
between  the  Natick  mill  and  the  Pumping 
Station.  At  Pontiac  the  youmal  says 
*'  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
done  may  have  augmented  the  quantity  of 
poisonous  colouring  and  bleaching  sub- 
stances daily  ikro-vn  into  the  river '^  and 
this  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the 
pumping  station.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
the  running  of  a  mill  on  the  banks  of  a 
stream  that  the  owner  of  the  mill  should 
daily  gather  all  the  excrement  of  the 
"help"  and  dump  it  into  the  river  as  is 
now  done;  and  that  which  will  make  the 
matter  infinitely  worse  is  that  a  new 
water  supply  corporation  has  just  laid, 
and  is  now  laying,  pipes  from  Carr's  pond 
for  a  supply  of  water  to  these  villages; 
this  makes  sewage,  and  this  sewage  mus^ 
perforce  go  into  the  Pawtuxct.  Thus 
while  the  City  of  Providence  is  expend- 
ing vast  sums  in  disposing  of  its  own 
sewage  it  forces  its  citizens  to  drink  the 
whole  sewage  of  the  Pawtuxet  Valley  in- 
cluding the  excrement,  of  more  than  10,000 
mill  operatives  therein  employed.  On  the 
24th  ult  the  youmal  came  again  to  the 
subject,  publishing  a  series  of  interviews 
with    physicians;    among    them  was    one 


with  Dr.  J.  C.  Budlong,  a  Homeopathic 
physician  here,  who  is  reported  assaying, 
•'  the  Pawtuxet  water  is  pure  and  decid- 
edly superior  to  most  of  the  highly  prized 
(priced)  spring  waters  here."  Water  is 
the  vehicle  used  by  all  Homeopathic 
physicians  in  the  administration  of  their 
remedies  attenuated  almost  to  the  infini- 
tesimal. In  good  conscience  and  in  the 
light  of  these  facts  how  can  a  physician 
say  that  which  this  gentleman  is  reported 
as  having  said.?  The  wretch  who  pois- 
ons your  well  is  justly  sent  to  the  State 
Prison,  but  the  mill  owners  who  poison 
the  city's  drinking  water  are  given  the 
highest  offices  and  daily  walk  the  streets 
in  the  guise  of  gentlemen. 


The  proposition  introduced  by  Senator 
Pefter,  to  issue  by  the  United  States  Sioo- 
000,000  to  be  loaned  to  the  people  of  Indi- 
ana on  real  estate  mortgages,  at  one  per 
cent. ,  and  the  reasons  given  by  the  learned 
Senator  for  doing  such  a  thing,  reads  like 
a  chapter  from  the  ancient  history  of 
Rhode  Island.  The  colony  issued  to  the 
citizens  thereof,  paper  bills  of  credit, 
loaned  to  the  said  citizens  by  honest  and 
honorable  men.on  promisory  notes,  based 
on  real  estate  mortgages;  prices  of 
everything  became  intlated,  until  the 
price  bore  no  relationship  to  actual  value, 
men  became  impoverished,  and  trade,  or 
commerce,  fled  from  the  colony,  never  to 
return  ;  in  time  a  new  industry  arose  here, 
but  not  until  this  paper  money  loaning 
process  had  become  extinct.  If  Senator 
Peffer  will  come  to  Providence  I  will  take 
him  to  a  place  where  he  can  see  ten  bar- 
rels of  these  mortgages,  all  neatly  folded 
and  laid  away,  some  of  them  a  hundred 
and  fifty  years  old,  and  not  one  of  them 
paid,  because  the  borrowers  were  in  the 
end  unable  to  pay.  A  while  since  the 
Evening  Post  gave  some  account  of  a  sim- 
ilar operation  in  Alabama,  with  like  dis- 
aster. But  nothing  in  American  history 
can  equal  in  the  perfection  of  its  ruin  this 
terrible  episode  in  the   history   of   Rhod 
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Island.  The  restraining  powt^r  of  ex- 
ample seems  to  have  lost  its  elYect  upon 
men.  Two  and  two  will  inevitably  be 
four,  why  does  Senator  PeiTer  repeat  the 
costly  experiment  of  Rhode  Is'and. 


Mr.  William  T.  Adams  (Oliver  Optic) 
begins  a  new  series  of  books  for  boys, 
with  one  entitled  a  M/ssi;j^  Million.  In 
the  preface  the  author,  evidently  perceiv- 
ing the  questionable  character  of  his  story, 
enters  upon  a  sort  of  defence,  or  excuse 
for  it;  he  says  "he  still  clings  to  his  belief 
of  forty  years  that  exciting  incidents  do 
no';  corrupt,  or  mislead,  the  mindi  and 
he;  .rts  of  young  people."  That  is  a  iion 
seq  uitnr,  an  exciting  incident  may  corrupt, 
or  may  mislead,  or  both  corrupt  and  mis- 
lead the  mind  of  a  young  person,  and  it 
is  the  opinion  of  Book  Notes  that  the 
tendency  of  this  book  is  to  mislead;  in 
fact,  the  author  admits  as  much  and  en- 
deavors to  guard  against  it;  he  savs. 
"  Louis  Belgrave's  noble  and  steadfast 
devotion  to  his  mother  is  worthy  of  imi- 
tation r«///^  abstract;"'  would  you  teach 
a  boy  the  virtue  of  devotion  to  his  mother 
"in  the  abstract.^"  or  would  you  teach 
the  doctrine  that  while  devotion  in  the 
abstract  is  good,  a  boy  will  rarely  be 
called  upon  to  manifest  it.  Such  a  series 
of  operations  as  this  boy  carried  on  is 
unknown  to  human  experience  and  hap- 
pily-so ;  a  boy  by  his  own  exertions  be 
comes  possessed  of  a  million  of  dollars 
at  sixteen  years  of  age  ;  this  in  itself  would 
be  wholly  bad,  but  that  which  makes  it 
worse  is  the  continued  exhibition  of 
•'cheek,"  or  impudence,  or  audacity,  or 
other  equally  bad  characteristics  toward 
all  the  people  by  whom  the  boy  is  sur- 
ro  mded;  these  things  are  wholly  repug- 
ns nt  to  all  our  notions  of  propriety  or 
d€  ;ency.  There  is  one  more  sentence  in 
th's  preface,  the  construction  of  which  is 
peculiar,  "I  believe  that  nothing  is  too 
good  for  good  boys  especially  when  paid 
for  out  of  the  pocket  of  a  millionaire;" 
■what   kind    of  a   good    boy   must   he   be 


when  "  not/linn-  is  too  good  fo  r  liim  ;  " 
would  soinel/ii'tiT  he  worsQ.}  Book  Notes 
regrets  that  it  cannot  accept  iSlr.  Oliver 
Optic's  principles  of  ethics,  or  morals,  as 
illustrated  in  this  book;  he  has  written 
many  other  and  much  belter  books,  all 
of  which  are  published  by  Lee  &  Shepard. 


Number  six  in  the  "  Broadway  "  series 
of  International  "Protective  Tarift  " 
Copyright  novels  has  been  published  by 
John  A.  Taylor  &  Co.,  of  New  York.  It 
is  Sir  Aut/zofiy's  Secret,  by  Adeline  Ser- 
geant. How  this  publication  "protects" 
American  authors  I  cannot  yet  see;  but 
how  it  "  protects  "  the  young  minds  who 
are  supi>osed  to  read  it  is  not  so  diilicult 
to  understand.  Sir  Anthony  was  the  re- 
puted father  of  two  children,  a  son,  and 
a  daughter;  these  children  he  allowed  to 
grow  to  manhood  in  the  belief  that  they 
were  illegitimate  offspring  ;  their  mother 
abused  and  neglected  was  thrust  into  a 
premature  grave,  the  fact  being  withheld 
that  she  was  the  lawful  wile  of  Sir  An- 
thony &c.  If  you  think  such  things  will 
strengthen  the  morals  of  young  people 
you  are  welcome  to  your  opinion — I  do 
not — Hobbes,  the  philosopher,  is  declared 
by  Locke  to  have  said,  that  he  (Hobbes) 
would  like  to  be  the  man  to  gather  all  the 
books  in  the  world  into  a  ship,  take  her  to 
sea  and  bore  a  hole  in  her  bottom.  If  the 
fiction  of  to-day  could  be  thus  extermin- 
ated the  world  would  be  in  measurably 
better. 

Book  Notes  has  from  time  to  time 
printed  singular  Rhode  Island  epitaphs, 
but  here  is  one  from  Rehoboth,  which  is 
in  ^lassachuselts,  which  is  so  near  Rhode 
Island  (the  Orleans  Mill)  that  we  repro- 
duce it.

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The  yourjial  published  and  the  Te!c- 
£rram  followed  with  an  obituary  sketch  of 
an  aged  Englishi.ian,  who  died  at  Paw- 
tuc^et  named  William  Warburton.  The 
only  thing  about  this  man  really  worth 
writing  about  was  just  that  which  neither 
paper  mentioned,  and  that  was  his  con- 
nection with  the  very  beginning  of  the 
great  co-operative  movement,  which  be- 
gan about  1836,  and  with  the  night 
schools  for  the  operatives,  which  began 
at  about  the  same  time.  Mr.  Warburton 
has  often  di-roursed  with  me  upon  these 
themes,  which,  when  he  did,  he  became 
the  old  man  eloquent;  the  opposition  was 
simply  terrific,  but  triumph  was  with  the 
operatives;  the  co-operative  scheme  as- 
sumed fabulous  proportions,  and  the 
operatives  took  to  education  with  unsatis- 
fied vigor,  Mr.  Warburton  was  himself  a 
splendid  specimen  of  this  educational 
movement;  they  drank  in  knowledge  just 
As  in  Summer  time  the  thirsty  sands 
Drink  the  swift  waters  of  the  Manzanaras 
And  still  do  thirst  for  more.

wife,  and  which  argument  positively 
overthrew  the  court,  and  forced  in  his 
conscience,  Sewall,  to  hold  annual  days  cf 
fasting  during  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
must  be  considered;  it  was  positively  a 
legal  masterpiece;  it  can  be  found  in  the 
last  edition  of  Mr.  Upham's  history  and 
also  in  a  book  published  by  Harper  & 
Brothers  entitled,  the  Xezv  Puritan.  It 
is  a  fair  question  whether,  after  all,  this 
argument  by  Mr.  Pike  was  not  a  cheap 
purchase,  even  at  the  cost  of  the  lives  of 
a  dozen  people,  whose  lives  had  long 
ceased  to  be  useful  to  themselves  or  to 
anybody  else. 


The  Delta  UpsilonsFraternity  has  just 
publi'^hed  its  Qiiinquennial  Catalog  ue. 
It  was  published  under  the  edito.-ial 
auspices  of  Walter  L.  Fairbanks.  It  i ;  a 
handsome  8vo  volume  of  672  pages,  en- 
riched by  portraits  of  college  presidents, 
and  well  bound  in  cioth.  All  the  colleges 
are  represented ;  the  number  of  names  in 
the  volume  is  5,063  ;  to  each  of  these  names 
is  appended  a  biograpical  sketch  so  that 
the  volume  forms  a  respectable  biograph- 
ical dictionary  of  college  bred  men,  so  far 
as  such  men  were  members  of  this  frater- 
nity; these  sketches  are  models  in  the  way 
of  conciseness,  and  yet  sufficiently  com- 
plete.

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The  Rhode  Island    Copyright     Law    of 
1783. 


In  December,  17S3,  the  Rhode  Island 
General  Assembly  enacted  a  law  "  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  to  authors  the  exclu- 
sive riglit  and  benefit  of  publishing  their 
literary  productions  for  twentv-one years.'' 
This  la-.v  was  printed  in  the  Acts  and  Re- 
solves for  that  month,  and  has  never  been 
printed  in  any  other  place  ;  for  that  reason 
it  is  here  reproduced  entire  : 

Whereas  the  Improvement  of  Know- 
ledge, the  Progress  of  civilization,  the 
public  weal  of  the  community,  and  the  ad- 
vancement of  human  happiness  greatly 
depend  on  the  efforts  of  learned  and  in- 
genious persons,  in  the  various  arts  and 
sciences;  as  the  principal  encouragement 
such  persons  can  have  to  make  great,  and 
beneficial  exertion  of  this  nature,  must 
exist  in  the  legal  security  of  the  fruits  of 
their  study,  and  industry  to  themselves; 
and  as  such  security  is  the  natural  right 
of  all  men,  there  being  no  property  more 
peculiarly  a  man's  own  than  that  which 
is  produced  by  the  labour  of  his  mind;  Be 
it  therefore  enacted  by  this  General  As- 
sembly, and  by  the  authority  thereof  it  is 
enacted,  that  all  books,  treatises,  and 
other  literary  productions,  having  the 
rwme  of  the  author,  or  authors  thereof, 
published,  and  printed  with  the  same, 
shall  be  the  sole  propertyof  such  author,  or 


authors, being  citizens  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  their  heirs,    and    assigns,   for 
the  full  and  complete  term  of   twenty-one 
years  from    the    c'.ate    of   the    publication ; 
I  and  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
!  aforesaid,  that  if  any  person,    or    persons, 
i  shall  print,  reprint,  publish,    sell,    or   ex- 
\  pose  to  sale,  or  shall  cause  fo  be    printed, 
]  reprinted,  published,  sold,  or   exposed    to 
sale,  any  book,  treatise,  or    other    literary 
I  production,    not   yet    printed,    written    by 
I  any    citizen,    or   citizens,    of   the    United 
I  States  of  America,  whose  name  or  names, 
j  as  author  or  authors  shall  be  thereto    pre- 
fixed without  the  consent  of  the  author  or 
authors,  or  their  assigns,  during  the    said 
term  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  torfeit  and 
pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  Three    thousand 
pounds  lawful  money,  nor  less    than  Five 
pounds,    to    the    use   of  such    author   or 
authors, or  their  assigns,  to  be  recovered  by 
action  of  debt    in    any    Court   ot    Record, 
proper  to  try  the   same;    Provided    never- 
theless, and  it  is  further  enacted,  that  this 
act  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  the 
favour,  or  benefit  of  any  author,  or  authors 
being  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  any  other   of 
the    said   United    States,    until    the    State 
whereof  he,  or  they  are  citizen,  or  citizens 
shall    pass    similar   laws    for    securing    to 
authors  the  exclusive  right  and  benefit    of 
publishing  their  literary  productions. 

In  stating  this  fact   Mr.    Arnold    (Hist. 
R.  I.  v.  2,  p.  504.)   has  this  note    "In  con 
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necl ion  with  this  earl3'  copyright  law  in 
Rhode  Island  it  may  be  mentioned  as  an 
interesting  fact  that  the  first  known  copy 
right  granted  under  the  United  States  law 
upon  this  subject  was  to  a  Rhode  Islander 
on  the  9th.  of  May  1795.  The  book  was 
entitled  '■"Chrisiiayiity  ilxe  True  TJicoioi^y 
an  ans'vcr  to  the  Ag-e  of  Reason y  "by  Wil- 
liam Patten  printed  at  Warren,  R.  I.  by 
A.  Phillips,"  This  printer  was  not  A, 
but  Nathaniel  Phillips.  Observe  also 
that  this  copyright  was  not  under  the 
Rhode  Island  laws,  but  under  the  United 
States  law.  Having  some  doubt  as  to  the 
correctness  of  this  statement  I  .;ddressed 
an  inquiry  to  the  Librarian  of  Congress 
Mr.  A.  R.  Spofford,  who  has  charge  of  all 
the  records  bearing  upon  this  question, 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  United  States  law. 
His  reply  was  as  follows,  "The  statement 
in  Arnold's  Rhode  Island  v.  2,  p.  504. 
(note)  is  wholly  incorrect,  copyrights  un- 
der the  law  of  1790  were  granted  to  the 
number  of  more  than  200,  from  1790  to 
1795  in  New  York,  Boston  and  Philadel- 
phia including  one  to  Thomas  Paine  for 
the  Age  of  Reaso7i  which  of  course  must 
have  preceeded  Mr.  Patten's  review  of 
that  -work," 

There    is    no    place    designated  in    the 
Rhode  Island  law  where  titles  were  to  be 
deposited  and  records   preserved,   but   en 
the  supposition  that  the  office  of  the   Sec- 
reta'-y   of    State    would    have     been     the 
place,  application  was  made  there  to  learn 
what,  if  any,  were  the  books  copyrighted  I 
under  lliat  law,  but  there  is  no   record    ofi 
any  kind  concerning  the  matter,  nor  do  I  1 
personally    know     of    a    single    book   so  I 
copyrighted.       How     long    the     law     re-  1 
mained  in  force  is  not  certain  ;   but  it  cer-  j 
tainly  was  superseded  when  Rhode  Island 
adopted  the  Constitution  in  1790.     It   oc- 
curing  to  me  that    possiblv  copyright    en*  | 
tries  might  have  been  made   in  the  clerk's  \ 
otTice   of    the    Supreme     Court    enquiries  ■ 
•were  made  at  the  Court  House    in    Provi-  ; 
dence,  but  nothing  is  there  known  to  exis^  j 
concerning  the  matter. 


Mention  has  been  made  in  these  col- 
ums  of  the  extraordinary  fact  of  the  pub- 
lication in  Providence  in  1766,  of  an 
edition  of  the  Letters  of  Lady  Mary 
Wortley  Montague.  This  was  done  by 
Sarah  Goddard,  who  wrote  concerning  it: 
"These  letters  will  show  the  sprighUi- 
ness  of  her  wit,  the  solidity  of  her  judg- 
ment, the  extent  of  her  knowledge,  the 
elegance  of  her  taste,  and  the  excellence 
of  her  real  character;  written  during  her 
travels  in  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  to 
persons  of  distinction,  and  men  of  letters 
in  different  parts  of  Europe,  they  con- 
tain among  other  curious  relations,  ac- 
counts of  the  policv  and  manners  of  the 
Turks  drawn  from  sources  that  ha\e  been 
inaccessible  to  other  travellers."  That 
paragraph  would  stand  to-day  as  a  strong 
yet  modest  statement.  This  lady  was  the 
wife  of  Dr.  Giles  Goddard  and  the  mother 
of  William  Goddard,  who  was  the  father 
of  Prof.  William  G.  Goddard,  Her 
maiden  name  was  Updike,  and  she  had 
descended  on  one  side  from  Richard 
Smith,  an  English  gentleman  of  property 
and  education,  who  was  the  first  English 
settler  at  Wickford.  In  her  veins  did  not 
flow  the  blood  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  for 
he  left  no  descendants ;  but  in  her  veins 
did  flow  the  blood  of  the  Newtons,  out  of 
whom. Sir  Isaac  came.  This  is  as  it  was  : 
Joan  Smith,  daughter  of  Richard,  mar^^ 
ried  Thjmas  Newton,  who  was  a  near 
relative  of  Sir  Isaac's:  Katharine  Smith, 
another  daughter  of  Richard's  married 
Gilbert  Opdyck.  Th2  Newton's  had  a 
daughter  Abigail;  tl  e  Opdyck's  had  a  son 
Lodowick ;  these  two  young  people,  own 
cousins, married  and  changed  the  spelling 
of  their  name  to  Updike;  from  them  by 
Daniel  came  Sarah  [Updike]  Goddard. 
Before  coming  to  New  England  the  fam- 
ilies of  Smith,  and  of  Newton,  had  inter- 
married, so  that  there  was  a  relation-hip 
before  the  marriage  of  Thomas  and  Joan. 
Conspicuous  among  the  founders  of  the 
Royal  Society  occurs  the  name  of  Doctor 
Jonathan  Goddard   (1664)    and    Sir   Isaac 
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Newton,  -was  among  this  distingiiislicd 
Society's  earliest  Presidents.  It  is  easy 
to  understand  how  Sarah  Goddard  was 
induced  to  publish  the  extraordinary 
book  above  referred  to,  the  blood  of  edu- 
cated people  flowed  in  her  veins. 


The  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Tax

PLATFORM, 

1.  The  most  direct  taxation  is  the  best, 
because  it  gives  to  the  real  payers  of  taxes 
a  concious  and  direct  pecuniary  interest 
in  honest  and  economical  govern  nent. 

2.  Mortgages  and  capital  engaged  in 
production  or  trade  should  be  exempt 
from  taxation  :  because  taxes  on  such  cap- 
ital tend  to  drive  it  away,  to  put  a  pre- 
mium on  dishonesty  and  to  discourage 
industry. 

3.  Real  estate  should  bear  the  main 
burden  of  taxation  :  because  such  taxes 
can  be  most  easily,  cheaply  and  certainly 
collected,  and  because  they  bear  least 
heavily  on  the  farmer  and  the  worker. 

4.  Our  present  system  of  levying  and 
collecting  state  and  municipal  taxes-is  ex- 
tremely bad.  and  spasmodic  and  unreflect- 
ing tinkering  with  it  is  unlikely  to  result 
in  substantial  improvement. 

5.  No  legislature  will  venture  to  enact 
a  good  system  of  local  taxation  until  the 
people,  especially  the  farmers,  perceive 
the  correct  principles  of  taxation  and  see 
the  folly  of  taxing  personal  property. 

Therefore  :  We  desire  to  unite  our  ef- 
forts, in  such  ways  as  may  seem  advisable 
to  keep  up  intelligent  discussion  and  agi- 
tation of  the  subject  of  taxation,  with  a 
view  to  improve:\ient  in  the  systein  and 
enlightenment  as  to  tl.c  correct  principles. 

This  is  his  answer.  Mr.  Bolton  Hall. 
Secretary,  Dear  Sir:  "I  heaitily  endorse 
jour  Tax  Programme  so    far  as  it  goes;  I 


have  turned  the  paper  over  to  Prof  H.  B. 
Gardner  our  Professor  of  Political  Econ- 
omy." dated  President's  room,  Brown 
University,  Sept.  21,  1S91, 


Whatever  Col.  T.  W.  Iligginson  writes 
is  not  only  highly  entertaining,   but  often 
well  worth    reading;  he  is  however  some- 
times inclined  to  a  looseness  of  statement 
which    necessitates    a   watchfulness  upon 
the  part  of  the    reader.      In  January    Inst 
Col.  Higginson    delivered  an    address  be- 
fore the  Xineteeth  Century    Club  in  New 
York  which  he  has    now    published,  with 
other  kindred  essays,    pub.ished    in  'sun  • 
dry  periodicals,  under  the  title    VV/'e  Xczi' 
M'orid  iDid  the    Ne-jj    Book.     This  some- 
what obscure    title    taken    broadly'means 
an  inquiry  as    to  what  influence  the  dem- 
ocratic  principle   as    exemplified    in    the 
United  States  has  had  upon    literature,  as 
illustrated  in  all  its  departments,  history, 
poetry,  and  fiction, and  when  discovered  is 
proclaimed    with    no     uncertain     sound; 
Col.  Higginson  in  th'e    succeeding  essays 
goes  outside  of,    and   beyond    the  ranges 
of  literature,  but  only  in    some   slight  re- 
ferences, and  these  as  to    habits,    society, 
the  influence  of  rank  &c.  The  conclusions 
reached   by   Col.    Higginson    are    highly 
creditable,  I  had  almost  written,    eulogis- 
tic, of  his  country;  with    the  spirit  of  this 
book  I  arh  fully  in    accord,    I  accept  also 
the  conc'usions  which  are   reached;  I  am 
fully    persuaded     that    the    influence    of 
American  scholarship  upon  literature  will 
be  no  less  limited  than  is  the  land  which 
deve'oped  it;  nor   do   I   see    any  sense  in 
denying  or  depreciating  our   powers;  put 
forth   your    strength    and    don't    play  the 
fool  in    denying    what  you    j'ourself  and 
every  body  else  knows    that  you  possess  ; 
this  does  not  mean  simply  a  game  of  brag, 
nothing    is  more  disgusting,  nothing  was 
further  from    Col.  Iligginson's  idea.      Do 
those  things  wliich  command  the  respect 
of  your  own    conscience,    or  intelligence, 
and  then  you    can    command    and  in  due 
time  will  receive  the    respect  of  all  other 
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men.  See  that  your  country  is  rer.ll^ 
great  in  excellence  and  then  don't  be 
afraid  to  say  so.  Col.  Iligginsod's  book 
has  given  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasuse  and 
it  would  you  if  you  venture  to  try  it. 
Lee  and  Shepard  publish  it. 


The  following  discouraging  statement 
comes  from  the  annual  report  of  the 
NarraganseLt  Library  Association  at 
Peace  Dale.  The  numbers  of  books  in  the 
various  departments  of  Literature  taken 
from  the  library  are  given  as  History, 
525 ;  Biography,  297 ;  Geography  and 
Travels,  439;  Science  and  Art,  203;  Poe- 
try and  the  Drama,  146.  All  others  save 
onlv  Fiction  2S2— Fiction  5317 — In  a  total 
of  7209  books  taken  out  74  per  cent,  con- 
sisted of  this  most  worthless,  useless,  and 
debasing  part  of  the  present  literature. 
It  can  only  be  tolerated  on  the  theory 
that  were  not  people  reading  these  things 
they  might  be  doing  something  worse; 
to  which  I  answer,  there  can  be  nothing 
worse;  the  debauching  of  the  mind  pre- 
cedes the  debauching  of  the  body,  and 
these  things  debauch  the  mind.  Peace- 
Dale  is  no  worse  than  other  similar 
places,  but  that  is  no  answer,  we  look  for 
something  better  there. 


The  New  York  Jourjial  of  Commerce 
has  not  hitherto  been  accused  of  com- 
munism, or  radicalism,  or,  so  far  as  I 
know,  of  socialism.  It  charges  $15.00  a 
year  for  itself,  and  when  a  man  speaks  to 
it  of  an  advertisement,  he  must  lay  down 
a  fee  before  he  be^fins  to  speak; 
nothing  plebeian  in  that,  certainly.  It 
says  (Nov.  2S)  :  "  The  occupancy  of  a 
street  of  a  town, or  city, for  a  railway  of  any 
description  ought  never  to  have  been  per- 
mitted; they  ought  to  have  been  made  to 
run,  if  at  all,  through  prerr.ises  purciiased 
and  owned  by  themselves;  there  can  be 
no  compensation  either  to  tho.'^e  who  own 
property  on  the  street,  or  to  that  portion 
of  the  people  who  desire  to  use  the 
thoroughfare  for  ordinary  travel  that  will 


o(Tset    the    injury;   and    the    cause    of  tlie  1 
city  or  town  authorities  in  all  cases  whic!.  \ 
have  come  under  our  notice    in    this    par:  : 
of    the    country,    has    aided    and    abetted 
these  disturbers  ol  the    public    peace    anu 
i"obberv  of  vested    rights;   "akin    to    thi-. 
subject  comes  this  paragrapii  : 

The  Rvcniug-  Post  has  this  clippin.; 
from  the  Bufl'alo  Courier:  "President 
Harrison's  message  has  not  a  more 
truthful  or  impressive  declaration  than 
the  following:  "  The  improvident  grant- 
ing of  franchises  of  enormous  value 
without  recompens.^  to  the  state  or 
municipality  from  which  they  proceed 
and  without  proper  protection  of  the  pub- 
lic interests,  is  the  most  noticeable  and 
flagrant  evil  of  modern  legislation." 
These  words  says  the  Courier  should  be 
written  on  the  walls  of  every  le£islati\e 
chamber  in  every  state  and  in  every  coun- 
cil chamber  in  every  city. 


The  magazine  of  New  England  History 
for  January  is  out  promptly  on  time.  The 
chief  original  paper  is  an  analysis  of  the 
claims  of  Southold,  to  priority  of  settle- 
ment over  Southhampton,  both  on  Long 
Island.  Some  genealogical  memoranda 
concerning  the  Holmes  family,  and  the 
reprint  of  a  pamphlet  on  some  votes  of 
the  continental  congress,  but  H.  M.  B. 
comes  from  Salem  with  a  story  as  "  tishy' 
as  was  that  which  he  told  about  the  leap- 
ing of  a  salmon  into  a  boat  at  Pawtuxet 
just  as  the  convention  at  Newport  adopter. 
the  U.  S.  Constitution.  This  time  his 
story  is  an  aspersion  upon  the  character 
of  Lodowick  Updike,  who  died  at  Wick- 
ford  in  1S04.  The  story  is  to  the  eflfe^^t 
that  Abigail  Cole,  of  Newport,  loaned  to 
Updike  a  sum  of  money  in  gold  or  silver. 
which  he  repaid  her  "  taking  advantage 
of  the  iniquitous  tender  law,  tendered  her 
the  vile  trash  of  paper  as  a  ciisciiarg- 
for  the  principal  and  interest  of  her 
specie  demand.  By  this  unjust  conduct 
he  hath  stripped  her  of  her  all  and  forced 
her    to    throw    herself  on    her   brother'^ 
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bounty  in  a  foreign  c"ime"  (Xova  Scotia) 
to  which  place  so  many  loyalist  citizens  of 
Newport  went  after  the  British  left  the 
country.  Now  that  story  may  be  true, 
but  I  for  one  do  not  believe  one  word  o^ 
it,  I  inust  see  the  evidence  before  believ- 
ing; it  is  contrary  to  everything  known 
ot  the  character  of  Mr.  Updike;  it  was 
doubtless  a  newspaper  lie,  which  has  now- 
come  to  be  preserved  in  a  historical  mag- 
azine; nothing  is  easier  than  the  clip- 
ping of  these  old  things  from  old  news- 
papers, but  they  do  wrong  to  the  memory 
of  good  men. 


The  best  book  for  the  masses,  yet 
printed  on  the  question  of  "Protection"' 
or  Free  Trade,  is  beyond  any  question 
that  by  Mr.  Henry  George.  It  covers 
the  whole  subject  in  a  way  which  leaves 
no  question  unanswered,  no  objection 
unmet,  it  is  not  merely  invaluable  to 
every  writer  and  speaker,  but  to  every 
part^'cipant  in  those  conversational  dis- 
cussions which  go  on  in  work-shops,  so. 
ciety  meetings,  country  stores,  and 
wherever  men  talk  with  each  other  on 
this  leading  question  of  the  day. 


The  first  result  sought  by  Book  Notes 
in  the  persistent  discussion  of  the  Paw- 
tuxet  water  pollution,  has  been  attained 
An  official  report,  made  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
by  Mr.  J.  C.  Butterworth  has  been  made 
public  by  the  Providence  your}ial\  in  all 
its  history  tlie  yonrnal  has  never  done 
the  people  of  Providence  a  greater  service 
The  nauseating  details  which  Mr.  Butter 
worth  seems  fearlessly  and  faithiully  to 
have  gathered,  he  just  as  fearlessly  set 
forth  ;  hitherto  the  people  of  Providence 
had  this  excuse,  that  it  \vas  not  proved,  but 
nierely  exaggerated  statements  of  some 
newspaper  sensationalist;  this  excuse  no 
longer  avails,  the  ollicial  details  are  infi- 
nately  worse  than  anything  ever  before  ' 
known  ;  hereafter  if  the  people  of  Provi-  , 
dence   drink  human    f;cces  in  every  glass  ' 


of  water,  they  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  precisely  what  they  aie  drinking. 
The  splendid  success  thus  attained  in- 
duces Book  Notes  to  enter  upon  the  sec- 
ond stage  in  this  discussion  which  it  will 
presently  do  ;  in  the  meantime  since  the 
people  Jiving  in  the  Pawtuxet  valley  seem 
to  have  an  earnest  desire  of  learning  some- 
thing about  riparian  rights;  the  writer  re- 
grets the  fact  that  not  being  a  lawyer  he 
cannot  accommodate  them,  but  were  he 
in  Colonel  Van  ::ilyck"s  position,  he  would 
give  them  a  few  lessons  which  would  last 
them  through  this  vale  of  tears. 

The  Providence  Ledge  said  the  other 
day  that  "  Walt  Whitman  was  born  in 
Rhode  Island  in  1819,  of  English  and 
Dutch  parentage."  In  heavens  nane 
have  mercy! — has  not  poor  little  Rhode 
Island  suffered  sufficiently  at  the  hand  of 
its  enemies;  must  Book  Notes  turn  now 
to  save  it  from 'its  friends;  why  inflict 
upon  it  the  birth  of  this  abnormal  char- 
acter; we  have  seen  the  morus  multicau- 
lis  phrenzy,  the  tulip  mania,  the  hen 
fever,  and  now  we  have  the  Browning 
craze;  strange  phantasies  pursue  men, 
even  Walt  Whitman's  day  may  come,  but 
in  my  judgment  the  day  of  the  book 
which  a  decent  man  cannot  read  aloud  to 
his  wife  without  a  blush,  will  be  a  long 
time  in  coming.  No,  Rhode  Island  has 
done  many  bad  things,  but  she  did  not 
give  birth  to  Walt  Whitman. 


The  your»al  in  describing  a  fire  inva- 
riably uses  the  expression  "the  church  was 
guf/cd  before  the  flames  were  subdued' 
Would  the  writer  of  that  phrase,  in  that 
select  society  which  this  paper  is  sup- 
posed to  enter,  use  in  speech  this  elegant 
word  "gutted"  in  reference  to  a  place 
which  has  no  intestines.?  Let  me  remind 
mv  august  contemporary  that  the  use  oi 
the  word  "subduea"  is  quite  improper  in 
this  connection.  We  extinguish  a  'ire 
but  do  not  subdue  it.

Mr.  A.  D.  F.  Randolph  in  the  Publish- 
ers ll^eeA'/y  recently  gave  some  mention 
ot  the  collection  of  American  poetr_y, 
edited  by  Mr.  John  Keese,  in  1841  and 
1842,  an  error  in  the  title  which  Mr.  Ran- 
dolph fell  into,  has  been  pointed  out  in 
another  communication  to  the  JVcel/y  by 
Mr.  Keese,  not  the  original  (John,  but 
some  descendant  probably ;  but  this  cor. 
rector  falls  into  a  much  more  malignant 
error,  than  did  Mr.  Randolph  whom  he 
undertook  to  correct.  Mr.  Keese  says : 
*'  It  may  be  of  interest  to  a  later  genera- 
tion of  readers  to  know  that  the  first  vol- 
ume (1S41)  introduced  to  the  world 
Drakes  Culprit  Fay,  and  the  American 
Flag,  &c.  A  fine  octavo  collection  of  Mr. 
Drake's  poems,  in  which  were  both  the 
poems  here  specified  as  having  been 
•'  introduced  to  the  world  "  bv  Mr.  Keese 


in  1S41,  was  published  in  New  York  in 
1S36,  and  with  them  the  beautifully  en- 
graved (in  line)  portrait  of  Mr.  Drake. 

The  statement  regarding  Marco  Bozzaris 
is  still  more  incorrect;  the  poem  appeared 
in  a  collection  of  Ilalleck's  poems  printed 
in  New  York  as  early  as  1S27.  I  am  not 
quite  sure  concerning  the  date  of  Mr. 
Keese's  First  Volume,  it  may  have  been 
issued  in  1840. 


It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  Book

'•  GIST,"  It  is  of  the  class  of  "  Life" 
similar  in  size  and  style,  but  published  at 
Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  where  it  began  its 
life  with  the  present  year,  a  weekly  sel- 
ling at  five  cents.

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PURGE  THE  PAWTUXET. 

The  discussion  of  the  Pawtuxet  pollu- 
tion has  developed  a  series  of  views  from 
several  scientific  gentleman  which  are 
sufficiently  curious  to  be  worth  a  moment's 
consideration.  Book  Notes  would  not 
name  these  gentlemen  had  they  not 
thrust  themselves  into  notice;  it  is  striv- 
ing for  water  without  excrement  for  itself, 
and  all  tlie  people  of  Providence ;  these 
gentlemen  put  themselves  in  the  posi- 
f  lion  of  impeding  (whether  willfully  or 
'  not,  is  not  now  considered)  the  progress 
of  this  imperative   reform. 

In  a  Report  on  the  condition  of  the 
Pawtuxet  made  in  1SS3  by  John  H,  Ap- 
pleton,  a  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  Brown 
University  to  the  City  Government,  the 
learned  gentleman  says,  "The  results 
given  appear  then  to  show  conclu- 
sively that  our  water  is  one  of  the  best ; 
that  it  is  not  now  grossly  polluted  and 
has  not  been  so  since  our  critical  knowl- 
edge of  it."  The  same  gentlemen,  in  an 
interview  printed  in  the  journal,  Jan- 
uary 23,  says,  "one  of  the  chief  sources 
of  danger  "  arose  "  from  excrementitious 
matter,  which  might  contain  t^-phoid 
germs."  Will  the  learned  gentleman  en- 
lighten us  by  describing  the  scienlitic 
value  of  a  result  -•:Jiich  appears  to  sho'v 
conclusively.  The  proof  that  tons  of 
human  excrement  go  now  into  the    river 


exists  in  Mr.  Butter  worth's  report  in  the 
Journal  of  January  22,  '92;  it  i.s  a  matter 
capable  of  proof  that  tons  of  just  such 
matter  went  in  in  1SS3.  You  can  see  w'th 
your  own  eyes  the  matter  thrown  in  at 
Natick ;  the  learned  gentleman  under- 
takes to  prove  by  chemical  analysis,  that 
what  you  saw  puc  in  is  not  there,  but  that 
under  cover  of  the  "unremitting  purifying 
processes  of  nature,"  this  human  excre- 
ment has  all  been  taken  out  of  the  river. 
Under  such  circumstances  what  do  30U 
care  what  a  chemical  analysis  does  not 
disclose. 

The  learned  gentleman  coiv.inuing 
says,  "  undoubtedly  some  substances 
introduced  by  the  mills  precipitate  in  the 
bed  of  the  river,  and  so  are  temporarily 
prevented  from  reaching  the  Sockanosset 
reservoir;  however  in  dry  seasons,  or 
when  the  water  is  agitated  by  storms, 
or  when  the  temperature  is  unusually 
high  such  deposits  may  become  injuri- 
ous." Will  the  learned  gentleman  kindly 
explain  why  a  chemical  analysis  made 
everj'  fifteen  days  does  not  disclose  the 
substances  which  are  only  temporarily 
prevented  from  reaching  the  Sockanosset. 
Dr.  J.  A.  Budlong  in  an  interview  in  the 
3^£?«/';/(7/,  January  29,  '92,  eulogizing  the 
quality  of  the  Pawtuxet,  ■  said,  "  in  the 
events  of  low  water  he  would  take  the 
precaution  of  boiling";  why  boil  water 
which    the    learned    chemist    pronounces 
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one  of  the  best  and  "  not  now  grossly 
polluted."  Tl-iis  learned  plivsician  Pa\s. 
"imagination  tended  to  magnify  the  dan- 
ger of  using  city  water;  "  this  gentleman 
is  a  Iloir.eopathic  physician  and  can 
speak  with  the  view  of  authority  in  mat- 
ters concerning  the  force  of  the  imagina- 
tion, but  does  he  think  the  tons  of 
human  faces,  which  go  into  the  river  at 
Natick  is  a  work  of  the  imagination? 
there  ai'e  things  in  this  gentleman's  inter- 
view, which  taken  in  connection  with  hi^ 
medical  professions,  are  not  altogether 
happy;  his  theory  as  a  Homeopath  is 
that  his  remedies  are  increased  in  their 
curative  powers  by  attenuation;  but  in 
the  case  of  the  water,  attenuation 
weakens  its  power  for  harm,  concenra- 
tion  alone  makes  it  ^angerous.  Similia 
Similibus  Curantur — like  begets  like,  is 
the  doctrine  of  his  school,  and  the 
Homeopr.th  adds  to  his  Pharmacopa.Ma 
''  Pawtuxet  "  probably  as  a  cathartic,  this 
is  indeed  really  philosophical. 

An  interview-  with  Inspector  Young 
was  published  in  the  yournnl,  January, 
20,  '92;  this  Inspector  was  sent  out  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health ;  this  Board 
has  never  published  Inspector  Young's 
report,  but^Dr,  Fisher,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  vouches  for  its  accuracy  in  the 
your7ial  of  the  21st  January.  Now  ob- 
serve what  Inspector  Young  says  (see 
Journal,  January  20)  "  he  found  the 
Pawtuxet  river  a  bed  of  poison  from  one 
end  to  the  other;  in  one  place  a  great 
mass  of  excrement,  which  had  floated 
down  from  time  to  time  had  gathered." 
The  Journal  does  not  tell  you  where 
that  spot  is,  but  Book  Notes  will  tell 
you;  it  is  between  the  Natick  Mill  and 
the  pumps  at  Pettaconset.  Then  Dr 
Fisher  having  declared  that  Young's  re- 
port "  seenied  to  be  substantially  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  facts  "  falls  back 
on  the  Chemical  Analysis,  which  he  de- 
claret,  shows  the  water  to  be  as  pure  as 
the    supplies     of    Pawtuckct     and    other 


Rhode  Island  towns;  all  that  can  then  be 
said  is  that  if  the  Pawtucket  people  are 
drinking  as  much  human  fieces  as  the 
Providence  people  are  drinking,  thev  are 
to  be  pitied.  The  attitude  of  these 
medical  men  towards  this  extraordi- 
nary condition  is  so  utterly  antago- 
nistic to  all  the  teachings  of  sani- 
tary science  that  one  can  only  marvel  at 
it.  They  stick  to  the  traditions  of  their 
science  with  a  persistence  worthy  of  a 
better  cause.  Let  me  present  you  a  few- 
prescriptions  from  an  ancient  Medical 
Treatise  by  a  distinguished  English 
physician,  then  dwelling  in  London.  Tlie 
title  of  the  book  is  "  Most  Choice  Re- 
ceipts of  Physick." 

For  one  who  has  a  S-vellittg-  "  Take 
Hog's  dung,  Pigeon's  dung,  and  Sheep's 
tallow,  Chickwood  and  Smnllage,  put 
them  all  together  in  lees  or  malmsley,  or 
tor  lack  of  these,  in  the  ''patient's  "  own 
water." 

For  one  who  has  the  BInck  Jaundice, 
"  Goat';  dung,  or  Frillc.w  Deer's  dung 
strained  into  milk  and  given  to  the  sick." 

For  one  who  has  the  Pleurt'sie  "Take  two 
good  handtuls  of  horse  dung,  and  two 
races  of  ginger,  wrap  the  dung  and  the 
ginger  together  in  a  linen  cloth,  boil  in  a 
quart  of  white  wine  and  drink  thereof 
evening  and  morning  "  The  word  race  in 
this  connection  means,  a  root,  or  sprig  of 
ginger. 

These  are  but  three  prescriptions,  I 
might  have  given  you  fifty;  the  formula 
has  indeed  been  changed,  now,  instead  a 
little  *'  Pawtuxet  "  is  administered,  it  con- 
taining all  the  ingredients  required  by  the 
old  English  physician,  and  human  fa?ces 
added  ad  lib.

A  feeling  of  sorrow  came  upon  me  when 
the  letter  announcing  the  death  of  Major 
was  read  to  me.  Mdjor  had  been  to  me  as 
faithful  in  his  friendship,  as  he  had  been 
to  others  determined  in  his  obstinacy.  A 
fellow  feeling  makes  us  wondrous  kind, 
said  David  Garrick  in  his  "  C^iitting  the 
Stage,"  possible  it  was  thit-  kindred  spirit 
of  obstinacy  between  us  which  gave  I'ise 
to  my  sorrow  when  Major  quitted  the 
stage.  Me  and  I  had  been  friends  from 
our  first  acquaintance,  he  would  follow  me 
with  docility,  and  yet  with  dignity,  about 
the  fields,  and  he  would  perform  for  me 
any  service  which  an  accomplished  horse 
could  perform.  No  longer  in  the  dew  of 
youth,  yet  his  eye  would  glisten  at  my  ap- 
proach,with  his  ears  well  pointed  forward  ; 
his  stiffened  limbs 

"Bespoke  him  past  the  bounds  of  freakish 

youth, 
But  strong  for  service  still." 
Major  was  dead,  and  sadness  of  heart  fell 
upon  me  when  I  came  to  visit  the  scene 
of  his  departure.  1  was  struck  at  once 
with  astonishment;  there  was  something 
extraordinary  in  the  method  of  his  taking 
off;  it  had  the  appearance  of  suicide,  and 
yet  even  with  all  his  miseries  Major  had 
never  given  sign  of  being  tired  of  life; 
he  seemed  to  be  satisfied  with  his  lot; 
moreover  horses  don't  suicide,  only  rea- 
soning men  do  that.  The  more  I  studied 
this  strange  case,  the  stranger  it  looked  to 
me;  I  consulted  countless  men,  but  all  to 
no  purpose  and  jet  a  theory  was  being 
wroght  in  my  mind,  which  upon  retiec 
tion  I  have  thought  might  not  be  without 
its  use  unto  men.  But  let  me  set  forth 
the  circumstances  of  the  case.  The  Ma 
jor  had  been  grazing  a'one  in  the  meadow 
below  the  birn  as  was  his  wont.  Across 
one  corner  of  this  meadow  there  stands 
the  remains  of  an  ancient  dam.  Thi> 
dam  as  now  standing  consists  of  a  wall  an 
hundred  feet  in  length,  with  an  escarp- 
ment twenty-five    feet  in  width  across  the 


top,  which  was  well  grassed  over;  this 
wall  was  eleven  and  a  half  high  perpen- 
dicular, almost  perfectly  straight  and  with 
a  smooth  face.  It  was  eventide,  and  Lev- 
erett  went  to  bring  the  Major  in  for  the 
night,  as  he  had  done  a  hundred  times  be- 
fore;  but  the  Major  was  nowhere  to  be 
seen;  at  last  walking  along  the  top  of  the 
embankment  the  boy  heard  a  slight  sound 
as  of  some  one  groaning,  following  the 
sound,  the  boy  soon  found  the  Major  ly- 
ing prone  upon  the  rocks  below  the  wall 
of  the  ancient  dam,  and  almost  lost  to 
sight  in  the  countless  shrubs  which  grow 
there — we  had  called  the  place  the  Maze 
because  of  its  mysterious  winding  ways. 
In  half  an  hoi^r  the  spirit  of  the  Major 
r.ad  taken  its  flight  to  the  horse's  paradise 
and  left  me  to  speculate  upon  the  cause 
ot  his  going.  No  man  could  have  driven 
the  Major,  when  in  his  senses,  otT  the 
front  of  this  wall;  the  question  arose  at 
once  how  came  the  Major  to  plunge,  for 
plunge  he  must  have  done,  down  the 
front  of  the  dam.  It  was  midway  from 
either  end,  where  he  plunged.  The  wall 
was  covered  with  a  luxuriant  growth  of 
ivy,  of  the  kind  commonly  known,  and 
very  common,  as  Poison  Ivy.  This  shrub 
grew  above  the  top  of  the  wall  to  a  height 
of  from  three  to  four  feet  forming  a  sort 
of  screen,  but  no  animal  could  ever  be 
deceived  by  such  a  screen  as  that;  where 
the  Major  went  down  John  Rathbun 
pulled  up  erect  the  ivy  shrubs  which  the 
\Iajor  had  crushed  in  his  plunge;  and 
Reynolds  Lillibridge  a  most  observant 
woodsman  pointed  out  to  me  the  abra- 
sions of  the  moss  on  the  topmost  rocks. 
But  no  one  could  tell  me  what  caused  the 
strange  catastrophe  which  cost  the  life  of 
the  Major.  Still  I  have  my  theory  which 
has  grown  in  strength  as  time  elapses. 
Mr.  Emerson  in  his  Trees  of  ^Lissdc/'/u. 
.ff//^  says  the  Poison  Ivy,  is  either  JH/.'us 
foxieodendron,  or  K/ins  )adica?i^,  the  lat- 
ter if  growing  upon  rocks  or  trunks  of 
rees,  the  former  ifgrowing  by  itself  erect. 
Concerning  this   plant   Nick    Culpepper, 
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Ge/if,  student  in  physick,  says  "being 
much  taken  inwardly  it  is  an  enemy  to  the 
nerves,  and  sinews"  (^E/ii^lisk  P/tysician, 
London,  1741.)  All  writers  class  the 
plant  among  the  narcotic  poisons  which 
Mr.  Schaefer,  in  his  \^ctcyinary  Medicine 
p.  232  says  exhibits  the  following  symp- 
toms "intoxication,  dulness  of  the  head, 
vertigo,  staggering  and  restlessness." 
The  effect  of  poisons  ol  this  narcotic  type 
upon  horses,  is  said  by  Mr.  Youatt  to  in- 
crease with  violence  as  the  anii.ial  grows 
©Id;  a  young  horse  can  stand  an  amount, 
which  in  his  later  years  would  kill  him. 
There  is  still  another  point  which  I  wish 
to  present  concerning'  the  way  in  which 
the  horse  eats.  "Mastication  (says  Mr. 
Gunther  in  his  Veterinary  Medicine  p  124) 
is  performed  slowly,  the  horse  takes  from 
time  to  time,  a  mouthful  of  food,  masti 
Gates  it  slowly,  swallows  a  portion  ot  i^ 
but  keeps  the  remainder  in  his  mouth." 
At  this  point  I  have  still  another  author- 
ity to  introduce.  It  is  from  Warren's 
Household  Physician  iSj2.  "Cattle,  horses, 
and  sheep  are  frequently  attacked  by  a 
disease  which  people  call  the  Trembles. 
It  is  supposed  to  be  produced  by  eating 
some  plant.  It  has  been  suggested  tliat 
the  offending  plant  was  the  poison  ivy; 
calves  after  sucking  cows  which  have  run 
in  lands  where  poison  ivy  grew  were 
seized  with  tremuling,  and  frequently  die 
of  the  disease.  I  have  gathered  all  these 
references  previous  to  informing  you  of 
the  condition  in  which  we  found  Major; 
his  mouth  was  full  to  overflowing  with 
the  leaves  of  the  poison  ivy;  the  entire 
face  of  the  wall  was  covered  as  I  have 
written  with  a  luxuriant  growth  of  this 
plant,  which  arose  as  I  told  you  to  a  con- 
siderable heighth  above  the  top  of  the 
wall;  the  Major  had  walked  along  the  top 
and  cropped  every  leaf  within  his  reach, 
eating  slowly,  and  gradually  swallowing 
the  masticated  poison,  until  an  enor- 
mous quantity  had  been  consumed; 
dulness,  vertigo,  intoxication  followed, 
the     nerves     and     sinews     relaxed,     and 


the  Major  plunged  headlong,  and  helpless, 
down  the  wall  to  his  death.  This  then 
is  my  theory,  horses  will  eat  the  poison 
ivy,  which  if  eaten  at  the  right  time,  and 
in  sufficient  amount  will  kill  them;  but  I 
have  asked  every  body  what  effect  the  eat- 
ing of  poison  ivy  will  have  upon  a  horse, 
the  answer  invariably  is, — they  wont  eat 
it, — then  I  ask,  but  suppose  that  one 
should, — and  they  answer  *T  don't  know." 
Let  us  hope  that  the  Major  is  now  at  rest. 
Peace  to  the  manes  of  the  Major. 


It  is  coinforting  to  learn  that  the  system 
of  taxation  now  in  use  (if  it  is  a  system) 
is  after  all  all  right;  some  people  in  this 
country,  and  in  England,  had  come  to 
think  otherwise;  but  now  comes  a  Mr. 
James  Geldard,  Cottager,  with  a  letter  in 
the  yournal  from  Cumberland  in  which 
he  assures  us  that  "the  tax  laws  are  all 
right  as  they  are"  and  that  he  is  one 
of  that  class  who  desires  to  be  "looked 
upon  as  a  pauper  and  an  object  of  charity" 
whenever  you  reduce  the  tax  upon  their 
property.  In  what  consists  Mr.  James 
Geldard's  forte  in  life,  Book  Notes  does 
not  know;  but  it  is  seldom  that  any  man 
demonstrates  in  a  single  epistle  so  clearly 
in  what  it  does  not  consist,  as  this  "Cot- 
tager" has  done  in  this  one;  he  under- 
takes the  anniliilation  of  the  single  "tax- 
ists"  as  he  calls  them;  Book  Notes  did 
him  the  honor  to  read  his  letter;  and  laid 
its  lance  in  rest  to  "go  for  his  argument" 
but  upon  a  second  glance,  it  was  not  there. 
Book  Notes  will  just  privately  say  to 
this  Cottager,  your  letter  is  the  veriest 
nonsense,  you  don't  know  the  A.  B.  C.  of 
the  question  of  taxation. 

Book  Notes  can  write  the  name  of  a 
Landlord  in  this  city  on  whose  estate  an 
increase  in  the  tax  of  .S600  was  made;  the 
Landlord  at  once  increased  his  rents 
.'?26oo;  who  paid  this  increase,  the  tenants 
or  the  community  who  bought  what  the 
tenants  sold;  was  the  Landlord  taxed  at 
all ;  and  yet  Mr.  James  Gelda.'d,  Cottager, 
assures  us  that  "the  tax  laws  are  all  ritrht 
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as  they  are."  Book  Notes  has  \vithin  a 
year  noted  the  sale  by  auction  of  the 
hotnestead  of  James  C.  Bucklin,  taxed  for 
$S2oo  and  sold  for  $6200;  it  also  men- 
tioned the  sale  of  the  homestead  of  the 
widow  of  Chief  Justice  Staples,  taxed  for 
$10,500,  and  sold  bv  auction  for  $4050. 
Now  compare  this  with  the  way  in  which 
Senator  Anthony,  and  G.  W.  Danielson 
owners  of  the  Providence  youruai  were 
taxed;  their  estates  aggregated  $900,000 
they  were  taxed  on  .$130,000;  and  yet  Mr. 
James  Geldard,  Cottager,  assures  me  that 
"the  tax  laws  are  all  right  as  they  are" 
he  is  a  wise  man,  is  Mr.  James.  Book 
Notes  could  give  instances  like  these  in 
any  number;  the  late  Welcome  A.  Greene 
was  taxed  on  $25,000  he  left  $280,000;  ar 
gument  in  the  abstract  is  wind,  arguments 
in  the  concrete  are  whirlwinds ;  let  us  come 
down  to  a  case  in  which  we  have  a  present 
vital  interest;  the  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  Mr.  Robert  E.  Smith,  liolds  an 
oflke  in  the  City  Government  giving  him 
an  annual  salary  of  $5000.  He  also  car- 
ries on  a  coal  business  among  the  largest 
here,  and  he  lives  in  a  house  compared  to 
^vhich  that  of  Mr.James  Geldard, Cottager, 
is  not  a  respectable  out  house;  now  see 
how  this  well  paid  servant  of  the  people 
is  taxed.

If  the  Tax  Assessors  are  right  in  their 
figures,  Robert  E.  Smith  &  Co,  as  Coal 
Merchants,  must  be  skating  on  thin  ice; 
and  yet  Mr.  Geldard,  Cottager,  assures 
me  that  the  "tax  laws  are  all  right  as  they 
are."  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Board  of 
A.ssessors  is  exercising  a  power,  which 
has  been  declared  by  every  court  to  be  un- 
constitutional when  exercised  by  even  a 
•Slate  Legistature,  to  wit  the  exemption  of 
"ulividuals  from  taxation. 


I-ce  and  Shepard  are  about  to  bring  out 
'■^  remarkable  book  under  the  title 
"  Dreams  of  the  Dead."  The  story  is 
(alistic,   yet    Poe    never  wrote    a     more

No  one  can 
read  it, especially  if  they  read  between  the 
lines,  without  becoming  a  better  man  or 
woman.  The  author,  who  is  well  known 
and  active  in  industrial  reform,  writes 
under  a  pseudonym  and  much  interest 
has  been  aroused  among  those  who  have 
read  the  advance  sheets,  as  to  his  identity 


The  Hyde  Park  Historical  Record  closes 
its  first  volume  with  the  number  for  Jan- 
uary 1892.  It  grows  stout  with  age.  The 
present  number  has  two  portraits  of  well- 
known  local  men  with  biographical  notes; 
every  town  in  Rhode  Island  ought  to 
have,  and  might  have  just  such  a  periodi- 
cal.

A  modest  little  book  entitled  a  "Collec- 
tion of  Newspaper  Extracts  "  printed  at 
Alnwick,  Scotland,  1S42,  and  adorned 
with  Bewick's  wood  cuts,  has  in  it  an 
account  of  the  Edinburg  Theatrical  Fund 
Dinner,  in  March  1S27.  Sir  Walter  Scott 
presided  and  in  his  reply  to  the  toast  of 
Lord  Meadowbrook,  "  the  health  of  Sir 
Walter  Scott  "  Sir  Walter  first  acknowl 
edged  himself  as  the  author  of  the  Wav- 
erly  novels.  This  is  what  Lord  Meadow- 
brook-said.  ''but  he  had  the  gratification 
to  know  that  these  clouds  Avere  now  dis- 
pel'ed.  that  the  Great  Unknown,  the  min- 
strel of  his  country,  that  mighty  magi- 
cian, who  had  conjured  uo,  not  the  phan- 
toms of  the  dark  ages,  but  the  realities 
themselves,  stands  revealed  to  the  eyes  of 
his  countrymen."  To  this  Sir  Walter  re 
plied,  "  but  as  this  would  go  out  to  the 
public  he  meant  it  to  go  seriously,    when 


he  said  that  he  was  the  total  and  undi- 
vided author  of  these  novels;  there  won 
not  a  single  word  written,  except  some 
quotation,  or  a  suggestion  made,  whic!.

Professor  of  Church  Hii^tory  in  McMa>ter 
University,  Toronto,  Ontario.  Unlbrtu- 
nately  the  paper  does  not  exhibit  tho^e 
evidences  of  study  in  the  lines  which  the 
most  recent  researches  have  made  neces- 
sary; no  amount  of  iteration  and  re-itera- 
tion can  keep  the  story  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams' life  in  its  old  traditional  traces: 
what  we  now  need  is  an  exhibition  of  tl.e 
character  of  Williams  in  a  light  totaliy 
different  from  that  in  which  we  have  been 
forced  to  look  at  it;  would  that  some 
broad  minded  political  philosoplier. 
without  religious  bias  would  accommo- 
date us;  the  subject  is  an  exceptionally 
fine  one  for  political  study.

THE    RIDING  CLUB.

When  a  four-per-cent-a-month  monej 
lendei"  manifests  an  interest  in  my  pe- 
cuniary weltare,  somehow  (I  can't  help 
it)  1  suspect  his  motives;  he's  going  to 
crack  the  bank;  and  I  hide  away  the 
little  that  escaped  his  ravages.  So  it  is 
with  a  physician,  who  seems  solicitious 
only  in  preventing  me  from  becoming 
sick;  while  his  pecuniary  interest  seems 
to  lie  wholly  in  my  getting  myself  into 
that  condition.  Forgive  me  then  O  De- 
ciple  of  ^Esculapius,  if  I  stared  at  you  in 
blank  amazement  when  you  asked  me  to 
lend  my  feeble  aid  in  advancing  the  cause 
of  horseback  riding,  for.  both  men  and 
women  as  a  means  of  preventing  disease, 
or  of  regaining  health,  and  eulogizing  it 
meanwhile  as  the  most  health-giving  de- 
partment of  athletics.  Then  opening  my 
eyes  to  a  broader  view,  I  saw  that  the 
greatest  mission  of  the  true  physician 
was  to  teach  us  how  to  live  to  the  end 
that  we  might  not  be  sick.  The  journal 
said  the  other  day  that  Bishop  Potter  had 
written,  *'  the  best  thing  for  the  inside  of 
a  man  was  the  outside  of  a  horse.'' 
Just  soj  it  told  us  on  another  day  that 
Lyman  Beeclier  had  written  concerning 
the  strawberry  that  "  God  could  have 
made,  but  God  never  did  make  a  better 
berry."  Bless  the  dear  old  fossil;  these 
iHings  are  of  the  apothegms  of  the   ages. 


The  first  appeared  in  a  morning  news- 
paper at  Thebes  announcing  the  death  of 
the  Thessalian  horse  Bucephalus,  on  the 
banks  of  the  Hyphasis,  having, carried 
Alexander  through  all  his  victories  to  the 
most  distant  eastern  point  ever  reached 
by  the  great  conquerer;  and  the  last  was 
written  by  William  Butler  hundreds  of 
years  before  Beecher's  time.  There  is  a 
Riding  Club  in  Providence  composed  of 
those  young  men  most  given  to  this 
splendid  sport.  It  is  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Dr.  Edmund  Abbott,  himself  an 
accomplished  equestrian.  An  education 
in  horsemanship  would  be,  as  these  men 
believe,  far  inore  valuable  than  music  or 
dancing  now  is  to  the  boys  and  girls  of 
the  time.  To  a  person  in  middle  life 
there  is  no  exercise  at  all  comparable  to 
it;  it  is  in  fact  almost  the  only  health 
giving  exercise  in  which  such  a  person 
can  indulge  when  such  a  person  is 
afflicted  with  obesity,  or  whose  heart  is 
weak,  or  whose  liver  refuses  to  perform 
its  functions;  mount  the  horse  and  these 
evils  fly  just  as  the  fever  of  Richard 
Coeur  de  Lion  fled  before  the  talisman  of 
El  Hakim,  the  physician  of  Saladin. 
The  flrst  school  tor  rifling  in  Providence 
of  which  Book  Notes  has  present  knowl- 
edge was  established  by  Mr.  James  B. 
Tallman,  on  the  corner  of  Power  and 
South  Main  streets,  in  the  old  Methodist 
church  still  standing  there;  this  was   in 
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1S73.  This'*school  was  abandoned  two 
or  three  years  later,  but  re-opened  at 
number  40  Westfield  street  in  1881.  Five 
dollars  per  month  was  charged  tor 
instruction  and  the  use  of  the  school 
building.  At  a  subsequent  period  Mr. 
Tallman  had  his  school  on  Aborn  street 
where  it  came  to  an  end.  Like  all  new 
enterprises  progress  was  slow  and  inse- 
cure. Mr.  Tallman  was  a  fine  rider  and 
profoundly  attached-  to  his  profession 
which  was  the  teaching  of  men,  how  to 
ride  and  the  teaching  of  horses  how  to 
carry  them.  Since  Mr.  Tallman's  day 
several  attempts  ha\'e  been  made.^but  all 
have  failed.  It  I's  not  necessary  here  to  en- 
ter into  the  causesi  ot  decay,  which  fell  to 
the  lot  of  this  noble  science  ;  it  is  sufficient 
that  these  caiise^are  now  well  understood 
and  can  be  eai'iiy.  avoided.  The  Ridi}i^ 
Club  is  an  incorporated  body  with  a  capi- 
tal of  $50,000  and  \s\\.\\  a  'present  mem- 
bership of  fortVj  -every  man  -an  accom- 
plished hor-seman  with  not  a  carpet 
Knight  on  the  roll;  there  are  no  ladies 
who  are  members  of  the  club,  but  there 
are  many  ladies  who,  having  trained  them- 
selves,- have  become  fine  equestriennes. 
The  Riding  Club  gave  within  the  year 
four  open  air  exhibitions  to  which  all 
horsemen  were  invited.  One  Thanks- 
giving a  grand  drag  hunt  was  held;  the 
run  was  five  miles;  a  hundred  and  twenty 
horses  started,  but  thirty  accomplished 
the  run;  among  the  thirty  was  Mrs. 
Stephen  Briggs,  a  bold  and  accomplished 
horsewoman.  Many  a  Falstaftlan  tale 
got     its    quietus    that     morning.      Tales 

'^'  As  tedious  as  a  tired  horse,  a  railing-  wife, 

"Worse  than  a  smoky  house," 

Now  there  is  coming  a  May-day  Hunt, 
a  Running  Race  meeting  in  June  and  a 
grand  Tournament  on  Thanksgiving  day- 
Consider  young  men,  whether  it  would 
not  be  wiser  to  go  forth  into  the  fields 
with  the  Riding  Club,  while

The  Club  is  about  to  provide  for  itself 
a  home;  many  localities  have  beer, 
offered  to  it  and  many  assisting  schetne> 
suggested.  For  the  purpose  of  discuss- 
ing and  considering  these  things,  it  pro- 
poses holding  a  meeting  at  the  Narragan- 
set  Hotel  on  Saturday  evening,  Marcb. 
5th,  at  eight  o'clock.  All  those  people 
interested  in  .educated  horsemanship  are 
invited  to  this  meeting. 


SOMETHING  ON  FILTRATION. 

In  the  first:  report  concerning  the  intro- 
duction of  the  waters  of  the  Pawtuxct, 
Mr.  Shedd  discussed  the  question  of  filtra- 
tion ;  it  was  in  fact  never  intended  to 
bring  this  water  into  the  homes  of  the  in- 
habitants unfiltered.  The  original  dra\^- 
ings  as  published  in  this  first  report  1S6S 
place  a  filter  bed  on  Sockanosset;  this 
reservoir  was  to  be  divided  into  parts,  one 
part  to  be  a  filter  bed.  In  the  FJrst  Quar- 
terly Report  of  the  Water  Commissioners 
the  question  of  Filtration  was  discussed, 
"^he  Board  said  "  there  is  nothing  mys- 
terious about  filter  beds,  they  are  expen- 
sive in  construction,  and  require  great 
care  in  management,  and  it  is  a  noticea- 
ble fact  that  they  are  seldom  advocated  bv 
those  engineers  who  have  charge  of  the 
practical  operation  of  water  works."  This 
report  was  made  January  i,  1S70  the  Com- 
missioners also  said  "besides,  filtration 
does  not  render  water  perfectly  pure"  and 
continued  the  Commissioneis  "Happily  i" 
some  instances  nature  has  provided  filter 
beds  which  may  be  made  available  i" 
works  of  this  kind,  and  it  is  probable  that 
such  is  our  case."  The  way  was  beinu 
prepared  to  abandon  the  filtration  bed  or. 
Sockanosset,  and  by  two  members  of  \.\^^ 
Board,  abandon  it  altogether.  •'  We  migti'^ 
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with  propriety  omit  it  at  least  for  the 
present,"  said  Lockwood  and  Carpenter, 
the  two  members.  Mr.  Cooke  under  the 
lead  ot  the  Engineer  was  in  favor  of  a  nat- 
ural filter  bed,  and  he  regarded  it  "  as  a 
moral  necessity  to  filter  the  water 
which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners 
to  introduce."  In  his  report  January  2, 
1871  the  Engineer,  Mr.  Shedd  says  "the 
plan  occurred  to  me  of  using  as  a  natural 
filter  the  sand  on  which  the  river  flows 
making  it  available  by  excavating  basins 
near  the  river."  The  Commissioners 
looked  upon  the  plan  favorably  and  "  the 
scheme  was  accepted."  In  the  same  re- 
port the  Engineer  said  "  the  probability 
of  obtaining  "clear"  water  from  these 
basins,  at  a  comparatively  small  expense 
and  -withoitt  permanejit  clogging'  \\2i%  so 
great  as  to  leave  little  or  no  doubt  of  our 
duty  to  use  it  rather  than  to  incur  the 
great  expense  and  constant  care  atten- 
dant upon  artificial  filter  beds  which  did 
not  promise  to  be  so  effectual." 

A  plan  was  at  once  made  for  a  natural 
filter  basin  between  the  Pumping  Engine 
at  Pettaconset  and  the  river  and  from  a 
report  made  November  2,  1S74  it  will  be 
seen  that  $33,594-50  had  been  invested  in 
that  hole  in  the  ground.  In  a  report  made 
by  the  Commissioners  October,  1S74  the 
Board  began  to  '*  hedge;  "  first  repeating 
a  saving  clause  from  an  earlier  report 
they  said  concerning  the  natural  filter  ba- 
6in  "  it  proved  that  the  sand  is  finer  tiian 
the  borings  indicated  and  therefore  that 
the  water  runs  through  it  less  rapidly  than 
^'as  expected."  In  this  smooth  language 
»•  flat  failure  was  described ;  the  cost  had 
reached  the  snug  sum  of  $41,493  35.  Dur- 
ing the  year  §25.00  more  was  expended, 
making  the  total  cost  $41518  35. 

^Vater  was  introduced  with  a  Water 
Celebration  November  27,  1S71  a  day 
^^hich  had  accidentally  slipped  from  the 
North  Pole.  Nine  months  later  the  water 
Commissioners  appointed  Dr.  Joshua  B. 
Chapin  for  the  month  of  September  1S72 
"to  ascertain  the  nature  and  source  of  all 


impurities  which  are  deposited  in  or 
near  the  Pawtuxet  river  or  either  of  its 
branches."  At  the  end  of  the  month  Dr. 
Chapin  made  his  repprt;  it  was  signed  by 
him,  on  my  desk,  at  17  Westminster  St., 
and  the  nature  of  its  contents  were  set 
forth  to  me  in  that  vigorous  English 
which  Dr.  Chapin  knew  how,  occasion- 
ally to  use;  he  also  disclosed  to  me  the 
insulting  manner  in  which  the  mill  own- 
ers had  received  him.  Now  read  what  the 
Water  Commissioners  gave  to  the  City 
Council  as  being  Dr.  Chanin's  report  on 
Impurities  at  that  time.  ^ 

"  It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  nat- 
ural supply  of*  water  from  the  Pawtuxet 
river  is  remarkably  free  from  impurities. 
Several  causes  contribute  to  this.  ist.  the 
river  drains  a  very  little  marshy  or  allu- 
vial soil,  I  was  surprised  to  find  how  lit- 
tle. 2nd.  Its  flow  is  quite  rapid  through  a 
large  part  of  its  course  passing  over  sand, 
and  tumbling  and  foaming  over  a  rocky 
bed.  3rd.  The  water  in  many  of  its  trib- 
utaries is  as  colorless  and  cold  as  that  oi 
any  mountain  stream,  I  had  no  idea  there 
were  such  streams  in  our  state,  I  drank 
of  the  water  of  several  of  them  and  found 
it  nearly  as  cool  as  iced  water  and  of  Al- 
pine purity;  our  city  may  well  be  congrat- 
ulated that  it  has  secured  such  a  source 
for  present  and  future  supply." 

Read  carefully  those  paragraphs.  Dr. 
Chapin  said  nothing  about  the  impurities 
of  the  Pawtuxet  in  them,  nor  did  he  speak 
of  the  purity  of  the  river  at  all,  he  speaks 
of  the  "  natural  supply  from  the  Pawtuxet 
is  free  from  impurities"  that  means  the 
•springs  and  brooks  which  form  the  river. 
He  then  speaks  of  "the  water  in  many 
of  its  tributaries  "  as  being  cool  as  iced 
water  and  of  Alpine  purity "  and  then 
congratulates  the  city  on  the  possession, 
not  of  the  Pure  Pawtuxet,  but  of  the  purity 
of  the  "sources"  of  the  river. 

The  impiessions  undertaken  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  citizens  of  Providence,  by 
the  Water  Commissioners,  and  in  fact  ac- 
tually conveyed  by  thefn  was  the  very  re- 
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verse  of  the  truth,  in  fact  it  was  a  down- 
right— ,  and  their  action  shows  it—the 
very  next  paragraph  in  their  report,  is  the 
section  of  the  law  imposing.'  punishments 
for  defilements  and  then  followed 
the  vigorous  work  on  the  natural 
filter  basin  which  is  described  above, 
which  was  known  to  be  a  dead  failure  be- 
fore it  was  half  done.  All  this  was  twenty 
years  ago,  nothing  further  was  ever  done 
and  all  these  years  we  have  been  drinking 
a  mixture  of  human  faeces  and  various 
other  kinds  of  manure,  steadily  increas- 
ing as  population  increases.  Now  why 
go  again  into  the  natural  filter  business, 
and  on  a  much  larger  scale,  or  why  con- 
struct vast  hatching  beds  for  microbes, 
compared  to  which  we  now  have  nothing 
comparable,  the  bottoms  ot  these  filters 
would  at  once  become  "  clogged  "  with 
*'  sediment"  from  the  A.rctic,  and  the  Na- 
tick  mills  and  all  the  drinking  water  used 
by  the  Providence  people  would  in  effect 
be  leached    through    the  vault  of  a  privy. 


MR.  D.  M.  THOMPSON'S  KNIGHT-SOIL 

When  the  Knights  say  come,  he  comes; 
when  the  Knights  say  go,  he  goes;  the 
words  which  the  Knights  put  into  his 
throat  he  utters;  and  yet  he  is  the  Engi- 
neer of  the  Knights  and  President  of 
the  Advance  Club,  likewise. 

From  Mr.  Butterworth's  Report  (City 
Doc.  No.  9,  1S92.)  "The  Arctic  MiUs, 
B.  B.  &  R.  Knight  owners  (employs 
hands)  the  privy  attached  to  the  main 
building  has  a  cemented  vault  that  over- 
flows through  a  wire  screen  into  a  cess. 
pool,  and  from  thence  into  the  flume  in 
front  of  the  water  wheels,  so  that  all  the 
liquid  from  this  privy  vault  goes  into  the 
river  ♦  ♦  another  privy  is  in  the  L-  part 
of  the  mill,  used  by  the  (  )  help 

on  four  floors  *  *  all  tlie  sewage  both 
solid  and  liquid  from  this  privy  goes  di- 
rect into  the  waters  of  the  Pawtuxet  " 

From  Mr.  Butterworth's  Report  (City 
Doc.  No.  9,  1892)  "  The  Natick  Mill  priv- 


ies, B.  B.  cS:  R.  Kniglit,  have  stone  vaults 
with  wood  racks  to  catch  the  cotton  wasts 
*  *  a  stream  of  water  passing  through 
them  *  *  since  they  have  supplied 
their  privies  with  toilel  jiaper  *  *  lit- 
tle cotton  waste  is  used  *  *  all  that  is 
carted  away  from  these  privies  is  the 
waste  from  racks,  and  what  little  waste  is 
attached  to  it." 

From  the  address  of  the  President  of 
the  Advance  Club  and  Engineer  of  the 
Knights,  in  favor  of  turning  sewage 
into  a  running  stream,  delivered  at  a 
public  meeting  at  River  Point,  February 
9,  1892. 

As  President  of  the  Advance  Club — "  A 
bill  has  been  presented  to  the  Legislature 
which  provides  ostensibly  an  accurate  and 
scientific  basis  upon  which  the  conditions 
of  pollution  and  difilement  shall  be  deter- 
mined." 

As  Engineer  of  the  Knights — "  It  is  an 
'nfringement  of  vested  rights  which  you 
have  held  to  be  sacred  as  against  the 
power  of  legislation." 

As  President  of  the  Advance  Club — '•'  In 
view  of  the  evident  purpose  so  clearly 
manifest,  you  are  suddenly  brought  lace 
to  face  with  a  problem  which  may  prove 
to  be  more  grave  and  serious  than  at  first 
appears." 

As  Engineer  of  the  Knights — "  The  pub- 
lication of  such  a  mass  of  materials  (But- 
terworth's Report)  cannot  be  justified." 

As  President,  of  the  Advance  Club — "The 
enactment  of  the  proposed  bill  will  oper- 
ate to  retard  the  growth  of  your  industries 
while  it  int«*oduces  into  your  "midst" 
a  danger  to  the  health  and  lives  of  your 
people." 

x\s  En^  nicer  of  the  Knights — "  I  do  not 
question  the  accuracy  of  the  inspector's 
report  as  regards  the  conditions  existing 
at  the  time  it  was  written." 

As  President  of  the  Advance  Club — "The 
City    ot    Providence    should    proceed    at 
once  in  the  improvement  ot    its  service." 
As  Engineer  of  the  Knights — "  The  sit- 
uation is  one  oi  vital  importance  as  alVect- 
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ing  the  healthful  conditions,  llie  value  of 
j^roperty.  and  other  material  sources  of 
property  of  the  Pawtuxet   valley," 

As  Pycsidc7it  of  the  Advance  CZ/^Z*— ''The 
ill  eflect  which  must  result  (from  the  pub. 
lication  of  the  inspector's  report)  upon 
delicate,  or  sensitive,  organisms,  must 
work  more  serious  injury  (including  the 
254  cases  of  typhoid  straight  from  Natick) 
than  has  obtained  during  the  past  five 
years." 

Practically  this  distinguished  mill  En- 
gineer maintains  that  unless  a  mill  owner 
daily  gathers  the  excrement  of  his  "help" 
and  dumps  it  into  the  stream  from  which 
his  power  is  obtained,  he  cannot  save 
himself  from  ruin,  the  excrement  gives 
strength,  probably  to  the  water:  and  sec- 
ond this  distinguished  President  of  the 
Advance  Club  maintains  that  should  the 
vast  amount  of  human  excrement  now 
thrown  by  these  mill  owners  into  the 
Providence  drinking  water,  he  retained 
by  them  and  used  upon  the  farming  land 
as  a  fertilizer  the  result  would  be  ruin  to 
people  of  the  Pawtuxet  valley.  'As  "  En- 
gineer "  he  tells  the  people  who  make  the 
excrement  that  if  it  be  kept  on  the  land 
their  healths,  property,  even  lives,  will 
be  destroyed,  but  as  ••  President  "  he  does 
not  tell  the  people  of  Providence  how 
their  healths  will  be  benefited  by  actually 
drinking,  that  which,  to  look  at,  will  kill 
those  who  made  it. 


The  following  clipping  has  Iain  in  the

clipping,  and  read,  and  the  beautiful  pic- 
ture possesses  the  soul,  and  we  forgei 
•"^hillock  and  his  conundrum,  and  the 
^'•eariness  of  life,  in  contemplation  of  thib 
picture  of  a  happy  man  as  it  came  from 
one  of  Theodore  Parker's  s^rmgns. 


"  The  happiest  man  I  have  ever  known^ 
is  one  far  enough  from  being  rich,  in 
money,  and  one  who  will  never  be  very 
much  nearer  to  it.  His  calling  fits  him, 
and  he  likes  it,  rejoices  in  its  process  as 
much  as  in  its  result.  He  has  an  active 
mind  and  well  filled.  He  reads  and  he 
thinks.  He  tends  his  garden  in  its  sea- 
son before  sunrise,  every  morning — then 
rides  sundry  miles  by  the  rail — does  his 
ten  hours  work  in  the  town — whence  he 
returns  happy  and  cheerful.

Providence,  R.  I.,  Feb.  27,    1S9: 


The  people  of  Rhode  Island  established 
a  Constitution,  otherwise  a  fundamental 
law.  By  this  fundaniental  law  a  legisla- 
ture or  law  makinfj  power,  styled  the 
General  Assembly,  %vas  establiihed  ;  and 
another  power  the  people  attempted  to 
establish,  and  indeed  in  name,  did  estab- 
lish, to  ^vit  the  Supreme  Court.  The 
purpose  of  this  conrt,  or  one  ot  the  pur- 
poses of  it  was,  to  hold  the  legislative 
power  within  the  lines  of  the  Constitu. 
tion.  But  the  Judges  of  the  Court  hold 
their  offices  at  the  will  of  the  General 
•Assembly,  which  body  has  the  twist  on 
the  salaries  of  thejudges  also.  Does  this 
arrangement  leave  the  court  in  an  en- 
tirely independent  position  as  it  concerns 
the  General  Assembly?  In  the  case  of 
the  Judiciary  Bill  now  before  the  General 
Assembly,    it   is,  in    the    opinion    of    the 


clearest  legal  minds,  not  within  the  po'\- 
ers  '^f  the  Constitution ;  yet  the  Court 
were  asked  by  the  General  Assembly  to 
assist  in  the  construccion  of  the  law  and 
did  assist,  and  so  have  prejudged  the 
case.  The  two  servants  of  the  people, 
each  of  which  was  designed  by  the  }-)eop!e 
to  be  a  check  upon  the  other,  have  joined 
to  the  end  that  the  fundamental  law 
made  by  the  people  for  the  government 
of  these  servants  may  be  overthrown  or 
circumvented.  Is  is  quite  safe  to  estab- 
lish such  a  precedent;  how  would  less 
conscientious  or  less  scrupulous  men, 
were  they  in  possession  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  the  Court,  be  likely  to  u-e 
\i?  I  do  not  know  of  any  power  in  tlie 
General  Assembly  to  amend  the  Constitu- 
tion, nor  do  I  belie\L  that  the  Supreme 
Court  can  rightly  assist  the  Legislature  in 
doinii  so. 


The  remedy  for  the  Filth  of  the  Paw- 
tuxet,  is,  first  an  injunction  against  tr.e 
Natick  mill,  and  then  two  lines  of  pipe 
aid  from  the  Ponaga  nset  Reservoir,  down 
to  Fruit  Hill,  pure  water  run  by  gravita- 
tion, unlimited  supply,  and  no  possibility 
of  pollution.

the  Emancipation  Proclamation."  This 
claim,  unsupported  by  anything  in  the 
book  itself  coming  from  Mr.  Lincoln,  is 
«o  extraordinary,  that  Book  Notes  will 
examine  its  toundation.  Mrs.  Maynard 
does  not  tell  us  when  she  was  born,  so 
that  we  have  no  positive  knowledge  of 
Pierage  at  the  time  when  the  extraordi- 
'^^ry  things  which  she  narrates  took  place 
i^ut  she  speaks  (page  7)  of  her  doing  cer* 
'i^in  things  "  one  evening  in  the  winter 
'jf  1845  with  her  father's  family.  These 
'hings  indicate  her  age  to  be  at  least  fif- 
teen years;  hence,  she  would  have  been 
''>  1S63,  the  year  in  which  the  Emancipa- 
tion  Proclamation    was    ''inspired"    and 


written,     thirty-two     years   of    age.     The 
narrative  is  singularly  devoid  of  dates    so 
vitally  necessary  in  establishing   a  fact  of 
this  kind.     Still  we  can  get  at  something. 
>L-s.  Maynard  says  on  page  36,  that  while 
sitting    one    evening    with     a    friend    in 
August,     1S62,    day    not   given,    she   was 
"controlled"    to    say  that  a    Congress  of 
Spirits  of  departed   public  men  had    been 
held,  and  that  it  was    imperatively   neces- 
sary that   they  should    communicate  with 
President  Lincoln."     She  g-oes   on    to  re- 
late (p.  37)  that  in  the  first   week   of  the 
'•  following  November  "  she    received    an 
invitation  to  deliver    lectures   on    Spirit- 
ualism in  Baltimore;  and    later,    a   letter 
from  her  brother,  who  was  a  soldier  in  a 
Connecticut  regiment,  stating  that  he  was 
sick   and    wanted    a   furlough    and    must 
have    the    assistance  of  his  friends;  this 
killing  two  birds  with  one   stone   decided 
her;  she  went  then  to  Washington,  some- 
time  after   the    first   week   in    November 
1S62;  she  stopped  over  at  Baltimore,  but 
how  long  she  does   not   state,   but    since 
she  speaks  of  "the  first  week  of  my  stay  in 
Baltimore,"  (p.  37),  the    inference    neces- 
sarily follows    that  she  must    have    spent 
not  less  tlian  two  wec^ks  in   that    city,  and 
hence  she  could  not  have  reached    Wash- 
ington be'bre    December   ist,    1S62.     She 
then  narrates  her  adventures  in  obtaining 
a   furlough    for     her   brother,    day     after 
day  pas-cd,  until,  she  says    (p.  57)    "  the 


labor  of  tlirec    weeks    ^vas    lost  "    for    tlie 
furlough    had     not    then    been    obtained; 
she  must  therefore  have  entered  upon  the 
fourth    week    in    December    1S62,    and    it 
was  in  that  fourth  week  that  the    furlough 
came.     She  had  not    then  seen    President 
Lincoln,     nor      Mrs.      Lincoln,     through 
whom  the  alleged  interviews  are  stated  to 
have  been  brought    about;  days    still    fol- 
lo-.ved,  because  Mrs.  Mavnard    tells    what 
she  did  on  tho>e  diys,  until    we    come    to 
pige   70,    wherein    we    are    told    "  that    I 
with  my  friends  entered  the  Red  Parlor  of 
the   White    House    at   eight    o'clock   that 
evening,  December  1S62;  the  all    impor- 
tant day  being  omitted,   but  on  this  even- 
ing  Mrs.    Maynard     (then      being    Miss 
Colburn)     first    saw    President     Lincoln, 
who    was,     through    her,      by     Departed 
Spirits   "  charged     with    the    utmost    sol- 
emnity and  force  of  manner  not    to   abate 
the  terms  of  its  (the    Emancipation    Pro 
clamation)    issue"  (p.    72).     The    seance 
over  she  relates  that  the  President  "laying 
his    hand    upon    m\'    head    uttered    these 
words:  "My   child,    (she    was     32),   you 
possess  a  very  singular  gift,  but  that  it  is 
from  God    I  have    no   doubt,"     There    is 
the  whole  story  on  this    point.     Now    re- 
cur one  moment  to    the    historical    facts : 
In  a  letter  written  by  President    Lincoln, 
April  4,  1S64,  (see  Holland's  Life,  p.  391} 
he  says  *'  in   March,  May  and   July,    1862, 
and  I  believed  the  indispensable  necessity 
for  military  emancipation  would    come'. 
unless  the  .'"'border    states    favored    com. 
pensatioa     emancipation  "    ♦  ♦   *  *    they 
declined,  I  chose  the  latter."     It  is    stated 
in  the  Xicolay-Hay  Life  of  Lincoln,  v.  6, 
p.    125.  that  on   Tuesday,   July   22,    1S62, 
President  Lincoln  first  laid    the    Emanci- 
pation Proclamation  before    his    cabinet; 
this  fact  is  conclusive  acrainst  the    "  Con- 
gress ot   Departed  Spirits."     Init  let  u»i  go 
on    a  step  further:     A    letter    written    by 
Francis  B.  Carpenter  is  given  in  the  pub- 
lishers   preface    as    a    backing    of    Mrs. 
Maynard.     It    is  indeed    a    very    guarded 
letter;  but   an  examination   of  Mr.    Car- 


penter's story  of  the  development  of  t!, 
emancipation  idea  as  told  in  his  Si 
ino)it}is  at  the  White  House  will  dispel  r 
once  the  idea  that  a  Congress  of  l)c 
parted  Spirits  ever  tlirough  a  "  medium 
su'jfirested    the  idea    to  President  Lincoii; 


The  Monthly  Bulletin  published  undo: 
the  auspices  of  the  Rhode  Island  Stale 
Board  of  Health,  and  which  was  suspen- 
ded in  June  last,  has  been  revived,  wit!-. 
January  of  the  past  year;  the  design  is  to 
inculcate  princioles  of  hjgeine,  and  to

This 
KngHshwoman  was  a  descendant  through 
an  illustrious  line  of  excellent  English 
stock;  endowed  with  all  the  good  quali- 
ties which  Nature  so  richly  provides;  and 
in  addition,  a  sulficiency  of  this  world's 
goods  to  enable  her  to  pursue  her  fancies  | '^"cl  ends  her   tale    with    this  paragraph; 


the  tales  of  these  tours  which  makes  this 
book  delightful,  but  Marianne  North  met 
every  where  the  most  distinguished  and 
the  best  people;  and  she  tells  in  good 
common  sense  every  day  talk,  just  what 
she  said  to  them,  and  what  they  said  to 
her;  and  how  things  looked  to  her;  and 
it  is  this  which  gives  value  and  interest  to 
the  book;  her  sturdy  English  sense  re- 
freshes you  from  leaf  to  leaf.  While  she 
was  in  Washington,  Secretary  Fish  went 
with  her  to  visit  President  Grant  and  the 
Grants  gave  her  a  dinner  and  she  lells 
about  it,  and  while  I  laugh  at  it,  my  ad- 
miration grows  for  the  woman  who  wrote 
it.

•^•f'ca,  the  Saychclle  Islands  and  Chili. 
"'^'  vi^it  to  Chili  was  to  paint  a  tree 
^^own  HS  the  Arancauiu  imbncutc;  ex- 
♦•^cMicly  rare  even  there  and  known  in 
•'V^'land  as  the  "puzzle  monkey  tree," 
his  visit  was  made  in  1SS5  ''^"<J  ^^as  ihe 
•''•I  of  her  tours.     Now,  it  is    not   alone 


•'No  life  is  so  charming  as  a  country  one 
in  England  and  no  flowers  are  sweeter  or 
more  lovely  than  the  primroses,  and 
cowslips,  and  bluebells,  and  violets, 
which  grew  in  abundance  all  around  me 
here."  Her  autobiography  was  edited  in 
the  best  possible  way,  to  wit,  by  letting  it 
alone,  by  her  sister  Mrs.  John  Addington 
Symmons,  and  is  published  in  excellent 
style  by  Macmillan  ^:  Co. 


A  bibliomaniac  has  purloined  five  hun- 
dred books  from  the  Pawlucket  Free  Li- 
brary during  the  past  year.  As  the  vol- 
umes taken  did  not  include  any  fiction 
the  loss  wa'<  not  seriously  felt  until  re- 
cently, when  the  depleted  shelves  gave 
evidence  that  something  was  wrong. — 
Oineyviile  Ti))ies. 

That  bit  of  sarcasm  is  delicious,  quite 
good  enough  for  Book  Notes  it.-5elt.  The 
city  of  Pawlucket  is  to  be  congratulated, 
that  the  entire  Library  was  not  carried  otV; 
in  its  every  aspect  this  is  an  extraordinary 
case;  it  has  been  known  to  the  writer  tor 
the  whole  vear  [)ast.  Jt  is  not  a  ca><e  01 
ordinary  thieving,  and  this  woir.an,  an 
allcdged  thief,  deserves  not  the'intliction 
of  the  penalty  of  the  law,  but  the  out- 
stretched arm^ot  some  good  man  to  save. 
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A  recent  Book  Notes  contained  a 
gentle  commentary  upon  a  letter  printed 
in  the  yourual,  on  tiie  question  ot  tuxa_ 
lion,  written  by  James  Geldard,  cottager, 
who  is  a  weaver  in  a  cotton  mill  on  the 
Blackstone  river.  Since  that  date  a  negro 
denounced  to  his  face  the  writer  as  an  an 
archist,  for  holding  such  views  as  were 
consequent  to  the  facts  set  forth  in  the 
article  in  question.  Here  note  the  fact 
then  being  discussed  that  Henry  B.  An- 
thony and  George  W.  Danielson,  owners 
of  the  jfoiirtiai,  having  estates  v.orth 
about  $9oo,o<30  were  taxed  S130.000,  while 
the  widow  of  Chief  Justice  Staples  was 
taxed  $10,500  on  her  home,  which  sold 
for  $4,050.  Mr  GeHard  is  a  laborer,  and 
the  negro  ought  to  be  a  laborer,  but  he 
was  not,  he  was  only  a  preacher;  when 
the  writer  asked  him  to  detine  the  meaning 
of  anarchist,  it  was  found  that  his  knowl. 
edge  of  the  language,  although  it  seemed 
to  be  profuse,  was  inadequate  to  the  defi. 
nition  When  you  can  understand  why 
such  men  think  as  they  do  (if  they  think 
at  all)  then  you  can  understand  why  pov- 
erty exists,  in  only  so-called  civilized 
societies.  There  were  no  paupers  in 
Rhode  Island  until  the  English  came. 

In  Hazard's  Historical  Collections.,  V.  2^ 
p,  120,  there  is  reprinted  a  letter  written 
by  William  Hilton,  from  Plymouth  in  1622 
to  his  relatives  in  England.  He  says  ''  the 
country  is  very  pleasant  and  temperate, 
yielding  naturally  of  itself  great  store  of 
fruits  *  *  better  grain  cannot  be  than 
Indian  corn,  if  we  will  plant  it,  upon  as 
good  ground  as  man  need  desire  ;  we  are 
all  Free-holders,  the  Rent  day  doth  not 
trouble  us;  and  all  those  good  blessings 
we  have,  of  which,  and  what  we  list  in 
their  seasons  for  taking." 

In  1642  Showomet  was  purchased  from 
the  Indians,  an  Eiigli;>h  town  was  planted 
there;  soon  after  ic  was  named  Warwick, 
Rhode  Island,  and  so  it  remains  to  this 
day.  Lands  wer^^  assigned  to  actua^ 
settlers,  and  not  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
possession  of   such   actual  settlers,  unless 


such  settlers  used  them.  No  man  wa^ 
allowed  to  hold  land,  and  not  use  it,  whe: 
another  man  came  who  would  u?e  i; 
there  was  no  such  thing  known  in  Ih 
settlement  of  either  Providence  or  War 
wick  asa  monopoly  of  the  land.  Were 
those  men  anarchists.-* 

With  the  advent  oi  Charles  the  Secon.i 
came  the  fee  simple,  which  was  to  escap.; 
the  oppressions  of  the  feudal  system. 
there  came  also  the  law  of  mortmain 
which  was  to  prevent  the  oppressions  bv 
religious  corporations  from  their  seizing 
of  all  available  lands.  Two  centuries  01 
legislation  has  followed,  the  laws  being 
tramed  wholly  by  those  holding  lands, 
and  wholly  in  the  interest  of  their  own 
class.  With  the  charter  of  Charles  the 
Second  came  this  system  into  Rhode 
Island.  Now  observe  the  result  in  the 
two  communities  above  mentioned  which 
were  started  on  the  fundamental  principle 
that  every  man  should  hold  land 

Out  of  every  100  citizens  in  Providence 
84  own  no  land;  thus  16  landlords  hold  S4 
tenants  at  will. 

Out  of  every  100  citizens  in  Warwick  S: 
own  no  land;  thus  iS  landlords  hold  8: 
tenants  ot  will. 

56  corporations  in  Warwick  hold  40  per 
cent,  of  the  real  estate. 

Of  the  3.241  other  land  holders,  the 
average  holding  is  §1,112. 

The  56  corporations  own  48  per  cent,  of 
all  the  property  in  Warwick. 


The  Record  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  City  Council  of  Providence  to  col- 
lect and  print  the  Early  Records  of  the 
Town  of  Providence  have  finished  and 
issued  the  first  volume  of  such  record;- 
It  is  composed  of  those  Records  pre- 
served in  a  manuscript  volume  com- 
monly known  as  the  First  Book  of  tli^ 
Tozvn  of  Providence.  Unusual  care  ap- 
pears to  have  been  taken  in  producin:: 
these  Records  with  accuracy.  The  writer 
has  not  compared  the  printed  book  with 
the  manuscripts,  so  that  he  cannot  person- 
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ally  affirm  this  accuracy,  but  on  the  most 
cursory  examination  the  excellence  of  the 
work  is  quite  apparent.  None  of  the  ter- 
rible carelessness  of  the  State  Records 
appears  in  this  beautiful  book.  As  to  the 
knowledge  opened  to  us,  it  i\\Uy  justifies 
the  writer's  expectations,  and  all  the 
money  which  it  has  cost  (which  is  onlv 
one  thousand  dollars)  may  be  considered 
to  be  well  expended.  The  commissioners 
have  not  annotated  the  book,  simply 
reproduced  the  Records.  This  work  of 
annotation  will  be  the  work  of  years, 
done  by  students  of  Rhode  Island  hi  tory 
like  myself,  who  will  be  drawing  collat- 
eral knowledge  from  every  source  and 
appending  it  in  the  form  of  notes  to  that 
which  is  now  presented.  The  result  in 
the  end  will  be  a  far  more  accui  ace  knowl- 
edge of  the  founding  of  the  town  than 
that  which  we  now  possess.  The  work 
appears  to  be  admirable  in  its  every 
aspect  and  Book  Notes  has  only  con- 
gratulations to  otfer  to  the  Commission- 
ers, Messrs.  Horatio  Rogers,  George  M. 
Carpenter  and  Edward  Field  and  all 
those  who  have  so  faithfully  assisted 
them,  for  the  fine  book  which  they  have 
given  us. 


The  March  number  of  the  Califomian^ 
an  illustrated  magazine  published  at  San 
Francisco,  come  to  Book  Notes.

*^"ght  to  subscribe  for  this  excellent  peri- 


odical. It  is  full  of  just  the  information 
which  people  go  every  day  to  the  libraries 
to  search  for.  This  March  is  the  fourth- 
number  of  the  Californian. 


The  latest  issue  in  the  Mayflower  Se- 
ries, is  a  novel  entitled  07ie  Totec/i  of  N'a- 
ttire,  by  Margaret  Lee.  The  plot  of  the 
story  is  an  arrangement,  so  arranged,  as 
to  enable  the  author  to  ventilate  her  opin- 
ions upon  the  weaknesses,  and  wicked- 
ness of  modern  society,  as  represented  in 
education,  music,  art,  paysical  culture, 
and  morals,  and  manners  in  general. 
The  tale  is  like  the  words  of  an  opera, 
only  a  line  upon  which  to  hang  the  music. 
But  it  is  sort  of  comforting,  to  read  Mar- 
garet's rugged  denunciations,  almost  in 
our  own  words,  of  the  humbugs  of  mod- 
ern life.  Of  course  she  gives  us  nothing 
new,  but  her  story  is,  in  comparison  with 
modern  fiction,  like  a  bed  ot  June  pinks, 
on  the  banks  of  the  "  Pawtuxet."  It  is 
published  by  John  A.  Taylor  &  Co. 


Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  in  a  recent  paper 
gives  his  views  of  "  How  to  Succeed  in 
life,"  tor  young  men.  His  paper  deals 
only  with  the  negative  side  of  the  ques- 
tion; he  tells  us  *' not  to  drink,  not  to 
smoke,  not  to  indorse,  not  to  speculate, 
but  to  concentrate;  perform  more  than 
your  prescribed  duties;  be  strictly  honest 
in  word  and  deed  ;  "  and  (this  he  did  not 
say)  buy  through  Congress  a  "  Protec- 
tective  "  tariff  on  iron  (or  something  else) 
so  that  even  an  alien  Scotchman  coming 
into  the  United  States  can  levy  a  special 
tax  on  every  American  citizen,  to  his, 
the  Scotchman's  private  gain;  attend  my 
young  friends  to  this  last  item  ;  and  you 
can  smoke,  and  drink,  and  endorse,  and 
speculate,  and  do  all  the  other  foolish,  or 
Avickcd  things  that  Mr.  Carnegie  does 
with  the  same  freedom  and  impunity  that 
he  does  them. 
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THE   BOOK    NOTES

Nothing  more  clearly  illuptrates  the 
truth  of  that  principle  of  evanescence 
which  we  speak  familiarly  of  as  being  a 
mushroom  growth,  than  does  the  life  and 
permanence  of  a  book.  It  will  be  diffi- 
cult to  recall  a  book  which  leaped  at  its 
birth  to  permanent  fame.  This  idea  was 
suggested  by  the  reappearance  at  sundry 
times,  of  a  book  entitled,  AmieFs  Jour- 
nal. This  book  in  English,  came  un- 
heralded, first  in  18S5,  again  in  18S8,  and 
still  again  in  1889,  1890,  and  1891. 
Amiel  was  born  in  182 1  in  Geneva,  of  a 
French  family,  who  had  driven  from 
France  by  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of 
Nantes;  he  became  in  1849  Professor  of 
Aesthetics  and  French  Literature  at  the 
Academy  of  Geneva;  and  in  1S54,  Pro- 
lessor  of  Moral  Philosophy;  he  did  not 
succeed   in    these    positions,   nor   did    he 


retain  them  long,  but  retired  within  him- 
self and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
coricentrated  thought,  so  far  as  he  could 
concentrate  it  on  spiritual  things.  lie 
became  a  great  reader  and  somewhat  of 
a  writer,  but  nothing  written  by  him  and 
published  in  his  lifetime  attained  even  the 
first  respiration  of  life.  Bye  and  bye  he 
died  when  this  Journal  was  published, 
and  men  are  beginning  to  find  out  that  on 
that  day  a  very  profound  book  had  fallen 
among  them.  It  is  an  intellectual  bal' 
ance  sheet  in  the  account  betweeen  Amiel 
and  his  Maker,  into  ^vhich  every  element 
enters,  not  alone  psychological  elements, 
but  outside  matters,  or  matters  which  are 
regarded  as  outside  of  moral  considera- 
tions, like  literature,  and  politics.  It  is 
a  psychological  study,  in  which  religion 
is  the  essential  principle,  and  so  subtle  in 
itsreasoning  that  even  a  wicked  heretic 
like  myself  can  read  it  with  positive 
delight.  Macmillan  &  Co.  arc  the  pub- 
lishers.

Once  upon  a  time  the  writer  sent  to  the 
Providence  yonrnal  upon  invitation,  an 
article  entitled  the  "  Belief  in  Vampires 
in  Rhode  Island,"  in  which  the  origin  of 
the  myth  was  discussed,  and  an  instance 
narrated.  The  article  was  returned  in  due 
time  with  this  note  : 

Dear  Sir:— The  enclosed  bloodcurdling 
tale  is  rather  too  gruesome  for  the  Sunday 
yourjial,  but  I  should  think  jou  could 
easily-  expand  it  into  an  article  for  some 
other  paper  which  likes  the  sensational.

Almost  coeval  with  the  Planting  of 
Providence  there  was  planted  another 
colony,  contiguous  to,  or  possibly  within 
it;  it  might  be  more  correctly  written  an 
offshoot,  for  its  inhabitants  were,  or 
had  been  citizens  of  the  parent  colony. 
It  was  known  to  them  as  the  North 
Burial  Ground,  and  so  it  came  to  be 
known  to  us.  Why  not  let  the  name 
pass  along  down  to  them  who  follow  us? 
The  City  Council,  or  somebody  in  it, 
proposes  a  strange  name  for  the  peaceful 
city  of  the  dead;  why  not  let  them  lie 
beneath  a  name  known  for  ten  generations 
to  their  ancestors  and  to  themselves.  It 
is  proposed  to  overturn  the  government  of 
this  quiet  colony,  albeit  the  inhabitants

After 
the  publication  of  this  passage  in  the 
newspapers,  and  before  its  publication  in 
a  more  permanent  form,  the  learned 
Judge  received  a  communication  to  which 
he  refers  in  a  note  to  his  Oration  (p.  58) 
"I  have  been  asked  to  reconsider  my 
characterization  of  the  killing  of  Mianti- 
nomi as  a  "  wicked  murder."  I  am  aware 
that  different  men  have  come  to  different 
conclusions  on  the  subject  *  *  I  have 
adopted  the  prevalent  Rhode  Island  view, 
which  is  that  of  Mr.  James  Savage,  the 
learned  editor  of  Winthrop's  Diary;  the 
reader  who  is  curious  about  the  opposite 
view  can  find  it  ably  stated  in  Mr.  W.  L. 
Stone's  little  book  '•'Uncas  and  Mianti- 
nomi"    The  phrase  was  not  changed. 

In  1836  Chiet  Justice  Job  Durfee,  the 
father  of  the  orator  named  above,  deliv- 
ered a  lecture,  which  he  called,  a  history 
of  the  subjection  of  the  Narragansetts.  In 
this  paper  he  characterized  the  killing  of 
Miantinomi  as  "  a  dreadful  outrage,"  a 
''long  enduring  monument  of  the  ferocity 
of  the  cannibal,  and  of  the  atrocityof  his 
English  accomplices,  and  advisers."  "  this 
atrocious  deed,"  "  the  spirit  of  a  murdered 
chief  failed  not  to  cry  for  vengeance** 
was  the  belief  of  the  Indian,  {jyob  Durfee' s 
Works,  f>.  2J2.)  The  peri^on  who  made 
the  request  above  mentioned  was  the  son 
of  the  author  of  tlie  book  ''Uncas  and 
Miantinoini"  and  the  cool  audacity  of  the 


the  nature  of  it.     Chief  Justice   Thoin.,-  ; 
Durfee  was  asked  to    reconsider   his   ow  ■ 
conclusions,  and  to  reject  those  which  hi 
father  had    reached,  and  accept   the    coi, 
elusions  of  the  author  of  this  book,  whic' 
were  the  very  opposite.  j. 

The  writer  of  this    article   made    sorr.p 
corrections,  and  additions  to   the    Chron- 
ology,   published    in    the    Rhode    Islaii>:  s 
Manual.     Into  it  he    inserted    this    item: 
*'  1643,  September,  Miantinomi  murdere;i 
by    order    of  a    synod   of  Massachusetts  ■ 
clergymen."     This  item   gave  offence  to 
certain  people.   A  delegation  from  Massa- 
chusetts  visited    the   writer,    whom    the;  . 
had  discovered  to  be  the  culprit,    and  de-  ' 
nounced  him  to  his    face,    or   would    hac 
they   seen    him.     They    represented    thai  '■- 
they  had  visited    the    Secretary  of  State, 
Mr.  Utter,  who  had  promised  to  omit  the 
objectional  paragraph  from  the  next  issut: 
of  the  Manual,  but  which  he  did  not   do 
This  solicitude  on  the  part  of  people    out- 
side ot    Rhode    Island    seems    incredible, 
nevertheless    it  is  all  true.     Rhot^e  Isl.incl 
scholars  cannot  write  a  Rhode  Island  his- 
torical   fact   and    publish    it   in    a   Rhod; 
Island  publication  i^yijlhout  molestation. 

This  state  of  facts  induced  an  examina- 
tion of  Mr.  Stone's  book  "Uncas  and 
Mianfino7ni,'"  it  being  by  far  the  most 
serious,  and  exhaustive  presentation  01 
k>ne  side  of  the  history.  The  result  0; 
this  examination  follows.  Mr.  Store 
does  not  formulate  the  charges  against 
Miantinomi  as  Winthrop  did  (Nisi.  AV^ 
En^.  /8jj  V.  2,  p  j6o^)  or  as  they  were 
presented  by  Judge  Potter  {Hist.  Narr- 
i8j^,  p.  40.)  So  that  in  this  examinatior. 
they  will  be  taken  in  the  isolated  form  in 
which  Mr.  Stone  presents  them.  No  ex- 
cuse  is  offered  for  this  paper;  the  leas-^ 
that  can  be  expected  from  him  who  i^ 
asked  to  reverse  his  convictions,  an^ 
accept  the  convictions  of  another, — is  l"-' 
examine  the  other's  convictions. 

Mr.  Stone's  great  charge  against  Mian- 
tinomi is  an  alleged  conspiracy  to  cut  olio: 


request  is  apparent   when    one   considers    destroy  the  whole  Englisii  population,  (p 
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112.)  Concerning  the  charge  he  sajs  few- 
historical  facts  are  better  established,  (p. 
109)  and  again  *'  his  (Miantinomi's)  own 
immediate  agency  in  stirring  up  the  Indi- 
ans to  a  general  conspiracy  for  cutting  off 
all  the  English  colonies,  and  plantations 
was  fully  established,  "  (p.  loS)  To  sus. 
tain  this  serious  charge  he  cites,  Gardner's 
Pequot  Wars.  This  person,  Lion  Gard- 
ner, was  a  lieutenant  in  the  Connecticut 
service.  The  Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  first  print- 
ted  his  history  in  1S36.  It  is  alleged  to 
have  been  written  in  1660  "  from  mem- 
•ry,"  with  the  help  of  "  some  old  paper.^  " 
and  on  the  principle  that  "  the  truth  must 
not  be  spoken  at  all  times."  Gardner 
bays  (Mass.  Hist.  Col.,  ser.  3,  v. 3,  p.  152) 
"I  find  that  to  be  true  which  our  friend 
Waiandance  told  me.  Shortly  after  came 
the  Sachem  Waiandance  to  me  and  said  : 
*  Do  you  know  what  these  came  for.? '  No, 
said  I."  Thus  Gardner  gives  no  evidence 
upon  his  own  knovledge,  but  solely  what 
this  Long  Island  Indian  told  him.  I  sub- 
mit that  this  is  not  evidence;  moreover 
the  relations  between  Gardner  and  this 
Indian  were  that  Waiandance  was  to  bring 
Indian  heads,  no  regard  being  paid  to 
tribes,  for  which  Gardner  was  to  pay  him, 
and  did  pay  him,  in  wampum,  (same  au- 
thority p.  150).  This  is  all  the  proof 
Stone  exhibits  and  in  truth  it  is  all  that 
exists.  Now  observe  what  Stone  himself 
says  concerning  it.  Miantinomi  M-as 
ordered  to  Boston  whither  he  promptly 
went.  "  /«  his  examination  no  sufficient 
excuse  appeared  for  Massachusetts  to  detain 
him^'*  (p.  92).  Having  said  that  the 
charge  did  not  admit  of  even  his  deten- 
tion, Stone  repeats  (p.  93)  '*  the  charges 
^ot  being  sustained,  with  suflicent  cer- 
tainty to  warrant  the  shedding  of  blood." 
I^ut  Stone  garbles  the  record  in  an  utterly 
shameless  way.  He  says  that  he  quotes 
Hubbard  (p.  92)but  his  garbled  quotations 
are  from  VVinthrop.  See  Winthrop  (Hist 
^*ew  Eng.,  1853,  V.  2,  p.  9S)  and  compare 
^■>th  Stone,  (p.  92).  Stone  says:  ''He, 
Miantinomi,  denied  the  charges  in  toto, 


and  demanded  to  be  confronted  with  his 
accusers."  Winthrop  says  ;  "  We  answered 
we  knew  them  not."  Stone  suppressed 
this  fact.  Winthrop  says  "  he  offered  to 
to  meet  Uncas  at  Boston  and  prove  to  his 
lace  his  treachery  to  the  English."  (v  2  p. 
99).  Where  does  Stone  say  this.'*  Win- 
throp says  "we  spent  the  better  part  of 
two  days  in  treating  with  him,  and  in  con- 
clusion he  did  accommodate  himself  to 
our  satisfaction."  Where  does  Stone  say 
this.''  Winthrop  wrote  that  the  Connec- 
ticut brethren  refused  to  furnish  any 
evidence  of  the  justice  of  the  suspicion  of 
the  Narragansett  Sachem."  (Hist.  New 
Eng.,  V.  2.,  p.  100,  1853.)  Whc-e  does 
Stone  record  this.  He  does  not  record  it. 
There  is  a  letter  written  in  1637  by  Israel 
Stoughton,  one  of  the  most  prominent 
men  of  Massachusetts,  in  which  occurs 
this  phrase,  "  Under  the  visor  of  a  Nar- 
ragansett, they  will  come  amongst  us,  and 
do  mischief."  (Winthrop's  Hist. New  Eng. 
1S53,  V.  T.,  p.  480.)  Where  does  Stone 
make  reference  to  this  extraordinary  ad- 
mission.'' No  where,  and  this  is  the  way 
in  which  his  entire'*  history"  is  presented. 
As  to  the  capture  and  subsequent  mur- 
der of  Miantinomi  I  will  repeat  the  story 
as  Mr.  Stone  has  told  it.  He  says 
(p  107),  "  the  war  in  which  the  chief  was 
taken  was  a  measure  of  his  own,  confined 
to  the  Narragansetts  and  Mohegans,  the 
English  being  neutral;"  that  "Connec- 
ticut had  made  unwearied  efforts  to  heal 
the  difficulties  between  the  tribes  (p.  103)  ; 
that  Uncas  was  surprised  by  the  forces  of 
Miantinomi,  but  that  in  spite  of  this  sur- 
prise, he  had  this  little  stratagem  pre- 
pared; he  proposed  to  Miantinomi  (p. 
103)  to  settle  the  affair  by  single  combat 
for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  shedding  of 
blood  by  a  great  battle"  (p.  153).  This 
proposition  to  avoid  the  shedding  of 
blood,  was  so  characteristic  of  the  Indian, 
as  this  whole  narrative  discloses,  that  it 
seems  incredible  that  Miantinomi  could 
have  declined  it;  but  Mr.  Stone  says  that 
he  did    (p.    103)  ;    "  that  Uncas  had    (in 
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spite  of  liis  surprise)  doubtless  prepared 
his  \varriorF  for  this  crisis,  p.  103,"  and 
that  on  the  "  rejection  of  his  (sham) 
proposition,  which  Stone  says  (p.  153) 
was  made  for  the  purpose  of  avoidifur  t/ie 
sheddiuir  of  blood,  Uncas  would  be  so 
*'  surprised  "  that  he  was  to  fall  flat  upon 
the  ground,  wiiereupon  his  Mohegans 
were  to  discharge  a  shower  of  arrows, 
and  rush  upon  the  ranks  of  Miantinomi 
*•  with  the  furj  of  chafed  panthers" 
(p.  103)  This  is  important  as  being  the 
first  and  only  statement  ever  made  in 
connection  with  the  method  of  Indian 
warfare,  that  the  Indian  ever  fought  in 
ranks.  On  this  point  Roger  Williams 
has  terrib'v  misled  us;  he  sajs  (Key  to 
the  Indian  Language  1S66,  p.  204)  "  Sel- 
dome  twenty  slaine  in  a  pitcht  field, 
partly  because  when  they  fight  in  a  wood 
every  tree  is  a  buckler;  when  they  fight 
in  a  plaine,  they  fight  with  leaping  and 
dancing,  that  seldome  an  arrow  hits." 
But  let  us  resume  the  narrative.  Mian- 
tinomi was  captured,  his  turn  having  now 
come  to  be  "  surprised,"  by  some  of  the 
fleetest  t)f  the  Mohegans  (p.  105,)  who 
seized  and  held  him  until  Uncas  came, 
that  he  might  have  the  honor  of  captur- 
ing him  himself,  (sic),  who  had  before 
been  captured;  the  "appropriate  war 
whoop"  brought  the  '*Mohegan  braves" 
to  Uncas's  assistance,  (p.  105),  and  he 
was  enabled  to  secure  the  illustrious 
prisoner,  who  had  before  been  seized  and 
held  for  him  (p.  105).  Mr.  Stone's  vari- 
ous statements  concerning  this  capture 
are  worth  a  little  examination.  Hav- 
ing said  that  some  of  the  fleetest  Mohe- 
gans made  the  capture  (p.  104)  ;  he 
then  says,  (p.  105),  several  accounts  re- 
late that  "  he  was  brought  to  Uncas  by 
two  of  Miantinomi's  captains,  traitors  to 
the  Mohegans,  who  had  joined  the  Narra- 
gansetts;"  he  further  says  (p.  105),  that 
*'  Uncas  struck  ott  their  heads;  "  still  fur- 
ther he  says  (p.  120).  "  Tantequesan,  th.e 
Mohegan  chief,  who  first   arrested    Mian- 


tinomi." The  transaction  with  Tanteque-  ' 
san  here  referred  to  by  Mr.  Stone  took  \ 
place  in  1645,  (p*  I20.)while  the  capture  of  ' 
Miantinomi  took  place  in  July,  1643^ 
Now  comi  the  questions :  was  Tante- 
quesan ever  a  captain  of  Miantinomi's.'' 
Of  course  not.  If  he  was  slain  by  Uncas 
when  Miantinomi  was  captured  how  came 
he  alive  in  1645.  The  statement  made  bv 
Stone  (p.  105)  that  the  captors  of  Mian- 
tinomi were  "  traitors  to  the  Mohegans^ 
who  had  joined  the  Narragansetts,"  the 
paternity  for  which  he  saddles  upon  "  sev- 
eral accounts,"  (p.  105),  is  I  believe 
wholly  an  invention  of  his  own.  Cer- 
tainly, no  such  statement  is  made  by  any- 
body else.  Mr.  Stone  omits  all  reference 
here  to  Mr.  Winthrop,  whose  statement 
should  have  been  controlling.  "Winthrop 
says,  (Hist.  New  Eng.,  1S53,  v.  2,  p.  157). 
"  Miantinomi  fled,  but  having  on  a  coat 
of  mail  was  easily  overtaken,  which  two 
of  his  captains  perceiving,  they  laid  hold 
on  him  and  carried  him  to  Uncas." 
Uncas  took  his  prisoner  to  Hartfo''d 
(p.  i'i6)  where  he  was  confined  in  prison, 
but  the  Connecticut  authorities  turned  the 
case  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
United  Colonies  (p.  107) ;  "  all  the 
charges  previously  alleged  by  Uncas 
against  the  prisoner,\vere  investigated  and 
substantially  proved,"  (page  108),  all  ot 
which  Mr.  Stone  says  (p.  92).  the  Massa- 
chusetts authorities  had  before  exam- 
ined and  "  found  no  sufficient  excuse  for 
his  detention."  and  concerning  which 
Mr.  Winthrop  has  recorded  (v.  2,  p.  looj. 
"  We  all  sat  in  consultation  and  in  the 
end  concluded  that  all  these  informations 
might  arise  from  a  false  ground."  Thus 
the  trial,  if  it  can  be  called  a  trial,  was 
ex-parte  upon  charges  which  had  before 
been  tried,  and  Miantinomi  acquitted. 
The  Commifsioners  wishing  the  "  sound- 
est advice  submitted  the  matter  (p.  no") 
to  five  ot  the  most  judicious  elders,  and 
six  of  the  principal  ministers  of  Massa- 
chusetts."    These  gave  their  opinion  that 
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he  ought  to  be  put  to  death  (p.  no).  Mr. 
Winthrop,  the  President  of  the  Commis" 
sioners,  and  the  authority  tor  this  state" 
inent,  makes  no  mention  of  "  six  princi- 
pal ministers,"  but  he  says  (Hist.  New 
Eng.  1S53,  V.  2,  p.  15S  "  we  called  in  five 
of  the  most  judicious  elders,  it  being  in 
the  time  of  the  general  assembly,  they  all 
agreed  Sec,  that  "  Uncas  might  put  such 
a  false  and  blood-thirsty  enemy  to  death," 
(p.  Ill)  but  not  within  "  the  boundaries 
of  any  English  plantations,  nor  in  Uncas's 
own  jurisdiction,"-  (p.  Ill)  "it  does  not 
appear  that  previous  to  this  decision  of 
the  Commissioners,  Uncas  had  proposed 
to  put  the  prisoner  to  death,"  (p.  112.) 
The  determination  was  communicated  to 
Uncas,  but  kept  secret  trom  Miantinomi 
(p  113)  who  was  surrendered  to  Uncas 
and  marched  back  to  the  country  of  the 
Mohegans,  and  to  the  very  field  upon 
which  he  had  been  captured,  (p.  113.) 
While  thus  marching  "  a  brother  of  Un- 
cas struck  Miantinomi  from  behind  with  a 
tomahawk  and  laid  him  dead  at  a  single 
blow,"  (p.  113.)  "  A.  knowledg'^  of  his 
doom  had  probably  been  -,.v it hh olden  from 
hnn  m  mercy,  (mercy  being  so  character- 
istic of  the  Indian)  and  it  was 
believed  he  knew  not  by  what 
means  he  fell,"  (p.  113)  according  to 
the  instructions  of  his  white  counsellors, 
discreet  and  faithful  persons  of  the  En- 
glish, accompanied  Uncas  to  see  the — 
which  Stone  calls — cx€cuti07i,  (p.  113) 
Mr.  Stone  further  says  these  English 
witnesses  "  not  being  allowed  to  meddle 
with  the  head,  or  body  at  all,"  (p  113); 
but  Stone  makes  no  mention  of  this 
phrase  in  the  order  "  in  the  manner  of 
his  death  all  mercy  and  moderation  be 
shewed,  contrary  to  the  practice  of  the 
Indians  who  exercise  tortures  and  cruel- 
ties," (Hazard's  Hi>t.  Col.,  v    2,  p.  9  ) 

''After  Miantinomi  was  slain  Uncas  cut 
a  large  slice  oi  tloh  from  his  shoulder, 
roasted  and  ale  it,  reiiiarking  that  it  was 
the  sweetest  meat  he  ever  ate.  and  made 
him  feel  strong  at   the    heart"    (p.    115) 


"The  manner  of  his  *♦  execution  "  in  my 
humble  opinion,  when  compared  with  the 
usages  of  his  (Uncas's)  people,  illustrates 
his  humanity,"  (p.  150.)  Such  is  the 
tale  told  by  Mr.  Stone,  an!  is  what 
he  calls  "impartial"  history.  Certainly 
nobody  could  write  a  less  favorable 
account  so  far  as  Miantinomi  is  concerned. 
Now  it  is  because  Chief  Justice  Thomas 
Durfee  called  that  murder^  that  the 
son  ot  the  author  whom  I  have  criticised, 
remonstrated.  Stephen  Hopkins,  a  Chief 
Justice  in  Rhode  Island,  pronounced  it 
murder,  so  did  Job  Durfee,  another  Chief 
Justice,  and  so  also  did  Elisha  R.  Potter, 
a  Judge  of  the  same  court — did  not  those 
men  know  murder  when  they  saw  it, 
quite  as  well  as  an  editor  of  a  newspaper, 
who  lacked  even  the  elements  of  a  judi- 
cial temperament. — This  second  part  of 
the  review  will  follow. 


The  April  Magazine  of  New  England 
History,  published  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Tilley, 
of  Newport,  is  indeed  a  very  creditable 
number.  The  leading  article  on  the 
streets  of  Newport,  written  by  the  late 
Mr.  B.  B.  Howland,  is  of  the  old  school, 
but  still  has  local  interest.  General  T. 
Lincoln  Casey  has  a  chapter  of  geneal- 
ogy relating  to  the  Coggeshall  family. 
An  unpublished  letter  of  General  Greene 
written  at  the  close  of  the  Revolution,  is, 
when  taken  in  connection  with  the  con- 
troversy, which  arose  between  the  late 
George  Washington  Greene  and  the  late 
Mr.  George  Bancroft,  concerning  certain 
terrible  charges  made  by  the  latter  of 
speculations  for  private  gain  on  the  part 
of  Gen.  Greene  of  more  than  common 
interest.  It  must  be  observed  that  in  spite 
of  all  adverse  criticism,  Mr.  Bancrot't 
held  his  ground,  and  in  his  latest  revision 
V.  5.  p.  219,  the  terrible  charge  still 
stands,  '''his  letter  throws  a  hitherto 
hidden  light  upon  the  character  of  Gen. 
Greene,  and  is  worthy  of  careful  study, 
in  connection  with  Mr.  Bancroft's 
charges.  Mr.  Tilley  is  to  be  congratul 
lated  upon  the  excellence  of  his  Apri- 
number.

Bank  Notes  is  the  name  (suggested  by 
Book  Notes)  of  a  little  periodical,  which 
it  is  proposed  to  publish  either  monthly, 
or  bi-monthly,  in  Providence,  "devoted 
to  the  interests  of  the  Officers,  Directors. 
Stockholders,  Clerks  and  Customers  of 
the  Providence  Banks."  The  difficulty 
will  be  that  it  is  too  small  to  be  so  largely 
*'  devoted."  It  will  take  a  much  larger 
organ  than  Bank  Notes  to  reconcile  the 
clashing  interests  of  Directors,  with  Stock- 
holders,or  the  Officers  and  Customers. 


Upon  what  theory  the  City  Council 
gave  the  extraordinary  vote,  which  it  did 
give,  upon  Mr.  McCarthy's  proposition 
to  restrict  the  practice  of  the  Cily  Solici- 
tor to  the  city's  law  business  it  is  impos- 
sible to  conjecture.

The  interests 
of  the  city  are  so  great,  and  so  di- 
verse, touching  so  ni.iny  parties,  that 
this  measure  becomes  imperative.

■  Connecticut.  (Hist.  Conn.,  v.  i.,  p.  135.) 
'But  (Mr.  Stone  sajs)  the  truth  of  this 
Incident  may  well  be  questioned;  it  com- 
ports not  with  the  character  of  the   man, 

•  lavage  though  he  was"  (p.  115).  Mr. 
Stone  has  forgotten  an  incident,  by  him- 
»'lf,  recorded  in  this  very  book  (page  50). 
"Uncas  with  seventy  Mohegans  fell  in 
with  a  party  of  forty  Pequots,  seven  of 
whom  were  killed  and  one  taken  prisoner,  j 
*  large  fire  was  kindled  before  which  the  I 
captured  Pequot  (L'ncas  himself  being  a 
Pequot)  was  roasted,  and  his  body  torn 
limb  from  limb  (Mr.  Sione's  own  story) 
cut  in  pieces,  and  eaten  while  yet  the 
flesh  was  quivering  between  their  teeth." 
Mr. Stone  cites  Gardner's  traditionary  hear" 
^y  story  as  legal  evidence  or.  which  to 
t)ase  a  conviction  of  the  guilt  of  Mian- 
^inomi  on  the  charge  of  the  conspiracy 
lo  cut  otT  all  the  En<:lish,  but  he  fails 
lo  discover  this  paragraph  :  "  I  fain  not 
to  have  a  sharp  stake   set  in  the   ground, 


and  thrust  into  my  fundament,  and  to 
have  my  skin  flayed  off  by  piece-meal  and 
cut  in  pieces  and  bits,  and  my  flesh 
roasted,  and  thrust  down  my  throat  as 
those  people  have  done "  (Mass.  Hist. 
Col.  3rd.  Ser.  V.  3,  p.  153).  If  this 
Gardner  is  good  evidence  in  a  case  of 
hearsay,  why  is  not  his  ovjii  testimony 
just  as  strong.^ 

On  pages  1^7-S  Mr  Stone  makes  this 
statement:  "The  conspiracies  of  Mian- 
tinomi  hid  shown  that  the  Narragansetts 
were  not  at  heart  friends  of  the  colonists; 
the  interence  therefore  entirely  warrant- 
able, that  the  apparent  friendship  of  their 
chiefs  for  the  original  planters  of  Rhode 
Island  arose  from  their  (greater  hatred  o^ 
the  older  colonies"  In  a  foot  note  Mr. 
Stone  says:  "  Mr.  Potter  (E.  R.)  in  his 
history  of  the  Narragansetts  materially 
assists  in  illustration  of  this  position;" 
thereupon  he  quotes  this  paragraph : 
"The  colonists  (of  Rhode  Island)  and  the 
Narragansetts  being  thus  on  the  most 
friendly  terms  with  each  other,  the  enmitv 
felt  by  the  Puritans  towards  Roger  Wil- 
liams was  easily  transferred  to  the  Indians 
who  hnd  protected  and  supported  him, 
both  were  viewed  with  equal  dislike.' 
That  paragraph  affords  no  support  tor  Mr. 
Stone's  -t.'itcmcnt,  on  the  contrary  it  is 
the  vcf^-  ()[)posite.  But  Mr.  Stone  over 
throws  himself;  he  undertakes  to  account- 
for  a  friv'ndship,   which  he  denies  existed 
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the  very  accounting  for  which  is  an  ad- 
mission of  its  existence.  (Si'c  Uncas  arid 
Miantinomi,  p.  i./S).  Judge  Potter  wrote 
no  history  of  the  Narragansetts. 

Sequasson    was    an  Indian    Sachem,    a 
relative  of  Miantinomi's,    for    whom    the 
latter  made  the  war  in  which  he  was  cap- 
tured.    Concerning     the      Sachem,     Mr, 
Stone  says,  (p.  131),  "  in  the  year  1645    a 
complicated  piece  of  treachery    was    con- 
cocted by  him,  he  conspired    the  death  of 
Governors  Hopkins    and  Ilaynes,    and    a 
Mr.  ^Vhitney;  an  agent  was  employed  by 
Sequasson  to  perform  the  work  of  assasin- 
ation  ;  this  Indian  was  of  the    Waronoke 
tribe  dwelling-  near  what  is  now  Westfield. 
Mass.     The  Indian  had  received  payment 
for  the  murders  which  were  to   be   done. 
These     are     all     specific     statements     of 
things      which    were    either    capable    of 
proof,  or  should  not  be  written  in  history. 
But  observe  how   Mr.    Stone   knocks    his 
own    story    to    pieces,    on    his    very    next 
page.     He  says  Sequasson  was  summoned 
to    New    Haven;     he     did    not    comply; 
Uncas  was  sent  to  bring  him  in  by  force; 
he   failed  to  accomplish    it;  but   he   cap- 
tured Sequasson  in  the  night  and  carried 
him    to    Hartford    and    threw     him    into 
prison,    where    he    remained    for   several 
months;  at   last    he    was    released   f/icre 
hci7i(r     110     evidence    against    him.       Now 
what    becomes    of    the    detailed    charges 
made  by  Stone  .^   and    he    continues,    (p. 
131),"  the  friends  of  Sequasson    took    the 
matter  of    imprisonment    in    hi>.jh    dudg- 
eon."    Certainly  a  most  unreasonable  lot 
of  Indians  they  must  have  been. 

One  of  the  earliest  of  these  troubles, 
which  culminated  in  the  murder  of  Mian, 
tinomi  was  the  murder  of  John  Oldham, 
by  some  Block  Island  Indians  (a  tribe 
tributary  to  the  Narragansetts)  near  the 
Island,  he  being  in  his  pinnace.  Mr. 
Stone  gives  us  a  narrative  of  this  aiVair, 
wliich  is  the  merest  travesty  upon  liistory. 
I  cannot  enter  upon  it  in  detail, tor  tin's  pa- 
per is  already  sutllciently  long;  but  1  can- 
not  resist  considering  it  a  moment.    Mr. 


Stone  endeavors  to  sustain  his  narrative 
by  a  quotation  t>cm  Winthrop  in  a  foot 
note  (p.  35).  There  is  just  enough  ■. 
truth  in  this  pretended  quotation  to  ren- 
der it  positively  dangerous.  It  is  an 
abominable  misrepresentation  of  Win- 
throp, just  as  in  another  case  I  have 
shown  an  equally  false  citation  of  Judge  . 
Potter.  i 

Concerning    the   judgment    of   murder 
Mr.  Stone  uses  the   following    sentences, 
"  With    such    proofs    before  them    it    was 
evident  to  the  Commissioners  &c,"  again, 
"  Yet  with  all  the  proofs  before  them  the 
Commissioners  desired "    «&:c.    to    consult 
the  Elders  (p.   110).     Now   observe  what 
Winthrop  wrote  in  his  Journal,  and  for- 
get not  that  he  was  the  President   of  the 
Commissioners,  who  ordered  the  murder. 
"  We  were  all  of  opinion  that    it    would 
not  be  safe  to  set  him    at  liberty,    neither 
had  we  had  sutBcient   ground  to  put    him 
to  death.''   (Hist.    New  Eng.,   1S53,    v.  :. 
p.  15S).     Mr.  Stone  goes  all    around    this 
paragraph,  but  forgets  to  refer  to   it;  but 
he    interpolates    tiiU  quotation  from    an- 
other source,  "  but  that   either  by    secret 
treachery  or  open  force,  his  (Uncas)    life 
would    be    in  'continued'    danger."     The 
word    'continued'  is  an    interpolation    b_v 
Mr.    Stone,    who    committed    an     equal 
offence  by  the  omission  of  the  word  "  ap- 
parently "  used  by  the  writers  of  this  sen- 
tence thus, — "  the  Commissioners  appar- 
ently  see  that  Uncas    cannot  be  safe,  c^c' 
(Hazard's  Hist.  Col.  v.  2,  p.  9). 
The  personal  safety  of  Uncas,  which  was 
a  matter  of  so  much  concern  to  the  Com- 
missioners, does  not  seem  to  have   been  a 
matter    to    which    that    individual    gave 
much      consideration,     Mr.     Stone     savs 
(p.  112).     "It  does  not  appear   that   pre- 
vious to  the  decision  of  the  Commission- 
ers, it  had  been  the  purpose    of  Uncas    to 
put  his  prisoner  to   death."     As  a    matter 
of  fact  the  Commissioners  were  apprehen- 
sive tliat  Uncas  would    refuse   to    murder 
Miantinomi,  and  they    therefore    ordered, 
that  in  casq  he  did  so  refuse,  Miantinomi 
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sliould  "  be  sent  in  a  pinnace  (so  as  to 
prevent  rescue)  to  Boston"  (p.  in). 
From  this  it  is  clear  that  Uncas  did  not 
consider  hiinselt  in  personal  danger,  nor 
did  he  compass  the  death  of  Miantinoini, 
it  was  the  Massachusetts  and  Conneciicut 
colonies  which  did  that,  and  their  object 
was,  not  to  protect  Uncas,  but  to  get  pos- 
session of  the  lands  of  Shawomet  away 
from  Gorton  and  his  associates.  The 
Providence  Patent  with  which  Roger 
Williams  landed  in  Boston  a  year  later  put 
a  stop  to  all  their  immediate  intrigues  to 
that  end;  Miantinomi  had  been  a  block 
in  their  way. 

Mr.  Stone  charges  ISIiantinomi  with  a 
conspiracy  to  assaiisinate  Uncas;  sup- 
pose it  to  have  been  true,  which  it  was 
not,  of  what  business  was  it  to  Massa- 
chusetts, whose  policy  was  to  keep  these 
barbarians  at  work  exterminating  each 
other.  But  just  look  for  the  evidence 
which  Stone  submits  in  justification  of 
this  charge.  The  charge  as  stated  by 
Stone  (p.  96-7)  is  that  a  young  Pequot,  a 
subject  of  Uncas,  was  instigated  by  "  his 
employer"  Miantinomi  to  murder  Uncas 
he  shot  Uncas,  and  as  he  supposed  killed 
him,  but  the  wound  proved  to  be  only  a 
slight  scratch  on  the  arm :  information 
reaching  Boston,  the  "  Narragansett 
Chief"  was  summoned  there  with  his 
*' Pequot  Traitor;  "  the  result  was  "con. 
viction  of  the  Pequot  on  his  ovjh  confes- 
sion'^'^ this  convicted  felon  was  then, 
according  to  Stone,  turned  over  to  Mian- 
tinomi, who,  as  Stone  alleges,  had  em- 
ployed the  rascal  to  do  what,  no  one 
but  the  rascal  himself  knew  had  been 
done;  it  is  not  even  shown  that  Uncas 
^'as  wounded;  on  his  way  home  Mian- 
tinomi killed  the  "  Pequot  traitor,"  as 
^vho  would  not  have  done.  Then  says 
^tone,  "  The  attempts  on  the  life  of 
^'ncas  did  not  end  here,  the  strength  of 
poison  and  the  arts  of  sorcery  were  put 
'f^  requisition."  I  have  asked  you  to 
'ook   for   the    evidence,  for   what   I    have 


juSt  wriiten  is  only  Stone's  tale — now 
read  the  last  line  at  the  end  of  his  talc  : 
**  ///5  fiot  i?i  evideticc  that  Miautijioiiii  tvas 
the  instiffator  of  these  practice^.""  Then 
why  use  the  terms  "  instrument  of  his 
(Uncas's)  assassination,  a  treacherous 
young  Pequot."  "  Reporting  to  his  em- 
ployer "  (Miantinomi)  "  the  dissembling 
Narragansett,"  "  his  (Miantinomi)  hated 
victim,  Uncas,  was  dead."  A  "  victim  "is  a 
person  or  thing  destroyed.  Mr.  Stone  will 
presently  show  you  that  Miantinomi 
was  the  victim  of  Uncas,  and  not  Uncas 
the  victim  of  Miantinomi.  This  whole 
story  has  been  so  thoroughly  destroyed 
by  analysis,  by  Mr.  S.  G.  Drake,  that  I 
cannot  do  better  than  to  refer  the  reader 
to  his  work  (Book  of  the  Indians 
1S41,  Bk.  2,  pp.  89,  150)  "It  was 
charged  against  Uncas  by  the  Narra. 
gansetts  that  the  latter  had  paid  a 
ransom  for  his  life  and  yet  that  he  had 
perfidiously  executed  (murdered)  his  pris- 
oner in  disregard  of  the  compact.  The 
charge  tiiough  revived  some  ten  3ears  ago 
in  a  historical  account  ot  Providence  has 
no  foundation,  in  fact  it  was  fully  investi- 
gated by  the  Commission  when  first  pro- 
posed, and  most  conclusively  refuted." 
Let  us  examine.  Five  out  of  eight  of  the 
Commissioners,  by  whom  the  charge  is  so 
conclusively  refuted,  are  the  same  men 
who  directed  Uncas  to  secretly  murder 
Miantinomi,  what  is  the  value  of  their 
refutation,  but  they  admit  the  payment 
of  both  wampum  and  goods  by  the  Nar- 
ragansets  to  Uncas  (Hazard's  Hist.  Coll., 
V.  2,  p.  25)  which  they  say  was  for  '•  some 
favors  either  past  "  or  "  hoped  for."  They 
admit  the  payments  to  "  Uncas  and  his 
squaw"  which  they  say  was"  tor  preserv- 
ing his  life  so  long,  and  using  him  cour- 
teously during  hi**  imprisonment."  Im- 
prisonment means  confined  in  a  prison. 
What  prison  did  Uncas  and  his  squaw  liave 
charge  of.''  This  was  the  decision  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  they  further  notified 
the   Narragansets   that   if  they   assaulted 
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Uncas  because  of  this  pavinent,  and 
subsequent  treachery,  the  English  are  en- 
gaged to  assist  him.  It  docs  not  require 
Special  acuteness  to  see  that  in  place  of 
being  ••  most  conclusively  refuted  "  as  Mr. 
Stone  says,  it  was  no  refutation  at  all. 
Upon  the  question  of  a  ransom  see  Dra- 
ke's Book  of  the  Indiajis,  1&41 ,  Bk.  :?,  /. 
89.  In  the  face  of  such  a  state  of  facts 
Mr.  Stone  coolly  asks  '•  in  what  respect 
was  Uncas  treacherous  to  Miantinomi  Tp. 
149).  In  support  of  the  posiiion  which 
he  assumes  Mr.Stone  cites  a  letter  of  Gov. 
Haynes  in  a  foot  note  (p.  151)  and  he 
says  Haynes  "discredits  it  (the  ransom 
payments)  entirely,"  a  statement  which 
is  wholly  false.  Haynes  expresses  no 
opinion  whatever.  He  says  "  both  my- 
^self  and  Capt.  Mason  striciy  examined 
Uncas  concerning  the  matter,  acquainting 
him  with  what  we  had  heard;  he  uUerlv 
denied  (which  was  strangej  that  he  had 
taken  wampum,  or  any  other  thing  upon 
any  such  teims;  he  confessd  indeed  he 
had  wampum,  and  other  things  given 
him  and  his  brother  freely."  (Mass.  Hist. 
Soc,  3ril  ser.,  v.  i.  p.  229).  All  this  Mr. 
Stone  suppresses  in  his  reproduction  of 
what  Gov  Haynes  writes.  Two  years 
later  in  1645,  Roger  Williams  says  ♦•  the 
Narragansetts  and  Mohrgans  have  deeplv 
implunged  themselves  in  barbarous 
slaughters,  there  is  a  spirit  ot  desperation 
fallen  upon  them,  resolved  to  revenge  the 
death  of  this  prince  and  recover  the  ran- 
som for  his  life  or  perish  with  him  (Narr. 
Club,  V.  6.  p.  145.)  This  payment  was 
known  also  to  the  settlers  at  Showomet; 
they  made  as  a  town  a  declaration  in 
which  they  say  "these  being  we  under- 
stand deeply  atVected  with  the  Narragan- 
setts in  the  loss  of  their  Sachem,  unjust 
detaining-  of  so  great  a  ransom,  given  and 
received  for  his  life."  ((jor:on"s  biinpli- 
cities  Defense  1646,  p  -SS. 

The  outrageous  unfairness  witli  whicli 
Miantinomi  was  treated  is  shown  by  the 
way  in  which  this  ransom  question  was 
treated  by    that    body.     Miantinomi    was 


ordered  to  be  murdered, he  not  being  with 
in  a  hundred  miles  of  the  Commission- 
ers, and  kept  in  ignorance.  But  on  th;» 
question  of  Ransom,  the  Commissionfn 
refused  to  listen  unless  Uncas  was  preser/ 
(Hazard's  Hist.  Coll.  v.  2,  p.  39. 

Mr.  Winthrop  the  President  of  th' 
Commissioners,  having  recorded  (p.  loc 
that  no  evidence  had  been  submitte: 
which  would  cast  even  a  suspicion  upo: 
Miantinomi;  and  again  that  there  was  r.: 
sufficient  ground  to  put  him  to  death 
referred  the  matter  to  five  most  judiciou- 
elders  the  General  Assembly  being  the:. 
in  session.  Mr.  Winthrop  states  "  tha- 
all  agreed  that  he  ought  to  be  put  t: 
death."  (p.  15S).  The  latest  utterance 
outside  of  Rliode  Island,  in  characterisa- 
tion of  this  judgment  is  that  by  Mr.  Job: 
Fiske  *' a  synod  of  forty  or  fifty  clergy- 
man "pronounced  the  decree.  (Begin- 
ings  of  New  England,  1SS9.  p.  170. 
Having  as  Winthrop  says  failed  to  fin: 
sufficient  evidence  to  warrant  conviction, 
the  commissioners  left  the  question  to  the 
elders,  who  condemed  to  death.  "  It  wa? 
now  clearly  discovered  to  us  (Winthrcr 
says  (Hist.  X.  E.  v.  2  p.  159)  without  ne^^ 
evidence)  that  there  was  a  general  con- 
spiracy to  cut  off  all  the  English,  ar.d  tha. 
Miantinomi  was  the  head  and  contrive: 
of  it."  Thus  (Bryant's  Hist.  U.  S.  v.  2  r 
96)  it  was  the  judgment  of  the  elden 
which  alone  revealed  the  truth  of  wha^ 
had  hitherto  not  been  credited."

tariii")  citi/en."     Now  -ot.*  how    Clevel.x: 
put»<  it.     "  We  are    of   tiiose    wh.o    beii-   ■ 
tliat  the  legitimate  motive  of  our  Gover 
mcnt  is  to  do  cciual    and    exact    iu^tice 
all  our  people  and   grant   exclusive    pri\- 
leges  to  none."     The  comparison  of  the^' 
two  principles  is   as   a   penny-dip    to   thJ 
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The  coming  numbers  of  Book  Notes

A  new  chapter  concerning  the  Great 
Land  Conspiracy,  known  in  our  history 
ts  the  William  Harris  Law  Suits,  will  be 
(In  fact  has  been)  written-  The  gradual 
steps  in  this  gigantic  fraud  can  now  be 
•hown  in  so  clear  a  manner,  that  conclu- 
ilons  are  inevitable.  These  things  will 
give  to  the  current  volume  of  Book 
Notes  a  value  which  will  outlast  the 
lapse  of  years. 

There  came  to  me  a  '*  boy  "  asking  of

yournal^  you  are,  and  declined  ;  he  called 
f^e  unpleasant  names;  at  my  request  he 
departed,  and  this  is  what  he  wrote  : 

"Gov.  Hopkins  is  the  one  who  when 
*5gning  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
explained  (sic),  my  hand  trembles,  but 
^y  heart  does  not."    This  was  so   like 


the   old    fellow,    and,   yet    It     is     strange 
somebody  did  not  before  discover  it. 

*'  In  1704  the  first  Weybosset  Bridge 
was  built  and  Westminster  street  opened; 
it  was  called  Westminster  after  the 
famous  London  street  of  that  name." 
The  path  to  Mashapaug  was  indeed  then 
open,  but  the  name  Westminster,  as  a 
street,  was  not  given  to  it  for  a  hundred 
years  later.  The  *  boy '  says  tlie  name 
came  from  the  famous  London  street  of 
that  name.  London  has  an  Abbey,  a 
Bridge,  a  Hall,  a  School,  a  Road,  a  Hos- 
pital, in  fact,  everything  but  a  street, 
named  Westminster, 

"The  Rev.  W.  Wickenden,  Pastor  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  previous  to  1642, 
gave  his  name  to  the  now  important  Fox 
Point  thoroughfare."  My  obiection  to 
this  is,  there  was  no  "  Rev."  Wickenden, 
and  he  was  n't  Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  nor  did  he  give  his  name  to 
anything,  particularly  to  descendants,  for 
when  this  street  was  named  in  1S05, 
there  had  n't  been  a  Wickenden  in  Provi- 
dence for  a  hundred  years. 

"Dollar,  Doubloon,  Sovereign,  Guil- 
der, Dime,  Cent, Gold,  Silver,  and  Bullion 
streets  were  named  when  the  foreign 
commerce  of  the  city  was  at  its  height." 
These  insignificant  lanes^  received  their 
ridiculous  names  ar  the  hands  of  the  late 
Mr,  John  D.  Jones,  not  when  "  foreign 
commerce  was  at  its  height,"  but  to  sig- 
nalize his  election  to  the  Presidency  to 
the  Board  of  Alderman  in  1S66. 

**  When    Chestnut    street    was   opened 
early  in  this  Century   it   was    first   neces- 
sary to  clear  away    a    grove   of  Chestnut 
trees.''     This    street  was    indeed    opened 
early    in    this   century,    but    it   was    then 
I  called    -'Ship"    street,    see   the   map   of 
{  1S03.     Twenty     years      later      it    became 
i  "  Chestnut,'' but  what  of  the  grove? 
i      And     the     President    of    the     aforesaid 
'"newspaper"    company    asks     me,    witii 
I  blood  in  his  eye,  why  I    am    continuouslv 
pitching   into  somebody    in    my    "  scurri- 
lous "    Book    Notes,    verily    he    has    his 
I  answer.

The  writer  pays  a  landlord  $450  per 
jear  for  the  use  of  a  bit  of  eartli  10x40 
feet,  overhead  another  tenant  pays  as 
much  more  for  the  use  of  the  same  bit  of 
earth, and  over  him  still  other  tenants  pay 
as  much  more  still  for  the  use  of  the  same 
bit  of  earth.  The  Union  Railroad  Com- 
pany pays  to  the  citizens  of  Providence 
the  paltry  sum  of  $Sooo  for  the  use  of  the 
Public  Highways  occupyiVig  at  this  mo- 
ment upwards  of  forty  miles  of  these 
highways — and  exclusively  too — and  the 
free  use  of  a  site  for  their  offices,  which 
site  could  be  rented  lo-day  at  auction  for 
$20,000  a  year.  Not  satisfied  yet  this 
Company  now  seeks  absolute  control  of 
the  Public  Highways,  as  against  their  con- 
trol by  the  people  who  own  them.  The 
method  which  this  corporation  now  uses

The  silly  citizen  who  owns 
this  stock  should  take  note  of  the  volcano 
beneath  the  rails;  but  what   becomes    of 


the  opinions  of  the  financiers?  There- 
upon the  Common  Council  appoints  a 
committee  to  appear  before  t':;e  General 
Afcsembly  to  '*  see  that  the  interests  of  the 
City  of  Providence  are  properly  protected, '^ 
and  the  persons  thu"  sent  are  the  same 
persons  who  gave  without  remunera- 
tion to  the  Terminal  Facility  Railroad 
Scheme  Two  Millions  of  Dollars  in  Pub- 
lic Lands.  To  what  arc  we  coming,  are 
the  men  of  Providence  all  dead,  or  has 
integrity  forsaken  us.?  Is  there  no  man 
to  defend  the  people's  cause.''  Have  all  the 
shepherds  become  wolves.? 


To  see  those  who  represent  the  people 
of  Rhode  Island,  or  misrepresent  them, 
in  the  General  Assembly,  gravely  dis- 
cussing the  enacting  of  a  statute  enabling 
towns  to  relieve  manufacturing  corpora- 
tions trom  taxation,  as  an  inducement 
for  such  corporations,  to  establish  them- 
selves in  such  towns  as  will  relieve  them, 
is  not  edifying.  The  General  Assembly 
has  no  such  power;  any  act  which  it  can 
enact  of  such  a  character,  can  and  doubt- 
less would  be,  overthrown,  by  the  hum- 
blest tax  payer  of  the  town  which  com- 
mits such  an  outrage.  Why  should  the 
already  overburdened  tax  payers  be  asked 
or  forced,  to  pay  the  taxes  of  these  man- 
ufacturers.? A  company  which  cannot 
pay  its  own  tax  cannot  be  of  much  bene- 
fit either  to  a  town,  or  itself,  if  it  will  not 
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pay  its  lax,    it   ought    to  be  sold  out,  just 
as  }ou  and  I  are  sold  out. 


Mr.Henr_>'  Wood, the  author  of  "Edward 
Burton,"  a  clever  novel,  in  which  the

Divine  revelation,  the  Univer- 
sality, oi  L<aw,  the  Unseen  realm,  sS:c.  It 
is  a  pleading,  speculative  study  of  the  un- 
knpwjiv  anQther  illustration  of  the  irre- 
pressible desire  of  men  to  learn  before,  of 
that  which-can  onlv  be  known    hereatter. 


be  observed."  By  reference  to  the  inck-v 
we  are  referred  to  "  Meadley,  Chance"  a: 
page  557.  In  considering  what  this  indi. 
vidual  has  to  do  with  the  case,  for  he  i- 
treated  as  an  individual  here,  the  genera; 
reader  is  thrown  into  uttc'  confusion.  Bu' 
Chancemed  ley  was  the  offence  of  which  ti,- 
jury  found  Davis  (for  Daniss  is  anoihe: 
blunder)  guilty.  This  offence  was  known  tn 
the  ancient  statutes  of  England,  but  is 
unknown,  under  such  a  name,  to  our  laws 
It  is  mentioned  in  Webster's  Dictionaty 
and  in  all  law  dictionaries,  but  is  best  de- 
fined by  Jacob's  La-v  Dictionary,  1736.  "I: 
signifies  the  casual  killing  of  a  person, no', 
without  the  killer's  fault,  but  without  evii 
intentions  ;  as  for  instance,  when  a  school- 
master in  correcting  a  scholar,  a  master 
his  servant,  or  an  otTicer  in  whipping  a 
criminal,  in  a  reasonable  manner  happen^ 
to  occasion  death,  it  is  Chancemedley. '

M  the  oti'ence.  became  an  individual,  in  a 
sense  which  is  positively  comical. 


Book  Notes  has  occasionally  said 
things  hot  quite  complimentary  to  the 
Editor  of  the  Rhode  Island  Colonial 
Records  for  his  literary  or  historical  work 
therein';  'but  for  downright  stupidity,  the 
instance  if  will  now  cite  eclipses  every- 
thing Book  Notes  has  ever  said.

The  A&sembly  upon 
considetation  do  remit  the  forteiture  of 
his  per^onall  estate  lorfeited  to  Her 
Majesty  for  the  u<es  of  the  Colony;  and 
that  his  own  bond  be  Likr-n  lor  his  good 
behaviour;  his  reail  e?lale  being  made 
over  to  Her  Majesty  for  performance

When  one  considers  the  influence  ot 
gCoture  in  the  e\pn>.ition  of  speech,  the 
emphasis,  whicli  a  turn  of  the  head,  or 
movements  of  the  eye,  or  ttie  hand. 
giv-es  lo  ppeech,  it  is  really  amazing  that 
it  is  so  little  studied.  Few  manuals  0: 
Gesture  appear  among  the  multitude- 
of  treatises  thrown  forth  by  the  press. 
In  France  more  attention  has  been  giver. 
to  the  subject;  in  fact,  from  France 
comes  our  greatest  teacher,  — Delsarte—lii-' 
taught  Ractiel,  and  Macready,  and  Jennv 
Lind  and  a  great  host  besides;  he  taugn: 
Pere  Lacordaire,  the  greatest  modern 
French  preacher,  how  to  preach,  just  a> 
he  had  taught  Jenny  Lind  how  to  use  her 
limbs  while  she  sang.  It  was  the  philos- 
ophy of  expression  which  he  taught,  no^ 
by  books,  but  by  exhibiting  it  to  them 
I  in  all  its  natural  toice.  Xow  Delsarte  i- 
i  dead,  he  can  no  longer  teach,  and  an  y- 
I  tempt  has  been  made  by  Prot.  EJv\.ir 
W'arman.  of  Chicago,  to  gather  the  ri.- 
suits  of  Delsarte's  teachings  and  prcser\f 
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them  in  a  book,  both  by  means  of  short 
texts  of  explanations,  anil  by  moans  of 
drawinojs.  This  book  strikes  one  as  being- 
well  calculated  to  meet  a  real  need;  it 
certainly  is  sutTicientlj  elaborate  and  in 
the  refinement  of  its  definitions,  it  will 
repay  the  closest  study.  It  is  entitled 
"Gestures  and  AUitu(ies,  an  Exposition 
of  the  Delsarte  Philosophy  ot  Expres- 
sion, by  Edward  B.  Warman."  It  has 
154  illustrations  and  is  published  by  Lee 
(S:  Shepard. 


The  following  singular  circumstance  is 
a  fine  illustration  ot  the  change  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  customs  or  methods  of 
the  people.  In  January  1764  Governor 
Hopkins  desired  to  send  a  pacquet  to 
London,  England,  by  post.  Satnuel 
Chace  was  then  postmaster  of  Providence. 
The  pacquet  was  taken  by  Mr.  Chace  and 
forwarded  to  the  New  York  post  otlke 
and  thence  to  London.  The  following 
month,  February  1764,  Mr.  Chace  sent 
his  bill  for  postage  on  the  pacquet  to 
Governor  Hopkins.  The  bill  was  £1  8 
Steiling.  It  was  sent  by  the  Governor  to 
the  General  Assembly  then  in  session,  bj 
which  body  it  was  *'  duly  considerid  "  and 
a  special  act  passed  directing  the  General 
Treasurer  to  pay  it.  The  amount  in  the 
paper  bi  Is  of  the  Colony,  then  called  old 
Tenor,  was  equal  to  $163.67,  but  the  odd- 
'^y»  is  in  getting  an  act  of  the  Assembly. 
to  pay  the  postage  on  a  parcel  to  Eng'and. 


In  Rhode  Island  Historical  Tract  No. 
II,  pages  35-37  reference  was  made  to  two 
Small  books  published  in  Providence  to 
^it  "  Memoirs  of  El  lea  nor  Eldndi^e,'"  and 
"  Elleanor's  Second  Book.''  Elleanor  El 
tlridge  was  a  negress  whose  father  hao 
'^t-'en  a  slave  ;  she  labored  incesbunily,saveo 
her  earnings,  and  invested  them  in  reai 
estate  on  Stewart  street  in  this  city.  Slu 
'j'^came  involved  by  her  own  ignorance. 
"^  financial  difHculty,  from  which,  these 
'^'o  little  books  were  written,  to  extricate 
^er,   and    did    extricate    her.     They  were 


written  by  Frances  II.  Whipple.  In  the 
Historical  Tract  above  mentioned,  a 
doubt  is  expressed  in  regard  to  the  large 
numbers  (30000)  of  the  two  little  books 
which  were  stated  to  have  been  sold;  the 
entire  population  of  the  city  then  being 
not  much  abo\'e  23000.  The  statements 
made  in  the  Tract  are  generally  correct, 
but  in  one'  respect  they  were  in  error. 
It  was  stated  Cp.  37)  "that  of  the  second 
book  there  certainly  was  but  one  edition." 
I  now  know  of  four  editions;  and  of  the 
first  book  of  which  I  then  thought  there 
had  been  but  three  edtiot.s;  I  now  know 
of  five.  Of  the  first,  there  were  editions 
bearing  the  following  years,  1S3S,  1S40, 
1S42,  1S43,  1S46,  Of  the  second,  there 
were  editions  in  1S39,  1S42,  1S45,  1S47. 
The  matter  in  these  ditierent  editions  was 
not  precisely  the  same  in  all  of  them 
MibS  Whipple  made  changes  and  addi- 
tions, but  not  to  any  great  extent.  The 
certificates  of  many  well  known  Provi- 
dence ladies  are  in  these  books,  especially 
the  Lockwoods. 


The  most  elaborate  attempt  to  render 
the  Songs  of  Birds,  in  the  notations  of 
our  written  music,  of  which  I  have  pres- 
ent knowledge  is  that  by  Mr.  S.  P. 
Cheney  just  published  by  Lee  Si  Shepard. 
Mr.  Cheney  was  a  music  teacher  in  Mass- 
ichusetts,  where  he  died  leaving  this  work 
unfinished.  Kis  son  who  is  ihe  Libra- 
rian of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library, 
Mr.  John  V.  Cheney,  finished  the  work, 
which  has  oeen  published,  under  his  di- 
rection. The  title  of  the  book  is  Wood 
.Votes  Wild,  this  is  a  most  bewitching 
^tudy,  and  we  have  worked  long  and  hard 
over  it  on  the  piano,  and  we  must  con- 
("ess,  with  but  little  success,  provided  our 
nvn  ears  ean  be  trusted  for  the  original; 
.•ither  the  piano  is  not  the  proper  instru- 
nent  or  we  do  not  know  how  to  extract 
)ird  music  out  ol"  it.  We  shall  have  to 
ely  for  a  while  longer,  upon  our  sweet 
dingers  at  Mill  Brook  Farm,  which  lies 
among  the  hills  of   Exeter.     But  when  I 
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turn  to  the  Appendix  of  this  book,  which 
l»  indeed  well  nigh  a  half  of  it,  I  r.oie 
with  delight  the  work  of  a  scholar,  he  has 
gathered  and  marshalled  his  facts  in  a 
masterly  manner,  and  thereby  throws  a 
flood  of  light  upon  a  subject  which  his 
lather  as  a  musician  endeavored  to  illus- 
trate. If  you  are  addicted  to  the  piano,  a 
new  pleasure  by  this  book  is  added  to 
jour  existence  despite  our  failures  in  the 
effort. 


A  little  book  has  just  been  published 
hy  Lee  &  Shepard  entitled  Handbook  of 
Sckool  Gymnastics  of  the  Sv.'edish  System, 
hy  Baron  Nils  Posse,  which  seems  to  be 
of  the  utmost  value  to  those  engaged  in 
teaching  this  healthful  exercise.  This 
gentleman  has  done  more  than  any  other 
person  to  extend  the  use  of  the  Swedish 
System  of  Gymnastics  in  this  country, 
and  to  put  it  on  a  correct  educational  ba- 
sis; he  has  issued  this  manual  in  which 
he  gives  t'le  results  of  his  experience  of 
five  years  in  the  work  in  this  country, 
and  of  a  much  longer  period  of  investiga- 
tion. In  it  he  gives  first,  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  the  system,  the  positions 
and  movements  being  tully  illustrated  by 
drawings,  together  with  much  valuable 
instruction  and  advice  to  teachers.  The 
book  contains  one  hundred  tables  of  exer- 
cises which  have  been  arranged  to  suit 
all  the  conditions  of  any  school,  and  with 
the  progressive  lists  at  the  end  ot  the 
book  a  teacher  can  easily  expand  the  ta- 
bles so  as  to  make  them  correspond  to 
any  conditions  under  which  he  is  teach- 
ing. 

Under  the  somewhat  fantastic  title 
••  TAe  Golden  Guess''  Mr.  John  Vance 
Cheney,  Librarian  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  discourses  of  Poetry.  It 
seems  a  trifle  ditlicult  to  determine  who 
arc  really  great  poets,  or  poets  at  all,  un- 
til tlie  question  has  been  determined,  as 
to  what  poetry  really  is.  Mr.  Vance  tells 
jrou  what  the  former  Great  Lights  in 
literature     considered     as     the    essential 


principles  of  poetrv,  and  their  views  he 
does  not  hesitate  to  criticise,  and  wii!. 
much  acuteness,  too.  At  last  havin:: 
formed  the  standard  of  real  excellence 
Mr.  Vance  undertakes  to  make  Brownin^' 
and  Tennyson  meet  the  required  mea>- 
urements.  In  a  sixth  chapter  Mr.  Chene-. 
devotes  "six  minutes  to  Swinburne' 
which  are  just  five  minutes  wasted  :  the 
closing  chapter  is  on  Nathaniel  Ila-v- 
thorne,  whom  Mr.  Lowell  claims  '^  as  th.e 
greatest  American  poet,  although  h: 
writes  only  prose,"  which  strikes  one  ai 
being  rather  an  Irish  Bull.  Mr.  Chenev 
has  brought  a  great  deal  of  learning:: 
his  study,  his  criticisms  are  oftentime> 
exceedinglv  acute,  and  his  suggestions 
suggestive;  to  all  those  inclined  to  the 
analytical  in  poetry,  his  work  will  be  an 
intellectual  treat,  delicate,  but  wholesorr.; 
and  nourishinjs.  Lee  c^  Shepard  publish 
it. 


Prof.  H.  B.  Gardner,  of  Brown  Univer- 
sity has  delivered  a   series  of  lectures  cr.

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Notes   on   the  Early  Records. 
WAUBOSETT     PLAINE. 

There  is  scarcely  any  other  Indian 
word  which  has  come  down  to  our  days, 
which  has  given  rise  to  so  much  specula- 
tion as  the  word  given  above  as  "  Wau- 
bosset "  and  which  we  now  apply  to  a 
highway,  but  spelled  "  Weybosset,"  a 
very  short,  but  very  crooked  street  run- 
ning from  its  Junction  with  ••Westmin- 
ster" at  "Turks'  Head"  to  Dorrance 
street.  The  meaning  of  the  word  as 
given  by  Trumbull,  was  given  in  Book 
Notes,  v.  S,  p.  236,  as  '*  at  the  narrow 
passage,  or  crossing  place,  or  fording 
place."  Mr.  Dorr,  R.  I.  Historical  Tract 
15. p. 130,  mentions  a  hill  called  "Waybos- 
sett"  in  which  the  Town  Council  gave 
liberty  to  certain  men  to  dig  clay  "  for  to 
make  bricks."  This  was  in  January  1723. 
Mr.  Dorr  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  hill 
was  the  cause  of  the  curve  in  Weybosset 
(now  Broad)  street.  The  earliest  men- 
tion of  a  bridge  at  Weybosset,  that  is,  by 
that  name,  appears  in  a  vote  of  the  Town 
Meeting  in  January  1664.  This  was  a 
conference  as  to  "  mending  the  bridge," 
which  must  of  course  have  been  built 
before  that  time,  possibly  in  1662;  but  the 
earliest  mention  of  a  bridge  for  this  place 
appears  in  a  letter  from  Roger  Williams 
to  Winthrop  in  1654.  (consult  Dorr,  in  R. 
I.  Hist.  Tract  15,  p.  67,  68),  In  1725  a 
highway  was  ordered  constructed  "  from 
^V'eybosett  bridge  to  the  Narragansett 
county  so  far  as  Warwick  line."  Now 
comes  some  fresh  knowledge  about  these 
Ancient  things,  which  we  derive  from  the 
Early  Records,  v.  i,  p.  95.  William 
^'ield,  of  Providence,  sold  in  1661  a  tract 
of  land  to  John  Field,  of  the  same  town. 
This  land  is  described  as  "  lying  upon 
that  plaine  called  by  the  name  of  Wau- 
bosset  plaine  and  running  all  alongr  the  i 
*ouih  eastwardly  side  of  that  pond  called 
Long  pond  (and  still  so  called)  from  an 
oake  tree  at  one  end  of  the  pond  unto 
another  oake  tree  at  the  other  end  of  said 


pond."  These  are  the  lands  on  whic^ 
Ex-Judgc  W.  S.  Bulges  now  lives,  and 
near  by  him  William  D.  Davis  and  other 
men.  This  shows  the  extent  of  territory 
in  those  early  dii\s  to  which  the  name 
Weybosset  npplitd.  This  land  was  first 
laid  out  by  the  Town  of  Providence  to 
Adam  Goodwin,  wlio  sold  it,  or  a  part  of 
it,  to  James  Bradi.-h,  who  sold  it  to  Rich- 
ard Ozbone,  who  sold  it  to  Edward 
Inman,  who  sold  a  portion  to  Zachary 
Rhodes.  How  William  Field  acquired 
his  portion  is  not  apparent  from  these 
Records.  One  other  item  of  interest  oc- 
curs in  the  deed,  and  this  is  it.''  At  this 
present  tyme,  (1661),  the  pathway  to 
Mashapaug  goeth  thorrowit."  In  1725 
this  pathway  became  "  the  highway  to 
the  Narragansett  Countrj';"  In  1S03  it 
it  was  the  Greenwich  road;  "  in  1856  it  be- 
came Greenwich  street,  but  the  name 
was  altogether  too  plebeian  to  last,  in 
fact,  it  is  already  styled  "•the''''  Boole- 
var.  Thus  the  "  Elmwood  "  of  to-day 
was  "  Weybosset  Plains  "  two  centuries 
asro. 


A  magnificent  book  of  much  interest  to 
Scotchman  has  just  been  published  in 
Edinburgh.  It  is  entitled  *'  The  Costume 
of  the  Clans."'  It  was  written  and  illus- 
trated by  John  S.  S.  Stuart  and  Charles 
Edward  Stuart.  It  contains  elaborate 
essays  on  the  literature,  arts,  manufac- 
tures, and  commerce  of  the  Highlands 
during  the  midd'e  ai^es.  It  is  folio  in 
form  and  has  thirty-seven  full  page  illus- 
trations. A  few  copies  have  been  prepared 
with  the  plates  beautifully  colored  by 
hand  by  experienced  artists.  These 
copies  will  be  heirlooms  to  be  handed 
down  to  youi  Americani/.cd  children  bye 
and  bye. 

The  reason  why  Rhode  Island  has  two 
capitals  is  that  tv,o  capitals  are  necessary, 
one  for  Rhode  and  one  for  Island.  No- 
body would  like  to  spell  it  rhode  Island 
or  even  Rhode  island  — Philadelphia  Bul-

Mr.  Oscar  Faj  Adams  has  just  pub- 
lished in  a  dainty  volume  a  serit-s  of 
papers  on  the  Manners  of  Women,  or 
practically  that;  the  title  is  the  '^  Pre- 
sumpiion  of  Sex,''  but  the  word  sex  here 
means  women.  The  papers  are  six  in 
number  under  these  heads,  The  Presump- 
tion of  Sex,  the  Mannerless  Sex,  the  Vul- 
gar Sex,  the  Brutal  Sex,  (this  is  rather 
masculine),  Our  Dreadful  American  Man- 
ners, and  the  Ruthless  Sex.  Certainly 
not  before  have  womem  had  such  an 
overhauling  as  Mr.  Adams  gives  them, 
and,  the  worst  thing  about  it  is,  that  a 
good  deal  that  he  says  is,  in  my  humble 
judgment,  well  deserved.  Slill,  I  cannot 
wholly  agree  with  him.  Some  of  his 
strongest  points  are  made  against  women 
in  the  street  cars, and  that  is,  X  admit,  one 
of  thfir  worst  positions,  but  the  very 
meanest   things   I   ever  observed   in    the 


street  cars  were  done  by  men.  I  am  tired 
of  hearing '' Our  Dreadful  American  Man- 
ners" discussed.  It  is  all  positive  non* 
sense.  The  manners  of  the  American 
people  are  quite  equal  wiili  the  John  Bul- 
lish manners  of  your  English,  or  the  gas- 
tric grimaces  of  his  French.  There 
are  brutes  or  boors  among  every  people, 
and  not  more  here  than  elsewhere.  I  like 
the  book  for  its  outspoken  spiciness  and 
for  its  downright  healthiness.  L  .e  cS: 
Shepard  publish  it.

M,v 
purpose  is  not  to  "pitch  into"  it,  because 
the  most  accurate  things  in  it  were  taken 
fiom  mj  own  work,  but  to  suggest  two  or 
three  errors,  doubtless  typographical. 
Louise  Imogene  Gurney  (should  be 
Gntney,)  and  Mrs.  Delancy  should  be 
Mrs.  Delauy,  and  I  object  to  counting  as 
Rhode  Island  women  such  as  happen  to 
have  travelled  across  the  state,  cases  like 
Helen  Hunt  Jackson,  Annie  C  [Lynch] 
R'^f.i-a,Miss  Guiney,  Julia  Ward  Howe,  Su- 
san Coolidge,  Katharine  Wormley,  Mrs. 
A.  A.  Curtis,  otherwise  Miss  Abby  Allin, 
who  turned  her  surname  into  a  pseudonym 
by  spelling  it  backwards,  thus,  "Xilla.' 
She  belonged  at  Pomfret  in  Connecticut-

Richards  (wife  of  Rev.  Samuel  Richards) 
Sedgeinoor,  or  IIo)/ie  Lessons  i^^l '■>  Ellen 
Hedge,  Heart  Songs,  1S51  ;  Mrs.  II.  N. 
Cad^,  History  of  Kexv  England,  in  \vords 
of  one  sjllable,  iSSS;  Miss  Virginia  Ba- 
ker, Prince  Carrottc,  and  other  chronicles 
with  illustrations  bv  Augustus  Hoppin, 
iSSi.  This  title  I  have  reserved  for  the 
last,  for  the  purpose  of  adding  a  note.  It 
was  written  by  a  voung  girl  sixteen  years 
of  age;  the  character,  and  quality  of  its 
workmanship,  taken  in  connection  with 
that  fact,  renders  it  one  of  the  most  ex- 
traordinary among  Rhode  Island  literary 
productions,  in  fact  it  would  take  credita- 
ble rank  wherever  it  might  come  from. 
The  writer  of  the  youmaVs  article  gave 
the  names  of  twenty-threo  women  who 
were  properly  Rhode  Island  writers,  in 
an  hour,  I  have  added  thirty'  to  its  list, 
and  among  them,  the  most  interesting  of 
the  whole ;  probably  were  I  to  work 
longer  I  might  find  many  more.  But  ob- 
serve, that  under  each  author,  I  have  not 
included  all  the  publications,  by  that 
author  ot  which  I  have  knowledge  Here  is 
a  first  rate  subject  for  some  bright  worran 
to  work  up;  done  well,  it  would  be  credit- 
able to  Rhode  Island  women,  and  to  the 
woman  who  wrote  it. 


My  ancient  and  excellent  friend  Capt. 
Joseph  Marston,  of  the  Police,  was  sus.

No, — it  was  not 
for  that  I  was  glad  of  Capt.  Marston's 
suspension,  but  it  was  because  I  thought 
that  a  radical  cliaiiL^^e  was  needed  in  tlie 
adminiblration  at  the  head  of  the  Police 
Department,  and  that  this  su.spension 
would  lead  to  it:  we  are  often  made  the 
unwilling  instruments  of  retbrm,  and  I 
hoped  possibly  this  was  to  become  one  of 
these  occassions. 


S  LAS  DOWNER. 

An   Educated  Rhode    Isltind  Lawyer  0: 
the  Revolution. 

Silas  Dovvner  was  a  lawyer  of  some 
prominence  here  during  the  middle  of  the 
last  century.  The  earliest  mention  I  fin: 
of  him  is  in  the  Acts  and  Resolves  Feb- 
ruary, 1 761.  It  is  there  stated  that  "  fur 
copying  several  letters  from  his  Honor 
the  Governor,  writing  warrants  to  ca;; 
the  assembly,  and  making  billeting  roll^ 
for  the  year  1757,"  Mr.  Downer  was  paic 
thirty-four  pounds,  nine  shillings.  Ir. 
1759  Mr.  Downer  was  admitted  a  fieemar. 
In  1762  he  was  paid  a  handsome  sum  ibr 
writing  muster  rolls.  In  1763  he  was  Li- 
brarian of  the  Providence  Library.  Ir. 
an  advertisement  he  says  "  at  the  last  an- 
nual meeting  but  few  members  appeared, 
who  adjourned  in  hopes  of  a  fuller  house, 
but  they  waxed  weaker  and  weaker  untii 
nobody  came  but  the  moderator  and  my- 
self. It  is  now  hoped  that  the  business  c' 
the  meeting  will  not  be  retarded  by  such 
short  comings.''  This  notice  discloses 
two  things,  the  lack  of  interest  in  litera- 
ture among  the  people,  and  the  humor  c! 
Mr.  Downer.  I  next  came  across  Mr. 
Downer  as  an  Attorney  at  Law  an^i 
"scrivener"  in  October,  1763.  He  had 
built  a  house  and  was  about  moving  into 
it,  advertising  the  fact  that  his  office  was 
in  this  new  house  where  "  all  kind  0! 
writings  are  done  with  the  utmost  fidelit;'' 
effect,  and  accuracy;  and  as  he  canno'. 
with  justice  to  Kimself,  give  any  credit, 
but  expects  the  READY  MONEY  for  his 
services,  he  engages  to  write  cheaper  than 
anv  scrivener  in  America.  Gentleniea 
who  have  contracts  to  enter  into,  attended 
with  difficulty,  or  intricacy  from  the  pe- 
culiar circumstances  and  nature  of  l!-<^ 
case,  may  have  advice  gratis  provitii.-- 
the  '.■ritings  are  done  in  his  olVice.  Si^^- 
as  want  letters  written  to  their  friciK  ^ 
abroad  may  have  them  done  bv  him  -• 
t//eir  ozL'n  priced  The  following  \ty' 
1764,  there  appeared  a  card  in    the  Pro\i' 
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dence  Gazelle^  January  2S,  signed  by  four 
lawyers;  the  second  name  is  that  of  Mr. 
Downer.  The  card  runs  thus,  "  sve  hereby 
notify  such  of  our  clients  as  arc  entitled 
to  executions  on  judgments,  that  they 
may  apply  to  Mr.  George  Jackson,  clerk 
of  the  court,  and  take  out  the  same,  pay- 
ing down  the  Bill  of  Cost  to  him  to  be 
distributed  among  those  who  are  entitled 
to  it,  for  it  can't  be  expected,  that  besides 
l_)incj  out  of  our  fees,  we  can  afTord  to  pay 
the  officers,  or  advance  any  more  money 
for  recovering  other  men's  debts."  The 
sfgners  to  this  card  were  the  four  leading 
lawyers  of  Providence  County,  to  wit — 
John  Aplin,  Silas  Downer,  George  Brown, 
Joseph  Aplin.  The  latter,  was  the  son  of 
the  first  signer. 

In  August,  1765,  Mr.  Downer  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  town  of  Providence,  one 
of  a  committee  to  draft  instructions  to  its 
representatives  in  the  General  Assembly 
in  opposition  to  the  Stamp  Tax.  '  In  176S 
the  Sons  of  Liberty  dedicated  a  Tree  as  a 
Tree  of  Liberty  near  OIney  street.  From 
a  Summer  House  in  this  Tree,  Mr.  Dow- 
nc'  delivered  an  oration  which  was  pub- 
lished by  Mr.  John  Waterman,  at  his 
printing  office  in  what  is  now  Olneyville. 
Mr.  Downer  was  one  of  the  commsssion- 
«rs  to  revise  the  laws  of  the  Colony,  a 
work  which  resulted  in  the  Digest  of  1767. 
Ten  years  later,  in  1777,  I  find  Mr.  Dow- 
ner acting  as  clerk  to  the  Council  of  War. 
In  April,  1767,  Mr.  Downer  took  occa- 
•'on  to  inform  the  public  that  he  had  re- 
turned from  a  town  in  one  of  the  South- 
ern Colonies,  where  he  had  been  for  a  fevv 
*ecks  transacting  business  which  unex- 
pectedly demanded  his  presence  in  those 
parts,  and  that  now  he  was  ready  to  per- 
form all  sorts  of  writing' and  scrivening 
^ith  secrecy,  fidelity  and  dispatch.  Mr. 
**owner  contributes  an  article  to  the  Chi- 
"^ite  (May  2,  1767)  urging  the  building 
^^^  a  public  market.  He  describes  the 
town  as  consisting  of  two  very  long 
streets,  one  of  which  running  from  the 
Westward    (now  Westminster)    over  the 


bridge  terminates  in  about  the  middle  of 
the  other  (now  North  and  South  Main), 
The  place  which  he  selected  was  "  the 
town  lot  near  the  bridge."  The  building 
he  suggested  should  be  "one  story  high 
with  slender  brick  arches  on  all  sides  of 
about  six  feet  wide,  a  handsome  jett,  a 
hip  roof,  and  a  small  cupola."  The  build- 
ing now  occupied  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
was  the  outcome  of  this  movement.  It 
was  finished  in  1773. 

Silas  Downer  married  Sarah  Kelton,  in 
175S;  his  daughter  Sylvana,  married  John 
Burroughs  in  1793,  another  daughter, 
Henrietta,  married  Isaac  Bowen  in  1S09; 
still  another, Phoebe,  married  Christopher 
Crapon,  he  left  no  son  and  so  the  name 
Downer  went  out  in  Rhode  Island  with 
the  death  of  Mr.  Downer  in  17S5.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College,  of 
the  class  of  1747  and  Peter  Bours  and 
William  Ellery  were  classmates. 


There  has  been  in  our  own  time  a  num- 
ber of  men  dwelling  in  or  around  Provi- 
dence bearing  the  Christian  or  "given'' 
name  Dutee,  or  Duty.  I  recall  a  few. 
There  was  the  Hon.  Dutee  J.  Pearce,  who 
served  Rhode  Island  as  a  Represen- 
tative in  Congress  1S25-1837,  gaining  six 
successive  elections.  Duty  Evans,  who 
sold  iron  and  steel  in  1S50,  and  Dutee 
Arnold,  and  Dutee  Arnold  2nd,  who  sold 
stoves  on  Westminster  street;  the  Spi- 
i  ccr's  and  Peckham  are  now  their 
successors,  and  Duty  Greene,  the  im- 
pecunious High  street  apothecary,  who 
owned  a  powder  house  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  piece  of  property  Judge 
Clark  thought  would  be  dangerous  for 
Mr.  Greene  to  take  with  him  considering 
the  place  where  he  was  probably  going, 
and  another  Dutee  Greene,  a  blacksmith 
on  Exchange  Place  in  iS;3.  Even  to 
this  dav  we  have  Dufce  Wilcox.  Thus 
the  name  Dutcc  seems  to  have  been  more 
or  less  common  here,  and  my  purpose  is 
to  suggest  its  origin.  Immediately  fol- 
lowing  the    Revocation    of  the   Edict   of 
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Nantes,  there  fled  from  France  immense 
numbers  of  French  Protestants.  On  a 
ship  which  sailed  from  Languedoc  there 
sailed  a  ^ouiig  physician  named  Jacque 
Jerrauld ;  on  the  saine  sliip  were  two 
French  girls,  Marie  and  Martha  Du  Tais, 
the  latter  married  the  young  physician, 
and  the  young  couple  settled  at  Medfield, 
Maps.  A  son  was  born  of  this  marriage 
and  named  Du  Tais  Jerrauld;  he  became 
a  physician,  taught  by  his  father,  and  in 
hib  thirtieth  year  removed  to  East  Green. 
v?ich  where  he  dwelt  sixty  years  as  Dr.  Du- 
/^ejerrauld,  a  successful  and  much  beloved 
physician;  he  married  Freelove  Gorton, 
whose  great-great-grandfather  was  Sam- 
uel Gorton,  the  first  English  settler  of 
Shawomet,  a  large  family  was  the  fruit  of 
this  marriage, and  intermarriages  with  the 
Arnolds  and  Greens'  accounts  for  the 
frequent  occurrence  of  the  name  Dutce 
among  them  and  their  descendants. 


Notes  on  the  Early  Records. 
SOLITARY  HILL  AND  GOATOM. 

There  are  many  men  now  living  who 
remember  the  location,  or  what  was  sup- 
posed to  have  been  the  location,  of  Soli- 
;tary  Hill.  The  Hill  has  long  since  been 
supposed  to  have  been  removed.  Its  lo- 
cation has  hitherto  been  placed  in  Olney- 
ville,  directly  in  the  rear  of  the  new  brick 
building  recently  erected  on  the  Square- 
It  was  a  noted  landmark  in  early  times, 
and  in  the  law  of  1759  {Dn^pst  i']6'j.  p. 
^59)i^  is  made  one  of  the  boundaries  of 
the  town  of  Johnston,  then  incorporated. 
(S/a//cs*  Annals,  of  Prov.  p.  jgj.)  One 
bound  of  Johnston  was  to  "  begin  on  the 
Southern  bank  of  Wanasquatucket  River 
due  north  from  the  Easternmost  part  of 
a  certain  hill  called  Solitary  Hill."  There 
can  be  no  question  that  this  law  made  in 
1759  places  Solitary  Hill  where  in  these 
latter  years  it  has  been  supposed  to  have 
stood.  But  there  is  in  the  recently  pub- 
lished volume  of  Early  Records  a  layout 
of  land   surveyed     in    1671     for    Thomas 


Clemence,  which  seems  to  render  the  po. 
sition  of  tl.e  hill  questionable.  Tl.c 
bounds  of  the  land  are  thus  written, 
"  being  on  the  North  side  of  Wanasqua- 
tucket River  and  against  a  place  con.- 
only  called  Goatoni,  it  bounding  on  the 
South  side  with  the  aforesaid  river,  or. 
the  North  with  the  comon.  on  the 
southeast  partly  with  the  comon  ana 
partly  with  the"  aforesaid  river,  it  bein:,' 
bounded  on  the  western  corner  with  a 
mapel  tree  standing  by  the  aforesaid  river 
side  bounding  on  the  Northern  corner 
with  a  rock;  and  so  to  a  Read  Oake  tret 
which  standeth  by  [thej  river  side,  which 
said  tree  is  on  the  north  side  of  the  river 
aforesaid  against  the  northeastern  end  01 
the  hill  comonly  called  Sollatary  Hill. ' 
(Early  Records,  v.  i,  p.  8.)  This  record 
apparently  places  the  hill  on  the  northern 
side  of  the  river;  still  it  is  ambiguous 
and  the  phrase  is  open  to  two  construc- 
tions, the  location  of  the  laad  seems  how- 
ever comparatively  eas>y.  It  must  have 
been  a  portion  of  the  low  land  includec: 
in  the  bend  of  the  river  where  the  Atlan- 
tic, and  the  Fletcher  mills  now  stand, 
and  hence  the  lirst  English  name  of  this 
locality  was  *•  Goatom."  This  word  as 
the  name  of  a  locality  has  hitherto  es- 
caped us ;  it  was  doubtless  a  local  appel- 
lation given,  just  as  is  sometimes  now 
given,  from  some  incident  or  association 
connected  with  the  spot.  There  is  now  a 
locality  near  by  where  "Goatom  "  Inu^t 
have  been,  called  Shoo  Fly  Village,  a 
name  the  01  igin  of  which,  as  applied  to 
the  spot,  will  puzzle  people  a  century  or 
two  hence  as  badly  as  Goatom  puzzles  u»- 
It  seems  slightly  ambiguous;  its  meaning 
depending  somewhat  upon  the  way  ir- 
which  we  divide  it.  Go-at-'em  means  one 
thing,  while  Go-atom  and  Goa-tom  UiCar. 
quite  other  things.  It  was  probably  the  lo'» 
lands  near  where  these  mills  now  stan- 
and  was  doubtless  a  common  pi.-.tara^ 
tor  Goats,  an  animal  with  which  the  pci^- 
pie  were  then  so  well  supplied  that  i!'"^ 
Indians     had     coined    a    name     for     i^ 
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"  Goatesuck,"  as  Roger  Williams  said, 
"  not  else  knowing  -what  names  to  give 
them."  Of  Thomas  Clemeiice,  the  first 
ICnglish  owner  ot  these  lands,  the  few  fol- 
lowing facts  exist.  He  was  one  of  those 
to  whom  the  Town  of  Providence  voted, 
Februarj  ii,  1645-6,  a  "Free  grant  of 
twenty-five  acres  of  land  apiece/'  but  the 
privilege  of  a  Freeman,  that  is.  the  right 
to  vote,  was  withheld.  lie  was.  however, 
admitted,  later,  for  in  1655  his  name  is 
tound  on  the  list  of  Freetnen,  and  in  1666 
he  was  a  Deputy  from  Providence  in  the 
General  Assembly.  At  the  breaking  out 
of  Phiiip's  war  in  1676,  the  General  As- 
sembly recomm.ended  all  the  inhabitants 
to  leave  the  mainland  and  take  shelter  on 
the  islands  in  the  Bay.  Mr.  Clemence 
was  one  of  those  who  "  staid  and  went 
not  away  ''  He  was  also  one  of 
those  who  sha'ed  in  the  disposal  of 
the  Indians,  which  followed  the  war. 
Mr.  Clenience  was  one  of  the  very 
few  individual  Englishmen  who  pur- 
chased land  direct  from  the  Indians;  his 
deed  from  Wissawyamake  in  1654  (Early 
Records,  v.  i,  p.  21)  is  proof  of  the  fact. 
The  tremendous  insane  rush  for  the 
individual  possession  of  the  earth,  which 
followed  the  advent  of  the  Fee  Simple 
aroused  the  attention  of  men  other  than 
I^oger  Williams  in  Rhode  Island. 
Thomas  Clemence  was  one  of  these  men. 
The  evidence  exists  in  his  signature  to 
an  instrument  entitled  :  "  An  Instrument, 
or  Sovereign  Plaister,"  the  purpose  of 
^hich  was  to  suggest  remedies  for  the 
'J'lliculties  then  apparent  ia  connection 
\^ith  land.

j  Now,  women  of  that  kind  don't  behave  in 
{  that  way;    it  is  a  weakness  of  the  sex  that 
I  a  woman  will  oftentimes  make  a  husband 
j  for    herself  out  of  a  scoundrel    when   an 
honest  man  was  waiting  for  her,  but  the^ 
I  are  not  such    women  as    Hermione    was. 
A  little  more  care  in  bringing  the  story  to 
an  end  would  have  made  a  clever  novel  of 
the    Loyal  Lover.

The  excellent 
Hooker  devotes  five  pages,  more  or  less, 
of  his  learned  dissertation  to  Bi^hop 
Berkeley  and  his  '*  Tar  water."  Today 
every  physician  of  every  school  is  pre- 
scribing pills  of  phenacetin  and  salol ; 
how  far  is  phenacetin,  from  the  essential 
principle  of  Dean  Berkeley's  ridiculous 
retnedy.  "  Thus  the  whirligig;  oi  lime 
brings  in  his  revenge?"  as  it  is  writ  in 
the  Twelfth  Night.  The  simple  truth  is,

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LITERARY    WOMEN    OF     RHODE 
*        ISLAND. 

A  valued  correspondent  from  River- 
point,  Mr.  Henrv  L.  Greene,  suggests  an 
error  in  the  article  on  Literary  Women. 
Book  Notes  said  that  Mrs.  C.  H.  B. 
Richards  was  the  xvite  of  Rev.  Samuel 
Richards.  Mr.  Greene  corrects  me;  the 
wife  of  this  Mr.  Richards  was  Mrs.  Maria 
[Tolman]  Richards.  I  inadvertently  wrote 
'•  Samuel  "  for  "  William."  Mrs.  C  H. 
[Bradley]  Richards  was  the  wife  of  the 
Rev.  William  C.Richards;  both  ladies 
were  authors  of  books  written  herein  Pro- 
vidence at  the  same  time.  I  simply  mixed 
the  ladies  up.  This  latter  lady  wrote 
under  the  pseudonym,  "  Mrs.  Manners." 
Another  valued  correspondent  sends  me  a 
note  which  is  not  so  easily  ans>vered.  I 
print   the  note  entire  : 

My  Dear  Mr.  Rider  : — 

You  are  final  authority  on  Rhode 
Island  matters  I  know,  but  I  think  you 
are  not  quite  so  infallible  as  usual,  on 
Saturday,  May  7th.  Vou  treat  Mrs.  "  H. 
U."  Jackson  and  "'Susan  Coolidge"  as 
casual  tramps  in  Rhode  Island,  and  Miss 
Julia  Larned  as  a  resident.  i»Irs.  "H.  11." 
was  settled  in  Newport  a  good  many 
years,  and  Mi>s  WooUey's  tan--.ily  (mother, 
sister,  and  self,'  ha\e  o-i-ned  an  all-the- 
year-roiDid  home  there  twenty  years  or  so, 
and  I  think  all  Mrs.  Woolsey's  books  have 
been  written  on  Rhode  Island  soil,  while 
Miss  Larned  s  volume  of  verses  was  written 
«)nd  published,  if  I  am  not   wrong,  while 


the  family  was  still  resident  in  Chicago. 
At  all  events  she  did  not  live  as  long  in 
Rhode  Island  as  either  Mrs.  Jackson  or 
Miss  Woolsey  and  has  reverted  to  her  west- 
ern habitat.  So  by  whatever  law  you  in- 
clude the  one  you  must  I  think  include  the 
others  also.  Neither  Mrs.  Jackson  nor 
Miss  Woolsey  were  born  here,  but  neither 
was  Miss  Larned.  To  be  sure  her  "  fore- 
bears "  were,  and  perhaps  that  is  your 
test.  Can  one  only  belong  to  Rhode 
Island  in  the  second  generation.?

This  question  of  what  is  Rhode  Island 
literature,  and  who  is  a  Rhode  lsla':d 
author,  has  given  me  more  bother  than 
any  other.  I  have  decided  it  in  as  many 
differeiit  ways  as  I  have  had  occasions. 
George  Bancroft  wrote  a  History  of  the 
L'nited  Slates;  in  it  he  makes  occasional 
allusion  to  Rhode  Island;  and  whilom 
dwelt  in  a  cottage  of  his  o\v-n  at  Newport 
a  portion  of  each  year.  Shall  I  place 
him  ainong  Rhode  Island  authors.'^  One 
of  Susan  Coolidge's  books  comes  within 
the  class,  Rhode  Island  literature,  to  wit, 
the  Little  County y  Girl.  This  story  is 
full  of  descriptions  of  Newport;  so  too  is 
Miss  Maud  Howe's  Nexvport  Aquarelles. 
In  the  veins  o'"  Miss  Iloue  llows  the  blood 
of  the  Wards,  who  were,  a  century  and 
a  half  since,  among  the  most  distin. 
guished  and  best  people  of  Rhode 
Island.  As  to  Miss  Julia  Larned,  her  first 
ancestor  in  New    England    and  in  Rhode 
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Island  made  from  the  Indians,  if  I  mak- 
no  error,  the  fifth  purcliase  of  the 
lands  Avhich  now  form  the  State  of 
Rhode^Island,  and  her  ancestors  in  an 
unbroken  line  have  dwelt  here  for  nearly 
two  and  a  quarter  centuries  ;  hence  I  de- 
termined to  include  her,  even  if  neither 
her  book,  nor  herself,  were  born  here.  I 
have  written  enough  to  show  the  diillcul- 
ties  in  the  way  of  a  solution  of  the  ques- 
tion, and  will  make  no  attempt  to  defend 
my  inconsistencies,  but  of  one  thing  I  am 
quite  clear  if  the  ancestors  of  the  Misses 
^  learned  and  Howe,  were  "forebears"  these 
3-oung  ladies  must  be  cubs. 


The  abominable  stealing  of  the  public 
highways,  for  the  enrichment  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  Union  Railroad  Com- 
pany, done  under  the  forms  of  law,  de 
serves  the  execrations  of  all  decent  men, 
not  only  upon  those  men  who  projected, 
but  also  upo  1  those  who,  although  sworn 
to  defend  the  public  interests,  iiave  bar- 
tered them  away.  It  is,  literally,  highway 
robbery.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Maine, 
in  a  decision  in  a  case  involving  similar 
principles,  used  this  language  "  To  lay 
(says  the  court)  with  one  hand  the  power 
of  the  government  on  the  property  of  cit- 
izens, and  with  the  other  to  bestow  it 
upon  favored  individuals  to  aid  private 
enterprises  and  build  up  private  fortunes 
is  none  the  less  a  robbery  because  it  is 
done  under  the  forms  of  law."  The  As- 
semblymen having  enacted  this  infiimous 
law,  looked  from  the  State  House  windows 
down  upon  the  city  of  Providence,  and 
turned  upon  their  heels,  muttering,  "Let 
the  galled  jade  wince :  "  but  Book  Notes 
tells  them  that  they  are  planting  the  seeds 
of  revolution.  The  Terminal  Facility 
Plan,  fastened  upon  the  people  of  the 
city  of  Providence  by  the  City  Council, 
gave  without  payment,  to  the  railtoads, 
lands  belonging  to  the  said  people,  in 
value  more  than  §2,000,000.     This  Union 


Railroad  legislation  deprives  the  same 
people  of  money  for  the  sole  use  of  these 
highways  of  an  unknown  sum.  Certainly 
not  less  than  .'?2. 000, 000;  and  quickly  fol- 
lowing comes  another  grant  by  the  Gen- 
eral xVssembly  to  the  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany, for  another  unknown  sum.  Who 
can  even  vaguely  guess  the  sum  which 
five  years  hence  somebody  would  give  for 
this  franchise,  a  monopoly  in  the  sa'e  of 
electric  power;  $5,000,000  would  doubtless 
be  a  moderate  estimate;  all  these  vast 
sums  have  been  taken  from  the  resources 
of  the  Tax  Payers,  thus  increasing  the  tax 
on  every  man's  dwelling  throughout  the 
citj.  It  is  time  that  a  citizens'  committee 
of  a  hundred  men  should  be  organized 
to  protect  themselves  and  the  whole  peo- 
ple, against  the  work  of  our  represenca- 
tives.

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Notes  On  the  Early  Records. 

THE  PLACE  COMMONLY  CALLED 
VENTER 

In  a  deed  from  Joseph  Williams  to 
Shadrach  Manton  oT  a  parcel  of  land,  in 
1666,  reference  is  made  to  a  place  called 
•'  Venter."  The  land  is  represented  a^ 
being  on  the  "  north  side  of  Wannass" 
quatucket  river  and  up  the  streame  of  said 
river  about  a  mile  above  the  place  com- 
monly called  •'  Venter,"  (p.  40^)  There 
is  another  reference  to  "Venter"  in  the 
"  Recordes  oi^  Edward  Manton's  Land," 
(p.  9,)  but  the  reterence  is  on  the  follow- 
ing page,  thus  :  "Also  a  parcel  of  swampie 
land  ^  ^  joyning  to  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  the  abovesaid  sixty  acre,  the  landes 
lieing  att  and  about  a  place  called  "Ven- 
ter." The  "  above  said  sixty  acres"  is 
declared  on  page  9  as  "  lieing  partly  upon 
the  hill  called  Neotaconconitt."  The  date 
of  this  "  Recorde  "  was  1671,  This  fixes 
the  locality  of  "  Venter  "  as  being  between 
the  two  mill  villages  known  to  us  now  as 
Merino  and  Manton,  respectively,  and 
probably  on  both  banks  of  the  stream.  The 
first  reference"  above  referred  to  is  the  sale 
of  land  upon  which  now  stands  the  village 
of  Manton,  to  Shadrach  Manton,  from 
whom  the  village  derived  its  name;  and 
this  is  the  evidence,  "  the  land  being  on 
the  north  bank,"  and  bounded  on  "  south 
part,  and  west  part  by  saide  river,"  and  a 
*'  mile  above  a  p'ace  commonly  called 
"Venter."  The  only  place  in  which 
these  conditions,  with  other  known  facts 
are  supplied,  is  that  bit  of  land  whereon 
Manton  village  now  stands.  Book  Notes 
ventures  the  following  suggestion  con. 
cerning  the  , origin  and  meaning  of  the 
^V'ord  Venter,  as  here  used,  illustrating  at 
once  the  classical  knowledge  of  the  First 
l*lanters,  and  their  essent'al  coarseness  as 
\vell.  Those  who  are  faniiliar  with  tlie 
river  at  the  spot  indicated,  will  remember 
that  the  river  broadens  at  this  point  to  a 
^vidth  four  or  five  times  the  w  idth  attained 
either  above  or  below  the    "^pot.     To   this 


broadened  spot  the  name  *'\''enter"  was 
given;  it  was  a  Latin  word  which  meant 
the  *'  belly,"  or  the  "  paunch,"  or  as  the 
learned  Riddle  wrote,  "  anything  in  ihe 
shape  of  a  belly,  or  a  pr^^tuberance,  or  a 
swelling;"  here  the  Woonasquatucket 
"  swelled,"  and  the  people  called  it  "Ven- 
ter." 

The  Hon.  William  P.  Shenield  sends  a 
letter  lo  the  'your7ial  in  which  he  suggests 
the  loss  of  an  earlier  book  of  Records 
than  the  one  recently  published  by  the 
Record  Commissioners.  Book  Notes 
suggests  that  the  missing  links,  so  much 
deplored  by  every  one,  would  have  doubt- 
less been  supplied  by  the  Records  of  the 
First  Proprietors,  which  were  burned 
while  in  the  store  of  Messrs.  Henry 
Staples  ^.V  Co.  on  the  night  of  February 
17,  iSSS. 

A  report  of  the  Trial  of  Clark  W.  Har- 
ris for  the  murder  of  Helen  Potts  (his 
wife)  has  been  published.  It  is  of  the 
utmost  interest  and  value  to  "  medicine 
men."  It  is  especially  refreshing  to  lis- 
ten to  men  who  know  what  they  are  talk- 
ing about,  no  matter  what  may  be  the 
subject;  men  for  example  like  Dr.  Fow- 
ler, Dr.  Thompson,  Dr.  Hamilton  and 
Prof.Withaus,  and  Mr.Tschepp.  but  on  the 
law  side  I  stumble  upon  these  two  "  prop- 
ositions." both  are  in  questions  put  by 
Mr.  Wellman,  the  chief  counsel  lor  the 
Government.  P.  221,  "in  the  Bishop 
case  in  the  first  place,  there  was  a  serious 
question  whether  the  autopsy  was  not 
made  on  him  when  he  was  alive."  Again 
by  Mr.  Wellman,  p.  64,  ''did  you  notice  in 
any  of  these  cases  that  there  had  been  an 
autopsy  after  death.'"  Just  as  if  there 
could  be  an  autopsy  before  death.  These 
lawyers  are  exceedingly  astute. 


Mr.  W.  Clark  RusscH's  latest  sea  storv 
has  just  been  issued  in  the  Broadway 
Copyright  Series;  it  is  entitled  ''Alone  oh 
the  xvide,  ividc  Sen.''  John  A.  Taylor  & 
Co.,  New  York,  publish  it. 
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Book  Notes  has  lost  one  of  its  oldest 
subscribers.  Roswell  Smith,  the  President 
of  the  Century  Compauy  is  dead.  My  ac- 
quaintance with  this  man  was  slight,  but 
to  me,  of  pleasant  meinorj-;  it  began  with 
this  letter  :

From  that  time  Mr.  Smith  was  one  of 
my  subscribers.  I  received  an  occasional 
letter  from  him,  and  once  being  in  Provi- 
dence, he  paid  me  the  honor  5f  a  visit. 
That  he  was  a  man  of  first  class  business 
ability  the  immense  success  of  the  Cen- 
tury Company  attests,  and  that  he  was  a 
courteous  and  most  agreeable  gentleman, 
the  writer  of  Book  Notes  attests.  I  cease 
to  write  his  name  with  sorrow.  The 
office  of  President,  thus  made  vacant  has

A  new  novel  comes  from  Lee  &  Shep- 
ard  by  Mrs.  Mary  Farley  Sanborn  entitled 
**  It  came  to  Pass."  A  former  novel  by  Mrs- 
Sanborn,  "  Sweet  and  Twenty,"  pleased 
me  very  much.  It  was  a  simple  but  ex- 
tremely well  told  tale,  and  therefore  I  had 
"expectations"  for 'lier  second  book. 
Happily  disappointment  does  not  wait 
upon  me.  It  is  clear  jhat  this  young  wo- 
man did  not  exhaust  herself  in  her  first 
effort,  as  so  many  writers  do;  the  present 
story  is  not  without  its  faults,  but  it  surely 
indicates    the   possession   of  power;    it  is 


sometimes  defective  in  construction,  a 
fault  which  experience  will  rectify  so  tar 
as  future  writings  are  concerned,  but  it 
abounds  in  bright  and  clever  ideas,  and 
well  expressed  withal.  Book  Noti:s 
holds  to  its  first  impressions,  that  this 
young  woman  has  the  materials  of  a  first 
rate  writer  of  fiction.  As  to  tlie  story,  it 
is  whether  Alma  will  marry  Jack;  Jack  is 
a  first  rate,  ir.anly  fellow,  and  Alma  is  in 
doubt,  whether  she  loves  or  does  not  love 
him  ;  she  thinks  she  loves  Mr.  Kildare, 
but  finally  the  scales  fall  from  her  eyes, 
the  shadowy  ideal  fades  gradually  from 
sight,  and  the  manly  form  of  Jack  looms 
up  before  her,  and  — she  becomes  Mrs. 
Jack,  just  as  she  ought  to  have  done. 


I  came  across  an  old  acquaintance  in 
a  most  unexpected  way;  I  was  searching 
musty  rolls  for  the  heroic,  warlike  deeds 
of  our  Revolutionary  ancestors  when  I 
came  upon  the  name,  Dubartus  Willard. 
He  was  a  soldier  in  Capt.  King's  company, 
from  Sheffield,  Mass.,  in  1776.  Asa  chris- 
tian name,  this  is  my  first  knowledge  of 
Dubartus;  but  as  the  name  of  the  big  fish, 
in  the  charter,  which  King  Charles  the 
Second,  of  gracious  memory,  gave  us  per- 
mission, "  having  struck,"  to  pursue  unto 
any  "  parte  of  the  coaste  "  and  into  any 
bay,  river,  "  creeke  or  shoare,"  it  was  an 
old  friend;  but  bless  me!  how  the  oM 
school  of  Rhode  Island  historical  schol- 
ars struggled  with  the  name,  and  doubt- 
less would  still  be  struggling  were  it  not 
ibr  the  admirable  learning  of  Dr.  J  Ham- 
mond Trumbull,  who  told  us  first  what 
the  Dubertus  was;  and  just  how  the  fel- 
low who  wrote,  or  engrossed  the  charter 
tor  the  King  to  sign,  blundered  by  spel- 
Jino  it  with  a  D.  when  he  v-hould  have 
i  used  a  J,  tiuis,  Jubertus.  and  even  the 
!  King  never  discovered  the  blunder. 


Among  the  extremely  rare  book> 
offered,  (on  page  117)  for  sale  by  Mr- 
Rider,  are  several  entries  this  week. 
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There  is  something  touching,  at  least 
to  our  pocket-books,  in  the  strike  of  the 
journeyman  plumbers  for  highe.  wages. 
Imbibers  of  the  pure  "  Pawtuxet  "  have 
long  felt  that  something  was  wrong  in 
the  relation  which  existed  between  the 
wages  of  journeymen  and  the  expendi- 
tures of  "  theoretical  "  plumbers.  Why; 
only  a  little  while  since  a  "theoretical' 
put  a  lead  pipe  across  the  ceiling  of  our 
cellar,  for  a  garden  hose;  to  fasten  this 
pipe  to  the  ceiling  a  bit  of  scantling  was 
required,  four  inch.es  wide  and  twenty-five 
feet  long,  and  nailed  to  the  ceiling,  ac- 
tually six  cents  worth  of  board.  Nailing 
it  up  required  fifteen  minutes  of  time,  at 
say,  $4.00  per  day,  to  wit,  precisely  10 
cents,  thus  the  entire  cost  was  16  cents. 
An  itemized  bill  was  asked  of  the  "theo- 
retical "  and  for  this  part  of  the  work 
$4.50  was  charged,  and  paid,  and  the 
•'  theoretical  "  has  sported  a  pairof  horses 
for  driving  out  every  Sunday  since.  Now 
where  comes  in  the  divey  with  the  poor 
devil  of  a  journeyman.  Fiat  justicia,  even 
if  the  entire  pipe  comes  down.

collections  of  the  day.

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Notes  On  the  Early  Records. 

SEC-E-SA-KUT. 

The  earliest   mention  of  the  Indian  lo- 
calitj-  Sec-e-sa-kut  is  found  in  a  deed  from 
Wissawjamake,  of  land  to  Thomas  C leni- 
ence, in  1654.     The  phrase  read,  "  I  Wis^ 
Bawvamke,    an    Ingen    about   the    age   of 
23  jeares  ould  now  dwilling  at  Sekescute 
ner      providinc,      have      barganed      and 
sou'd    vnto   thomas    Clemones,  of   prov- 
idinc      on        (one)       medow,      contain- 
jng     about     S     akers,      mor      or  less,    ai 
broke  (brook)  at  each  End,  and  a  hille  on  | 
the  weaste  sid  of  it,   wenasbetuket  rver  on  | 
the  other  sid  of  it,   and    have   sould  vnto  j 
him  the  free  vse  of  the  rver  allso."  (Early  j 
Rec.  p.  20).   The  phrase  is  certainly  am- 1 
biguous.     Secesakut   may  mean  the  place  | 
where  the   Indian    lived,    v.hile    the  land  ^ 
which  he  sold  might  lie  in   another  local- 1 
ity;  but  this  interpretation  is  improbable.  ! 
Indians  did   not   dwell  in    one   place  and  \ 
own  land  in  other  places.   Secesakut  must  i 
have    been    the   place    where    the   Indian 
lived,  and  also    the    name    of  the  locality 
where  the  land  lay   which    he    sold.     Let 
me  endeavor  to  locate    it:    It  Avas    "  near 
Providence," — this     means     that    it    was 
nearer  to  the   town    of  Providence  than  it 
was  to  what  was    subsequently  known  as 
the  seven  mile  line,  but  it  was  outside  the 
lines  of  Providence,  and  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Woonasquetucket  river.    The  lines 


of  Providence  in  this  direction  were 
clearly  written,  running  from  Masha- 
paug  pond  straight  to  Neutakonkanut  hill 
and  thence  direct  to  the  fields  at  Paw- 
tucket.  An  examination  of  the  map  will 
show  that  Secesakut  must  then  have  been 
on  the  river  and  above  Dyerville,  and 
since  I  have  shown  in  a  former  note,  that 
the  locality  along  the  west  bank  of  the 
river  between  Merino  village  and  Manton 
wa?  the  "place  commonly  called  Venter''' 
it  must  follow  that  Secesakut  was  above 
the  village  of  Manton,  in  what  i--  now  the 
town  of  Johnston,  and  probably  between 
the  villages  of  Allendale  and  Lymansville  . 
There  being  in  the  Early  Records 
three  other  references  to  this  locality,  it 
becomes  necessarj-  to  inquire  whether  this 
reasoning  is  sustained  or  weakened  by 
them.  The  first  reference  is  in  a  layout 
of  land  to  Andrew  Harris.  (Early  Rec. 
p.  II.)  This  confirms  my  reasoning,  for 
reason  that  the  east,  and  west,  and  north 
bounds  of  this  Harris  land  was  the  "  com- 
mon," or  unassigned  lands,  while  the 
"south"  bound  was  the  land  of  John 
Fenner;  the  general  location  of  these 
early  Fenner  lands  is  of  the  common 
knowledge  of  to-day.  This  Harris  layout 
dates  in  September,  1661.  The  next  rcf- 
erc  :  "o  in  order  of  time,  appears  in  a  d^^d 
frovi  James  Ashton  to  William  Carpen- 
ter, .latcd  "  fleburarey  in  tlie  ycare  1061." 
(Early  Rec.   p.  gi.)      According   to   the 
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Calendar   then  in  use,    February  followed 
September   in    the    order   of  tlie  months. 
This  reference    also  confirms  my  reason- 
ing, for  the  reasons  that  Ashton  declared 
his  land  to  be  bounded  on  the  east  by  the 
land    of  Shadrach    Manton,    and    on    the 
west   by   Arthur    Fenner's    land,    both  of 
which    bounds    are    sufficiently    clear   to 
those  who  understand  such  things  to-day. 
Tlie  next  and    last    reference    to  the  word 
appears  in   a   deed    from    John    Smith  to 
William  Carpenter,    made  in  November, 
1662.    (Early  Rec.  p.  77. j     This  also  con- 
firms my  reasoning,  it  being  north  of  the 
land   bougiit   by    Clemence   of    Wissaw- 
yamake  in  1654^,    which  is  above  referred 
to,  and  adjoining  the    William  Carpenter 
land   so   often    mentioned.      In  this  deed 
•' Secesakut    Hill"     is    for    the    first   time 
referred  to   by   this    name;    it    is   beyond 
question  that  this   was    the  unnamed  hill, 
mentioned  as  a  bound  in  Wisawyamake's  ! 
deed  of  1654  to  Clemence,  the  words  were 
"  a  hille  on  the  weaste    sid   of  it."     From 
all  this,  the  location  of  Sec-e-sa-kut  seems 
to     me     a     matter      of      demonstration 
as     above     written,    on      the     west     or 
southwest  bank  of  the  Woonasquetucket 
river,       and     between     the    villages      of 
Allendale     and     Lymansville.     Notwith- 
standing    the      fact     that     ;Mr.     Austin 
made  reference  in  his  Genealogical  Dic- 
tionary to  one  of  these  land  evidences  in 
which  the  word  appears,  still  the  name  is 
a  new  one,  now  first  added  to  the  Gazet- 
teer of  Rhode    Island    Indian.     The  men 
who  uttered  the  word  are  gone,  the  word 
survives,  another  proof  that  it  is  the  in- 
tangible alone  which  outlives  time.

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MASHANTICUT.  * 

A  little  book  comes  to  Book  Notes  en- 
titled Afashafiiicid,  a  souvenir  issued  by 
the  Ladies'  Union  Society  of  Oak  Lawn, 
Rhode  Island,  on  the  anniversary  of  their 
25th  May  Breakfast,  ^Liy  2,  1S92.  This 
May  Breakfast  at  Oak  Lawn  has  become 
an  institution,  and  the  publication  of  this 
little  souvenir  is  a  happy  outcome  of  it. 
The  little  book  is  wholly  commendable, 
and  is  wholly  the  work  (literary  work  I 
mean)  of  young  women  who  dwell  in 
that  country.  Since  these  ladies  have 
signed  their  names  to  these  articles  there 
can  be  no  harm  in  my  repeating  them 
here:  Mariana  M.  Tallman  has  a  poem 
and  a  sketch  of  the  church;  Hattie  F. 
Brayton  gives  "Glimpses  of  the  Past;" 
Cynthia  T.  Earle  gives  a  Sketch  of  the 
Quakers,  and  of  their  old  Meeting  House, 
of  which  a  first  rate  illustration  is  given, 
and  lastly  the  article  "  Mashanticut,"  by 
Henrietta  M.  Brayton,  which  I  have  pur- 
posely kept  last  for  the  purpose  of  adding 
a  note  to  the  lady's  pleasant  paper.  The 
word  is,  like  many  other  Indian  words, 
spelled  in  many  different  ways.  Roger 
Williams  has  left  a  record  of  its  use  twice, 
spelled  the  same  on  each  occasion  thus, 
Misliauntatuk.  It  was  then  applied  to  a 
country  and  not  to  a  brook,  as  it  is  now- 
applied.  The  word  means  a  "  v.  cll-wooded 
country,"  and  was  doubtless  .^iven  to  this 
land  frorn  that  cause.  Mosl.untatuc,  as 
William  Harris  wrote  the  word,  was  a 
bone  of  contention  between  the  Pawtuxet 
partners  as  represented  by  Harris,  against 
the  Providence  proprietors,  in  a  lawsuit 
which  lasted  forty-six  years;  and  the 
lives  of  the  dwellers  on  these  lands  were 
made  miserable  by  innumerable  bye-suits. 
In  an  appeal  to  the  King  by  Harris, 
which  was  decided  in  favor  of  Harris, 
three  of  those  first  settlers  were  ordered 
to  be  ousted,  but  the  decree  was  never  ex- 
ecuted. The  boundary  of  the  town  of 
Providence  in  this  direction  was  a  line 
(which  was  never  drawn   or   laid  down) 


extending  from  the  mouth  of  the  Paw- 
tuxet river  to  Neutaconkanut  Hill.  A 
glance  at  a  map  will  show  these  lands  on 
the  west  of  such  a  line;  and  hence  had 
the  claim  of  the  Pawtuxet  partners  been 
established  these  Mashanticut  lands  would 
have  been  theirs,  but  the  claim  was  not 
establiijhed.  The  first  English  settlers 
of  Mashanticut  were  John  Harrold,  (or 
Harrud),  Roger  Burlingame  and  Thomas 
Relph  (or  Relf,  or  Ralph).  Let  the 
young  lady  try  again  next  summer  and 
ask  the  writer  of  Book  Notes  to  assist 
her. 


Among  American  writers  in  the  early 
part  of  this  century  no  one  was  more 
amusing  or  eccentric  than  Mr.  Noah  Web. 
ster,  Jun,  His  dictionary  of  the  English 
language,  first  published  in  1S06,  is  a  lit- 
erary curiosity ;  that  which  is  sold  today 
as  Webster's  Dictionary  is  just  as  much 
Mark  Twain's  as  it  is  Webster's.  Here  is 
a  little  book  published  at  New  Haven  in 
1S12  by  Mr.  Webster  entitled  "  History  of 
Animals,"  designed  for  the  "Instruction 
and  Amusement  (especially  the  latter,) 
of  persons  ot  both  sexes."  This  book 
being  prepared  for  "both  sexes"  suggests 
the  necessity  of  a  History  of  Animals  pre. 
pared  especially  for  rvomeii.  In  beginning 
his  treatise  Mr.  Webster  comes  early  to 
the  horse.  He  says,  "In  New  England 
the  co'.ninon  horse  is  a  small  breed, 
neither  handsome,  large,  nor  swif^t." 
Having  described  his  horse  as  small,  why 
continue  the  description  by  saying  he  is 
not  large?  Then  he  continues  :  "Formerly 
a  species  of  small  pacing  horses,  called 
the  Narraga7iset  breed,  of  an  easy  gait 
and  extremely  hardy  was  much  cultivated  ; 
but  it  has  been  neglected,  and  is  now 
(1S12)  hardly  to  be  found  unmixed."  This 
is  our  old  friend  which  Parson  MacSpar- 
ran  described  in  his  "America  Dissected,'* 
and  \/hich  was  much  more  extensively 
described  in  a  learned  note  written  by  the 
late  Judge  Potter  in  Updike's  Hist.  Narr. 
Church. 
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Frances  C,  Shephard  lias  Avritten  a 
novel,  for  a  purpose.  It  is  called  Onoqna. 
It  is  a  talc  of  modern  Indian  life  in  the 
rebervation,  the  characters  oeing  chiefly 
Indians.  The  purpose  it>  to  call  attention 
more  effectively  than  could  otherwise  be 
done,  to  the  abominable  outrages  practiced 
by  \yhite  men  upon  these  Avards  of  the 
nation.  The  story  is  well  written  and 
exceedingly  interesting,  and  will  doubt- 
less have  a  large  sale,  which  will  in  all 
probability  satisfy  both  the  writer  and  the 
publishers,  Lee  &  Shephard,  however 
much  or  little  the  moral  purpose  is  swayed 
thereby.  "  11.  II."  in  her  Centur)  of 
Di5ko?io)',  attempted  something  in  the 
way  of  exposing  the  outrages  heaped 
upon  the  Indians  by  white  men  ;  but  still 
the  outrages  go  on.  It  cannot  be  said  of 
either,  lady  that  to  them,  the  only  good 
Indian  was  a  dead  Indian,  as  some  Army 
officers  have  written.  Personally,  when 
I  read  about  these  things  my  indignation 
grows  red  hot;  and  then  I  think  of  what 
Roger  Williams  did,  or  did  not,  and  then 
my  indignation  grows  cooler.  I  suppose 
3'Ou  think  I  can  write  nothing  without 
dragging  Roger  Williams  into  it,  but  I 
have  learned  that  you  will  tolerate  almost 
anything  concerning  my  infirmity;  and 
in  this  connection  I  shall  g^ive  you  some- 
thing lo  think  about.  In  one  of  his 
letters  Williams  has  said,  that  his  sole 
purpose  in  coming  into  the  wilderness  -was 
to  do  the  natives  good.  Where  has  !ie 
left  on  record  a  word  condemnatory  of 
the  wicked  murder  of  Miantinomi.? 
And  did  he  not  plan  the  terribly  ellective 
assault  on  the  Pequots.?  and  at  the  age  of 
three  score,  and  sixteen  years,  here  in  the 
town  of  Providence,  he  trained  men  day 
by  day  in  the  arts  of  In  lian  warfare,  in 
order  that  those  men  might  become  more 
efficient  soldiers  against  the  Indians;  and

Diagones  was  rolling  his  tub 
towards  Boston  when  death  overtook  him.

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A  valued  subscriber  to  Book  Notks, 
who  thinks  their  writer  likes  the  sort  o^ 
"ugliness"  displayed  in  the  paragraph 
which  follows,  clipped  it  from  some  news- 
paper, for  the  said  writer.  Yes,  that  is 
just  what  the  writer  likes;  he  is  for  mil- 
lions in  defence,  but  not  one  cent  for  tri- 
bute. If  everybody  would  do  just  what 
Mr.  Trumbull  is  reported  to  have  done, 
things  would  mend.  Book  Notes  is  the 
eternal  enemy  of  imposition. 

"The  Rev.  Henry  Clay  Trumbull  of 
Philadelphia  has  displayed  an  amount  of 
backbone  which  would  do  credit  to  liis 
Puritan  ancestors.

The  boat  officials  refused 
to  accept  this  explanation  and  held  him 
a  piisoner  for  nearly  two  hours,  until 
finally  he  paid  the  seventy-five  cents  un- 
der protest.  Dr.  Tiumbull,  however,  did 
not  drop  the  matter  with  that.  He 
brought  suit  immediately  against  the  cor- 
poration, and  pushed  it  with  vi:4^;jr.  The 
case  has  just  been  settled,  wica  the  out- 
come that  the  steamboat  company  has 
^'ad  to  refund  to  Dr.  Trumbull  his  fare 
ind  to  pay  the  costs  for  both  sides  of  the 
suit." 


A  short  time  since  Book  Notes  gave  a

His  work  is  clever  in  its 
conception  and  admirable  in  its  execu- 
tion, and  scholars  are  to  be  congratulated 
that  it  has  been  done  I  note  the  singu- 
lar omission,  Mr.  Sabine's  Notes  on 
Dnellijiir^  in  which  an  extended  account  of 
the  duel  is  given. 


Mr.  Elhanan  Winchester  wrote  a  little 
book  entitled  Universal  Restoration^ 
which  was  published  in  Boston  in  1795. 
In  the  preface  Mr.  Winchester  says  :  "I 
remember  once  that  I  asked  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Manning,  President  of  Rhode  Island 
Colleg9^  and  who  w^is  at  that  time  one  of 
my  dearest  friends,  what  was  the  strongest 
argument  that  he  could  use  in  favor  of  the 
doctrine  oi  endless  misery}'  He  answered 
'that  it  was  the  nature  of  God  to  lay  the 
greatest  possible  restraint  upon  sin,  and 
therefore  He  had  threatened  it  with  end- 
less punisJnnent^  as  the  highest  restraint 
He  could  possibly  lay  upon  it."  It  seems 
incredible  that  men  could  ever  reason 
upon  any  subject  in  that  manner,  never- 
theless there  it  stands.  What  did  Presi- 
dent Manning  (or  any  other  man)  know 
about  the  nature  of  God.-*

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Book  Notes  will  open  its  second  cam- 
paign against  the  "nasty"  Pawtuxet 
water,  which  is  supplied  to  us  by  the  city 
government /^  ^r/«>t,  by  the  publication 
ol  that  portion  of  the  latest  annual  report 
of  the  Superintendent  ot  Health,  Dr. 
Chapin,  in  which  that  officer  refers  to  the 
matter.  No  department  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment ever  before  had  so  terrible  an 
indictment  found  by  one  of  its  own  offi- 
cers : 

The  Water  Supply,  (1892.) 
The  public  water  supply  of  the  city  of 
Providence  still  remains  in  a  very  unsat- 
isfactory condition.  It  is  true  that  not 
Huite  so  much  human  fx'ces  gets  into  the 
river  as  has  at  certain  times  in  the  past, 
^ut  it  is  also  true  that  a  considerable 
amount  is  discharged  daily  into  the  Paw- 
'uxet  river,  and  that  the  citizens  of  this 
city  are  obliged  to  drink  it  in  the  water 
^old  tliem  by  the  municipal  government, 
^-^ver  and  above  any  merely  iusthetic  con- 
•iderations,  which  do  not  fall  within  the 
province  of  this  department,  it  is  certain 
•iiat  the  health  of  our  citize.is  is  endan- 
■^'^red,  and  seriously  endangered,  by 
•'■inking  human  fa-ces.  It  has  been-de- 
•'Onstratcd  time  and  again,  both  in  this 
^ouutry  and  in  Europe,  that  the  contam- 
''•ation  of  a  public  water  supply  by  the 
"•-•jections  of  typhoid  fever  patients  has 
resulted  in  the  production  ot  that  disease 
">  many  of  the   persons  who    drank   the 


water.  This  was  shown  most  conclusively 
to  have  been  the  case  in  this  city  in  iSSS, 
and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  same 
thing  happened  in  18S2  and  18S3.  Just 
so  long  as  human  excrement  finds  its  way 
irrto  the  river,  just  so  long  is  the  water 
liable  to  be  contaminated  in  a  fatal  man- 
ner with  the  specific  poison  of  typhoid 
fever.  If  one  of  the  hundreds  of  persons 
whose  excrement  pollutes  the  Pawtuxet 
river  each  day  happens  to  have  ty^)hoid 
fever,  those  who  drink  the  water  in  this 
city  are  liable  to  have  it,  and  probably 
more  or  less  of  them  will  have  it  accord- 
ing to  the  amount  of  fiucal  matter  dis- 
charged into  the  water  and  the  volume  of 
the  river  at  t!".at  time.  Xo  one  appreciates 
more  than  I  do  the  value  of  chemical 
analysis  in  the  examination  of  potable 
waters.  It  is  wise  beyond  all  question  to 
obtain  all  the  scientific  knowledge  possi- 
ble on  such  a  subject  from  every  point  of 
view\  Nevertheless,  in  regard  to  this 
particular  public  water  supply  we  can 
take  a  stand  above  and  independent  of 
any  chemical  or  biological  analysis.  Even 
if  analysis  should  show  that  the  Pawtuxet 
water  is  to-day  chemically  pure  and  tree 
from  micro-organisms  yet  I  know  that 
human  fii-ces  will  tall  into  it  to-morrow, 
I  should  say  emphatically  that  it  is  unsafe 
to  drink  it. 

It  would  be   difficult   to    find  any    unin- 
terested person  to  affirm  that  the  dwellers 
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in  tlie  Pawtuxct  valley  have  any  moral 
right  to  thus  pollute  the  stream,  li'  a 
man  happens  to  own  a  mill  or  a  house 
on  the  banks  of  that  stream  it  is  no  reason 
why  he  should  make  such  use  of  the  water 
that  other  persons  cannot  make  use  of  it. 
It  can  readily  be  seen  that  if  the  dweller 
on  the  banks  of  the  stream  is  to  do  as  he 
pleases  with  the  water,  regardless  of  the 
welfare  of  others,  the  first  comer  could 
obtain  absolute  control  of  what  is  one  of 
the  most  bountiful  gifts  of  nature,  a  con- 
dition of  things  most  decidedly  against 
every  consideration  of  public  policy.  But 
moral  considerations  cannot  be  expected 
to  influence  men  to  any  extent  when  their 
pockets  are  involved.  But,  in  regard  to 
river  pollution,  certain  well-defined  legal 
rights  have  been  established  which  ought 
•to  regulate  the  conduct  of  all  riparian 
owners.  It  has  been  determined  over  and 
over  again,  so  that  there  is  not  the  slight- 
est legal  question  in  the  matter,  that  the 
dwellers  on  the  banks  of  a  stream  have 
no  right  Avhatsoever  to  injure  the  stream 
for  its  use  by  others,  and  the  law  is  also 
established  that  no  such  perverted  use  of 
the  water,  no  matter  how  long  continued, 
to  establish  what  riparian  owners  are 
wont  to  call  "vested  rights"  to  pollute  the 
water.  The  city  of  Providence  unque- 
tionably  has  both  tlie  moral  and  legal 
right  to  demand  the  cessation  of  nil  dan- 
gerous pollution  of  the  Pawtuxet  water 
by  the  dwellers  and  owners  on  th.e  banks 
of  that  otream,  but  I  have  no  reason  to 
believe  that  these  rights  will  ever  be 
maintained.  Twenty  years  ago  the  moral 
right  was  urged,  and  the  mill-owners  and 
dwellers  in  the  Pawtuxet  valley  were  re- 
quested to  discontinue  their  pollution  of 
the  water,  Qj.iite  a  number  promised  to 
do  so;  some  few  did  as  ihey  promised 
Many  }Oars  afterwards  the  city  tieier- 
mined,  as  a  matter  of  policy,  to  hire  the 
residents  of  the  valley  to  do  what  the  city 
had  right  to  compel  them  to  do.  At 
that  time  some  did  actually  for  pay  take 
measures  to  stop    poisoning    the.  citizens 


of  Providence ;  others  agreed,  took  their 
pay,  and  half  did  their  work;  others  re- 
fused to  be  even  bought.  At  the  tin^.e 
that  these  measures  were  adopted  I  n im- 
proved of  them,  for  I  thought  that  by  this 
means  we  might  obtain  the  good-will  and 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  people  in  the 
Pawtuxet  valley  in  our  endeavor  to  keep 
the  water  of  the  river  as  pure  as  possibie 
and  fit  for  drinking;  but  I  now  see  that 
in  this  we  made  a  great  mistake,  and  tliat 
to-day  the  inhabitants  of  the  valley  ex- 
hibit less  desire  than  ever  to  keep  the 
waters  of  the  river  tre  from  pollution. 
As  to  any  enforcement  of  our  legal  rights 
in  the  stream,  nothing  tias  ever  been  ac- 
complished, and  I  ha\e  no  reason  to  be 
lieve  that  anything  ever  will  be.  Whetlicr 
action  be  taken  under  common  law  or 
statute  law,  I  think  we  can  have  very 
little  hope  that  the  city  would  be  success- 
ful. The  influence  of  the  occupants  o:' 
the  Pawtuxet  valley,  some  of  whom  are 
among  the  wealthiest  citizens  of  this  city, 
is  too  great  to  admit  of  the  just  claims  cf 
this  city  ever  obtaining  enforcement. 

It  is  recommended  by  some  that  t!',e 
valuable  plant  which  we  have  constri;c!:e<.i 
on  the  banks  of  the  river  be  abandoned  fi*. 
the  instance  of  the  owners  of  the  privy- 
vaults  above,  and  that  we  spend  another 
large  suiti  of  money  in  drawing  the  water 
iVom  nearer  the  sources  of  the  streani. 
and  incidentally  paying  enormous  dam- 
ages to  these  same  privy  owners  below 
for  diverting  the  water  of  the  river.  An  J 
it  may  be  that  this  city  of  150. coo  inhabi- 
tant will  finally  submit  to  this  monstroi:> 
dictation. 

Meanwhile,  during  the  years  in  wh.icn 
discussion  of  this  matter  will  probably  g  1 
on,  we  ought  to  do  everything  pos.-ib;e 
to  make  the  best  of  the  situation.  Fror.i 
investigations  that  I  have  made,  it  ''i.^- 
seemed  to  me  that  certain  n^,etiiods  >■  ■ 
filtration  would  render  the  Pawti'.x^- 
water  much  less  dangerous  than  it  no^^ 
is,  and  much  pleasar.ter  to  the  sight  ar.-^ 
taste.     A  thorough  investigation  of  filti.'^- 
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tion  methods  should  be  undertaken  at 
once;  and,  if  a  satisfaclorj  conclusion  is 
arrived  at,  a  system  of  filtration  sl'OuUi 
immediately  be  adopted  and  put  in  oper- 
ation. 


OLIVER    OPTIC'S  NEW    BOOK. 

The  second  volume  i^  the  "  All  Over 
the  World  Series,"  by  -ISIr.  Oliver  Optic, 
has  been  published  by  Lee  A:  Shepard  of 
Boston.  The  title  is  "A  Millionaire  at 
Sixteen."  It  is  a  continuation  of  adven- 
tures of  the  boy  Louis  Belgrave  as  related 
in  the  former  volume,  but  it  is  not  nec- 
essarily connected  with  that  volume.  It 
i>  mighty  lively  reading  for  boys,  with  or 
without  it.  When  the  former  volume  ap- 
jieared  Book  Notes  objected  in  its  feeble 
\vay,  to  the  exhibitions  of  impudence  by 
boy  of  sixteen  years  toward  the  Trustee 
of  his  vast  property,  and  towards  his  own 
mother,  both  many  years  the  boy's  sen- 
ior, and  both  people  of  discretion  and 
decency.  In  his  preface  to  the  present 
volume  Mr.  Optic  meets  these  objections, 
but  like  so  many  such  things  he  meets 
them  by  going  some  distance  around 
them.  The  story  is,  as  I  have  said, 
n'ligiity  interesting,  but  it  has  this  one 
fuilt  to  which  I  have  alluded.  The  best 
thing  in  the  book,  according  to  my  way 
of  thinking,  is  the  dedication  "To  my 
friend  and  co-laborer  in  our  vineyard, 
Nathan  Bangs  Williams."  If  ever  there 
'»vas  one  of  us  who  deserved  recognition 
in  literature,  it  is  this  man,  my  ancient 
friend,  X.  Banijs  Williams,  and  Book 
N'oTEs  thanks  Mr.  Optic  for  it.

Notes  On  tho  Early  Records. 
OBBATINUE'S    CORNE    FIELD. 

In    a    deed    of  land    given    by    William 
Arnold  to  his  daughter  Joane,  the  wife  of 
Zachary  Rhodes,  one  of  the  bounds  men- 
tioned is  Obbatinue's    Corne  Field, another 
bound  is    Papaciuinepaug    river,    and  still 
another,    but    dilferent    from    the  last,    is 
Papaquincpaug      pond.      These      bounds 
taken  in  connection    with    the    remaining 
bound,    renders  the    identification  of   the 
location  of   Obbatinue's  Corne    Field    an 
easy  matter.    This  last  bound  is  described 
thus,  "  being  bounded  on  tne  south,  and 
part  of  the  west  sides  with  the  great  fresh 
river  running   down    to    Pawtuxet    falls  " 
(Early  Records  p.  So.)       The  date  of  the 
deed  is  1646.     It  will   be    noted    that    the 
river  which  we  now  call  "  Pawtuxet"  was 
not   then    so   called,    the    name    applying 
only    to   the    "Falls."     This   Indian    Sa- 
chem's corne  field  was  what  is  now  called 
Bellefonte,    the  sharp   bend    in  the  Paw- 
tuxet river  making  the    south,    and    west 
bounds     thereof.      Papaquincpaug     river 
was  not  Papaquincpaug  pond;  this  latter 
was  probably    that   water   which    is    now- 
called  Fenner's    pond,  for  the  reason  that 
Mashapaug  pond    was    then,    and  is  still, 
a  well  known   water,  and  CunliiY's  pond, 
the  only  other   pond  in  the  region,  is  an 
artificial  pond,    made  in  the  present  cen- 
tury,   and    hence    has    no    Indian    name. 
Papaquincpaug    river   "  is    t'.e  river  that 
runnes  out  of  ^Lasaapaug  pond  "    (Early 
Records    p.    45)    and   flows   through    the 
Roger  William''  Park,  forming  the  beau- 
tiful cliain   of  lakes    therein,    is  enlarged 
by  a  dam  into  CunlilV's  pond,  and  irriga- 
ting Obbatinue's  Corne  Field,   enters  the 
Pawtuxet  river.     Let"  me  speculate  a  mo- 
ment   on    this     name    Obbatinue.       The 
name  of  this   Sachem  is  not  tbund  in  the 
histories    of  Rhode    Island.     So    far    as  I 
now  know  this   is    the    only    reference    to 
him  in  all   our    books.     In  Bradford  and 
Winslow's  yoH>-nal,  a  book  usually  cited 
as  "  Mourt's  Relation,"  Mr.  Young's  edi- 
tion, page  22^,  mention  is  made  of  an  ex  _ 
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pcdition  from  Plymouth  to  Shawrirut  (now 
Boston),  and  it  is  staled  that  the  "Sachem 
or  Governor  of  this  phice  is  called  Obba- 
tinewat,  tiiis  Avas  in  Septeniber  16:0.  It 
is  also  therein  stated  that  this  Sachem 
was  a  subject  of  Massasoit's  within  whose 
domain  Plymouth  was,  and  whose  wig- 
wam was  at  Sowams,  now  Warren,  Rhode 
Island. 

Obbatinue,  was  then,  probablj',  this 
same  Sachem  ;  the  remove  across  the  bay, 
from  the  lands  of  the  Wampanoags  at 
Warren,  to  the  lands  of  the  Narragansets, 
at  Pawtuxet,  was  but  a  short  one,  or  pos- 
sibly Obbatinue  had  been  led  captive  by  a 
Narraganset  wife;  at  all  events  he  was  a 
countryman  of  King  Philip;  and  yet 
dwelt  among  the  Narragansetts.  He  was 
from  the  first  coming  of  the  English? 
among  their  best  friends.  In  Bradford 
and  Winslow's  youniai,  the  same  edition 
cited  above,  page  232,  it  is  stated  that  in 
December  1621.  some  Indian  Sachems  led 
''  by  Massasoit  visited  Plymouth  and  made 
submission  to  "  oure  Sovereign  lord  King 
James."  Mr,  Morton,  in  his  j\civ  Eno-- 
lancVs  Manorial,  prints  in  full,  the  docu- 
ment here  referred  to  with  the  names  of 
the  Sachems  attached;  among  them,  is 
Obbatinua,  but  Jud^e  Dav'is,  whose  edi- 
tion I  have  here  used,  introduces  a  slight 
variation  thus,  Obbatinowat.

CONANICUT. 

A  joung  friend  dwelling  on  Conanicut 
Island  asks  of  Book  Notes  something 
concerning  its  history,  and  also  the  his- 
tory of  the  Indian  Sachems  who  once 
owned  it; 

The  earliest  mention  of  Conanicut 
Island  in  the  annals  of  Rhode  Island  oc- 
curs in  the  Deed  given  by  Canonicus  and 
Miantinomi,  of  Acquidneck  Island,  to 
William  Coddington  and  his  friends, 
March  24,  1637.  In  this  deed  the  marsh 
and  grasse  tipon  Q^iinunicntt,  and  all  the 
other  islands  excepting  Chibachuesa,  now 
called  Prudence,  was  sold  to  the  English. 
The  Island  itself  was  not  included  in  the 
deed.  This  arrangement  concorning  the 
grass  went  on  for  many  years  without 
trouble,  but  trouble  finally  cair.o  in  1655 
when  the  Indians  objected  to  tiie  taking 
of  the  grass,  and  Mr.  John  Gould  com- 
plained to  the  General  Assembly.  The 
Assembly  directed  the  "President" 
of  the  Colony,  who  was  at  that 
time  Mr.  Roger  Williams,  "  to  signifie  to 
tho.m  (the  Indians)  how  that  yc  President 
hath  here  openlie  avouched  yc  Island's 
right  as  a  spetiall  witness  of  ye  grant  of 
their  dead  Sacliems."'  Mr.  Williams  also 
slated  that  he  had  then  recently  told  the 
Sachems,  then  ruling  the  Narragansetts, 
the  same  thing,  he  being  at  Narragansett. 
This,  however,  did  not  quiet  the  Indians, 


and  on  the  17th  April,  1657,  William 
Coddington  and  Benedict  Arnold,  senior, 
purchased  the  Island  for  one  hundred 
pounds,  of  Coquinaquond,  (Potter's  Early 
Hist.  Narr.  p.  54).  Here  I  correct  an 
error  in  Mr.  Arnold's  History  of  Rhode 
Island;  he  giving  it  as  Benedict  Arnold, 
yunior^  a  son  of  the  first  governor,  who 
bought  the  Island.  This  boy  was  at  the 
time  of  the  purchase  but  seventeen  years 
of  age ;  and  tiioreover,  the  Governor  in 
his  will  gave  av/ay  large  portions  of  the 
Island,  and  large  portions  especially  to 
this  Benedict,   yiinior. 

This  purchase  of  Conanicut  was  made 
at  the  time  when  enormous  tracts  were 
purchased  from  the  Indians.  It  might  be 
fairly  said  that  almost  the  entire  territory 
(saving  W-.m  wick)  now  forming  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island  was  obtained  during  the 
years  1657- 1660.  The  General  Assembly 
made  laws  to  prevent  purchases  without 
its  consent,  but  they  were  careful  to  ab- 
stain from  making  these  laws  until  all 
the  lands  had  been  acquired,  or  at  all 
events,  all  the  lands  worth  having.  At  the 
time  of  the  coming  of  the  English,  Con- 
anicut was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Narragansetts,  and  the  purchase  was  made 
trom  that  tribe ;  but  it  had  not  been  long  in 
their  possession,  and  it  had  been  acquired 
by  conquest.  This  is  apparent  from  the 
wordini:  of  the  original  deed,  Canonicus 
and  Miantinomi  claiming  it  "by  vertue  of 
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our  general  command  of  this  Bay,  and 
also  the  perticular  subjectingc  of  the  dead 
Sachems  of  Aoquednocko."  This  icUs 
the  tale  of  bloody  war  and  of  conquest. 
At  this  early  time  the  Island  must  have 
been  denuded  of  trees,  else  it  could  ncn 
have  the  valuable  grass  lands  which  the 
English  so  much  needed.  It  was  jnir- 
chased  as  I  have  stated  by  two  men,  Wil- 
liam Coddington  and  Benedict  Arnold, 
subsequently  the  first  Governor  of  Rhode 
Island  under  the  Charter,  and  the  builder 
of  the  Old  Stone  mill  at  Newport  about 
which  so  many  fables  have  been    \\/itten 


Mr.  Coddington  must  have  disposed  of  j 
his  portion  in  parcels  to  suit  settlers; 
but  Mr.  Arnold  not  only  held  his  por- 
tion, but  he  purchased  more,  so  that  at 
the  time  of  his  death  he  had  acquired  a 
very  large  part  of  the  Island.  Governor 
Arnold  died  in  167S  leaving  a  will,  wliich 
is  historically  of  considerable  value.  In 
it  he  declare*^  that  he  gave  the  name 
Bever  Neck  to  the  southern  portion  of 
the  Island.  He  does  not  tell  us  why  he 
gave  the  name  to  it;  it  certainly  could 
not  have  been  from  the  fact  that  it  was  a 
habitat  of  the  Beaver  ;  it  must  have  been 
because  of  the  resemblance  in  outline  to 
the  tail  of  the  animal,  and  the  name  now 
used  is  Beaver-tail. 

From  this  Will  we  get  the  name  of  an- 
other Indian  locality,  Cajaset.  This  place 
Governor  Arnold  twice  mentio.is  in  the 
will.  He  gave  it  to  his  youn^-est  son, 
Oliver,  saying  it  contained  three  hun- 
dred acres,  a.nd  was  "  called  Cajaset  lanil." 
In  a  codicil  it  is  again  mentioned,  tiuis, 
"  within  Avhich  tract  is  contained  my 
farm  called  Cajaset.'''  This  name  Mr. 
Seth  M.  Vose  has  given  to  the  fine  estate 
on  the  Island  now  owned  by  him.  Elle 
(Eel)  pond  and  Mackerell  Cove  are  oilier 
names  found  in  this  will  as  applied  to  lo- 
calities, one  of  which  is  still  used.  Of 
the  Indian  Sachems,  whose  names  aie 
connected  with  Conanicut,  we  know  but 
.  little.  None  oi  them  dwelt  upon  it.  Of 
the  dead  Sachems  of  Acquidnec  we  know 


absolutely  nothing.  Of  Canonicus  and 
Miantinomi  we  know  something;  both 
wei'e  dead  some  vears  before  the  English 
bouglH  the  fee  of  the  Island.  Of  Coquin- 
quond  we  know  something;  he  must  be 
tiistinguished  as  being  the  greatest  seller 
;;f  lands  to  tliQ  English,  among  tlie 
Intlians;  his  name  has  been  spelled  in  a 
variety  of  ways  ;  thus  Kachanaquant,  or 
Cojonoquant  or  Cachanaquant,  and  he 
dwelt  on  the  lands  of  his  ancestors,  near 
Wickford,  as  we  now  call  it,  but  near 
Cawcumsquisuck,  as  he  knew  the  place. 
Mis  relationship  to  tiie  great  Sachems, 
Canonicus  and  Miantinomi,  is  a  matter  of 
much  confusion  in  the  ancient  histories; 
but  that  he  wa«s  the  Chief  Sachem  amon^' 
the  Narragansetts  trotn  1650  to  about 
1665,  the  fact  that  his  name  was  the  first 
sought  by  the  English  to  be  signed  to 
their  Deeds,  is  a  sutficient  evidence.  In 
one  'of  the  Deeds  given  to  Randall 
Ilolden,  he  is  mentioned  as  the  brother  of 
Miantinomi;  in  one  of  his  pleas  William 
Harris  speaks  of  him  as  a  grandson  of 
Canonicus,  but  Judge  Potter,  an  excellent 
authority,  says  unequivocably  that  he  was 
a  son  of  Canonicus.  This  is  the  history 
of  tlie  acquisition  of  the  Island  aiid 
a  mention  at  least  of  those  from 
whom  it  was  acquired.  That  the 
Indians  dwelt  on  the  Island  there 
is  no  question.  Roger  Williams  in 
a  letter  to  Governor  Winthrop  says  that 
the  Indians  complain  that  *'  two  of  their 
women  were,  carried  away  from  Conani- 
cut in  this  Bay  the  last  sutnmer  "    ( 163S 

It  must  be  noted  here  that  at  ihis  earl; 
date  Roger  Williams  used  the  for:r., 
Conanicut,  which  we  now  use.  In  tho 
Arnold  Will  the  term  is  used  ten  times, 
and  spelled  in  five  dilTerent  ways,  pro- 
vided the  copy  given  in  the  Newpor: 
Historical  Magazine  v.  6,  is  correct'}' 
reproduced,  thus  :  (^.lonaniquot.  (^lonon- 
iquot,  (^lononicut,  Qiiononicjuit,  Q^'^^' 
nanicut. 

While  upon  this  subject  there  is  om" 
other  matter  to  which  I  will    make  rei'cr- 
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cncc.  Judge  Potter  in  tlie  Early  Ih^t. 
Nari'og^ansctt,  \).  30|.  savs  :  tlic  strip  ot" 
land  -wIhcIi  connects  IJeaver  neck  lo  the 
main  part  of  Conanicut,  is  calK'd  Par- 
irids^c  Beacli.  This  same  strip  is  rcl'errL-d 
to  in  the  Arnold  Will,  as  reprinted  in  tiie 
magazine  above  referred  to  '\^p(i,^'c  -^'t  v.  G] 
as  ''  the  narrow  bea;h,  or  sponge  of  land 
called  Partins;-  Beach."  Having  been  un- 
able to  make  a  personal  examination  of 
the  earliest  authority  I  am  unable  to  say 
which  is  correct.  The  use  of  the  word 
"sponge"  of  land,  is  from  the  old  or 
middle  English,  and  means  a  marshy, 
or  swampy  land.  There  are  many  sensa- 
tional stories  written  concerning  the  Is- 
land and  its  foriner  residents,  r)ut  \\\t 
basis  of  these  tales  is  chietly  the  imagin- 
ations of  their  writers.  Book  Njtks  may 
some  day  drop  in  upon   them. 


Merriman's  Roger  Williams  Vindicated. 

The  literature  concerning  Roger  Wil- 
liams is  increasing  in  volume;  an  addi- 
tion has  recently  been  made  to  it  by  Rev. 
T.  M.  MerriiT^an,  A.  M.,  in  a  book  enti- 
tled the  Pilgrims,  Puritans  and  Poster 
Williams  Vindicated ;  and  his  Sentence 
of  banislimcnt  ought  to  he  Revoked.  Cer- 
tainly a  very  singular  title.  The  volume 
is  published  in  Boston,  by  Bradley  cV 
Woodruff.  The  purpose  cA  the  author, 
^vho  is  a  Baptist  clcrgvman,  is  thus  set 
forth  in  practically  his  own  words.  He 
purposely  omitted  all  of  the  early  New 
England  h 'story  which  does  not  of  ne- 
cessity pertain  to  the  struggle  tor  religious 
liberty,  but  he  has  endeavored  to  keep  the 
parties  engaged  therein  sharply  in  view, 
showing  what  they  did,  and  endeavoring 
to  show  what  he  thinks  remains  for  /c)5- 
tenty  to  do — to  wit,  revoke  the  sentence 
of  banishment  imposed  upon  Williams, 
and  these  are  some  of  Mr.  Merriman's 
reasons:  •' Jesus  Christ  and  his  apostles 
tau^^lit  the  I3octrine  of  Religious  liuer'y. 
which  Roger  Williams  maintained,  there- 
fore that  sentetice  of  banishment  passed 
against  Him  ought  to  be  revoked."     The 


capital  H  in  the  word  Him  makes  it  mean 
that  the  banishment  •  of  Williams  was 
jiractically  the  banishment  of  Jesus. 
That  is  a  7ion  srqiiiter.  The  second  rea- 
son is  no  less  illogical  :  "  Roger  WilliaiTis 
and  (lie  Puritans  had  ecfual  rights  to  life, 
liberty,  and  tlie  pursuit  of  happiness  in 
Massachusetts  Bay — therefore,  this  sen- 
tence of  banishment  against  Him  ought 
to  be  revoked."  However  well  intended, 
the  style  is  vicious,  often  illogical,  and 
always  incoherent.  The  early  history  of 
Williams  is  composed  wholly  of  the  old 
traditional  fictions,  which  are  now  ex- 
ploded. Book  Notes  can  neither  give 
the  time  nor  the  space  to  an  exhaustive 
review  of  the  book,  but  it  will  give  su!"!;- 
ciont  instances  ^o  demonstrate  the  care- 
lessness of  its  structure. 

On  page  76*  Mr.  Mcrriman  says,  "of 
Mr.  Williams'  literary  labors  while  at 
Plymouth  in  part  was  his  Key  into  the 
Languages  of  America,  published  in 
England  in  1643.  Mr.  Williams  left 
Plymouth  about  the  end  of  August,  1682 
( Knozvles  Mem.  p.  ^T,.)  In  his  introduc- 
tion the  Key  itself  Mr.  Williams  says, 
"  I  drew  the  materialls  in  a  rude  lumpe 
at  sea,"  and  after  he  had  reached  Eng- 
land early  in  1643,  *'  ^  resolved  to  cast 
those  materialls  into  this  Key." 

On  the  same  page,  76,  it  is  stated,  "  Mis 
other  work  is  kno-vn  as  a  Treatise  on  the 
King's  Pii:tent''  a  work  written  at  the 
request  of  Gov.  Bradford  of  Plymouth  for 
his  private  satisfaction."  To  this  I  obiect 
that  such  a  work  is  utterly  unknozvn,  and 
has  been  so  since  the  day  the  Massachu- 
setts Genera!  Court  obtained  William  s 
consent  that  the  manuscript  should  be 
burnt;  it  was  never  printed.  But  the 
statement  that  Mr.  Williams  wrote  this 
Treatise  "at  the  request  of  Gov.  Bradford 
lor  his  private  satisfaction,"  mvist  be 
wholly  ni  error.  See  Bradford's  Hist. 
I  Piym  .  Col .  J  /o. 

AnotliLM-  serious  mis  statement  con- 
cerning this  same  matter  appears  on  p. 
S2.     The    statement  that  Williams   wrote

the  Treatise  "  for  the  private  satisfaction 
of  Gov.  Bradford,"  is  reiterated,  and  then 
Williams  is  quoted  as  saying,  "I  should 
not  have  stirred  any  further  in  it  if  the 
Governor  had  not  requested  a  copy." 
The  word  "Governor"  here  one  would 
naturally  suppose  referred  to  Bradtord, 
but  it  does  nothing  of  the  kind  ;  it  means 
Gov.  John  Winthrop,  and  is  wholly  mis- 
leading. 

There  are  some  exceedingly  acute  points 
suggested,  which  would  be  of  much  in- 
/  terest  if  they  were  only  true.  Here  is  a 
specimen:  On  page  78,  mention  is  made 
of  the  arrival  of  John  Cotton  and 
Thomas  Hooker,  and  of  a  ride  which 
Williams  had  with  them  at  Sempringham 
in  England,  and  Mr.  Merriman  says, 
"  during  this  ride  (in  England,)  they  were 
of  one  mind  upon  Nonconformity,  but 
upon  the  question  of  Liberty  of  Con- 
science in  New  England  they  were  Jiot  of 
one  mind.  The  only  trouble  with  this  is 
that  the  first  j^art  of  the  proposition  is  not 
true  (see  Bloiidy  Tcficfit  more  yet  Blotuiy^ 
/.  72.;  or  the  Narr.  Clnb  Ed.  p.  65.  I 
have  spoken  of  the  style  as  vicious,  by 
which  I  mean  such  sentences  as  this : 
"  Voluminous  and  vehement  ebullitions 
have  flooded  the  ages  from  the  abyss  of 
authorship."  p.  95.  In  speaking  of  the 
King,  Charles  the  Second,  Mr.  Merri- 
man familiarly  writes  "  Chas,"  In  another 
case  he  says,  '*  these  advantages  tho' 
dearly  bo't"  p.  76.  Booj^:  Notes  does 
not  think  such  curtailments  of  words  are 
sufficieatly  dignified  for  grave  historical 
compositions.  Book  Notes  regrets  ex- 
ceedingly the  conclusions  which  it  has 
reached.  It  desired  very  much  that  this 
book  should  be  good  and  true,  but  it  fails 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  even  the 
m''ld  criticism  which  Book  Notes  has 
given  it.

Now  all  this  strikes  Book  Notes  as  mero 
nonsense.  When  you  speak  of  educatin.i;

what  you  mean.  Fortunately  there  are 
other,  and  tar  more  practical  themes  di>- 
cussed  in  this  book.

A  collection  of  Essays  (ni  I.tcyaturc 
and  Philosophy,  by  Prof.  ICdwarti  Caird, 
of  tlic  University  of  Glasgow,  has  just 
been  published  by  Macmillan  >fc  Co  in  two 
handsome  volumes.  Among  the  literary 
essays  I  might  mention  Rousseau, Wards- 
worth  and  Carlyle,  the  last  new  to 
American  readers.  Touching  Philoso- 
phy, there  is  the  Problem  of  Philosophy 
at  tlie  present  time,  ^vhich  Prof.  Caird 
regard  as  a  critical  reconstruction  of  be- 
lief, and  he  looks  upon  Christianity  as 
determining  the  nature  of  the  problem. 
Prof.  Caird  is  well  known  to  scholars  as 
being  the  author  of  by  far  the  ab'est  ex- 
position (in  the  English  language)  of  the 
Philosophy  of  Irnmanuel  Kant;  and  his 
Social  Philosophy  and  Religion  of  Comte 
has  had  an  immense  number  of  readers. 
These  present  essays  are  fitted  for  a  much 
larger  populace  audience.     Not  that  they 


are  less  profound,  nor  arc  the  intellectual 
perceptions  less  acute,  they  are  only  less 
Icjng,  and  hence  do  not  reciuire  time  for 
long  continued  stud_v,  and  this  element  is 
of  vast  importance  in  this  wild  life  ^vhich 
we  are  leading.  Book  Xote.s  commends 
these  essays  to  every  one  who  loves  intel- 
lectual study. 

Messrs.  Macmillan  e^  Co.  have  recently 
published  the  Autohio^raphy  of  aji  Eu re- 
lish Gamekeeper.  The  Gamekeeper  was 
John  Wilkins,  of  Stanstead,  Essex,  and 
his  story  was  edited  for  him,  and  illus- 
trated cleverly,  by  Arther  Byng  and 
Stephen  Stephens.

A  great  deal  is  told  about  the  breaking  of 
dogs  and  how  they  are  trained  to  do  what 
is  required  of  them.  Chats  about  pheas- 
ants and  forests  and  rabbits  enliven  the 
narrative.  For  those  who  are  fond  of 
bird  shooting  and  this  sort  of  field  sports 
for  small  game  this  book  will  be  a  fresh 
treat.

In  iSy^f  the  Reverend  S.  T.  Livermore, 
a  resident  of  Bridgewater,  ISIass.,  pub- 
lished a  History  of  Block  Island,  the  title 
page  of  which  book  is  embellished  with 
this  fine  thought  from  Lord  Bacon : 
"  Knowledges  are  as  Pyramids  whereof 
History  is  the  basis."  In  undertaking  to 
answer  a  query  suggested  by  a  friend  who 
dwells  in  the  wilds  of  West  Greenwich,  I 
ran  against  this  "  Speedwell  "  snag,  and 
that  called  to  mind  another  master, — that 
which  relates  to  Samuel  Niles,  in  the  fol- 
lowing paper  :  The  book  is  an  extraor- 
dinary compound  of  fact  and  fiction, 
which  only  the  close  analysis  of  an  ex- 
pert could  separate,  and  yet  bears  the 
certificate  of  Charles  E.  Anthon,  Profes- 
sor of  History  in  the  College  of  New 
York,  that  it  is  "entitled  to  a  very  high 
rank  among  our  local  histories,  from  the 
interesting  nature  of  the  subject,  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  information,  the  soundness 
of  the  conclusions,  and  the  neatness  oi 
the  style."  It  is  strange  that  men  will 
write  such  books,  and  stranger  still  that 
nien  educated  in  other  lines  will  testif^' 
of  their  good  qualities.  Note  the  follow- 
ing specimens  of  accuracy  of  informalion 
and  soundness  of  conclusions  : 

"  We  find  his  (John  Rathbone's)  name 
among  those  who  mot  at  the  house  of 
John  Alcock,  >L    D.,  in    Roxbury,  Mass., 


August  17,  1660,  there  to  confer  about  the. 
purchase  of  Block  Island.  His  fatlier,  of 
the  same  name,  is  said  to  have  come  from 
England  to  Am.erica  in  the  Speedwell,  a 
vessel  accompanying  the  iMayllo\ver,  in 
1620,  and  to  have  settled  on  Rhode  Island. 
His  son,  therefore,  of  whom  we  are  speak- 
j  ing,  was  a  descendant  from  the  Pilgrims. 
In  1664  he  was  one  of  the  number  whom 
Caj-itain  James  Sands  and  Joseph  Kent, 
in  behalf  of  Block  Island,  presented  to 
the  Rhode  Island  General  Asscnbly  for 
admission  as  Freemen,"      »         *         ♦ 

The  name  of  John  Rathbone,  senior,  is 
not  on  the  roll  of  the  Mavllower  passen- 
gers, and  the  Speedwell  did  not  make  the 
voyage.  This  is  the  history  :  A  small  ship 
(the  Speedwell)  was  provided  in  Holland 
of  about  60  tons,  which  was  intended  to 
transport  some  of  the  Pilgrims  over  the 
seas,  and  another  ship,  the  Mavllower, 
was  hired  at  London,  of  burden  about 
nine  score — (Young's  Chronicles,  p.  86.) 
They  had  not  proceeded  far  betore  Mr. 
Rej-nolds,  the  master  of  the  lesser  ship, 
(the  Speedwell,)  complained  that  he 
found  his  ship  so  leaky  as  he  darctl  not 
I  proceed  further  to  sea,  on  which  the3'  put 
!  in  ;it  Dartmouth,  mended  iicr,  and  put 
!  to  '  .-a  a  second  time;  but  iliey  had  not 
i  proceeded  above  a  hundiOLl  leagues  \s  iicn 
Mr.  Reynolds  again  complained  of  his 
shii),  then  both  ships  weiU  into  Ply- 
mouth— (Young's  Chronicles,  p.  9S.)       It 
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was  resolved  by  the  -whole  (conpany)  to 
disinibs  the  lesser  ship  and  part  of  the 
company,  and  that  the  other  ship,  taking 
on  board  the  other  part  of  the  company, 
should  proceed  on  the  voyage,  and  the 
other  ship,  viz.,  the  Mayflower,  proceeded 
on  the  intended  voyage — (Young's  Chron- 
icles, p.  99.)  See  also  Baylies'  Memoir 
of  Plymouth  Colony,  Vol.  i,  pp.  24,  25. 

Concerning  this  Dr.  John  Alcock,  it  is 
slated  in  Drake's  History  of  Roxbury, 
(Rocksbury,)  p.  363,  that  he  died  in  1667, 
and  owned  the  whole  of  Block  Island." 
He  was  of  the  family  now  kno^vn  as  "  Al- 
cott."  By  the  document  itself,  which  is 
reproduced  in  the  History  of  Block  Island, 
Mr.  Alcock  was  to  buy  the  island  for  four 
hundred  pounds,  to  be  divided  into  i6ihs, 
and  to  have  lor  his  trouble  five  pounds, 
or  25  acres  as  an  equivalent."  The  island 
was  then  divided  into  lots,  of  which  there 
were  33,  and  of  these  lots  Mr.  Alcock  had 
two,  thus,  lot  No.  14.  at  the  north  part  of 
the  island,  and  lot  No.  7,  at  the  western 
part  of  the  island.  Hence  Mr.  Drake's 
statement  is  wholly  in  error — (History  of 
Block  Island,  p.  i8  ) 

Mr.  Livermore  says  "  Rathbone  came 
in  1620  and  settled  on  Rhode  Island;  but 
no  English  settler  settled  on  Rhode  Island 
until  1638. 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  May,  1664,  John  Rawsbone  (and  others) 
were  admitted  freemen,  on  Vr.<'.  represen- 
tation by  James  Sands  and  Joseph  Kent 
that  t!  ey  ••  weare  men  of  peaceable  and 
good  behavior,  and  lyckly  to  prove 
worthy  and  helpfuU  members  of  the 
Collony."  The  Assembly  admitted  these 
men  •*  on  caution  and  instructions" — (R' 
I.  Col.  Rec.  V.  2,  p.  58).  This  John 
Rawsbone  was  the  John  Rathbone  about 
whom  Mr.  Livermore  was  writing;  and 
the  name  has  undergone  other  transposi- 
tions;  thus  Mr.  Belknap,  in  his  Historv 
of  New  Hampshire,  v.  i,  p.  432,  has  the 
name  George  Rabun,  and  in  another 
place  George  Rabone,  of  Exeter. 

Mr.    Livermore    gives    a    biographical 


account  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Niles,  alto- 
gether a  tough  customer  in  matters  reli- 
gious, if  Mr.  Livermore  can  himself  be 
trusted.  On  page  316  it  is  stated,  "  When 
Randolph  (Mass.)  was  separated  from 
Braintree  it  seemed  needful  to  run  the 
dividing  line  in  a  certain  direction,  which 
would  give  to  Braintree  a  comely  shape, 
and  promote  the  convenience  of  Ran- 
dolph; but  if  the  line  had  been  drawn  in 
that  most  suitable  course,  it  would  cut  oit" 
a  large  farm  of  Mr.  Xiles;  and  for  that 
farm  being  then  in  Randolph  and  not  in 
Braintree,  he  would  be  compelled  to  pay 
taxes.  The  pastor  was  roused;  he  peti- 
tioned the  Great  and  General  Court,  and 
caused  the  dividing  line  to  be  run  so  as  to 
include  his  own  farm  in  his  own  parish 
and  thus  save  himself  from  being  taxed." 

On  page  310,  Mr.  Livermore  says  that 
this  individual  was  born  on  Block  Island 
May  ist,  1674.  On  page  311,  that  he 
graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1699. 
the  first  Rhode  Islander  '•  that  came  to 
college."  After  his  graduation  he  re- 
tuined  to  Block  Island,  and  in  March, 
1700,  received  '*  from  the  whole  t©wn " 
an  invitation  to  become  the  settled 
Preacher  of  the  Gospel ;  he  accepted  th.e 
call.  Mr.  Livermore  says  on  page  311. 
on  the  condition  of  his  acceptance  of  their 
call,  they  deeded  to  him  seven  acres  of 
land,  which  land  Mr.  Niles  sold  in  1716. 
On  the  c.ame  page,  312,  Mr.  Livermore 
says  that  ''  Mr.  Niles  was  ordained  and 
settled  at  Braintree  May  23.  171 1." 

The  town  of  Randolph  was,  previous  to 
17931  ^^he  South  parish  of  Braintree;  in 
that  year  it  was  incorporated. — (Hav- 
ward's  United  States  Gazetteer,  p.  S-^3-^ 
At  that  date  the  Reverend  gentleman  had 
been  dead  thirty-two  years— (Livermore'j 
Hist.  Block  Island,  p.  312.)  But  stii 
more  singular.  Mr.  Niles  was  the  minis- 
ter of  the  South,  or  second,  parish,  hi* 
farm  was  in  it,  and  it  (the  South  parish 
became  Randolph.  Now  even  had  hf 
(Niles)  been  alive,  of  what  avail  wouI« 
have  been  his  petition.     The  whole  &torv 
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is  downright  nonsense.  Now,  whatever 
excuse  llicre  may  be  for  a  man  who  in 
writing  history  falls  into  error,  for  him 
who  writes  such  inherently  impossible 
things  as  are  here  noted  there  is  no  ex- 
cuse whatever:   it  is  inexcusable.

doubts  had  been  often  expressed  as  to  the 
"  compound  "  for  these  two  kinds  of  ser- 
vice. The  results  arc  very  marked  in  the 
saving  of  the  "compound"  over  the  "sim- 
ple," both  in  the  use  of  coal  and  water 
and  of  time  and  friction.

The  Magazine  of  Netv  England  History 
for  July  is  out  on  time.  It  has  articles 
which  concerns  many  Rhode  Island  fami- 
lies. The  leading  article,  by  Thomas  W. 
Bicknell,  treats  of  Early  Education  in 
New  England,  that  means  the  establish- 
ment of  common  schools,  miscalled  by 
Mr.  Bicknell,  "  Free."  There  are  no 
such  things  ai*  "Free"  schools;  on  the 
contrary,  they  are  very  costly  institutions. 
Many  ot  us  not  only  have  to  pay  for  our 
own  education,  but  we  have  to  pay  also 
for  that  of  a  good  many  other  fellows. 
This  "  Free  "  school  tax  is  like  the  "Pro- 
tective" tarifT  tax,  insidious  but  terrific. 
Book  Notes  regrets  that  Mr.  Bicknell 
feels  obliged  to  make  excuses  for  Rhode 
Island.  He  does  this  because  everybody 
who  has  written  about  these  things  before 
him  has  done  so.  He  says,  (page  57,) 
"  Rhode  Island  followed  her  sister  colo- 
nies slowly  \\-\  matters  educational  either 
in  legislation  cr  in  practice."  Let  us  see 
how  slowly  Rno'Je  Island  follows:  Bos- 
ton was  settled  in  1630.  She  had  her  first 
school  in  1635.  Dorchester  was  settled 
in  1631  ;  she  had  her  first  school  in  1639. 
Roxbury  was  settled  in  1631 ;  she  had  her 
first  school  in  1645.  Thus  Mr.  Bicknell 
gives  us  the  earliest  schools  in  Massachu- 
setts. Now  let  us  see  how  far  behind  the 
Rhode  Island  towns  were  :  Newport  was 
settled  in  1638;  she  had  her  first  school  in 
1640.  Warwick  was  settled  in  1642,  but  a 
town  was  not  incorporated  until  1647;  a 
school-house,  that  means  a  building  erect- 
ed specially  for  a  school  by  the  town,  was

Mr.  IJick- 
nell.says  (page  156)  the  eailest  notice  ot 
schools  in  the  IMyniouth  Records  is  in 
1663.  Providence  was  settled  in  1636;  in 
Maj,  1663,  land  was  provided  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  school.  Now  how  far 
behind  the  surrounding  colonies  was 
Rhode  Island?

It  -was  written  by  the  Rev.  Au- 
gustus Woodbury,  chaplain  of  the  First 
Rhode  Island  Regiment,  in  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  and  relates  wholly  to  that 
corps.  The  unnamed  characters  are  Col. 
Burnside,  and  Gov.  William  Sprague,  and 
Lieut.  Prescott,  and  otiier  well  known 
men.  Coming  thus,  written  by  a  :nan 
fresh  from  the  field  of  the  llrst  battle,  this 
now  rare  Tract  utters  many  a  truth  ot 
absolute,  necessity  to  an  understanding  of 
the  history  of  those  days.  Moreover  it  is 
a  delightful  memorial  of  one  of  the  finest 
coips  of  citizen  so'diers  that  ever  went 
forth  to  the  defence  of  a  nation."  Twen- 
ty-two of  these  copies  are  for  sale  at  61-50 
each.

But  aside  from  joking,  this  book  i.^ 
really- clever,  and  is  capable  of  giving  you 
a  broad  field  of  fresh  pleasure,  and  it  may 
be  possibly  of  practical  use.  Book  Noti> 
is  not  sufficiently  well  versed  in  the  princi' 
pie  of  Graphology  to  express  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  it  comes  within  the  laws  of 
an  exact  science  or  not, but  Book  Notes  i> 
quite  certain  that  it  is  sufiic'ently  curious 
to  be  \try  entertaining.

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It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  Book 
Notes  reproduces  this  silhoucte  of  Betsey 
Williams,  the  woman  to  whom  the  people 
of  Providence  are  indebted  tor  the  site  of 
the  magnificent  Roger  Williams  Park. 
This  silhouette  is  the  property  of  Mrs. 
Isabella  [Potter]  Tweed.  It  was  cut  in 
IVovidence  about  1S30,  and  given  by  Bet- 
sey Williatns  to  a  cousin,  Maria  [Williams] 
Cole,  who  was  a  dauglitcr  of  Esek  Wil- 
'iams.  It  was  given  to  her  at  the  time 
of"  the  riots  at  Olney's  lane,  Mrs.  Cole 
^eing  on  a  visit  here.  Mrs.  Tweed,  to 
^vhom  Mrs.  Cole  gave  it,  remembers  Bet- 
sey Williams  very  well,  and  describes  her 
^s  having  a  fair  complexion,  with  a  luxu- 
riant growth  of  very  dark  red  hair. 


"Men's  evil  manners  live  in  brass  :  their 
virtues  W3  write  iii  water." 

My  excellent  friend  Mr.  James  Bartlet, 
Jr..  who  keeps  the  records  of  my  com- 
mercial credit,  exclaims  to  me  in  a  tone 
of  deprecating  commiseration,  '*  What  is 
the  use  of  your  fighting  the  whole  State 
of  Rhode  Island?"  In  truth,  my  excellent 
friend  is  a  foreigner,  who  having  but  re- 
cently arrived  in  the  country,  and  with 
no  intention  of  permanently  remaining, 
has  not  yet  discovered  how  infmitessi- 
mally  small  Rhode  Island  is.  Another 
excellent  friend.  Dr.  Franklin  Clark, 
made  a  similar  remark,  but  not  in  a  simi- 
lar tone,  thus,  "What  can  you  hope  to 
gain  fighting  10,000  men?"  Verily,  these 
gentleinen  look  upon  me  as 

•■  half  Mithridates  and  half  Trissolin, 
bearing  up  against  a  world  in  arms." 
They  forget  that  odds  in  numbers  in 
such  conflicts  do  not  count.  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  one  of  his  debates  with  Mr. 
Douglas  puts  the  case  clearly:  "With 
public  sentiment  on  its  side  everything 
succeeds;  with  public  sentiment  against 
it,  nothing  succeeds."  In  this  cpse  pub- 
lic sentiment  is  whollv  with  me;  an  ir;di- 
vit.ii'.al  cannot  be  found  who  is  not  with 
me  .  c\-en  the  filthy  mill  owner  himself 
has  been  driven  to  drinking  spring  waters, 
while  he  is  paying  for  the  **  Pawtuxet  " 
which  he  pollutes. 

It    is    now    exactly  ten    months    since 
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Book  Notes  opened  its  ^var  upon  this 
infamous  outrage.  I>et  mc  set  fortli  what 
has  been  accomplished.  Protound  apathy 
had  settled  upon  the  jieopic  of  the  city; 
they  drank  Avhat  thej  did  tlirough  igno- 
rance, kept  in  secrecy  bv  the  city  autliori- 
ties,  tlie  horrible  condition  of  the  water 
was  never  made  known  to  us.  On  the 
12th  of  September.  1S92,  Book  Notes 
published  its  first  article,  and  lor  four 
months  continued  its  assaults  inces- 
santly, and  this  is  what  followed.  The 
Stale  Board  of  Health  sent  out  a  com- 
mission, secretly,  to  investigate.  The 
report  received  by  the  Board  was  so  appa-  \ 
rently  incredible  that  the  "  Board  in  a 
bodj' "  made  a  personal  examination, 
confirming  in  every  respect  the  "report  of 
its  commission,  and  at  once  supplying 
itself  with  spring  water  at  the  cost  of  the 
State.  The  City  Department  ot  Public 
Works  made  its  — th  examination,  the 
report  of  which  was  not  like  all  those 
which  had  preceded  it,  to  be  filed  away 
in  the  secret  archive^  of  the  department^ 
but  was  printed  and  sowed  broadcast 
among  the  people.  The  department  was 
forced  to  show  the  nastiness  of  the  water 
which  it  brought  to  us.  Then  followed 
the  usual  cry  by  those  in  authority  for 
more  legislation,  having  made  no  attempt 
to  enforce  the  legislation  already  existing. 
For  the  purpose  of  amusing  the  people 
wih  the  hope  that  something  was  to  be 
done,  the  City  Solicitor.  Colonel  ^'an 
Slyck,  was  sent  to  the  General  Assembly 
for  new  and  more  stringent  laws.  The 
entire  winter  was  wasted  in  the  pursuit  of 
nothing  by  Col.  Van  Slyck  in  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly.  This  amiable  lawyer  is 
now  dead,  but  living  then,  he  went  before 
the  Assembly,  paid  by  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence to  plead  for  a  statute  to  prevent  the 
pollution  of  streams  of  running  fresh 
water,  and  also  paid  by  the  Newport 
Water  Works  to  oppose  the  enactiuL''  of 
such  a  statute.  Employed  by  the  plain- 
tifif  in  the  case,  the  City  Solicitor  ac- 
cepted    the    fee    of     a    defendant      also. 


Under  such  circumstances  it  is  not  strange 
that  Coloi.el  Van  Slyck  failed  to  con- 
vince the  General  Assembly  of  the  neces- 
sity for  action,  notwithstandinif  that 
body  acknowledged    the  ficCt  of  pollution. 

This  movement  was  not  however  lack- 
ing in  two  signal  advantages, — first,  in 
the  extraordinary  (even  inhuman)  atti- 
tude of  the  people  dwelling  along  the 
banks  of  the  Pawtuxet  river;— and,  sec- 
ondly, in  the  extraordinary  action  ot  the 
General  Assembly  itself.  The  latter  was 
simply  a  farce,  precipitated  in  the  last 
hours  of  the  session,  without  reason, 
utterly  senseless,  but  forced,  as  the  men 
who  led  the  Assembly  felt,  by  an  irresis- 
tible public  sentiment.  The  General 
Assembly  had  given  to  private  corpora- 
tions vast  franchises  in  the  public  high- 
ways of  the  city  in  spite  of  the  protests  of 
the  vast  body  of  substantial  citizens.  It 
did  not  dare  face  its  constituents  upon 
such  an  issue  without  at  least  a  show  of 
doing  something,  and  so  it  made  this 
show  of  collateral  sewers.  In  mentioning 
these  matters  Book  Notes  must  not  show 
discourtesy  by  the  omision  of  a  compli- 
ment due  to  the  Honorable  Ellery  II- 
Wilson,  chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Com" 
mittee  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
before  whom  these  matters  came,  and 
who  delivered  himself  in  these  words,  it 
the  report  m  the  Providence  yonrnal'x'^ 
to  be  trusted  :  *'  There  is  no  doubt  the 
water  of  the  city  of  Providence  is  being 
polluted,  and  there  is  no  doubt  the  city 
wants  purer  water;  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee [one  member  of  which  was  oi 
counsel  for  one  ot  the  worst  polluters] 
thinks  there  is  law  enough  already  exist- 
ing; but  there  are  certain  prescripiii'c 
rights  to  pollute  the  rix'er  in  existence,  and 
these  rii^hts  cannot  be  abro^'ated.'" — (Jour- 
nal, May  21,  1S92.) 

It  is  the  misfortune  ot  certain  individu- 
als to  be  born  at  an  unfortunate  epocli- 
Such  an  individual  was  Mr.  Justice  Story, 
of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court.  He  died  in 
1S45,  i"  t'^e  fulness  of  honor  for  the    vast 
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knowledge  lie  had  acquired,  the  profound 
legal  research  he  had  pursued,  and  the 
judicial  fairness  of  the  decisions  which  he 
had  rendered.  Poor,  benighted  genera- 
tion, and  alas,  poor  Judge  Stor v  !  in  the 
feebleness  of  his  intellectual  impotency 
he  had  made  a  decree  in  these  words  : 

'*  Prima  facie  every  proprietor  upon 
each  bank  of  a  river  is  entitled  to  ihe  land 
covered  with  water  in  front  of  his  bank  to 
the  middle  thread  of  the  stream,  or  as  is 
commonly  expressed,  usque  filuvi  a  quce. 
^  In  virtue  of  this  ownership  he  has  a  right 
to  the  use  of  the  water  flowing  over  it  in 
its  natural  current  without  diminution  or 
obstruction;  but  strictly  speaking  he  has 
no  property  in  the  water  itself,  but  a  sim- 
ple sufficit  while  it  passes  along;  the 
consequence  of  this  piinciple  is,  that  no 
proprietor  has  the  right  to  use  the  water 
to  the  prejudice  of  another." 

The  consequence  of  this  decree,  which 
still  stands  in  the  records  of  this  court,  is 
that  there  being  no  such  thing  as  an  origi- 
nal right  to  pollute,  there  can  follow  no 
8uch  thing  as  a  vested  or  prescriptive 
right  to  continue  to  pollute.  It  seems 
clear  and  all  correct,  but  a'as  for  poor 
Story,  the  Honorable  Ellery  Wilson  had 
not  then  spoken.  In  such  a  case  who  is 
supposed  to  know  the  law  best,  the  wise 
legislator,  like  Wilson,  who  makes  laws, 
or  the  simple-minded  expounder  of  the 
law,  like  Story } 

The  most  serious  question  i:i  1S42  was 
the  destruction  of  the  assumption  of  Judi- 
cial power  by  the  General  Assembly.  So 
far  as  that  body  is  concerned  that  power 
was  destroyed;  but  now  here  comes  a 
mere  committee  of  that  body  and  makes  a 
decree  in  equity  with  all  the  coolness  of 
the  lull  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court, 

The  other  extraordinary  outcome  of 
this  going  before  the  General  Assembly 
to  which  I  have  alluded,  was  the  airing 
which  the  dwellers  along  the  banks  of  the 
river  gave  to  their  inhuman  nastiness. 
Fortunately  we  have  nothing  comparable 
to  it  in  the  annals  of   Rhode  Island;  and 


fortunatelv  this  illustration  was  led  by 
alien  citizens.  One  of  these  citizens 
Book  Notes  lowered  itself  sufficiently  to 
mention  in  an  article  entitled  "  Mr.  D.  M. 
Tfiompson's  Knight-soil,"  Feb.  27,  1S92. 
The  next  citizen  in  order  following  Mr. 
Thompson  at  that  hearing  was  Mr.  Robert 
Reoch.  This  gentleman  had  the  extra- 
ordinary felicity  of  representing  one  of 
the  largest  polluting  mills,  while  he  was 
himself  (but  not  necessarily)  one  of  the 
nastiest  of  polluters,  and  at  the  same  time 
he  was  addressing  as  one  member  of  the 
juiiiciary  committee,  an  attorney  in  his 
employment  and  under  his  pay,  but  not 
in  this  mutter.     Him  would  I  honor. 

This  ancient  irate  alien  is  puzzled  first 
to  know  why  the  waters  of  the  "  Paw- 
tuxet "  which  were  so  pure  when  first 
taken  are  so  iinpure  now  .-*  He  seems  to 
have  forgotten  that  he  now  daily  adds  the 
contents  of  his  family  privy  vaults  to  it. 
The  secrecy  with  which  Dr.  J.  B.  Cha- 
pin's  terrible  report  of  1S72  has  been 
guarded  has  kept  Mr. Reoch  from  a  know- 
ledge of  what  we  knew  the  condition  of 
the  water  then  was.  Other  people  have 
learned  something  about  the  analysis 
of  water  wicliin  the  last  ten  years,  but 
Mr.  Reoch  seems  to  have  learned  nothing. 
The  discovery  of  the  fatal  micrcbe 
changes  the  whole  legal  aspect  of  his 
case.  Among  other  curious  things  dis- 
covered by  Mi.  Reoch  is  the  increase  of 
liu-  flow  of  waLer  in  dry  seasons;  and  he 
finds  that  by  some  occult  law  of  inverse 
proportion,  the  more  the  city  does  to 
prevent  pollution  the  more  pollution  in- 
creases ;  and  then  he  argues  against  the 
justice  of  the  claim  of  the  city,  because 
the  city  turns  its  own  sewage  into  the  salt 
tide  wate-s  of  the  Providence  river,  "  a 
privilege  which  we  (Reoch  and  his  em- 
plovers)  have  enjoyed  on  the  banks  of  the 
Pawtuxct  troin  tiine  immemorial  and 
which  the  city  seeks  to  deprive  us  otV' 
Precisely  how  these  people  emptied  their 
sewage  into  the  tide  waters  of  Providence 
river  Mr.  Reoch  does  not    inform  us;  and 
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if  they  do,  why  the  city  \vislics  to  stop 
them  from  doing  so  Mr.  Reoch  does 
not  tell  us.  Then  continues  the  citizen  : 
"  We  f/iusf  have  our  drainage  go  into  the 
Pawtuxet.  (and  if  we  are  prevented,)  it 
means  destruction  of  our  healths,  our 
homes,  and  our  business  interests."  He 
does  not  inform  us  how  our  healths  will 
be  improved  by  drinking  the  contents  of 
his  privy.  I5ut  now  he  comes  with  this 
luminous  proposition:  "Had  the  city 
first  used  this  water,  and  obtained  charter 
rights  to  prevent  its  pollution,''  iS:c.  Mr. 
Reoch  came  late  into  this  land,  neverthe- 
less he  assumes  to  lay  down  for  us  both 
the  law  and  the  history  of  the  case. 
But  look  at  his  nonsense.  "  Had  the  city 
first  used  this  water."  The  town  first  did 
use  this  water,  two  hundred  years  before 
Mr.  Reoch  ever  saw  it;  "  ai^d  obtained 
charter  rights  to  prevent  pollution."  Look 
at  such  a  proposition!  admit  it  and  by  a 
parity  of  reasoning  I  am  entitled  to  the 
converse  of  the  proposition.  If  the  city 
must  have  charter  rights  to  prevent  pol- 
lution, the  mills  must  have  charter  rights 
to  pollute.  When  and  where  did  they  get 
such  rights.''  and  where  exists  the  power 
to  grant  the  right  to  pollute  a  running 
stream.?  A  vested  right  to  pollute  is 
based  wholly  on  an  original  wrong.  Is 
an  indictment  for  stealing  to  be  met  with 
the  plea  that  one's  ancestors  were  thieves 
from  way-back.' 

By  the  deed  of  1636  Roger  U'iiliams  be- 
came the  first  English  riparian  owner  at 
Pettaconsett ;  by  the  deed  of  163S  he  trans- 
ferred this  right  to  the  ownership  of  the 
town  of  Providence,  or  to  the  men  who 
formed  the  town  ;  the  confirmation  deeds 
of  1659  and  1C60  extended  the  riparian 
ownership  of  the  town  of  Providence  on 
thi>  river  to  its  very  source,  along  both 
banks,  save  only  where  Gorton  and  his 
friends  had  bought  in  1642;  but  llie  War. 
wick  purchase,  bought  six  years  after  Pet- 
taconsett, was  subject  to  whatever  riparian 
rights  the  town  acquired  at  that  bi)Ot. 
That  is  history,  and  it  is  law.     Now   who 


has  priority  of  right,  the  town,  or  the 
mill-owners  who  must  trace  their  verv 
titles  back  to  the  town  .''  Did  the  town  scii 
the  right  to  pollute .' 

We  read  in  the  history  of  Ireland  the 
tale  of  Wat  Reoch,  arigUcc  Walter  ihe 
Rough,  who  dwelt  in  the  county  Wexlbrci^ 
and  had  a  pleasing  fancy  of  lashing  hi* 
enemies  to  a  stake  in  a  rising  tide,  and 
watching  their  struggles  in  thus  dying  bv 
inches.  The  worthy  Robert  comes  into 
the  country,  emulating  the  whims  of  his 
ancestors  in  the  use  of  water  as  the  vehic'e 
for  the  extirmination  of  his  enemies. 

The  latest  report  of  Mr.  Butterworth, 
the  Inspector,  shows  no  falling  off  in  the 
tons  of  human  fieces  at  the  Natick  mill. 
The  owners,  Messrs.  B.  B.  &  R.  Knight, 
still  daily  gather  the  droppings  of  2,000 
hands  in  one  mass  and  throws  it  into  the 
water  which  the  people  of  Providence 
are  forced  to  drink;  and  no  legal  at- 
tempt has  been  made  on  the  part  of  those 
who  administer  the  city  government  to 
stop  the    outrage. 

Look  at  them  in  the  streets,  these 
Knights,  dressed  in  the  garb  of  gentle- 
men, every  day  perform  an  act  toward> 
their  fellows  which  no  beast  of  the  fore>t 
or  the  field  would  do  towards  its  fellow, 
and  yet  w^e  treat  them  courteously. 

In  closing  this  paper  I  cannot  fail  to 
call  attention  to  the  following  paragraphs 
from  the  latest  report  ot  the  Superinten- 
dent of  lic.iith,  Dr.    Chapin,  made  to    the 


"  It  is  true  that  not  quite  so  much  hu- 
man foices  gets  into  the  river  as  has  at 
certain  times  in  the  past,  but  it  is  also 
true  that  a  considerable  amount  is  dis- 
charged daily  into  the  Pawtuxet  river. 
and  that  the  ciiizens  of  this  city  2''«^ 
obliged  to  drink  it  in  the  water  sold  then- 
by  the  municipal  government." 

"  Even  if  analysis  should  show  that  li"-' 
Pawtuxet  water  is  to-day  chemically  pu'=^ 
and  free  from  micro-orLranisms  vet  I  knO'-» 
that  human  feces  will  fall  into  it  to- 
morrow, I  should  say  emphatically  li-"' 
it  is  unsafe  to  drink  it." 

Thousands  of  citizens  forced  by  the  cii^ 
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to  pay  tor  water  which  thej  cannot  drink, 
are  now  drinking  water  brought  to  them 
from  the  numerous  springs  surrounding 
the  city.  A  new  industry  has  been  de- 
veloped fiivins:  profitable  occupation  to 
hundreds  of  people— the  selling  of  drink- 
ing water.  A  penny  a  glass  is  the  price 
demanded  about  the  streets,  and  larger 
sums  for  weekly  supplies.  Such  is  the 
report  of  the  condition  after  ten  months 
of  agitation. 

The  Pawtucket  Times  has  an  exceed- 
ingly adroit  way  ot  saying  that  there  are 
no  honest  plumbers  in  the  world.  This  is 
the  way  it  said  it.  •'  There  should  be  left 
a  place  and  an  opportunity  for  the  honest 
plumber,"  The  existence  of  a  "tiling" 
presupposes  a  ''  place." 


In  the  matter  of  Tarifl' it  is  really  re 
freshing  to  see  the  '"youmar''  squirm. 
T\\e.**yoiiynar'  is  Free  Trade  for  what 
its  owners  buy,  and  Protective  Tariff  for 
what  its  owners  sell. 


On  the  9th  ot  September,  1891.  there 
was  dedicated  at  Swansea,  a  town  just  be- 
yond the  borders  of  Rhode  Island,  in 
Massachusetts,  a  Town  Hall.

It  is  from 
necessity  concise,  but  this  conciseness 
adds  to  its  value.  The  ok!  town  was  in 
colonial  days  the  occasional  scene  of  stir- 
ring events,  especially  in  connection  with 
the  Indian  wars.  The  problem  of  reli 
gious  liberty  here  took  form  and  received 
a  healthy  infusion  of  blood.  Mr.  Bravton 
wastes  no  rhetoric  in  his  mention  of  these 
things,  holding  firnily  to  the  direct  busi- 
ness methods  which  have  dominated  his 
life.  His  address  is  an  excellent  niodel 
in  the  simplicity  and  directness  with 
which  it  was  uttered.

Mr.  Sidney  S.  Rider,  the  -.vell-kr.ou  n 
Bookseller  and  publisher  of  Book  Notks, 
usually  knows  what  lie  is  writing  about 
The  Boston  Globe,  which  savs  his  mind 
is  a  cyclopedia  for  everything  connected 
with  Rhode  I:<land,"  hardly  praises  him 
to  highley. — Jvhodc  Island  Democrat. 
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Book  Notks  comes  again  to  the  subject 
ot  the  "  Pawtuxet "  and  to  the  results 
which  followed  the  agitation  of  the  ques- 
tion which  itself  began.  It  is  necessarv 
in  consequence  of  the  nature  of  this  paper 
to  come  once  more  to  mention  tne  names 
of  Mr.  D.  M.  Thompson,  mill  engineer 
for  the  Knights,  and  Mr.  Robert  Reoch, 
inanager  of  the  Clyde  Print  Works,  not 
trom  any  prominence  of  these  men,  but 
because  thej  thrust  themselves  forward, 
or  were  thrust  forward  by  others,  in  the 
disgraceful  meeting  ot  the  pollutors  of  the 
river,  held  at  River  Point,  Feb.  9,  1S92. 
What  these  men  then  said  was  accepted  by 
the,  meeting  as  "  its  sense."  That  is  all 
that  gives  them  prominence.  Mr.  D,  M. 
Thompson  is  mill  engineer  of  the  Knights. 
The  Knights  own  the  Natick  mills, 
and  there  daily  gather  and  throw  into 
the  stream  the  droppings  of  2,000  hand:. 
Mr.  Thompson  said  with  reference  to  the 
law  to  purify  all  running  streams  :  "The 
situation  is  one  of  vital  importance  as  af- 
fecting the  healthful  conditions,  the  value 
ot  property,  and  other  material  forces  of 
the  Pawtuxet  valley;  *  *  it  threatens 
the  infrincrement  of  vested  rights  which 
you  have  held  to  be  sacred  even  as } 
against  the  power  of  legislation,"— to  j 
wit  ,  the  right  to  throw  human  f;vjces  into  I 
a  running  stream  of  water  used  for  do-  , 
mestic  purposes.  At  the  very  moment  j 
when  Mr.  Thompson   spoke    these  words  I 


he  was  superintending  for  the  Knights 
the  reconstruction  of  the  old  mill  at  River 
Point,  now  christened  the  "Royal."  Mr. 
Butterworth  in  his  report  concerning  this 
"Royal"  mill  says  :  "The  privies  in  use 
were  fitted  with  tight  vaults  with  boxes 
under  them  on  wheels  in  first  rate  order." 
In  other  words,  at  this  mill  the  Knights 
kept  all  filth  out  of  the  river,  without  re- 
gard to  their  vested  rights  which  no  legis- 
lation could  take  awa^'.  At  this  point, 
also,  the  Knights  gathered  6,000  bales  o' 
cotton,  which  a  fire  tumbled  scorching 
into  the  fields-  Was  this  cotton  to  be 
inade  into  cloth  in  the  lace  of  the  ruin  of 
"material  forces"  which  Mr.  Thompson 
predicted.'*  and  was  the  vast  outlay  ot 
money  made  here  by  the  Knights,  under 
the  engineering  of  this  Thompson,  made 
in  the  teeth  of  Mr.  Thompson's  declara- 
tion that  the  value  of  property  would  be 
endangered  Linless  the  owners  could 
throw  excrement  into  the  stream.'  It 
most  certainly  was.  Now  how  can  Mr. 
Thompson  make  his  work  at  the  "Royal* 
mill  keep  tally  with  his  words. ^ 

Mr.  Robert  Reoch  said,  concerning  the 
law  proposed  to  keep  filth  out  of  the 
river,  "  It  means  the  destruction  of  our 
health,  homes,  and  business  interests." — 
(Prov.  Jour.  Feb.  11,  '92.)  This  indi- 
vidual is  the  manager  of  the  Clyde  Print 
Works,  concerning  which  Mr,  Butter- 
worth  says:  "  The  privies  at  these  works 
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are  in  good  order,  ♦  *  the  dregs  from 
the  blue  dyes  are  dumped  into  a  basin 
which  has  no  outlet  into  the  river."  All 
human  fajces  are  kept  out  of  the  river  in 
spite  of  the  "destruction  ot  business  in 
terests  and  of  healths,"  and  the  Clyde 
Works  have  an  "apparent"  prosperity. 
If  these  men  spoke  the  words  of  truth, 
sickness  and  death  must  fall  upon  River 
Point;  the  wheels  of  the  mills  run  with 
pure  water  will  result  only  in  commercial 
ruin;  bank  accounts  will  wither  and  de- 
cay ;  the  fields  (if  fertilized)  will  be  no  lon- 
ger Greene,  and  everlasting  Knight  will 
settle  over  this  charming  valley. 

It  is  re-assuring  to  observe  what  some 
whole-souled  mill  owners  have  done.  Let 
me  recapitulate,  but  only  among  the 
larger  owners,  the  authority  being  Mr. 
Butterworth's  report  of  January  21,  1892, 
and  the  abstract  of  his  subsequent  report 
published  in  the  Jouriud  of  May  26  : 

Hope  Manufacturing  Company, — God- 
dard  Brothers.  "  The  privies  at  the  mill 
and  tenement  houses  are  in  good  order;" 
and  Book  Notes  adds,  that  this  company 
have  recently  hired  tenements  for  their 
help  in  order  to  remove  them  further  from 
the  stream,  until  new  houses  more  remote 
could  be  built.  Sickness  and  death  and 
financial  ruin,  a  la  Thompson  and  Reoch, 
have  not  yet  fallen  upon  the  place. 

Arkwright  mill  and  the  Harris  Manu- 
facturing Company.  "  The  privy  at- 
tached to  the  mill  is  in  good  order."  *  * 
'*  These  premises  are  kept  in  verv  good 
order."  At  last  accounts  these  mills 
were  running  in  spite  of  "  commercial 
ruin." 

Phenix  Company— Goddard  Brothers. 
**  The  mill  privies  are  secure  and  in  good 
order,"  and  the  mortality  list  is  not  in- 
creased. 

Enos  Lapham's  Cotton  Mill.  "  The 
privies  attached  to  this  mill  are  in  good 
order,"  and  still  the  owner  lives,  and 
grows  apparently  bigger  and  bigger  day 
by  day. 

Qiiidnick  Mills.     "  The    privies  at    the 


mills  are  in  good  order,  and  no  filth  from 
them  can  get  into  the  river,"  and  the 
help,  and  thcowners,  still  live,  thin  to  be 
sure,  but  live. 

Coventry  Com[)any — Hon.  Royal  C. 
Taft.  "/rhe  privy  at  this  mill  has  a  tub 
on  wheels  to  catch  night-soil  and  is  in 
order." 

It  need  not  be  told  to  my  Rhode  Island 
readers,  that  these  mills  are  among  tiic 
best  managed  and  most  profitable  to  their 
owners  in  this  State.  Healths  and  homes 
are  secure,  investments  and  property 
safe,  in  spite  of  the  direful  predictions  of 
Messrs.  Thompson  and  Reoch. 

What  is  to  prevent  every  mill  owner 
upon  the  stream  from  dying  just  what 
these  gentlemen  have  done.'  Use  but  not 
abuse  the  "Pawtuxet." 

One  thing  is  clear; — water  for  drinking 
to  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  people 
dwelling  in  cities,  musf  come  from  run- 
ning streams.  If  men  are  to  be  permitted 
to  wantonly  poison  them,  simply  to  make 
money  (as  they  think  they  will)  a  little 
faster,  ruin  must  fall  upon  the  people, 
and  the  chief  use  for  the  cloth  which  the 
polluter  makes  will  be  winding  sheets  tor 
the  people  whom  he  kills. 

See  what  these  mill-owners  did  with  the 
Woonasquatucket  and  the  Moshassuckl 
turned  them  into  disgusting  sevvers  !  made 
a  cess-pool  of  the  magnificent  "  Cove." 
which  the  city  of  Providence  spent  so 
much  mone\  to  preserve,  and  which  it 
has  now  in  a  spirit  of  utter  lolly  filled 
with  earth. 

A  vested  right  to  pollute  did  not  save 
the  Richmond  Print  Works  from  ruin  and 
decay,  but  it  helped  the  company  mightily 
in  ruining  the  Cove,  and  then  Mr.  Reoch 
accuses  the  city  of  injustice,  probably  be- 
cause it  did  not  do  what  these  mill 
owners  did. 

The  law  in  this  case  seems  to  be  so  lit- 
tle understood  that  Booic  Notes  asks  no 
apology  for  restating  it  as  it  stands  in 
Rhode  Island,  as  illustrated  in  the  Rich- 
mond case,  and  as  it  applies  to  the  Natick 
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mill.  The  scope  of  the  decision  in  the 
Richmond  Manufacturing  Co.'s  case  is 
far-reaching.  It  was  made  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Rhode  Island,  and  covers 
the  Natick  mills  defi'ements  completely 
and  perfectly. 

The  Delaine  mill  was  built  in   1S51,  the 
suit  was  brought  in  1S71 ;    hence    the    De- 
laine Company  had  lor  twenty  years  been 
riparian     proprietors.       The     Richmond 
Co.'s  works  had  been  built    in    1S3S.     An 
injunction  issued  against  the  Delaine  Co. 
Tlie  opinion  of  the  court   says,    (10  R.    I. 
Rep.    p.     Ill,)    *•  The    principles    of   law 
which  govern  this  case    are    well    settled; 
liparian     proprietors,    mill    owners    and 
others,  have  no  right  to  render  the  water 
of  a    stream    unwholesome    or    ofYensive." 
The  opinion  cites  the  case,    Holsman    vs. 
Boiling  Spring  Dyeing    Co.,    and    adopts 
as  its  own  opinion  portions  of  the  opinion 
of  Chancellor    Green    in    that  case.     The 
Chancellor    sa_\s,    "  Where    the    nuisance 
operates  to  destroy  health,  or  to  diminish 
the  comfort  of  a    dwelling,    an    action    at 
law  furnishes    no    adequate    remedy,    and 
the  party  injured  is  entitled  to  an    injunc- 
tion."—(14  N.  J.    Eq.    Rep.    p.    343.)     In 
this  Holsman  case  the  defendants  showed 
as  against  the  plaintifi',    that    their   works 
had    been    used    as    a  fulling  and    dyeing 
mill  for  more    than    twenty   years    before 
Holsman  bought    the    land    en    which   he 
built  his  house.     This  plea  did  not    avail. 
The  court  held  on  this  point  that   the   de- 
fendants could  "acquire  no  right  by  pre- 
scription  until    they    show    that   the    acts 
which  are  claimed    to   constitute    the   ad- 
verse user  injured  the   complainants,    and 
gave  to  them,    or    to   those    under   whom 
they  claimed  title,  a  right  of   action;    ihe 
very  ground  of  title  by  adverse  enjoyment 
is  that  the  party  against  whom  it  is  se:  up 
has  so  long  permitted  the  adverse   enjoy- 
ment and  failed  to  vindicate  his  rights,  so 
that  the  presumption  of  a  grant  is    raised. 
But  there  can    be    no    such    presumption, 
and  consequently  no  title  by   adverse   en- 
joyment where  no  violation  of  a    right    is 
shown." — (14  N.  J.  Eq.  Rep.  p.  345)  The 
same    point   is    further   entorced    in     the 
same  opinion  thus:     "An  action  brought 
for    ovei flowing    the    plaintitT's    land     by 
back-water  iVom  the  defendant's  mill  dam, 
it  established  no    title    by    adver.se    enjoy- 
ment to  prove    that    the   defendant's    mill 
had  been  in  existence  over   twenty   years, 
or  that  the  dam  has  been  in  existence   for 
that   deriod.     The    question    is    not    how 
high  the  dam  is,  but  how  high   the   water 


has  been  heiJ,  and  whether  it  has  been 
held  for  twenty  years  so  high  as  to  aifcct 
the  lands  of  the  plaintilTas  injuriously  as 
it  did  at  the  time  of  the  action  brought." 
—  (14  N.  J.  Eq.  Rep.  345.) — (See  Book 
Notes,  Oct.  24,   1S91.) 

Such  being  the  law  in  the  case,  can 
these  Knights  show  that  at  the  Natick 
mills  there  has  been  no  increase  in  the 
amounts  of  their  deposits  of  human  freces  ? 
It  is  notorious  that  since  their  getting 
possession  of  this  property  the  mill  has 
been  quadrupled  in  size.  Where  they 
were  depositing  the  droppings  of  500  men 
they  now  deposit  the  dropping  of  2000. 
Are      "prescriptive    rights"   elastic.'* 


The  Conversati'ous  ivith  Carlyle,  by  Sir 
Charles  Gavan  Duffy,  recently  re-pub- 
lished by  Charles  Scribner's  Sons,  is  an 
admirable  book  in  several  rcKpects,  but  it 
is -especially  welcome  for  the  charming 
lights  which  it  throws  upon  the  characters 
of  both  Carlyle  and  Jane,  his  wife.  One 
would  hardly  suppose  from  the  reading 
of  this  Sir  Duffy  correspondence,  that  his 
correspondent  was  the  same  Janr  Welsh 
Carlyle,  about  whom  Mr.  Froude  told  us. 


Mr.  Rider  has  just  published  a  pamphlet 
which  should  be  of  the  greatest  interest 
to  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Pro- 
vidence,and  throughout  the  whole  State  of 
Rhode  Island.  It  is  a  collection  of  recent 
decisions  cf  courts  upon  the  point  whether 
a  city  council,  or  a  town  council,  or  the 
General  Assembly,  can  grant  new  bur- 
dens upon  streets  or  highways  already 
covered  by  an  easement.  For  instance, 
the  granting  to  a  telegraph  company  the 
privilege  of  setting  poles  in  the  highways 
is  declared  by  the  courts  to  be  not  within 
the  powers  of  councils  or  legislatures.  It 
is  (to  take  a  clause  from  the  pamphlet 
itself)  "  casting  an  additional  burden  on 
land  already  subject  to  an  easement; 
constructing  a  telegraph  line  along  the 
right  of  way  of  a  railroad  company,  is  as 
much  a  taking  for  a  public  use  as  was  the 
taking  of  it  for  the  original  easement,  and 
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courts  of  equity  have  jurisdiction  to  pre- 
vent it,  hy  injunction,  until  compensa- 
tion is  paid  or  tendered."  It  behooves 
men  to  give  attention  to  this  matter,  and 
Mr.  Rider  will  gi\e,  without  charge,  tins 
pamphlet  to  all  real  estate  owners  who 
wish  it.

It  was  a  etrange  idea  that  our  ancestors 
had  touching  the  laws  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  laws,  to  wit.  :  the  people 
being  English,  and  understanding  gene- 
rally only  the  English  language,  the  law 
and  the  forms  thereof  were  written  in 
French,  and  old  French  at  that,  to  tlie 
end  that  the  common  people  could  not 
understand,  and  thus  bftcome  fan.iliar 
with  the  terms  of  the  first  or  tlie  ad- 
ministration of  the  last.     Our  wise  ances- 


tors having  thus  taken  cHective  means  to 
prevent  people  from  understanding  wh.d 
was  law,  wisely  enacted  this  legal  maxim: 
lienor (171  tin  Icg^is  7icjnincjn  cxcnsat,  (igno- 
rance of  the  law  excuses  nobody.)  In  161-5 
a  learned  Englishman  Sir  Hen.  Finch 
published  a  book  with  this  title :  No- 
inotccJtnia:  cest  a  sc avoir  un  descn'ption 
del  €0711  in  OH  Leys  d^  jhi^lelcri-e  soloii  que 
Ics  rules  de  V  Art.  It  was  a  serious  at- 
tempt to  reduce  the  common  law  into  a 
system.  Chancellor  Kent  speaks  of  it, 
§509,  citing  Sir  William  Blackstone  in 
support,  "  as  being  in  method  greatly 
superior  to  any  of  the  treatises  then  ex- 
tant; his  text  is  weighty,  concise,  and 
nervous,  and  his  illustrations  apposite, 
clear,  and  authentic."  When  Blackstone 
wrote  his  "  Commentaries,"  he  incorpo- 
rated into  them  all  of  Finch's  little  trea- 
tise which  could  then  be  made  available 
in  actual  practice;  the  abolition  of  feuda! 
tenures  and  the  substitution  of  the  lee 
simple  had  rendered  large  portions  oi 
Finch's  book  obsolete.  Subsequently  to 
his  first  publication.  Sir  Henry  made  an 
English  translation,  in  the  preface  to 
which  he  makes  this  apology  :  '*  To  im- 
part good  is  to  improve  it,  which  was  0110 
cause  of  the  translation  of  this  book;  vi-'- 
is  it  not  thereby  made  so  facile  as  to  de- 
scend to  vulgar  capacities.^  witnesse  thf 
very  phrase,  'the  terms  of  art'  excludin.; 
all  hope  of  accord  to  lay-conceited  opi'i- 
ions."  A  copy  of  this  English  translatioi: 
of  Sir  Henry's  book  came  recently  in!  ' 
Mr.  Rider's  hands  to  be  sold.  It  wa' 
printed  in  London  in  1661,  and  bears  0:. 
the  title  page  the  autograph  of  Thoni :'•> 
Ward,  A.  D.  173S.  Thomas  Ward  wa>  -^ 
son  of  Richard  Ward,  who  was  Govern.' 
of  Rhode  Island ;  he  was  a  brother  ^'■ 
Samuel  Ward,  the  great  opponent  <-■ 
Stephen  Hopkins,  and  he  was  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Cclony  from  1746  to  ij'"-' 
when  he  died.  It  was  his  practice  «t'' 
his  dut_v  to  draft  into  legal  form  the  I'l^"' 
!  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  ;i  ' 
stracts  only  being  considered  by  ti  •* 
body.  The  principles  laid  down  in  Find'  ' 
little  book  were  the  guiding  lines  for  .'*'I; 
Ward  in  his  construction  of  the  eari- 
Rhode  Island  statutes,  and  hence  its  '''' 
terest. 
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THE   BOOK    NOTES 

Providen-ce,  R.  I.,  AucjusT  13,    1S92, 


Theodore  Dehou  was  bom  at  Boston  in 
December  1776,  and  was  a  [graduate  from 
Harvard  University  in  1795.  lie  studied 
for  the  ministry  and  was  ordained  in 
1797.  and  became  rector  of  Trinty  ciiurch, 
Newport,  R.  I.,  in  the  same  year.  He 
remained  in  Newport  a  much  loved  pas- 
tor until  iSio,  when  by  the  advice  of 
his  physician  he  sought  a  milder  climate. 
He  was  invited  to  become  rector  of 
St.  Michael's  church,  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and  accepted  the  invitation  and  two  years 
later  in  181 2,  became  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  South  Carolina.  He  died  o{  yel- 
low fever  at  Charleston,  6th  August,  1S17, 
and  by  the  request  of  the  vestry  was 
buried  beneath  the  chancel  of  the  church. 
Mr.  William  Crafts  in  an  oration  before 
the  Harvard  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Sociefy  de- 
livered in  1817,  thus  alludes  to  Bishop 
Dehon's  resting  place :  "  The  sun 
shines  not  upon    his  grave  nor  is  it  wet 


with  the  morning  or  the  evening  dew, 
but  innocence  kneels  upon  it.  purity 
bathes  it  with  tears,  and  the  recollections 
of  the  sleeping  saint  mingle  with  the 
praises  of  the  living  God."  He  became  a 
Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  church  at  the 
early  age  of  thirty-six  years.  Soon  after 
his  death  a  collection  of  his  sermons,  in 
two  volumes,  was  published  by  Riving- 
tons,  at  London,  England,  passing  through 
three  editions  of  one  thousand  copies 
each;  an  abridgment  in  a  single  volume 
was  also  published  by  the  Rivingtons. 
In  1821  an  edition  of  his  sermons,  in  two 
volumes,  was  published  at  Charleston, 
S.  C.,  and  1856  a  second  American  edi- 
tion was  published  at  New  York.  There 
are  at  least  two  references  to  Rhode 
Island  or  to  Newport  in  these  sermons. 
The  first  is  in  the  sermon  delivered  on 
the  occasion  of  a  public  fast.  The 
second  is  an  allusion  to  Newport  in  a 
Thanksgiving  sermon,  which  a  foot- 
note informs  us  was  delivered  before 
1S09.  This  is  the  extract:  "We  live  in 
a  town  in  which  there  are  upwards  of 
seven  thousand  inhabitants  and  conse- 
quently man>  poor  and  some  rich,  and 
3et  we  behold  not  in  it  a  single  school 
free  to  the  children  of  all  classes  and  sup- 
po'-ted  by  common  consent."

THE  WORKS  OF  THE  EARL  OF 
CHESTERFIELD. 

It  is  a  singular  circumstance  that  two 
excellent  editions  of  the  works  of  Lord 
Chesterfield  should  have  appeared  simul- 
taneous]}', after  the  work  has  been  for  so 
many  jears  classed  among  the  scarce 
books  of  English  literature.  There  have 
been  accessible,  of  course,  editions  of 
Chesterfield's  Letters  to  his  Son,  in  poor 
t}  pe  and  on  poorer  paper,  but  these  were 
altogether  unfit  for  the  libraries  of  re- 
spectable men  or  women,  because  of  their 
expurgations.  I  say  men  or  women  ad- 
visedly, fur  the  reason  that  Chesterfield's 
Letters  are  usually  considered  as  litera 
ture  for  men.  I  cannot  see  why  a  book 
which  is  fit  for  a  man  should  not  also  be 
fit  for  a  woman.  I  am  almost  prepared 
to  say  that  it  is  not  only  the  privilege  but 
the  bounden  dtity  of  women  to  saidy 
Chesterfield,  and  thus  help  to  eliminate 
the  immorality,  not  only  from  Chester" 
field  but  from  actual  life  also.  Besides, 
it  can  do  no  harm  to  women  themselves 
to  read  the  books  which  men  have  con- 
sidered as  only  suitable  to  men.  It  is 
therefore  a  matter  of  congratulation  that 
after  sc  many  years  really  good  editions, 
at  an  abnormally  low  pi-ice,  are  now  ob- 
tainable. It  is  unnecessary  to  enter,  save 
in  a  most  general  way,  upon  the  ques- 
tions, who    was    Lord    Chesterfield.^  and 


what  did  he  write.?  Those  who  read  Book 
Notes  know  these  things.  The  Earl  of 
Chesterfield  was  Philip  Dormer  Stan- 
hope, born  in  1694.  He  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Commons  six  weeks 
before  he  was  twenty-one,  and  later  served 
the  King  as  privy  councillor,  ambassador 
to  Holland,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ire'and, 
and  principal  Secretary  of  State,  and  in 
many  other  positions.  He  died  in  his 
79th  year,  in  1773.  His  writings  consist 
chiefly  of  his  confidential  Letters  io  his 
son,  to  which  may  be  added  a  few  speech- 
es in  Parliament  a  few  essays,  some 
poeins,  and  a  lot  of  political  letters,  bur  it 
is  on  the  letters  to  his  son  that  Chester- 
field's literary  fame  mainly  rests.  The 
Letters  were  written  to  his  son.  who  \^as 
an  illegitimate  child  of  a  French  lady, 
Madame  Du  Bouchet.  to  whom  Chester- 
field left  by  will  £500  '*  for  the  injury  he 
did  her."  The  hoy  was  born  in  1732  and 
died  in  176S. 

The  year  following  the  birth  of  this 
son,  Chesterfield  married  Melusina  de 
Schulemburg,  the  reputed  daughter  of 
George  the  First,  by  the  Duchess  of  Ken- 
dal. This  Duchess  the  King  brought 
when  he  came  into  England.  She  was 
enonnously  fat,  ''one  of  two  good  speci- 
1  ens,"  as  Chcstertlold  says, ''of  the  King's 
>_;ood  stou'ach  and  bad  taste,"  and  liis 
own  molher-in-law  at  that.  Chesterfield's 
son  died    in     176S,    five   years  before    the 
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death  of  Lord  Chesterfield.  At  the  son's 
death  it  Nvas  found  that  he  had  been  se- 
cretly married  for  several  years,  and  his 
wife  and  two  children  became  pensioners 
of  Chesterfield,  who  provided  handsomely 
for  them.  Chesterfield  died  in  1773,  and 
this  widow  of  his  son  immediately  sold 
these  Letters  for  £1575,  and  they  were 
first  published  in  1774.  An  immense  sale 
followed  their  publication.  P'rom  their 
first  publication  the  morality  of  the 
LeUers  has  been  called  in  question. 
There  is  no  question  however  at  all  about 
it.  They  are  in  some  respects  decidedly 
immoral.  Many  of  my  readers  will  recall 
at  once  Dr.  Johnson's  most  acute,  but 
also  almost  true  characterization  of  them, 
— but  still  Johnson  recommends  them 
for  the  use  of  young  men  after  the  immor- 
ality was  removed.  Other  a»id  not  less 
cotnpetent  men  have  urged  that  they  are 
fit  only  for  parents  who  were  bringing  up 
sons  for  public  life;  but  the  fairest  state- 
ment is  that  by  Lord  IMahon,  in  w4iich 
he  "  tf^usts  that  he  shall  not  be  considered 
as  overstepping  the  bounds  of  his  duly  if 
he  ventures  to  express  his  opinion  *  * 
that  admirable  as  they  are  in  style  and 
important  for  their  sense  and  shrewdness, 
"with  now  and  then  such  happy  touches 
of  humor  as  Pope  elaborates, 

•  Ho-,v  can  I,  Pulteney.  Chesteriield  forget. 
While  Roman  spirit  charms,  or  Attic  wit.' 

they  are  by  no  means  fitted  lor  early  or 
indiscriminate  perusal;  only  th.ose  per- 
sons whose  principles  are  fixed  and  whose 
understandings  are  matured  will  be  able 
to  read  them  with  advantage, — to  cull  their 
good  from  evil." 

It  remains  for  Book  Notes  to  compare 
the  two  editions  and  show  the  differences 
between  thetn  : 

The  two  editions  mentioned  are,  that 
publishod  by  the  Lippincott  Company, 
five  volumes,  edited  by  Lord  Mahon,  and 
that  published  by  Charles  Scribner's 
Sons,  in  three  volumes,  edited  by  John 
Bradshaw.  Book  Notes  will  suggest 
the   ditTerenccs  :  The  contents  ot  the  fifth 


volume  of  Mahon's  edition,  consisting   of 
the  IVorks  of  Chesterfield  as  distinguished 
from  the  Letters,  is  wholly  lacking  in  the 
Bradshaw  edition.     These   Works    consist 
of  speeches  in  the  House  of  Lords,  sundry 
addresses,    essays    in    periodical    publica- 
tions, half  a    dozen    poems,  a   couple   ol 
dialogues  and  sundry  letters.  The  famous 
"  Characters"  are  contained  in  both  edi- 
tions.    In  the  "Character"  fragment  en- 
titled   the    *'  Mistresses    of    George     the 
First,"    occurs    the    amusing   description 
of  the  Duchess  of  Kendal,    and    the   fact 
that   Chesterfield'  married   a  daughter  of 
this    Duchess      lends     piquancy     to     the 
fragment,     the    father     of    the      young 
lady  having  the    reputation  of  being    the 
King  himself.     Mr.  liradshaw  says  "  the 
coarse     expressions    or     allusions     have 
either  been  slightly  altered  or   are   omit- 
ted, and  yet  he  claiins  that    his    edition  is 
not   an    expurgated    one.     If    any   one  is 
curious  to    observe  a    specimen  of    these 
expurgations  he  can  refer  to  vol.  i.  p.  449, 
of  Bradshaw%  and    compare  with    Mahon, 
vol.  2,  p.    164.     As   a   rule.    Bo  »k   Notes 
prefers   books    without  expurgation,  and 
Chesterfield  is  no    exception    to  the   rule. 
Mr.  Bradshaw  has,  however,   this    advan- 
tage over  Mahon,  he  has   five    letters    not 
contained  in  Mahon.  One  of  these  letters, 
is  that  written  to  the  Lord  Justices  of  Ire- 
land,   Nov.    18,    1746,    three    are    to    Mr_ 
Faulkener,    :;    printer,    and    one    to     Mr. 
Dayrolles.     Jc  is  but  lair  to  say  that  these 
five  hitherto  ^mpublished,  might  well  have 
remained  unjniblished,  having    no    value 
sulficient    to    warrant    publication.      Mr 
Bradshaw    has     retained     nearly     all    of 
Mahon's  no'es,    and    added    notes    of  bib 
own.     As  a  matter  of  fact  the  annotations 
of  both    editions  are    inadequate.     As    to 
externals,  Mahon's  is  far  the    best,    as    to 
[the    type;    but    Bradshaw's    portraits    are 
I  better  than    those    in    Mahon.     The    pub- 
[iisher's  price  tor  Mahon  is  $12  50,  and  ol 
Bradshaw  $7.50.    Book  Notes  thinks  that 
Mahon's  edition  must    still  be  ranked  the 
best.     The    fatrie   of  Chesterfield  as  a  wit' 
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was  almost  as  great  as  it  was  for  his 
knowledge  of  the  world;  his  diniculty 
was  too  much  Jinessc.  Book  Notes  ap- 
pends two  or  three  specimens  of  Lord 
Chesterfield's  wit. 

There  were  two  Sir  Thomas  Robinsons, 
one  of  whom  bore  the  soubriquet  of  Long 
Sir  Thomas,  being  very  tall  and  thin,  to 
distinguish  him  from  the  other,  this  Long 
Sir  Thomas  one  day  challenged  Chester- 
field to  make  some  verses  oii  him.  In- 
stantly Chesterfield  gives  this  couplet: 
Unlike  my  subject  now  shall  be  my  song, 
It  shall  be  witty,  and  it  sha'n't  be  long. 

There  was  at  Bath,  a  full  length  por- 
trait of  Richard  (Beau)  Nash  placed  in 
the  pump  room  between  the  busts  of  Sir 
Isaac  Newton,  and  Mr.  Pope,  whereupon 
Chesterfield  perpetrated  this  epigram  : 
Ihis  picture  placed  the  busts  between 

Gives  Satire  all  its  strength; 
Wisdom  and  wit  arc  little  &een, 
But  folly  at  full  length. 

I  do  not  find  this  bo?i  mot  in  these  vol- 
umes but  Mr.  Hayward  has  printed  it  for 
us.  Chesterfield  "hearing  of  the  mar- 
riage of  a  person  of  low  family,  with  the 
daughter  of  a  lady  whose  course  of,  life 
threw  doubts  on  the  paterity  of  the  girl, 
observed  that  nobody's  son  had  married 
everybody's  daughter."

"  He  had  been  a  resident  of  the 
Pawtuxet  \\illey  fifty  years,  and  never 
had,  and  never  could  regard  the  river 
as  anything  but  a  common  sewer.'' — 
William  V.  S locum. 

Such  being  the  fact,  the  question  at 
Once  arises  whether  the  volume  of  water 


in  the  Pawtuxet  river  is  increased,  or 
diminished,  by  the  addition  of  sewage .' 
There  can  be  but  one  answer  to  such  a 
question.  The  volume  is  increased,  and 
if  increased  whence  comes  the  loss  of 
power  to  the  Coventry  Co.,  the  Q^iidnick 
Co.,  the  Crompton  Co.,  the  Natick  Mills, 
and  the  Pontiac  Co.,  etc.,  by  the  taking 
of  the  water  of  Carr's  Pond  down  through 
the  very  villages  oi  their  mills  for  domes- 
tic uses.?  The  water  is  all,  by  their  own 
testimony,  thrown  back  into  the  stream, 
washing  their  sewage  with  it.  Now 
whence  the  loss  of  power.-*  and  yet  a  Com- 
mission has  recently  awarded,  say  §33,000, 
for  this  loss.  The  Warwick  and  Coventry 
sVater  Company,  as  mill  owners,  pollute 
the  stream,  and  add  to  the  power  of  the 
stream,  while  as  a  water  company  they 
have  been  mulcted  in  heavy  sums.  It 
seems  hard  to  be  forced  to  pay  for 
doing  another  a  favor.  Will  the  Water 
Company  dare  to  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court.?  Book  Notes  thinks  not.  A  por- 
tion of  the  water  of  Carr's  pond  has  been 
diverted  Irom  its  ordinary  course,  but  it 
has  been  all  turned,  with  additions  back- 
ing into  the  stream,  actually  increasing 
the  power  of  all  the  lower  mills,  to  which 
mills  the  Commission  have  given  the 
largest  measure  of  damages. 


Someone  condemns  the  severity  of  my 
language  in  the  matter  of  the  pollution  of 
our  drinking  water.  I  have  labored  un- 
der the  delusion  that  no  language  could  be 
too  severe  in  condemnation  of  him  who 
throws  human  ficces  into  anybody's  drink- 
ing water.  It  is  not  that  I  may  drink  some 
other  water;  my  right  to  drink  the  "  Paw- 
tuxet" water  is  prior  to  any  other  right, 
besides  Book  Notes  denies  utterly,  the 
right  of  anybody,  at  any  time,  to  ruin  for 
domestic  uses,  the  fresh  waters  of  running 
streams.  Book  Notes  has  no  wish  to 
interfere  with  any  mill  owner's  right,  nor 
has  it  done  so;  it  simply  is  determined  to 
maintain  its  own  rights,  cost  what  it  may 
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Courage,  I  licard  one  say,  "you  must 
have  courage  to  speak  as  you  do  of  our 
great  men."  I  cannot  conceive  of  tlie  ap- 
plication of  the  Avord.  My  vocabulary 
lacks  words  with  Avhicli  to  depict  the 
despicable  contempt  in  which  I  hold  a 
man  who  will  not  defend  his  rights  in 
such  cases.  Great  men  forsooth  I  how  can 
a  man  be  great  who  daily  gatliers  tlie 
droppings  of  2000  men  and  throws  them 
in  solid  mass  into  the  drinking  water  of  a 
city.  He  is  a  great  polluter,  and  great  in 
nothing  else,  a  "  barbarian  in  broadcloth  " 
as  Herbert  Spencer  puts  it.  Let  one 
cholera  patient  develope  among  the  slums 
of  Natick,  and  then  watch  the  death  rate 
of  the  city  of  Providence.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Health  is  powerless  before  such 
a  visitation,  and  doctors  might  as  well 
throw  physic  to  the  dogs.  Talk  about  a 
prescriptive  right  to  poison  ;  but  whatever 
laws  have  been  in  the  past  they  are  forced 
to  yield  in  the  present  to  the  exigencies  of 
modern  life.  The  laws  of  human  slavery 
vere  blown  by  gunpowder  from  the  stat- 
ute books,  and  the  pages  washed  white 
with  the  blood  of  the  men  who  enacted 
and  maintained  them.  The  Dartmouth 
College  decrees  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  upon  which  all  corpor- 
ations based  their  claims  of  eternal  life 
and  omnipotence,  have  been,  while  not 
specifically  reversed,  clipped  and  clipped, 
until  not  one  principle  of  the  original 
decree  remains.  The  exigencies  of  mod" 
ern  life  demanded  it. 

The  men  of  Providence  drank  the  sweet 
waters  of  the  Pawtuxet  two  hundred  years 
before  the  looms  appeared  upon  its  banks  ; 
today  the  people  of  Providence  comprise 
practically  one  half  the  entire  population 
of  the  state.

On  page  342  of  the  Public  Laws  of 
Rhode  Island  there  is  a  short  paragraph 
^vhich  reads  thus:  "Interest  in  the  ren- 
dition of  Judgments  and  in  all  business 
transactions  where  interest  is  secured  or 
paid  shall  be  computed  at  the  rate  of  six 
dollars  on  a  hundred  dollars  for  one  year 
unless  a  different  rate  is  expressly  stipu- 
lated." This  Avord  stipulated,  comes 
from  the  Latin  SiiJ>ulatio  which  in  the 
Roman  law  was  a  contract,  that  is  a  propo- 
sition on  one  part  and  an  acceptance  on 
the  other  part,  and  binding  upon  each. 
Mr.  Bouvier  gives  the  meaning  of  the 
word  Stipulation  as  "  a  material  article 
in  an  agreemrnty  Now  how  can  the  city 
of  f*rovidence  collect  a  rate  of  eight  per 
cent,  in  its  annual  tax  ordinance.  The 
legal  rate  of  interest  in  Rhode  Island 
is  six  per  cent,  and  the  city  of  Providence 
cannot  collect  eight  per  cent,    of  you  un- 


less you  agree  to  pay  it.  In  spite  of  the 
law  Scituate,  Foster,  Ilopkinlon,  Coven- 
try, East  Greenwich,  Smithficld  and  pos- 
sibly other  towns  charge  twelve  per  cent, 
Warwick  run  by  mill  corporations,  net 
only  assesses  the  smallest  rate  of  taxation, 
but  collects  interest  on  the  taxpayers  only 
at  the  rate  which  the  law  permits. 


The  article  in  the  August  New  England 
Magazine  specially  relating  to  New  Eng- 
land, is  about  Gloucester.

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MISS  ELEANOR  FIELD. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  Book 
Notes  presents  to  its  readers  a  portrait 
which  should  be  of  much  interest  to 
them — that  of  Miss  Eleanor  Field.  For 
the  use  of  the  old  Daguerreotype  from 
which  this  cut  was  taken  Book  Notes  is 
indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  ISIiss  Char- 
lotte Potter,  who  now  owns  it.  Eleano- 
Field  was  a  daughter  of  William  Field, 
born  (3th  December,  1772,  and  one  of  a 
family  of  fourteen  children.  She  was  the 
fourthin  descent  from  the  first  settler, 
William  Fiold,  and  the  last  of  the  name 
to  own  the  "Field's  Point"  lands.  She 
died  5th  March,  1S64,  and  the  'Jourjiai 
five  days  later  contained  this  admirable 
biographical  or  necrological  note.  Ir  was 
not  signed  nor  bears  it  other  external 
mark  of  authorship,  but  I  risk  nothing  in 
ascribing  it  to  James  S.  Ham,  a  tnan  al- 
beit unknown  to  this  generation,  but'of 
sterling  quality  :

"  The  death  of  Miss  Eleanor  Field  at 
the  great  age  of  ninety-one  years,  is  re- 
corded under  our  obituary  head  this 
morning.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Field,  who  in  his  day  owned  the 
''Field's  Point"  farm  and  large  tracts  of 
land  adjacent  thereto,  and  the  sister  of 
George  Field,  so  well  remembered  for  his 
sturdy  moral  qualities  and  his  invincible 
democracy.  Miss  Field  possessed  many 
of  the  distinguishing  traits  of  her  family — 
great  strength  of  intellect,  uncommon 
self-reliance,  lofty  independence,  and  a 
pride  and  dignity  of  bearing  and  manners 
which  would  have  befitted  the  Virgin 
Qiieen  herself.  She  always  took  the 
deepest  iriterest  in  public  affairs,  and  was 
as  Jeflersonian  in  her  politics  as  her  bro- 
ther. In  llie  struggle  now  going  on  for  " 
the  life  of  the  nation  her  sympathies 
were  wita  the  government,  and  she  was 
one  of  the  earliest  to  make  liberal  contri- 
butions for  the  families  of  soldiers.  One 
of  her  most  prominent  characteristics  was 
an  unspeakable  repugnance  to  all  "  pro- 
gress "  as  it  is  called.  Change  under 
any  form  distressed  and  annoyed  her. 
This  .  was  strikingly  manifested  many 
years  ago,  when,  her  strong  feelings 
roused  to  the  highest  pitch  of  indigna- 
tiori,  she  personally  appeared  before  the 
General  Assembly  to  oppose  the  grant  of 
a  charter  to  the  Pawtuxet. Turnpike  Com- 
pany   whose    road     had    been     laid   out 
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through  her  farm.  It  was  on  this  occasion 
that  her  talents  and  bearing  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  late  Hon.  William  Hun- 
ter, who  declared  her  fitted  to  grace  the 
most  cultivated  and  refined  courts,  of 
Europe.  In  religion  she  was  an  un- 
doubted believ'er  in  the  universal  and  im- 
partial grace  of  God,  and  of  the  final 
restoration  of  every  human  soul  to  holi- 
ness and  happiness." 

George  Field,  the  brother  of  Eleanor, 
mentioned  in  Mr.  Ham's  obituary  notice, 
lived  on  the  estate  owned  by  Judge  Bur- 
gee and  where  he  died  recently.  Mr. 
Field  died  September  ist,  1S39.  He  was 
thus  mentioned  in  the  younial:  "  In  the 
morning  when  walking  in  front  of  his 
residence  he  fell  and  instantly  expired,  in 
his  71st  year.  He  was  for  a  great  num- 
ber of  years  one  of  the  most  active  men 
in  Cranston.  He  was  a  man  of  sound 
judgment  and  of  the  strictest  integritv. 
His  religious  and  political  opinions 
through  life  he  maintained  without  the 
slightest  shade  of  variableness;  strictl}* 
honest  in  all  his  transactions.  His  loss 
is  truly  great  to  his  family  and  to  the 
■party  to  which  he  was  attached."  He  left. 
ho  descendants,  but  he  left  a  widow  Abi- 
gail, of  whom  my  grandfather,  Gershom 
Turner,  bought  the  homestead  and  lived 
on  it  until  he  sold  it  to  Walter  S.  Burges. 
Abigail  Field  was  a  very  charming  old 
.lady;  my  grandfather's  family  often  vis- 
ited her  and  took  tea  in  the  old-fashioned 
hospitable  way,  as  they  did  also  with 
Eleanor  Field,  and  I  was  often  one  of  the 
party.  The  superb  dignity  of  Eleanor 
Field  is  a  memory  with  me  which  will 
not  soon  fade  away.  She  was  of  the  type 
of  women  of  which,  alas,  few  specimens 
remain. 

I  have  attributed  the  fine  obituary 
above  to  James  S.  Hun  ;  the  columns  of 
\.\\zyourrtal  iox  \.\\c  next  year,  1S65,  con- 
tains his  own  obituary.  Mr.  Ham  died 
in  March,  and  the  yournal  oi  the  nth 
March  contains  an  elaborate  memoir.  It 
was  written  by  the  late  Senator  Anthony, 


and  was  in  some  respects  well  done;  but 
Mr.  Anthony's  sorrow  was  too  profounj 
and  too  recent  for  him  to  be  at  his  best; 
but  if  less  refined  or  less  ornate  than 
sometimes  was  his  work,  its  incoherencv 
is  proof  of  the  writer's  sorrow  at  his  loss. 
It  is  too  long  to  be  here  reproduced,  but 
a  few  paragraphs  will  be  read  by  some  ot" 
my  readers  with  much  interest.  After 
giving  the  story  of  Mr.  Ham's  life,  and 
that  he  was  a  writer  on  the  yournal,  Mr. 
Anthony  says:  "He  was  particularly 
distinguished  for  the  sketches  of  men  who 
had  been  conspicuous  in  public  life,  in 
politics  or  comnierce,  at  the  bar,  in  Iho 
pulpit,  or  on  the  bench;  of  many  ot  these 
some  of  the  charming  bits  of  biography 
will  be  remembered  by  our  readers;  in 
this  department  he  has  left  no  equal 
among  us;"  *  *  "he  neither  flattered 
the  living  nor  the  dead;  if  his  prai>-e 
was  sometimes  extravagant  it  was  always 
sincere;"  *  *  "  his  memory  was  wonder- 
ful; beseemed  never  to  forget  a  date,  cr 
a  fact,  and  his  presence  in  this  office  was 
as  an  open  encyclopedia." 

I  could  make  many  extracts,  but  it  is 
not  necessary;  these  sufficiently  charac- 
terize the  man  But  an  incident  known 
to  me  illustrates  a  point.  As  Mr.  An- 
thony sat  writing  this  memoir,  he  turned 
unconsciously  and  addressed  a  question 
to  Mr.  Ham,  in  complete  forgetfulness  01' 
the  fact  that  a  is  friend  could  no  longer 
answer.  A  few  days  later  the  yonrua! 
had  a  communication  from  New  York 
which  gives  some  additional  facts  con- 
cerning Mr.  Ham  and  his  life  in  Wasli- 
ington  on  the  Globe,  then  published  by 
Blair  &  Rives.  It  seems  this  firm  offered 
Mr.  Ham  the  position  of  superintendent 
of  the  department  of  their  business  to 
which  was  given  the  printing  of  all  work 
ordered  by  Congress,  with  a  salary  ('' 
S2500  and  an  ultimate  partnership.  M-- 
Ham  declined  the  position,  and  upuri  .1 
reconsideration  still  declined  it;  but  I  :'•" 
going  to  let  the  writer  of  the  article-' 
(which  is  signed  R.  S,    I„    and    who   ^>'^* 


Ji';/'.     iO^^n 
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S}lvc6lcr  S.  South  worth,  a  man  whom  I 
never  knew,  but  who  was  very  prominent 
here  in  tlie  newspaper  line  from  1825  to 
1S40,)  Uill  the  story  in  his  own  way : 
"  Mr.  Ham  unfortunatelyTor  himself  was 
a  warm,  decided,  thoroughgoing  partisan 
of  tlic  Whig  school.  The  Log  Cabin  and 
Hard  Cider  campaign  was  in  active  ope- 
ration, and  coon  skins  and  log  cabin 
canes,  and  "  Tippecanoe  and  [Tyler  too  '» 
songs  were  vehemently  in  the  ascendant. 
Mr.  Ham,  participating  in  all  the  ex- 
citements of  the  time,  frankly  told  me  to 
tell  Mr.  Rives  that  his  political  associa- 
tions were  such  that  he  could  not  consent 
to  enter  as  an  oflicer  a  leading  ]3emo- 
cratic,  Van  Buren  establishment.  In 
reply,  Mr.  Rives  instructed  me  to  say  to 
Mr.  Ham.  that  his  political  proclivities 
might  be  indulged  if  not  llauntingly  ex- 
pressed in  public  assemblies,  and  that  the 
oQer  was  still  open  if  he  chose  to  accept 
it.  *  *  I  steadily  and  warmly  urged 
him  to  accept,  but  his  political  bias  w\as  so 
strong,  so  impregnable,  that  he  declined 
everything  that  would  in  his  opinion 
conflict  with  the  duty  he  owed  to  the 
Whig  party."  I  wish  here  to  present'one 
more  fact,  to  wit.,  the  typographical 
descent  of  Mr.  Ham,  as  he  himself  gave 
it.  He  was  a  printer,  and  he  was  taught 
the  art  by  Hugh  H.Brown,  — Mr.  Brown 
Avas  taught  by  John  Carter,  an  J  Mr.  Car- 
ter was  taught  by  Benjamin  Franklin. 
Thus  the  sterling  qualities  seen  in  Mr. 
Ham  came  to  him  through  illustrious 
blood.  When  the  old  fellow  of  to-day 
speaks  of  the  matronly  dignity  of  the 
vvomen  of  his  youth,  or  the  decline 
of  political  integrity  in  men  as  now^ 
exhibited,  his  hearer  turns  with  a,  '•  'tis 
distance  lends  enchantment  to  the  view  " 
air,  and  mutters,  •'  superfluous  lags  the 
veteran  on  the  stage,"  as  he  sets  himself 
at  work  devising  new  deals. 


President  Andrews,  of  Brown  Univer- 
sity, contributes  an  article  entitled  "■Rhode 
Island'*  to  the  Nciv  Englaiid  Magazine, 


for  Septembci'.  There  is  a  foot  note  to 
the  article  in  the  following  words:  "  In 
the  preparation  of  this  article  the  author 
has  received  valuable  assistance  from  Pro- 
fessor Dr.  Geo.  G.  Wilson,  of  Brown 
University,  and  also  from  that  incompar- 
able connoisseur  of  Rhode  Island  history, 
Mr.  Sidney  S.  Rider,  of  Providence."  So 
far  as  the  writer  is  concerned  this  note  is 
open  to  two  interpretations,  either  to  dis- 
arm, or  to  compliment  him.  It  was  not  to 
disarm,  it  must  therefore  be  to  compliment 
and  coming  from  the  head  of  the  highest 
source  of  learning  in  Rhode  Island  is  a 
matter  of  profound  satisfaction  to  the 
writer;  but  this  situation  shall  not  deter 
him  from  attempting  an  honest  opinion. 
He  is  pleased  with  the  article.  It  is  a 
history  of  Rhode  Island  comprised  within 
twenty  pages  of  the  magazine;  but  many 
of  the  pages  are  largely  taken  up  with 
illustrations.  The  article  cannot  therefore 
be  anything  more  than  an  epitome,  and 
that  is  what  it  is,  but  it  is  a  good  epi- 
tome. It  skips  along  through  the  lapse  of 
time,  just  touching  the  headlands  of  our 
history.  No  attempt  is  made  to  itemize 
between  these  "  headlands  "  nor  is  time 
wasted  in  argument,  or  philosophy;  the 
simple  stcry  of  the  birth,  growth  and 
development  of  Rhode  Island  is  told. 
On  two  ■  oints  I  differ  from  the  learned 
Presideni,  r.ot  in  matters  of  fact  so  much 
as  in  matters  of  opinion.  First  with  re- 
gard to  S:^.Tiuel  Gorton.  The  President 
says  :  "  No  one  could  get  along  with  him.'' 
It  was  rather  "  he  could  not  get  on  with 
them";  and  the  fault  was  not  altogether 
Gorton's.  The  truth  is  Gorton  was  right. 
It  is  the  old  story  of  the  lamb's  roiling 
the  water.  There  should  be  an  authorita- 
tive reconstruction  of  the  story  of  Gorton. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  instructive  in  Rhode 
Island  history.  The  other  point  where- 
in we  differ  is  that  concerning  the  "  Dorr  " 
war.  The  view  given  in  the  paper  is 
that  commonly  held  by  the  anti  Dorr 
party;  with  this  view  I  am  not  alwa}s  in 
accord,    nor  will  I  admit  that  the  Presi- 
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dent's  statement  of  Dorr's  idea  as  to  the 
formation  of  a  •'  new  "  constitution  is 
correct.  It  was  not  a  question  of  a  "  new  " 
constitution  in  1S42,  Rhode  Island  had  no 
"  old  "  constitution  at  that  time.  But  the 
writer  does  not  wish  to  enter  here  upon 
this  question.  It  is  too  large  a  question, 
and  moreover  one  which  the  writer 
is  now  engaged  in  studying.  The  illus- 
trations of  the  paper  are  numerous,  and 
excellent,  generally,  but  the  scene  of  the 
great  Swamp  Fight  resembles  the  actual 
spot  as  a  dais}'  resembles  a  hollyhock.  In 
one  other  respect  one  of  these  illustrations 
is  in  error.  The  Dorr  house  on  Benefit 
street  does  not  stand  on  the  site  of  Roger 
Williams'  house.  Nobody  knows  where 
Williams'  house  stood;  but  we  know  it 
did  not  stand  there. 


It  is  evident  to  everybody  that  some- 
thing must  be  done  in  the  way  of  keeping 
human  ficces  out  of  the  Pawtuxet  water, 
peaceably  if  we  can,  but  forcibly  if  we 
must.  The  City  Government  with  a  per. 
sistency  worthy  of  a  better  cause,  reso- 
lutely does  nothing.  In  the  name  of 
decency,  what  restrains  them.''  The  case 
against  the  Knights  at  Natic,  even  on  the 
ground  of  a  prescriptive  right  to  pollute, 
(which  I  deny,)  is  legally  absolute.  For 
if  the  c\\.y  is  bound  to  take  the  water  as  it 
found  it— docs  it  lake  it  as  it  found  it  at 
Natic.'*  Can  these  Knights  ohow  that  the 
mill  has  not  been  doubled  in  the  number 
of  its  help  since  the  city  took  the  water, 
and  that  even  now  700  more  looms  are 
being  provided  for?  Does  the  keeping 
out  of  fieces  by  Enos  Lapham  give  the 
Knights  the  right  to  double  the  dose  they 
gave  us.'  Does  a  prescriptive  right  in  the 
Spragues  at  Natic,  in  1S72,  to  throw  the 
excrement  of  500  men  into  the  river,  give 
the  right  to  throw  in  the  droppings  of 
2000  men  by  the  Knights  in  1S92.''  It  is 
a  legal  absurdity.  Instead  of  changing 
their  privies  these  Knights  are  extending 
the  mill,  which  is  already  a  quarter  of  a 
niile  (more  or  less)   long.     Before  many 


years  it  will  touch  Pctlaconset.  Docs  the 
City  Government  think  these  men  arc 
political  bullets?  Political  bullets,  or 
whatever  they  are,  the  City  Government 
m7cst  move,  or  a  political  tornado  will 
strike  the  City  Hall,  and  men  will  be  put 
there  who  will  do  their  duty  and  let  con- 
sequences take  care  of  themselves.  With 
the  cholera  approaching  these  shores  like 
the  execution  of  a  decree  of  fate,  it  is 
criminal  wickedness  to  let  this  thing  go 
on.  Awake  to  action,  men  and  women  of 
Providence;  speak  but  one  word  and  the 
thing  Is  done;  or  drink  as  you  are  now 
forced  to  do,  with  every  glass  of  water, 
something  which  has  passed  through 
some  human  intestine. 


The  September  St.  Nicholas,  has  an  ar- 
ticle entiled  a  Curious  Comviuniiy.  It  is 
directions  for  making,  stocking,  and 
maintaining  a  colony  of  ants — an  Ant 
House,  or  a  Formicarium.  What  any- 
body wants  of  directions  for  ^''Keeping'' 
such  nuisances,  I  can't  see.  Here  it  is 
autumn,  and  I've  been  pestered  almost  to 
distraction  Avith  the things  all  sum- 
mer; had  to  set  my  sugar  bowl  on  a  three- 
legged  stool,  with  the  legs  in  a  tub  of 
'•Pawtuxet."  What  /  want  to  know  is 
how  to  get  rid  of  the  pestiferous  crittersi 
not  hov,-  to  keep  them. 


A  r'r'tit  lively  half  hour  of  reading  can 
be  found  in  the  September  Califoruian. 
It  is  an  expose  of  spirit  photography  by 
Dr.  Elliot  Coues,  of  the  Smithsonian  Ins- 
titute, illustrated  with  exquisite  skill. 
Grace  Ellery  Channing  has  a  poem  which 
she  calls  Nocturne.  It  is  far  inferior  to 
another  poem  by  the  same  young  lady 
(who  is,  by  the  way,  a  Providence  girl) 
whicli  appeared  in  the  Califoruian  for 
July.  This  Magazine  continues  to  de- 
vclope  admirably;  it  will  do  more  to 
educate  the  Eastern  people  about  "their" 
country  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  than  any 
other  former  publication  whatever.

The  action  of  Judge  Blai.Mlell  in  the 
Borden  crise  is  no  less  extraordinary  in 
the  course  of  the  administration  of  the 
law  than  was  the  case  itself  in  the  history 
of  criine.  The  arrest  of  Lizzie  Borden 
was  an  outrage,  and  her  judgment  infam- 
ous. Sliown  to  be  innocent  by  every 
rule  of  evidence,  she  was  notwithstanding 
adjudged  probably  guilty,  and  absolutely 
imprisoned,  and  this  in  a  New  England 
state,  and  that  state  Massachusetts,  Such 
action  is  not  what  courts  are  created  fc. 
Even  if  guilty  the  woman  was  entitled  to 
be  discharged  under  the  evidence.  The 
Providence  y^ourual  would  do  ^vell  to  re- 
sume the  publication  of  a  newspaper  and 
abandon  its  attempts  to  run  a  criminal 
court.  In  this  case  it  published  a  series 
of  abominable  lies,  on  Avhich  it  tried  and 
convicted  a  woman, and  would  have  hang- 
ed her  had  itjhad  jurisdiction.     Now  if  we 


arc  not  entitled  to  our  liberty  after  having; 
been  tried  rnd  all  the  evidence  brought 
against  us  knocked  to  emithei  cmis,  to 
what  are  we  entitled.^  If  Massachusetts 
stands  such  an  administ'-ation  of  the 
criminal  law  as  that  she  is  not  the  Massa- 
chusetts of  old.

From  these 
same  publishers  comes  another  good 
novel,  entitled  "  A  Moder7i  Dick  Whitting- 
to?t,'''  written  by  Mr.  James  Payn.  When 
Mr.  Payn  sets  himself  in  earnest  about  it 
he  can  write  a  first  class  novel.  In  the 
present  instance  he  about  half  tried,  and 
hence  Book  Notes  characterizes  this 
Dick  Whittington  as  "  good."

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The  following  is  from  the  address  of 
President  Hazard  at  the  South  County 
Fair,  1S92  : 

•' I  have  called  vour  attention  to  this 
close  connection  which  exists  between 
the  silver  question  and  the  paper  money 
question,  because  it  seems  to  me  a  most 
valuable  side  light  may  be  thrown  upon 
the  subject  by  the  study  of  wiiat  hap- 
pened here  in  our  own  State,  in  our  own 
county,  during  ihe  time  of  the  issues  of 
paper  money  in  our  early  history.  The 
late  Hon.  Elisha  R.  Potter  published  in 
1S37  a  most  valuable  pamphlet  on  "Rhode 
L'^land  Paper  Money."  This  pamphlet, 
in  1S79.  Avas  republished  with  additions 
and  illustrations  by  Sidney  S.  Rider.  It 
forms  No.  8  of  Rider's  Rhode  Island  His- 
torical Tracts.  It  will  well  repay  a  most 
careful  study,  and  it  furnishes  the  most 
conclusive  testimony  to  the  great  fact  that 
the  attempt  to  create  money  bv  law  re- 
sulted in  most  disastrous  failMio.  It-  in- 
troduced disorder  into  business  and  dis- 
tress among  the  poor.  The  svs'.em  broke 
down  from  sheer  inabilitj'  to  perform  the 
necessary  money  functions." 

For  the  well  deserved  commendation  of 
my  lamented  friend  Judge  Potter,  I  thank 
the  orator.  Judge  Potter's  mind  was  of 
the  keenest  order,  and  the  accuracy  of  his 
research  a  model  for  every  student. 

Since  the  above  was  written  the  writer 
of  Book  Notks  has  received  tVom  Mr. 
Hazard  an  exceedingly  interesting  pam- 
phlet issued  by  him  as  a  supplement  to 
his  address.  It  is  entitled,  '*  Sundry' 
prices  taken  from  ye  Account  Book  of 
Thomas  Hazard,  (son  of  Robt,)  showing 


the  depreciation  of  an  arbitrary  currency 
as  compared  with  the  actual  value  of 
Corn  and  other  Produce;  to  which  a  few 
other  tables  of  interest  are  added."  It  is 
in  eflect  a  little  history  of  prices  in  the 
southern  parts  of  Rhode  Island  during 
the  years  1750-1781  inclusive.  There  is 
no  commonwealth  in  the  world  which 
can  furnish  so  plain  an  object  lesson  on 
the  siU'er  money  question  as  Rhode  Is- 
land; the  history  of  prices  in  connection 
with  the  bills  of  credit  supplies  the  data. 
With  this  end  in  view  the  writer,  who  has 
for  some  years  purchased  many  lots  of 
family  papers,  has  been  in  the  habit  of 
carefully  saving  all  old  bills  of  transac- 
tions bearing  upon  the  question.  These 
bills  were  carefully  arranged  in  decades, 
the  period  covered  is  1740-1790.  and  they 
relate  chietly  to  Providence.  Had  he  known 
of  this  work  by  Mr.  Hazard,  the  writer 
^vould  certainly  have  sought  to  add  to  his 
list.  As  supplementary  to  these  materials 
the  writer  has  another  manuscript  of  very 
great  interest.  It  is  Richard  Brown's 
Account  Book  covering  the  years  1724- 
1742.  The  writer  gave  some  account  of 
this  manuscript  in  Book  Note.s.  \^o1.  5, 
Xo.  16,  (August  4,  iSSS.)  There  is  a 
fine  I'leld  in  this  subject,  and  naliunal 
fame  awaits  an  intelligent  and  competent 
scholar  who  works  it.  He  can  do  for  the 
student  of  American  finance  what  Tho- 
mas Tooke  did  for  the  English  student. 
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Recolloctions  of  Ralpli  V7aldo  3i]inersoji. 

The  following  paper,  aside  from  its  in- 
trinsic interest,  has  to  the  writer  of  Book 
Notes  an  interest  almost  pathetic;  the 
author's  name  is  attached  to  it.  lie 
brought  tiie  paper  to  me  not  long  since, 
and  said,  **  There,  do  with  it  what  jou 
please."  His  tragic  death  (almost  a  mur- 
der) took  place  soon  after  on  College 
street  b^  means  of  the  cable  cars,  his  deaf- 
ness being  contributory  : 

About  thirty  years  ago  Islr.  Emerson 
went  to  Groton,  Mass,  to  lecture.  He 
stayed  at  my  house.  My  little  girl  had  a 
new  baby  house  in  which  she  "syas  much 
interested.  Mr.  Einerson  soon  found  out 
^vhat  topic  of  conyersation  Avas  most  in- 
teresting to  the  litile  girl,  and  after  tea 
he  took  her  by  the  hand  and  they  went 
together  to  yisit  the  baby  house.  He  in- 
quired about  all  the  dolls,  their  history 
and  their  naines.  The  next  morning  at 
breakfast  table  he  inquired  after  eyery 
one  of  those  dolls  by  name.  I  haye  heard 
of  the  wonderful  memory  of  Daniel  Web- 
ster. He  would  go  into  a  town  where  he 
was  to  make  a  political  speech,  be  intro- 
duced to  a  large  number  of  the  citizens, 
and  on  meeting  them  afterwards  call 
them  all  by  their  right  names  Mr.  Em- 
erson's feat  of  memory  was  quite  equal  to 
Mr.  Webster's.  And  what  a  tender  and 
beautiful  sympathy  with  childhood  and 
thus  with  all  humanity  it  n: mifested. 
However  gieatTvIr.  Emerson  was  in  his 
philosophy  he  was  greater  in  his  hu- 
manity. 

Mr.  Emerson  has  always  had  the  re- 
spect and  loye  of  the  farmers,  the  mechan- 
ics, of  all  the  people  of  Concord.  One  of 
them  told  me  this.  His  brother  is  a  ma- 
son. Mr.  Emerson  employed  him  to 
plaster  a  roo:n  in  his  house.  He  was  at 
work  upon  tb.e  ceiling  when  Mr.  E.  en- 
tered    the     roim,     ^vatched     the      worker 


derneath,  and  well  supplied  with  motar, 
and  with  trowel  in  hand  began  work- 
But  presently,  while  his  eye  was  on  the 
ceiling  the  mortar-board  tipped  and  the 
mortar  slid  down  upon  his  vest  and  shirt- 
bosom.     He  gave  it  up. 

I  had  been  told  that  Mr.  Emerson  cared 
nothing  about  houses  and  such  things. 
On  his  visit  at  my  house  at  Groton  he  in- 
quired about  my  liouse,  which  had  lately 
been  built  with  Mr.  Elliot  Cabot  as  archi- 
tect. By  his  request  I  took  him  up  all 
over  the  house.  He  took  an  interest  in 
everything,  and  he  told  me  that  he  thought 
I  was  very  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Cabot 
as  an  architect.  Mr.  J.  Elliot  Cabot  is 
now  by  his-'choice  his    literary   executor. 

Perhips  some  may  think  that  Mr.  Em- 
erson was  talking  with  me  about  my  house 
as  he  talked  with  my  daughter  about  her 
baby-house,  to  please  us,  not  himse'.l". 
Not  so.  Miss  Ellen  Emerson  told  me 
that  her  father  always  knew  all  about  her 
dolls,  in  all  their  relations  and  genera- 
tions. Indeed,  I  am  persuaded  that  Mr. 
Emerson  was  better  acquainted  with  his 
daughter's  dolls,  and  their  children  and 
grand-children,  than  some //-rtcZ/cr?/ busi- 
ness men  in  our  cities  are  with  their  own 
children  and  their  children's  children. 
Yet  no  doubt  the  root  of  all  this  interest 
was  in  his  great  human   heart.

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A  new  book  has  been  published  recently 
on  the  Salem  witchcraft  delusion  of  1692. 
It  is  by  W.  G.  Kevins.  Of  course,  the 
^;r«/ history  of  this  extraordinary  instance 
of  the  loss  by  an  entire  community  of  all 
control  of  itself  is  that  of  Mr.  Upham, 
published  in  1S67,  in  two  volumes,  not 
clectrotyped,  and  long  since  out  of  print- 
It  is  therefore  well  to  republish  the  story, 
in  possibly  a  more  concise  form,  as  Mr. 
Nevins  has  done,  and  at  far  less  cost.  I 
find  no  mention  in  the  index,  nor  can  I 
find  in  the  book,  any  mention  of  Robert 
Pike,  and  his  masterly  argument  on  the 
lavv  of  evidence  as  applied  to  these  witch 
trials.  It  was  this  argument  which  forced 
Judge  Sewall  to  a  day  of  fasting  and 
prayer  during  the  remainder  of  his  life  for 
the  terrible  wrongs  he  had  as  a  judge  in- 
flicted. These  men  had  "lost  their  heads" 
until  Robert  Pike  assisted  them  in  recov- 
ering. Nor  do  I  find  any  mention  of  the 
action  of  the  government  in  opening  the 
jails  and  giving  freedom  to  hundreds  of 
the  victims  held  by  the  Salem  court,  nor 
any  mention  of  the  course  pursued  by  the 
infamous  Judge  Stoughton,  whose  con- 
duct in  these  trials  was  comparable 
only  to  that  of  the  infamous  Scro:  .,^s. 
This,  I  say,  is  not  the  way  in  v.'jich 
history  ought  to  be  written,  ar.  :  it 
is  this  which  leads  me  to  distrust  ■e 
book.  Chapter  XII  is  a  review  of  ^e 
story,  and  in  it  we  are  told  that  "  in  o;  .  .t 
to  form  a  correct  judgment  we  must  -  it 
ourselves  in  the  place  of  the  men  and  ■  - 
men  of  1692."  From  this  idea  I  wh'  . 
dissent.  In  order  to  judge  correctly  - 
should  put  ourselves  as  far  as  possib 
away  from  the  place  of  these  men  a: 
women  of  1692.  The  judges  acted  n 
Judge  Blaisdell  of  Fall  River  did  in  t'.. 
Borden  case,  with  an  entire  disregard  l 
aii  the  rules  of  evidence  convicting  tlio 
accused  upon  no  evidence  then  before  the 
court;  but  Judge  Blaisdell  was  a  trifle 
worse,  in  that  he  had  acted  as  member  of 
the  jury  of  inquest  previously  to  his  sit.

Book  Notes  is  glad  Mr.  Nevins  pub- 
lished his  book,  and  it  wishes  that  it    had 

been  better. 

Of  course,  it    is    worth    nothing  to    the 
editor  of  Bock:  Notes,  for   he    knows  all 
theie  is  in  it    already,  but    for    everybody 
else  in  town  it  would  be  invaluable.  That 
is  what  he    thought  as  he  ran   through  a 
little  book  which  the  Harpers  publish,  en- 
titled Everybody's    Cyclopedia    of  Things 
worth    Knowing,  Things  diflicult    to    re- 
member, and  Tables  of  References.     It  is 
a    little    book    just  to  keep    lying  on    the 
writing    table,    and  pick   up  as    occasions 
happen.

;t  indexed,  by  the    way,)    which    gives 
number  cf  tacks  in  a   pound, — a  most 
.  ful    piece    of    information    surely.     It 
vs  4  oz.   7-16    tacks    number   4000    in    a 
.>ound.     From  some  siniple  rules  in  arith- 
!netic    which    I    learned     in    the    old    red 
,  school-house    in    Pomfret,  I  have   xliscov- 
ered    that    a  pound   of    tacks,  such    as  I 
bought,    would    contain    something    less 
than  125S  tacks, — from  which  I  infer    that 


experience  is  a  better  school,  especially 
when  it  is  backed  up  by  the  rugged  rules 
which  we  were  taught  in  the  old  reJ 
school-house  in  Pomfret,  than  even  this 
excellent  "Everybody's  Pocket  Cyclo- 
pedia." This  only  proves  that  to  be 
true  which  I  wrote  at  the  beginning  of 
this  paper,— that  to  the  writer  of  Book 
Notes  such  books  are  of  no  value  He 
has  got  beyond  them. 


Some  time  since  (Aug.  2,  1890.)  Book 
Notes  gave  an  account  of  a  printer's 
singular  error  as  exemplified  in  a  very 
rare  book  in  the  Shakespearean  librarv  of 
Marsden  J.  Perry,  Esq.,  of  this  city.  The 
book  was  Shakespeare's  Rape  of  Lucrcce, 
1632;  an  edition  of  which  but  two  copies 
exist,  Mr.  Perry's  being  one  of  .the  two, 
the  other  being  in  the  British  Museum. 
Thus  no  other  private  library  in  the  world 
than  Mr.  Perry's  can  exhibit  an  example 
of  the  book.  At  that  time  Book  Notes 
intended  mentioning  (but  it  could  not 
then  point  it  out)  another  specimen  of 
this  kind  of  printer's  error,  the  error  of 
imposing  tiie  forms,  as  it  is  technically 
called,  as  shown  in  a  costly  book  printed 
herein  Providence,  to  wit.,  Mr.  Guild's 
History  of  Bro'vn  Uiiiversity.  Of  this 
book  Mr.  Guild  printed  besides  the  ordin- 
ary edition,  twelve  large  paper  copies;  it 
is  stated  in  the  book  itself  that  but  icn 
copies  were  issued,  but  twelve  or  n.  jie 
were  printed.  For  these  large  paper  cop- 
ies the  price  was  §25  per  copy,  and  it  was 
in  these  copies  that  the  error  occurs,  at 
pages  393-400  inclusive.  The  ordinary 
copies  in  tiiis  respect  are  correct. 

The  twentieth  novel  in  the  Good  Com- 
pany  Series,  now  in  course  of  publication 
by  Lee  &  Shepard,  is  Dora  DarUiii^r^  the 
Daughter  of  the  Regiment,  by  Jane  Aus- 
tin.

It  .ippeared  first  nearlv  tiiirty 
years  since,  but  it  has  been  long  out  of 
print,  and  will  now  delight  a  new  genera- 
tion of  readers.

Book  Notes  has  upon  occasions  made 
allusion  to  the  nuisance  of  hitchincf  horses 
to  a  street  lamp  opposite  its  door,  and 
within  six  feet  of  it.  Last  week  a  fellow 
actually  baited  his  horse  with  a  nose  bas- 
ket lor  an  hour  in  front  of  this  door.  The 
police  were  busy  in  keeping  boot-blacks 
off  the  sidewalks.  Apropos  concerning^ 
the  Jew  who  occupies  the  sidewalk  at  S7 
Aborn  street,  to  the  infinite  annoyance  of 
every  pedestrian.  There  is  a  hole  in  this 
sidewalk  which  is  dangerous  to  those  who 
walk;  when  the  wares  of  the  Jew  are  re- 
moved and  the  hole  is  uncovered,  it  is 
then  covered  by  a  block  of  stone.  You 
thus  fall  into  the  hole,  or  when  you  can't 
fall  into  it  you  stumble  over  the  stone. 
A  verdict  of  10,000  has  just  been  given 
(by  a  Kent  county  jury  of  course)  against 
the  city  for  leaving  a  stick  in  a  gutter. 


Book  Notes  owes  an  apology  to  the 
Providence  yournal  for  its  too  long  neg- 
lect to  mention  the  wise  sa^^'S  and  modern 
instances  which  overload  the  columns  of 
its  huge  contemporary.  Here  is  a  speci- 
men : 

"  The  experience  of  the  Cunard  steam- 
ship Servia  in  the  fog  on  the  6th  of 
September  is  a  potent  argument  against 
the  theory  that  full  speed  is  safest  under 
such  circumstances.  The  Servia  was  run- 
ning "dead  slow"  when  the  outlines  of 
a  sailing  vessel  were  seen  ahead,  and  as 
it  was  then  impossible  to  avert  a  collision 
by  changing  the  course  the  two  ships 
came  together.  Fortur  itely  it  was  a 
glancing  blow  and  neither  were  hurt. 
13ut  had  the  Servia  been  rushing  along  at 
the  rate  of  sixteen  knots  an  hour  a  serious 
disaster, — certainly  to  the  sailing  vessel 
and  probably  to  the  steamship — must  have 
resulted." 

Book  Notes  acknowledges  its  general 
stupidity,  but  in  this  case  the  question 
with  it  is  this  :  Had  the  Servia  been  sail- 
ing at  a  speed  of  sixteen  knots  an  hour, 
would  the  sailing  vessel  have  been  in  the 
line  of  the  Servia's  course.-*

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THE   ORIGINS   OP    RHODE   ISLAND 
INSTITUTIONS. 

There  has  been  recently  publislied  an 
elaborate  historical  study  by-  Douglas 
Campbell,  a  member  of  the  New  York 
bar,  concerning  the  origins  of  things  po- 
litical, moral,  and  religious,  pertaining  to 
the  first  settlements  in  New  England. 
Mr.  Campbell  is  of  the  opinion  that  many 
of  these  things  originated  with  the  Dutch, 
and  were 'transmitted  from  that  people 
by  the  Pilgrims,  or  Puritans,  or  other 
Englishmen.  The  book  bears  evidence  of 
much  research  and  of  much  earnest 
thought,  and  is  for  these  reasons  to  be 
highly  commended.  In  the  course  of  his 
inquiry  Mr.  Campbell  touches  Rhode  Is- 
land in  several  places.  Thus  he  under- 
takes to  show  that  Williams  got  1  i-  idea 
of  Soul  Liberty  from  the  Dutch:  .\s  also 
his  idea  that  the  English  King  could  give 
no  valid  title  to  the  Indian  lands.  The 
use  of  the  paper  ballot  in  elections  he 
also  endeavors  to  show  came  from  the 
Dutch.  The  purpose  of  this  inquiry  is  to 
examine  the  correctness  of  the  positions 
taken  by  Mr,  Campbell  with  reference  to 
Rhode  Island;  no  general  exainination 
of  his  work  is  now  attempted. 

Having  stated  (vol.  .:,  p.  203,)  that  tlie 
English  Baptists  \vcre  begotten  by  the 
Anabaptists  of  Holland,  Mr.  Campbell 
proceeds  to  say:  "In  America  these  doc- 
trines were  first   established  by    a  scholar 


who  taught  the  Dutch  language  to  the 
poet  Milton.  Imbibing  the  ideas  as  well 
as  the  language  of  the  Hollanders,  Roger 
Williams,  by  birth  a  Welshman,  crossed 
the  Atlantic  in  1631,  and  landed  in  Mas- 
sachusetts." This  matter  of  teaching  the 
Dutch  language  to  Milton  he  considered 
of  sutTicient  importance  to  make  another 
reference  to  it,  (vol.  i,  p.  xxx.)  "Roger 
Williams,  who  iounded  Rhode  Island, 
was  so  much  of  a  Dutch  scholar  that  he 
taught  the  language  to  the  poet  Milton. 

Even  if  Roger  Williams  did  in  fact  teach 
the  Dutch  language  to  the  poet  Milton,  it 
would  not  follow  that  his  religions  or 
political  ideas  came  from  the  Dutch.  It 
ii,' &  uon  seqtiiiur.  One  might  as  well 
argue,  that  Chief  Justice  Matteson  read 
French  to  Mr  Justice  Stiness,  hence,  the 
principles  of  a  Jecree  in  equity  made  by 
the  court  were  drawn  from  the  Cede  Na- 
poleon. But  I  deny  the  truth  of  the  main 
proposition.  Williams  did  not  teach 
Dutch  to  Milton.  The  authority  cited 
by  Mr.  Campbell  in  support  of  the 
proposition  will  not  bear  the  test  of  exam- 
ination. All  that  is  known  concerning  it 
comes  from  Mr.  Williams  himself,  thus — 
"It  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  me  for  some 
time  with  some  persons  to  practice  the 
Hebrew,  the  Greek,  Latin,  French  and 
Dutch.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council 
(John  Milton)  for  my  Dutch  I  read  him 
read  me  many  more  languages."     If  that 
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means    that    Williams    taught   Dutch    to 

Milton,  then  it  also  means  that  Milton 
taught  Williams  many  more  languages; 
but  such  is  not  its  meaning.  It  appears 
in  a  letter  written  in  1654,  (Knowles's 
Life,  p.  264  J  in  which  Tvlr.  WilliaiTis  con- 
fesses possessing  a  knowledge  of  six  lan- 
guages, to  wit.,  English,  Hebrew,  Greek, 
Latin,  French  and  Dutch,  which  latter 
must  have  included  German.  Now  if 
Milton  taught  "many  morej,languages " 
to  Williams,  what  were  they.'' 

Mr.  Campbell  lays    much    stress    upon 
the  fact  of  the  residence  for  some  years  of 
the  Pilgrims   in    Holland;  but   Mr.    Wil- 
liams never    dwelt    in    Holland;   there  is 
no  evidence  that  he  even  ever  visited  that 
country.     It  is  true    that   he    might    have 
caught    these     ideas   from   books,    but    in 
what  books  do  they  exist. ^     The    spirit  o^ 
religious    freedom    was   hovering    in    the 
air  and  it   alighted   on    the    head  of  Wil- 
liams.    L'Hopital,  Chancellor  of  France, 
advanced  the  same    principles  which  Wil- 
liams avowed  three-quarters    of  a  century 
before  Williams  arrived.     The    dilference 
between    them  was     that    Williams    more 
clearly  defined   the  line   which  separated 
the  obligations  to  the  state    from   the    lib- 
erty of  conscience    in    spiritual    rr.atters; 
and  greatest  of  all.  Mr.   Williams   put    his 
theory  into   successful    operation.  —  (Narr. 
Club,  V.  6.  p.    279  )     The   statement   that 
'•Williams  was  by   birth  a  Welshman"  is, 
in  the  face  of  the  discoveries  mude  by  Mr. 
H.  F.    Waters,    no    longer  tenable.     Mr, 
Williams  was  an   Englishman,  born   pro- 
bably in  London. 

Continuing  hi<  account,  Mr.  Campbell 
says,  after  landing  in  ALassachusetts, 
"The  first  pi  inciple  with  which  this  gen- 
tle Baptist  astonished  his  English  com- 
patriots related  t(3  their  title  to  the  soil.', 
To  this  I  rai>e  the  oljection.  tliat  WW- 
Hams  did  not  bcconc  a  "  gentle  Uaptist" 
until  live  3  ears  after  he  raised  ihi>  tjues- 
tion  of  title  to  the  soil.  But  if  Williams 
on  landing  in  1631,  astonished  his  conv 
patriots  by  urging  the  necessity  of  obtain' 


ing  the  Indian  titles,  how  could  he  have 
got  his  iden  from  the  Dutch.  Avho  first 
advanced  such  a  claim  April  S,  1633.  in  a 
controversy  concerning  the  land  on  which 
Manha,ttan  was  built.'  (Lamb's  Hist.  New 
York,  V.  I.  p.  64,) 

Concerning  the  doctrine  of  Soul  Liberty 
upon  which  Williams  planted  Rhode  Is- 
land, Mr.  Campbell  says:  "Driven  out  of 
Massachusetts  in  1636,  Roger  Williams 
established  a  new  seUleinent  at  Provi- 
dence. There  he  put  into  full  operation 
the  principles  of  religious  and  civil  liberty 
which  he  had  learned  from  the  Dutch 
Anabaptists." — (v.  2.  p.  416.)  On  page 
205  cn//r,  Mr.  Campbell  quotes  (l>ancroft, 
"^'^  I.  367'375')  thus:  "In  the  capacious 
recesses  of  his  mind,  he  (Williams,)  had 
resolved  the  nature  of  into'erance,  and  he, 
aNft  he  alo7ie,  had  arrived  at  the  great 
principle  which  is  il.s  sole  effectual  rem- 
edy ;  he  announced  his  discovery  under 
the  simple  proposition  of  tlie  sanctity  of 
conscience;  he  was  the  first  person  in 
tnoc'ern  Christendom  to  assert  it."  How 
could  he  have  learned  it  from  the  Dutch.' 
and  where  on  earth  had  the  Dutch, 
or  any  other  people,  ever  made  such  an 
experiment,  or  suggested  the  idea  of  sucii 
an  experiment.' 

The  discussion  of  the  origin  of  voting 
by  ballot,  v.hich,  according  to  Mr.  Camp- 
be  1,  the  e,-:;y  English  colonists  borrowed 
from  the  D  rh,  is  exceedingly  loose.  He 
calls  it  (v.  j.  page  43S)  "  the  written  bal- 
lot, but  on  page  434  he  calls  it  "  the  writ- 
ten 5fc;r/'  ballot."  and  he  claims  that  it 
came  from  the  city  of  Emden,  •'  so  famil- 
iar to  the  English  Puritans."  Still  further 
back,  on  page  432,  he  says,  '•  in  1274,  the 
Church  of  Rome  adopted  the  sj-stem  of  a 
written  ballot,"  but  on  page  434  he  savs, 
"  tlie  earliest  emplo\nient  of  the  writtten 
sccrtt  ballot  at  Emdcn  was  in  i59v"  -"^'^ 
fir  as  Riu^dc  Is'and  is  concerned  .Mr. 
Campbell  sa;.  s.  (vol.  2.  p.  439.)  "  In 
Rhode  Is'anti,  too,  it  fnind  a  lodgment 
with  the  organization  of  the  government 
in  1647;  ^l^ei"e  at  an  early  day,  to   prevent 
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the  evils  of  ballot-box  stufling,  it  was  pro- 
vided by  Jaw  that  each  voter  should  w  rile 
his  name  on  the  back  of  his  voting  [taper. 
This  remedy,  however,  was  found  tc  be 
worse  than  the  disease,  and  the  law  was 
soon  repealed."  If  Mr.  Campbell  means 
here  a  "written  ballot,''  it  is  true  ;  but  if 
he  means  a  "written  5^0'^/ ballot,"  it  is 
not  true.  Rhode  Island  did  not  at  that 
early  time  have  such  a  thing;  and  yet  he 
claims  that  the  written  secret  ballot  came 
from  the  Dutch.  His  history  is  here  so 
very  erroneous  that  Book  Notes  must 
enter  upon  its  rectification.  His  propo- 
sition is,  that  Rhode  Island  took  the  bal- 
lot from  Connecticut,  that  Connecticut 
took  it  from  Salem,  that  Salem  took  it 
from  the  Dutch.  I  deny  that  Rhode  Island 
took  it  from  Connecticut.  By  the  law 
of  1647  "it  was  agreed  that  the  election  of 
ofHcers  should  be  by  papers." — (Col.  Rec. 
v.  I,  p.  14S.)  "Further,  it  is  agreed  that 
forasmuch  as  many  may  be  necessarily 
detained  that  they  cannot  come  to  the 
General  Court  of  Election,  that  they  shall 
send  their  votes,  sealed  up,  unto  liie  said 
Court,  which  shall  be  as  effectual  as  their 
personal  appearances." — (Col.  Rcc,  v.  i, 
p.  149,  150.)  When  a  freeman  wrote  his 
name  on  a  ballot,  it  became  a  vote,  before 
he  wrote  his  name  it  was  a  blank  ballot. 
It  was  in  town  meetings  that  the  papers 
were  signed,  and  the  town  clerks  sealed 
the  packages  and  forwarded  ihem  to  New- 
port, or  to  Providence,  as  occasion  re- 
quired. It  was  done  in  order  to  save  a 
freeman  the  trcjuble  and  expense  of  trav- 
elling on  foot  or  on  horseback,  in  plant- 
ing time,  to  wit.,  the  middle  of  May,  from 
remote  parts  of  the  colony,  to  cast  a  vote 
at  Newport.  It  was  called  proxy  voting, 
and  instead  of  being  "soon  repealed,"  as 
Mr.  Campbell  says, it  continued  until  1S42, 
neatly  two  centuries.  It  is  possib'e  that 
these  errors  occurred  by  not  ^oing  to 
original  sources  for  facts.  In  this  case 
Mr.  Campbell  cites  Doyle's  Puritans,  vol. 
I'  P-  3S35  but  Mr.  Doyle,  however  earnest 
or  honest  he  may  be,  is  not  an    authority; 


he  is  the  latest  English  scholar  who  has 
written  ui)on  the  subject.  But  this  law  of 
16^7,  cited  by  both  Mr.  Do_)lc  and  Mr. 
Campbell,  is  not  the  earliest  statute  in 
Rhode  Island,  The  act  of  Newport,  Jan- 
uary 29,  1639-40,  ante-dates  it  seven  years, 
(R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  v.  I,  p.  9S.  Bv  it  the 
freemen  were  "  to  send  in  their  votes 
sealed  up  to  the  Judge."  The  Connecti- 
cut constitution  was  adopted  January  14, 
1639,  the  Rhode  Island  law,  January  29, 
the  same  year.  In  this  connection  Mr. 
Campbell  cites  Baldwin's  Hist.  Ballot  in 
Connecticut,  but  Mr.  Baldwin  does  not 
quite  sustain  him.  It  is  curious  that  in 
so  elaborate  a  treatise  mention  should 
have  been  omitted  of  tlie  commonly  as- 
sumed Dutch  origin  of  the  name  Rhode 
Island — Roodt  Eylandt—vtd  island,  as  it 
is  given  in  Arnold's  Hist.  Rhode  Island. 
Of  course,  the  name  did  not  come  from 
the  Dutch;  it  came  from  the  Greek,  2s 
has  been  clearly  shown  in  these  Book 
Notes,  vol  7,  pp.  22-37;  ^"^  ^^"^is  leads  me 
to  consider  for  a  moment  the  close  simi- 
larity whrch  appears  between  the  laws  of 
the  Greek  Republics  and  the  earliest  in- 
stitutions of  government  here  in  Rhode 
Island.  I  have  arranged  the  subjects  in 
parallel.  They  are  so  striking  that  I  can- 
not but  feel  that  the  origins  of  things  in 
Rhode  Island  was  far  more  Greek  than 
Dutch:

"No  per- 
son shall  be  molested, 
or  destroyed,  but  by  the 
judgment  of  his  peers, 
except  this  same  be 
ratified  and  conlirmed 
bv  the  major  part  of 
the  General  Assembly,'" 
which  body  then  meant 
the  whole  people.— R.I. 
Col.  Kec.  V.  1,  pl57. 

In  Rhode  Island,  laws 
touching  general  mat- 
ter-, shall  be  firs',  stalcil 
in  the  town  meetings  (p 
148),  if  then  accepted, 
the  law  was  commeui- 
ed  to  court  of  commis- 
sioners (p  14'j),  if  by  this 
court  the  law  was  en- 
acted, it  shall  stand  as 
a  law  till  the  next  Gen- 
eral Assembly  (of  the 
whole  people),  then  or 
there  to  be  con  tinned 
or  mllified:— R.I.  Col.

lowing  year,  51)1  August,  1S36,  Mr.  Sax- 
ton  addressed  a  letter  to  Francis  Waj  land, 
President  of  the  I'niversity,  acknowledg- 
ing his  error  in  resisting  the  rules  of  the 
college,  and  asking  that  the  degree  usu- 
ally conferred  upon' graduates  be  conferred 
upon  him.

In  subsecpicnt  years  the  degree 
was  conferred  upon  other  members  of  the 
class  until  fifteen  had,  down  to  1S66,  re- 
ceived it.

A  little  memoir  of  the  Rev.  William  R, 
Saxton,  published  at  Salem,  1S3S,  has 
some  curious  notes  in  relation  to  the  class 
of  1S35  in  Brown  University.  The  author 
of  the  memoir,  Mr.  Charles  T.  Torre y, 
says,  (p.  26,)  "The  c^ass  to  which  Mr. 
-Saxton  belonged,  twenty-six  in  number, 
were  nearly  all  pious,  and  fron^.  a  convic- 
tion that  the  bestowment  of  college  hon- 
ors was  wrong  in  principle,  injurious  to 
true  piety,  and  of  no  advantage  to  the 
cause  of  education,  twenty-two  of  them 
declined  taking  the  parts  assigned  them 
in  commencement  exercises  and  were  de- 
prived of  the  usual  degree."

ities they  visited  we  are  involved  in  insu- 
perable dilTiculities." — Bi  Centennial  of 
Bristol,;^  jj.  These  men  whol'y  mis- 
represent Prof.  Diman,  and  then  cite  him 
as  their  authorily.  He  believed  that  the 
Northmen  had  been  in  New  England,  that 
the  evidence  was  in  the  Sagas,  and  in  the 
Sagas  only;  that  the  Dighton  Rock  and 
the  old  Stone  Mill,  and  other  such  things, 
Avere  not  evidence,  and  that  is  why  he 
added  as  to  their  coming  here — ''But  if 
they  did  they  Jeft  no  trace  behind  them." 
At  the  time  when  Mr.  Diman  delivered 
these  sentences,  the  Bristol  R-^ck  was  not 
known.  It  was  described  for  the  ilrst  time 
in  Miller's  JJ^ani/>anoao-s,  pp.  y,  119.  In 
his  mention  of  Mr.  ^Miller's  book,  in  this 
connection,  Mr.  Iligginson  ^ives  a  false 
impression,  both  as  to  Mr.  >ii!ler  and  as 
to  Mr.  Diman.

Coun- 
cilman Barnev's  re.'-olutlon  was  sliOrt,  and 
is  here  printed  entire  :  •'  Tliat  the  City 
Solicitor  be  and  he  hereby  is,  requested 
and  directed  as  soon  as  practical^Ie,  to  in- 
stitute legal  jiroceedings  against  persons 
polluting  the  waters  of  the  Pawtc.xet  river 
contrary  to  hiw." 

There  are  two  ways  of  looking  at  these 
two    propositions.     One,  that  they    are   a 
delicate  kind  of  satire, — irony,  perhaps  ;  — 
the  otlier,  that  these  two  too  amiable  gen- 
tlemen    have    allowed    themselves    to    be 
made  "game"  of  by   some  designing  in- 
dividuals.  \\"liat  has  hitlierto  saved  Rhode 
Island  lYom  pestilences,  scourges,  or  other  \ 
dire    calamities,  in    tliat    it    has    failed    to  i 
avail  itself  o\    the  \ast    stores  of   .-anitary 
science  which  the  h.eads  ot  (Governors  ami  ; 
Attorney  Generals    hold,    is    beyond    my 


conjecture.  S^ill,  here  we  are.  But  the 
seriousness  with  which  the  two  bodies, 
hat  in  hand,  approach  servants  appointed 
by  themselves  and  request  the  said  ser- 
vants to  execute  their  oliice,  in  positively 
ludicrous.  The  General  Assembly  makes 
laws,  the  Council,  ordinances;  both  ap- 
point ofHcers  sw^orn  to  faithfully  execute 
the  one  and  the  other.  Then  the  two 
bodies,  without  so  much  as  the  ripple  of 
a  smile,  enact  laws  ''requesting'''  those 
otTicers  to  proceed  to  act.  It  is  the  subli- 
mity of  legislative  courtesy  which  is  so 
attractive  to  me.  Senator  Freeman  said 
something  about  giving  increased  power 
to  tlie  State  Board.  I,  too,  am  in  favor  of 
giving  increased  powers  to  a  State  Board 
of  Health,  bat  not  to  a  board  as  now  or- 
ganized. It  '.ould  be  thoroughly  recon- 
structed ;  thj  law  under  which  it  was 
created  was  carefully  drawn  to  meet  the 
emergencies  of  certain  persons,  and  it  is 
a  disgrace  to  the  statute  book.  It  has 
served  its  day,  let  night  come  to  it.  It  is 
about  time  to  recur  to  the  principle  that 
a  servant  should  serve  those  whom  he 
agrees  to  serve  and  whose  money  he  re- 
ceives, whether  it  be  the  people  or  in- 
dividuals. 


There  have  been  published  within  a 
coujile  of'3'ears,  more  or  less,  tiirec  sma  1 
volumes,  written  by  Mary  F.  W'ilkins, 
under  the  following  titles:     A  Xc-v  Ei/rr- 
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land  ISiun  ;  A  Htiinblc  Romance;  Youtisr 
Litcrctia.  To  each  tillc  are  appencled  the 
words,  "  and  other  stories."  Each  book 
is  in  fact  a  collection  of  shortish  stories; 
but  all  the  stories  are  careful  studies  of  the 
best  types  of  New  England  life,  in  certain 
phases,  to  wit.,  as  it  is  exe-npHHed  in  the 
lives  of  women  and  girls;  and  within 
these  lines  the  delineations  are  positively 
excellent.  Mary  E.  Wilkins,  whatever 
her  position  in  the  world  may  be,  is  an 
excellent  literary  workman.  Her  language 
is  plain  and  vigorous;  its  felicity,  not  its 
fluency,  is  what  attracts  us;  her  sketches 
are  never  tiresome;  she  knows  how  to 
describe,  without  burying  her  descriptions 
out  of  sight  in  a  mass  of  meaningless 
words;  simplicity  thins  the  ink  she  uses, 
and  she  is  full  of  pathos.  Ghe  herself 
loves  her  own  creations,  and  she  dresses 
them  and  fondles  them,  and  then  holds 
them  up  for  us  to  see  them.  She  loves 
that  which  is  true  and  beautiful  and  good, 
and  she  is  not  aftaid  to  confess  it.  Book 
Notes  wishes  to  give  an  impetus  to  the 
reading  of  these  books,  and  since  it  adver- 
tises the  Public  Library,  it  cannot  be  ac- 
cused of  ulterior  designs  upon  your  pocket- 
books  in  so  doing.  The  books. came  in  a 
natural  way,  working  themselves  into 
favor.  This  is  well  shown  by  a  little  in- 
vestigation made  for  me  by  the  admirable 
young  lady  v.ho  sits  at  the  '•  Informafor. 
Desk"  of  that  Library.  Here  io  liow  they 
travelled  in  the  order  of  publication: 

New  England  Nun^  5  copies,  added 
April,  1S91,  circ.  70  times. 

Hnviblc  Romance^  i  copy,  added  Feb. 
1S92,  circ.  30  times. 

Young  Lucrctia,  \  zo^y,  added  August 
1892,  circ.  10  times. 

That  is  certainly  a  most  encouraging 
showing  for  the  author  of  the  books,  and 
creditable  likewise  to  the  readers  here.  I 
had  wished  to  pursue  these  researclies  a 
bit  further,  with  no  intimation  as  to  what 
I  should  discover,  but  when  I  saw  the  labor 
which  my  inquiry  had  unwittingly  put 
upon  the  too  willingyounglady  aforesaid, 


I  desisted  from  the  undertaking.  If  Mary 
[\.  Wilkins  ever  sees  this  paragraph,  Book 
NoTKS  would  suggest  to  her  to  abandon 
now  the  women  and  the  girls;  change  the 
gender.  Study  men  ;  but  study  men  not 
from  books,  but  in  their  natural  state. 
The  genuine  New  Englander  is  her  ovstcr ; 
let  her  strip  oil"  his  shell  and  discribe  him. 


I  write  it  without  fear  of  contradiction, 
that  the  most  extraordinary  thing  in  a 
literary  way  ever  seen  in  Rhode  Island,  is 
a  crusade  now  being  carried  on  by  Mr. 
Samuel  Darling,  at  his  personal  expense, 
against  compulsory  vaccination.  \o\- 
umes  of  books  and  a  score  of  pamphlets 
Mr.  Darling  has  published,  until  a  large 
tin  case  is  now  required  to  hold  a  set  of  his 
publications,  in  which  costly  imported 
English  books  are  included.  Mr.  Dar- 
ling's attack  is  directly  against  vaccina- 
tion as  a  preventive  against  small  po::, 
and  indirectly  against  physicians  in  gene- 
ral. The  compulsory  law  in  Rhode  Island 
consists  in  a  statute  compelling  chil'''''n 
upon  entering  into  any  public  scIk'wi  .0 
show  a  certificate  of  vaccination,  but  no 
teacher  need  be  vaccinated;  and  further, 
in  case  a  man's  wife  be  stricken  with  small 
pox  while  the  man  himself  was  within  the 
house,  he  could  not  leave  the  he  use  save 
under  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars;  in  case 
the  man  wa^  outside  the  house  when  his 
wife  was  str.cken,  he  could  not  enter  it 
save  at  the  peril  of  another  similar  fiiie. 
Thus  it  would  cost  a  m.an  forty  dollars 
and  cost  to  go  home  and  see  his  sick 
wife,  funiigate  and  return  to  business. 
The  absurdity  of  such  laws,  if  vaccination 
really  has  the  preventive  power  which  its 
friends  have  claimed  tor  it,  is  apparent; 
and  neither  volumes  nor  pamphlets  are 
required  to  set  forth  the  argument. 

You  believe  that  vaccination  will  insure 
you  against  taking  small  pox.  \\'e:l,  tiiCii 
be  \  accinated  and  in  case  your  thco''y  i' 
well  grounded  you  will  be  safe.  Why  then 
force  me  to  be  vaccinated  .''  If  vaccination 
prevents  contagion,  you  will  not  cont.'act 
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disease  in  case  I  am  a  victim.  It  will  not 
strengthen  jour  own  security  to  foi-ce  ir.e 
to  an  act  of  which  I  stand  in  mortal  terror. 
This.  I  saj,  is  the  argument;  but  I  nei- 
ther admit  nor  deny  the  claims  which  Mr. 
Darling  sets  forth  at  such  cost.  Book 
Notes  is  open  to  conviction.  It  has  al- 
ways believed  in  vaccination. 


Book  Notes  published  the  following 
paragraph  in  its  issue  for  October  22. 

The  Citv  Government  again  levies  an 
interest  rate  of  8  per  cent,  on  indigent 
tax-payers,  in  violation  of  the  statute.  No 
man  need  pay  it. 

Whereupon  it  received  froin  a  learned 
counsellor  the  following  suggestion  :

Statutes,)  Cap.  46,  ^  i,  and  oblige

Almost  before  it  had  recovered  its  breath 
Book  Notes  received  another  letter  from 
a  learned  member  ot  the  Rhode  Island 
bar,  as  follows  : 

y.  S.  Rider.  [Esq.]  Dear  Sir.— What 
is  your  interpretation  of  Section  i.  Chap. 
46.  Public  Statutes,  taken  in  connection 
with  your  statement  in  regard  to  interest 
on  the  tax  of  an  'indigent  tax-payer." 
Yours  truly,  C.   B. 

It  is  really  encouraging  to  note  the 
earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  my  legal 
friends  to  get  knowledge,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  keep  what  they  have.  The  studi- 
aus  care  with  which  both  gentlc-ivcn  avoid 
commitment  to  an  opinion  is  -'.n-thyof 
commendation. 

The  law  to  which  both  gent^iCmen  direct 
■  my  attrition  reads  as  tbllows :  '*Any 
town  may  provide  for  such  deduction  from 
the  lax  assessed  against  any  person  if 
paid  by  an  appointed  time,  or  for  such 
penalties  by  way  of  percentage  on  a  tax 
if  not  paid  at  the  time  appointed  not  ex- 
ceeding 12  per  cent,  per  annum." 

Book  Notes  now  fiuggests  the  law 
which  fixes  as  between  parties  the  legal 
rate  of  interest.  P.  S.  (Public  Statutes,) 
Cap.  141,  §  I,  whicli  reads  as  tollows  : 
"  Interest  in  the  rendition  of  judgments 
and  in  all  business  transactions  where  in- 
terest is    secured    or    paid,    shall  be   com- 


puted at  the  rate  of  six  dollars  on  a  hun- 
dred dollars  for  one  year  unless  a  dilTereiU 
rale  ia  expressly  stipulated." 

The  (lucbtion  turns  upon  the  use  of  the 
word  "penalty"  in  place  of  the  word  "  in- 
terest." The  common  understanding  of 
the  word  "interest"  is,  that  it  is  an  annuaj 
rate  per  cent,  paid  for  the  retention  and 
use  of  the  money  of  another.  Is  that 
'•  penalty,"  or  rate  per  cent,  per  annum, 
computed  for  the  period  during  which  tiie 
money  is  retained  and  added  to  a  previous 
tax  by  towns,  "interest"  within  the  com- 
mon meaning  of  the  term.''  Book  Notes 
maintains  that  it  is  bo.afid  that  that  is  the 
commonly  understood  meaning  of  the 
term  ;  that  the  use  of  the  word  "penalty" 
by  the  Genera'  Assembly,  meaning  there- 
by "interest,"  is  a  legal  quibble  which  is 
indet^ensible.  Under  the  constitution  the 
General  Assemby  is  not  a  lexicographer; 
it  cannot  make  the  Avord  "black"  legally 
mean  "white."  It  cannot  by  a  legal  enact- 
ment turn  high'vay  robuery  into  a  chari- 
table contribution,  as  Robin  Hood  used 
to  do. 

But  one  word  more,  especially  with  my 
friend  E.  K.  P.  This  gentleman  is  the 
legal  adviser  of  the  town  of  Coventry. 
Upon  the  cover  of  the  Tax-book  of  that 
town  appear  these  words :  "  All  taxes 
remainiiog  unpaid  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1S92,  shall  be  on  interest 
at  the  rate  of  twelve  percent,  per  annum." 
Now  my  learned  friend  certainly  does  not 
think  any  such  "penalty"  could  be  col- 
lected.

Both  novels   deal  with    cer" 
tain    phases    of  English    social    lite,    and 
both  are  fairly  good. 
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TITHINGMEN. 

In  a  former  number  (\'ol.  7.  Xo.  2  ) 
liooi:  Notes  refers  to  a  diss.crUUion  on 
the  word  Tithinginoi ^  by  Prof.  II.  W. 
Adams,  of  Johns  Hopkins  Uni\ersit>-. 
The  essay  Avas  read  before  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society,  and  was  published 
in  the  Proceedings  of  that  boviy  for  tiie 
year  iSSi.  In  it  there  is  this  para_:^raph 
concerning  Mr.  Samuel  G.  Arnold  tlie 
autlior  of  the  History  of  Rhode  Island  : 
"Mr.  Arnold  has  probably  j^one  -wiong 
in  his  History  (\'.  2.  p.  161,)  in  connect- 
ing the  duty  of  tithingmen  -with  that  of 
collecting  tithes;  the  correspondence  of 
names  was  puiely  accidental.  In  this 
view  we  are  supported  by  .Mr.  ICdward  A. 
Freeman,  who  says  there  is  no.  historic 
connection  l^etween  tithes  and  tithing- 
men." 

Book  Notes  will  let  Mr.  /  mold  tell 
what  happened.  August  2S,  1693,  a  wai"- 
rant  from  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  was 
read  in  the  S  yansea  tosyn  meeting  "  re- 
quiring the  town  to  choose  a  minister  ac- 
cording to  law."  The  church  replied  that 
the3'  had  a  minister,  and  asked  the  town 
to  vote  their  assent.  At  an  adjourned 
meeting  the  town  elected  Elder  Luther, 
minister  in  the  town  of  Swansea."'  (Tie 
had  been  their  minister  for  ton  years,) 
but  the  Puritan  system  require-]  also  the 
election  of //////V/.5^/y/^;/.  This  collection  of 
tithes  for  the  support  of  the  church  was 
anotlier  infringment  upon  the  chartered 
rights  of  the  people.  In  this  case  they 
conformed^  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  by 
choosing  four  men  who  were  Baptists  rep- 
resenting the  feeling  of  the  town  upon 
this  question  and  would  not  entorce  the 
odious  statute.  Tliis  mode  of  evading  the 
law  in  maintenance  of  vested  rights  was 
continued  for  se\eral  yeais.  'j'liese  oill- 
cers  were  not  always  chosen  at  the  annual 
election;  their  numbers  varied  from  four 
down  to  one,  tha  same  irien  were  never 
re-cho'sen  ." — ylniold's  I  list.  R.  I.,  v.  2, 
/.  161. 


Booiv  Notes  came  to  the  defence  of 
Mr.  Arnold  as  follows:  Mr.  II.  ().  Wood, 
To\yn  Clerk  of  Swansea,  (1SS2.)  informed 
me  that  the  Records  of  the  town  shows  the 
election  of  the  four  men  mentioned  by 
Mr.  Arnold  to  the  ofl'u-e  (.A'  t.if//i!/ii>ncn :  and 
Mr.  Bicknell  {His/.  Barriuglon,  R.  I., 
p.  99.)  says  of  this  (lection,  ''  tlie  tilhing- 
man  had  bjcn  an  unknown  oihcer  among 
us."  Th-:^  conclusion  is  inevitable;  the 
Colony  of  Massachusetts  issued  its  man- 
date to  the  people  of  Swansea  to  elect  a 
minister  and  to  assess  a  tax  upon  the  peo- 
ple for  his  support;  the  people  elected 
the  minister,  and  elected  lour  inen  to 
assess  the  tax,  and  these  four  men  they 
st_\led  in  their  records,  (i6^^4,)  tithini;- 
men.  It  m.\y  not  have  been  historic,  but 
it  is  a  fact,  and  a  tact  is  either  a  very  use- 
ful or  a  very  troublesonie  thing  in  the 
construction  of  a  theory.  By  whatever 
name  other  people  may  have  called  the 
men  designated  by  law  to  collect  the 
church  rates,  the  people  of  Swansea  and 
Bar- ington  called  them  Tithiiiq;uien.  This 
fact  is  further  confirmed  by  a  transaction 
which  took  place  at  New  London,  Conn., 
thus  relerred  to  in  Earle's  The  Sabbath  in 
Puritan  Xv.v  England,  p.  2gj  :  "A  virago 
in  New  London  more  openly  courageous, 
threw  scalding  water  on  the  head  of  the 
tithiuL^'v.an  who  came  to  collect  the  min- 
ister's I'e."  Mrs.  Earle  does  not  cite  her 
authoii  V,  and  Book  Notes  has  not  yet 
the  opportunity  to  verify  her  statement, 
but  presumiuix  it  to  be  correct,  it  illus- 
trates still  further  the  correctness  of  the 
common  meaning  of  the  term  as  given 
bv  Mr.  Arnold.

The  title  describes  it  admirably,  thus: 
Mai/11'ns  Far}is'vorih  and  //is  Descendants 
in  America;  a  Mo}iO£;'yapIi ,  bj  Claudius 
B.  Farnsworth.  It  is  a  genealogy  of  the 
Farnsworthsonly  so  far  as  cert-ia  lines  are 
concerned,  and  yet  it  is  something  more 
than  a  genealogy;  it  is  a  Family  iiistorj', 
into  \vhich  the  author  has  interwoven  a 
great  deal  of  very  c'ever  and  very  inter- 
esting history.  The  Farns\vorth  familv 
was  a  substantial  New  England  one,  dating 
back  to  1632,  and  supplying  its  members 
to  the  forum  and  ihe  field,  the  hospital, 
and  the  house  of  Avorship.  Its  men  have 
fought  for  their  country  in  all  her  battles; 
it  women  numbered  among  them  the 
finest  specimens  of  genuine  New  England 
stock;  religious,  energetic,  patriotic,  and 
at  the  fore-front  of  every  reform.  One  of 
these   women  died  in    1SS4,  whose   father 


fought  at  lUmker  Hill  in  1776, — a  case  of 
singular  longevity.  A  letter  to  this  \en- 
erablc  woman,  written  by  William  Lloyd 
Garrison  a  short  time  before  his  death,  is 
given  in  the  book.  Copies  are  for  sale 
by  Mr.  Rider. 


The  November  number  of  ihe  Kc^^v 
Enjnrland  Magazine  is  a  Whittier  number. 
The  frontispiece  is  from  a  rare  photograph 
taken  about  1S55,  and  the  opening  article 
takes  the  reader  in  and  about  the  Xew 
England  country,  which  inspired  so  much 
of  Whittier's  poetry,  and  is  so  associated 
with  him  as  a  man.  It  is  by  \Villiam 
Kennedy,  whose  monograph  of  Whittier 
was  so  well  received.  Another  article 
deals  with  Whittier  as  Poet,  and  is  by 
Francis  C  Sparhawk.  Allen  E.  Cross  con- 
tributes a  fine  poem,  "The  Passing  o^

The  Origin  of  a  Stumbllrg  Block  in  the 
Rhode  Island  Constitution. 

There  is  in  the  coiistltutioit  of  Rhode 
Island  a  clause  as  follows.  Article  lo,  Sec. 
3,  to  wit.  :  *'  The  judges  of  the  Supreine 
Court  shall  in  all  trials  instruct  the  jurv.'' 
This  clause  has  hecome  a  serious  obstacle 
to  the  desired  re-crganiznlion  of  the  court, 
and  it  has  for  this  reason  dravvn  the  atten- 
tion of  the  best  inembers  ot  the  Rhode 
Island  bar,  certain  of  whom  have  asked 
the  writer  to  give  the  history  of  the  origin 
of  the  clause.  This  the  writer  here  at- 
tempts : 

From  the  iirst  establishment  of  courts 
in  the  co'ony  down  to  the  Revolution, 
arid  from  ihat  time  in  the  State  down  to 
the  year  1S27.  th.e  judges  of  the  courts 
had  been  chieHy  fanners  or  :i.:rchants,  or 
political  characters,  at  all  evcr.is,  men  un- 
trained in  legal  knowledge. 

The  iudicial  nystem  comprised  a  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court,  consisting  of  a 
chief  justice  and  tour  associates,  Avhich 
court  had  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  actions, 
was  a  court  of  appeal  in  all  probate  mat- 
ters, and  had  full  jurisdiction  in  all  crim- 
innl  actions.  There  was  also  comprised 
in  thes\stcma  Cov:rt  of  Common  Pleas 
for  each  county.  Over  each  of  these 
county  courts  presided  a  chief  justice  i-nd 
ojr  associates.  The  jurisdiction  of  these 
atter    courts    covered  ''all    civil    actions 


and  common  pleas  arising  or  happening 
within  such  county  triable  at  common 
law."  Appeals  were  taken  from  these 
courts  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

The  salary  of  the  chief  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  was  1^250  and  of 
each  associate  ,^200  per  annum.  No  sal- 
ary was  attached  to  the  olllce  of  a  judge 
in  the  Common  Pleas.  There  were  then, 
in  JS27,  thirty  judges  engaged  in  trying 
causes  in  Rhode  Island,  and  in  that  large 
number  there  was  not  an  individual  who 
had  received  a  legal  education,  or  who 
was  competent  to  instruct  a  jurj  in  mat- 
ters of  law.  All  equity  powers  were  in 
the  hands  of  the  General  Assembly, — an 
equity  court  of  eighty-four  judges.  This 
nebulous  contiition  had  produced  its  only 
logical  result,  v.^  wit.,  judicial  anarchy. 
The  deplorable  oituation  had  long  been  a 
source  of  solicin.de  to  the  thinking  men 
of  the  State,  and  frequent  attempts  had 
been  made  to  induce  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  reform  the  system,  but  all  attempts 
had  failed. 

In  January,  1S27.  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Til- 
linghast,  a  member  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly from  Providence,  brought  in  a  bill  to 
reconstruct  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 
The  judges  were  reduced  by  this  bill  to 
three  in  number,  a  chief  justice  and  two 
associates.  Tiie  jurisdiction  of  the  court 
covered  all  the  powers  and  authority 
wherewith  the    Supreme   Judicial    Court 
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was  then  invested,  and  the  several  justices 
■were    lo    exercise    all    the  se\ei"nl    powers 
which  belonij  to    justices  of   the  Supreme 
Court,     The  word  "Judicial '■   wa^   omit- 
ted in  defining  the    "  se\eral  "    [-yowers  o( 
llie   *'  several"  judges,  as  it  is  here  given. 
The  bill  furtlier    provided    that  the  Chief 
Justice  was  hy    public    charge  to    instruct 
the    grand    juries  in    the  law,    and   in    all 
causes  in  which  he    may  sit    and  act    as  a 
justice  of  said  court,  to    instruct  the    peti^ 
')ury  in  the    law  by    giving  them    publicly 
in  charge,  before  they    retire  to    consider 
of  their  vercict,  the    opinion  of   the  court 
upon  the  law.     An  increa-e  of  sa  arv  w.s 
also    contemplated     by    Mr.     Tillinghrst. 
The  bill    came  up    for    consideration    on 
the  i2lh  of  January.     It  encountered  little 
serious  opposition,  save  in  the  second  sec- 
tion, to  wit.,  that  concerning    the  charg- 
ing of  the  jur^',  which  underwent  amend- 
ment.   Mr.  Joshua  Bickr^ell  of  Barrington, 
moved  that  the  duty  of  charging  the  jury  be 
placed  upon    any  member  of  the  court    a'; 
well  as  on  the  chief  justice.     Mr.  Ti'ling- 
hast    suggested  that  the    words  presiding 
judge  might  be   subsiiluted  for    chiet  jus- 
tice, but  to    this    Mr.    Benjamin    Hazard 
objected  for    these  extraordinary  reasons: 
*'  It  might  be  construed  that  the  jury  must 
.take  the  law    from    the    presiding   judge 
,  though   he     might    differ    from  the    other 
members  of  the  court ;    it  mi -ht  be  so  con- 
strued as   to    exclude  the    other    members 
from  giving   their  opinions  to    the  jury." 
Finally,     Mr.    Christopher    Robbins,     of 
Newport,    suggested    that  it  be    made  the 
duty  of  the  court  to    charge  the    jury,  and 
in  that   form    the  bill    passed    the  House. 
The  salary    was  fixed    for  the  chief    $Soo, 
for  the  associates  $650. 

When  the  matter  came  up  in  the  .Sen- 
ate. Mr.  Nathan  r>ro\\ii  ol)iected  to  the 
section  making  it  the  duty  of 'he  cir.irt  to 
charge  juries.  Mr.  Brown  said  he  had 
no  idea  oi coi)i/>ciliii<^'-  the  judge  to  charge 
the  jury;  the  judge  might  charge  in  case 
he  chose  to  do  so,  but  not  otherwise.  Mr. 
Thomas  Whipple  objected  to  Mr.  Brown's 


motion,  claiming  that  section  to  be  the 
whole  purpose  of  the  act.  Mr  \\'lii])pK; 
continued,  —  "the  fact  is  very  well  kncjwn 
ihat  f)ur  judges  do  not  charge  the  jur\', 
ami  the  reason  is,  they  are  not  men  of 
legal  knowledge  and  therefor  cannot  do 
it;  no  judge  would  undertake  to  charge 
lue  jury  if  he  did  not  understand  the  law 
himself;  how  can  we  expect  our  present 
judges  to  do  it?  we  must  have  men  of 
legal  learning;  'tis  idle  to  think  of  getting 
a  good  judiciary  without  such  men."  To 
this  Mr.  Brown  replied  :  "  It  is  not  likely 
the  General  Assembly  will  appoint  men 
not  capable  of  discharging  iheir  duty.'" 

How  far  the  two  Senators  Avere  correct 
is  shown  by  an  admirable  illustration  ot 
tlie  deplorable  condition  to  w'licli  the 
Rhode  Island  judiciary  had  ta'len.  A 
woman,  one  Sai  ah  Howland,  was  just  then 
indicted  for  wilful  murder.  She  was  tried  at 
Newport,  Chiet  Justice  Isaac  Wilbour  pre- 
siding. While  the  jury  were  out  the  chief 
justice  sent  privately  a  written  opinion, 
without  his  signature,  defining  wilful  nun- 
der  as  the  uiilawful  killing  of  a  human  l)e- 
ing.  The  chief  justtce,  after  holding  the 
position  nearly  ten  years,  had  failed  to 
learn  that  malice  was  a  necessary  ingre- 
dient of  wilfid  murder.  It  required  thiec 
acts  by  the  General  Assembly  to  correc 
this  judi  ;'"al  eiior.  The  woman  was  sen- 
tenced Iv  tfie  chief  justice  to  be  hanged 
I  on  the  i-ihof  May,  i8:S,  but  her  sen- 
j  tence  wa-  deterred  once  or  twice,  and  at 
i  last  commuted.

court.        Nexertlieless,     it      took     several 

vears  thereafter  to  get    every    seat  on   lli^" 
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bench  occupied  by  a  iiiau  trained  ami  edu- 
cated in  the  laws  \\hich  he  was  ajij^ointed 
to  administer.  Thus  matters  continued 
until  1842.  The  firit  constiUitional  ])ro- 
j-iosition  sulimitleil  to  the  jK'ople  was  that 
formed  by  the  People's  Conventit^i.  'JMiis 
constitution  was  lari^ely  the  work  of  Mr. 
Thomas  W.  Dorr,  a  man  carefully  edu- 
cated at  Harvard  University,  and  thor- 
ouj^lily  trained  in  the  law  under  Chan- 
cellor Kent.  Mr.  Dorr  was  intensely 
devoted  to  the  i-ectification  of  the  Rhode 
Island  judicial  s^'stem.  In  this  constitu- 
tion nothing  is  contained  with  reference 
to  conferring  the  duty  of  charging  juries 
to  the  judges  of  the  Supreir.e  Court.  In 
the  original  draft  of  this  consti'.ulion, 
uhich  is  a  manuscript  in  my  possession, 
there  is  this  provision  :  "  The  judges  of 
the  courls  shall  in  all  trials  state  the  tes- 
timony and  declare  the  law  to  the  jury." 
In  the  first  printed  copy  which  is  a]s(>  in 
my  possession,  with  Mr.  Dorr's  proposi- 
tions in  his  own  manuscript,  this  ]:roposi- 
lion  has  disappeared.  Following  the  Peo- 
ple's constitution  came  that  known  as  the 
"Landholder's"  constitution.  The  judi- 
ciary article,  to  wit.,  the  eleventh,  is  a 
transcript  almost  literal  from  the  same 
article  in  the  People's  constitution .  lUit 
into  it  the  convention  interpolated  this 
section:  "§  6.  The  Judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court  shall  in  all  trials 
instruct  the  jury  in  the  law."  Neither  of 
these  constitutions  became  the  fundamen- 
tal law  of  Rhode  Islanci  ;  but  following 
these  there  came  the  instrument  which 
at  last  became  the  law,  and  which  has 
since  remained.  Into  it  was  incorporated 
the  phrase  as  it  is  given  both  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  paper  and  just  here. 

The  history  of  its  retention  in  the  pre- 
sent constitution  ma\-  be  thus  set  forth. 
It  came  as  a  hei  ita^e  from  trie  Landl-.c^Ui- 
cr's  constitution.  In  the  convention  Mr. 
Wilkins  Updike  moved  an  amendment 
to  the  judiciary  article,  providing  for  a 
Supreme  Court  of  one  chief  and  three 
associatejustices,  either  associate  to  hold 


Courts  of  Common  Pleas  in  the  several 
counlies.  and  not  to  sit  in  the  Supreme 
Court  on  appeals  from  their  decisions. 
Mr.  William  I'^nnis  also  moved  an  amend- 
ment establishing  a  system  of  Courts  of 
Common  Pleas.  AVhile  these  amend- 
ments were  before  the  convention  Mr. 
Xathan  15.  Sprague,  of  Smithfield,  re- 
marked that  "  he  should  like  to  have  two 
side  judges  appointed  in  each  county  to 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  ;  he  did  not 
like  to  have  the  farmers  cut  off  all  at 
once."  Neithei'  ot  these  propositions 
prevailed.  Two  days  later  the  same  judi- 
ciary article  being  under  consideration, 
Mr.  Asa  B.  Waite,  of  North  Kingstown, 
moved  that  "the  judges  of  the  Common 
Pleas  be  required  to  instruct  the  jury  in 
the  law."  This  proposition  was  instantly 
knocked  out  by  Mr.  Charles  Jackson,  of 
Providence,  who  suggested  that  no  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  had  been  established 
by  the  constitution, --and  so  the  phrase 
stood,  and  has  ever  since  stood.  It  is 
this  phrase  which  has  blocked  the  work 
of  the  revision  of  the  public  laws,  stop- 
ping the  reconstruction  of  the  Supreme 
Court  on  lines  which  the  changed  condi- 
tions of  the  times  demand,  and  has  cost, and 
is  now  costing,  eleven  thousand  dollars 
annually,  for  a  commission  which  can  do 
nothing,  saw?  ':^'nly  to  dravv  from  the  pub- 
lic treasury  the''  unearned  salaries. 

I  have  cndea'.'ored  to  set  forth  with  ac- 
cui-acy  how  we  became  aillicted  with  this 
absurd  constraint.  I  now  propose  to 
dwell  for  a  moment  upon  what  I  conceive 
to  be  the  reasons  for  its  existence. 

When  the  matter  was  under  considera- 
tion b^'  the  General  Assembly  in  January, 
18:7.  Mr.  Job  Durfee,  then  a  member 
t'rom  Tiverton,  and  subsccjuently  a  judge 
ami  a  chief  justice  of  the  Supreme   Court, 
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hi>  reasons  lor    ^i 


ing  the  measure.  The  change*.!  cf)ndi- 
tions  of  the  colony  during  the  century 
in  which  the  old  system  had  been  in 
operation, — business  in  the  colony  was 
extrcinely    limited;     almost   all    property 
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was  vested  in  real  estate;  subjects  ot'  liti- 
gation Avcre  few  in  number,  or  \';iiietv, 
and  small  in  amount.  Rhode  Isbmd  was  no 
longer  a  merel3' agricultural  community; 
other  interests  had  arisen;  commerce, 
trade,  manufactures,  in  aU  their  various 
relations  to  society,  contracts,  and  busi- 
ness of  all  kinds  spring  from  these  indus- 
tries,— creating  a  mass  of  business  for 
the  courts  ^vhich,  from  the  nature  of 
their  origin,  they  vere  not  fitted  to  em- 
brace. Such  Avere  his  cogent  reasons  for 
a  reconstruction  of  the  court;  and  while 
Mr.  Durfee  declared  the  bill  to  be  not 
such  a  reconstruction  as  he  desired,  still 
he  would  accept  it  rather  than  have  things 
remain  as  thej  Avere.  M  \  Tillinghast's 
idea  was,  doubtless,  that  all  that  he  could 
hope  to  get  througli  the  Cjeneral  Asseni" 
bij,  was  a  legally  educated  chief  justice 
.  and  hence  his  proposition  to  confine  the 
duty  of  charging  the  jury  in  the  matter 
of  the  law  to  that  judge,  he  being  the  only 
individual  member  of  the  court  who  had 
read  or  studied  the  law.  This  was,  in 
fact,  all  that  was  obtained  at  that  time, 
Chief  Justice  Eddy  having  been  educated. 
But  Mr.  Tillinghast  never  contemplated 
placing  the  duty  of  charging  juries  on 
intricate  legal  questions  upon  men  un- 
trained in  the  laws;  nor  did  he  then  hope 
to  obtain  a  full  bench  of  educc-^  _;i  men. 

These  conditions  are  now  .:',;  changed. 
None  but  legally  trained  ;.,.;.  are  ever 
contemplated  as  being  eligibie  to  the 
bench.  In  order  to  "get  around"  the 
constitutional  provision,  the  Supreme 
Court  divides  itself  into  two  sections,  one 
of  Avhich  acts  as  a  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  and  so  we  have  this  judicial  trick  : 
A  judge  hears  a  case  as  a  Common  Pleas 
judge,  but  charges  the  jury  as  a  Supreme 
Court  judge.  Thus  these  judges  ever^ 
day  violate  an  instrument  which  they  have 
taken  an  oath  to  maintain  inviolate.    Had

the 

constitution,  when  they  engrafted  Mr. 
Dorr's  article  on  the  judiciary  into  this 
"Law   and    Order"  document,  left   it   as 


Mr.  Dorr  wrote  it,  an  immense  saving  in 
actual  cost  of  money  would  have  followed  ; 
but  they  inserted  this  section  3,  which 
has  been  nothing  but  a  snare  and  a  device 
ever  since. 

There  has   existed    an    opinion    among 
members  of  the  bar,  that  from    very  early 
times  a   feeling  of  antipathy    had  existed 
among  the  yeomanry  or  freemen  of  Rhode 
Island  against  lawyers,  and  that  this  feel- 
ing found  exitression  on  sund'-y  occasions 
in  the  acts  of   the  General  Assembly,  and 
that  this  feeling  was  one  of  the  causes,  if 
not  the  principal  cause,  which    kept    law- 
yers from    the    bench.     While    this    view 
mav  be  correct  to  a   limited  extent,  I    still 
do  not  think  it  is  true  to  the  extent  which 
has  been  somenmes  claimed.     From    this 
cause    I  propose    to    dwell  a    moment  on 
those  occasions  of  supposed  antipathy  as 
illustrated  by  the  General  Assembly.  The 
earliest  occasion  is  that  of  1718,  when  the 
Assembly  enacted  .hat  in  no   case  should 
either  p'aintitr  or   defendant   be  allowed 
•'  above  two  attorniesMo  plead,  and  one  of 
said    attornies    shall    be    a    freeholder,    a 
freeman,  and  an  inhabitant  of  the  colony." 
The  evident  intention  was  not  inimical  to 
lawyers — it  in  fact  protected  the  Rhode  Is- 
land lawver;   but  it  shortened  the  endless 
argunie:.t.s  of  unnumbered  counsel.     The 
next  occ.v.^ion  was  the  famous  one  of  Oc- 
tober.    1  ;.••;,    prohibiting    lawyers     I'rom 
being    chc-ien    deputies   in     the    General 
Assembly.     This  act  was  repealed    in  the 
February  session     next    following.     Thi'; 
act  was  clearly  not    inimical    to    lawyers, 
for  this   reason:  The    General   Asbcmblv 
acted  as  a   court  of  appeals,  hearing   and 
deciding  cases.     It  might   happen    that  a 
lawyer  on  one  or  the  other  side  of  a  case, 
sat  also  a  iudge  in  this  court  of  last  resort. 
The  position  was,  to  say  tlie  least  again^'^ 
it,  anomalous. 

Another  instance  of  this  supposed  ar.- 
tipathy  to  lawyers  may  be  cited  in  lh<-' 
act  of  June,  179S.  By  this  law  an  annual 
tax  of  $S  was  imposed  on  lawyers,  and  -i 
tax  of  $20  was  imposed  on    admission  t^ 
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the  bar.  Tlie  Assembly  in  these  ancient 
tinu's,  b_v  a  preamble  to  a  law,  gave  their 
reasons  I'or  enacting  it,  but  in  this  case 
thej  ga\e  no  reasons;  nevertheless,  there 
were  things  in  the  law  which  intiicate  the 
springs  of  action.  A  tax  was  inii")oscci  on 
every  original  writ  of  25  cents;  on  the 
entry  of  every  action,  $3;  on  every  peti- 
tion, $2  ;  on  every  motion  f.  r  a  new  trial, 
$2;  and  these  taxes  were  applied  to  pay 
the  salaries  ot  the  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  purpose  of  the  Assembly  was 
not  to  "squelch''  lawyers,  but  to  "squelch" 
useless  litigation,  to  make  litigants  pay 
the  costs  of  litigation,  and  to  add  to  tne 
cost  of  such  litigation. 

There  is  one  other  instance  of  this  sup- 
posed antipathy  to  which  I  will  refer,  to 
wit.,  a  vote  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives refusing  to  lawyers  seats  at  the  bar 
of  the  House.  I  have  good  reason  to  be- 
Jieve  that  such  a  vote  was  passed,  but 
since  I  cannot  cite  it.  I  will  not  here  dis- 
cuss it.  From  ah  this  it  is  not  quite  clear 
that  there  existed  an  antipathy  to  mem- 
bers of  the  bar.

A  Stumbling  Block  in  the  Constitution. 


The  following  paragraph  taken  from 
the  paper  in  the  last  Book  Notes,  in 
which  was  discussed  the  origin  of  a  clause 
in  Art.  lo,  Sec.  3.  of  the  Constitution  of 
Rhode  Island,  has  attracted  the  friendly 
criticism  of  one  of  the  most  leai  .led  mem- 
bers of  the  Rhode  Island  bar,  a  man  who 
stands  in  the  front  rank  : 

"In  order  to  "  get  around"  the  consti- 
tutional provi>ion,  the  Supreme  Court 
divides  itself  into  two  sections,  one  ot 
which  acts  as  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 
and  so  we  have  this  judicial  trick:  A 
Judge  hears  a  case  as  a  Common  Pleas 
judge,  but  charges  the  jury  as  a  Suprem*^ 
Court  judge.  Thus  ihe^e  judges  everv 
day  violate  an  instrument  whicii  th.ey  have 
taken  an  oath  to  maintain  inviolate." 

The  criticism  of  mv  learned  friend  con- 
sists in  pointing  out  lo  me,  Chapter  193, 
Public  Laws,  in  which  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  are  established;  and  showing 
that  under  this  la"-,  the  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Couris  do  just  what  I  alleged 
that  they  did;  but  that  this  was  not  a 
"judicial  trick,"  since  it  Avas  done  in 
obedience  to  the  law.  My  learneil  friend 
is  just  h.'ilf  riglit.  This  trick— for  it  is  j 
nothing  el^e—i<  halt"  legislativf,  and  hnlt; 
judicial,  and  it  is  tor  that  reason  the  more 
dangerous.  Tlic  case  may  he  thus  stated. 
The  Constitution  says:  "  The  judges  oi 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  in  all  trials  in 
struct  the  jury  in  the  law."    Acting  under 


the  Constitution  as  it  is  bound  to  do, 
the  General  Assembly  enacts  the  law, 
specified  above,  which  declares  "There 
shall  be  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas,"  con- 
sisting "  of  one  or  more  of  the  justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court  to  be  from  time  to 
time  designated  by  said  justices,  or  a 
majority  of  them."  The  fil'ih  section  of 
this  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  this  court, 
thus  unconstitutionally  established,  to 
charge  the  Grand  Jury.  And  the  twelfth 
section  declares  that  "  in  every  ca  e  tried 
in  said  Court  with  a  jury  said  Court  ihall 
instruct  the  jury  in  the  law."  Roth  clear 
violations  of  the  constitution  the  people 
ha\'e  established,  which  declares — Art.  lOj 
Sec.  I, — that  the  "Judicial  power  of 
this  State  shall  be  vested  in  one  Supreme 
Court,  and  such  other  inferior  couris  as 
the  General  Assembly  may  Irom  time  lo 
time  ordain  and  establish."  Tin's  lan- 
guage cannot  mean  that  the  (leneral 
Assembly  has  the  power  to  delegate  its 
authority  to  ordain  and  establish  inferior 
coin-ts  to  some  other  body,  to  wit:  to  the 
Supreme  Court.  Under  such  a  law,  one 
may  never  know  from  week  to  week  the 
pcrsonel  of  the  Common  Pleas.  Now 
whether  you  call  fln\  a  legi'^lative.  or  a 
judicial  trick,  i<  immaterial  to  me;  it 
surely  is  one  or  the  other,  or  both,  and 
ought  at  once  to  be  discontinued.  Where 
in  the  Constitution  is  the  power  given  to 
the  Supreme  Court  to  "  ordain  and  eblab- 
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lish"aCourt  of  Common    Pleas   out    of 
itself? 

Two  of  the  three  powers  established 
under  the  constitution  by  the  people  have 
joined  hands  (I  might  fairly  use  the  word 
conspired)  to  change  the  Constitution 
^vithout  the  consent  of  the  people.  A  new- 
constitution  is  actually  in  process  of 
formation.  It  is  no  answer  to  claim  that 
no  wrong  arises,  harm  must  arise.  If 
these  two  bodies  can  conspire  together  to 
change  the  plain  meaning  of  the  Consti- 
tution in  this  respect,  they  can  in  the 
same  manner  change  it  in  other  respects. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  this  has  been  done, 
especially  in  the  case  of  Corporations,  by 
the  amendment  of  charters.  This  court 
was  set  by  the  people  as  a  bulwark  against 
the  exercise  of  p(>wers  by  the.  General 
Assembl}'  Avhich  the  people  had  n(;t 
conferred  upon  that  body.  Does  it  actu- 
ally perform  this  function.^  I::  ia  no  right 
of  the  justices  of  this  Court,  or  of  the 
General  Assembly,  to  make  or  ainend  the 
Constitution;   simply    obej  it,  that  is  all. 


The    yonrnal  of  the    19th    ult.   has  the 
following  paragraph: 
Special  dispatch  to  the  Sunday  Journal  : 

London,  Nov.  19 — There  are  40,000 
little  cliildren  in  London  who  go  break- 
fastless  to  school  every  morning.  This  is 
the  saddest  feature  of  the  great  unemploy- 
ed problem  which  agitates,  the  metropolis. 
The  matter  has  been  urgently  brought  be- 
fore the  School  Board  this  week  by  dele- 
gates from  the  idle  workingmen,  with  the 
request  that  the  city  should  till  the  stom- 
achs as  well  as  tlie  brains  of  ilie  little 
ones,  whose  attendance  it  compels.  The 
subject  had  already  been  senii-otViciall v 
investigated,  and  the  appalling  figures, 
which  are  daily  growing,  were  found  to 
be  substantially  correct. 

In  the  next  column  of  the  same  dispatch 
appears  the  I'oHoas  ing  paragragh  : 

Several  Aim-rican  citi/ens  who  lo\e  to 
play  the  role  of  llighlaiul  chietwiin  \\ill 
lie  much  disturlK-tl  to  learn  that  the  (iov- 
crnmenl  has  deciiied  to  ajipoint  a  com- 
mittee to  impiire  into  the  subject  of  the 
deer  forests  in  Scotland.  Land  owners 
tempted  by  high  sporting  -enls  wliich 
American  millionaires  and  other  wealthv 


men  have  been  willing  to  pay,  have 
yteadity  pursued  the  policy  of  depopulat- 
ing their  estates  in  order  to  make  room 
for  deer.  Thousands  of  iiuinstrious  f;ii- 
mers  have  been  turned  out  of  their  hold- 
ings and  forced  to  settle  in  districts 
already  congested,  or  to  migrate  to  towii> 
or  to  emigrate  to  the  United  States  or 
Canada.  'J'lie  work  of  extermination 
has  gone  on  unchecked  and  unnoticed, 
except  when  now  and  then  the  poor  peo- 
ple have  resisted  eviction  with  unaccus- 
tomed eneigy,  or  ha\e  ventured  in  tlKir 
desperation  to  kill  the  landlord's  game  to 
'i^^A  themselves.  The  committee,  when 
it  shall  have  ascertained  the  facts,  will  ha\  e 
little  difficulty  in  reconimending  lemedies. 
These  will  incUide  the  restriction  of  the 
size  of  the  deer  forests,  which  it  should 
be  borne  in  mind,  are  not  as  a  rule, 
-really  forests,  but  pasture,  and  land  for- 
merly under  cultivation,  and  the  preven- 
tion of  arbitrary  eviction.  The  immedi- 
ate effect  of  the  appointment  of  the  com- 
mittee will  probably  be  the  cessation  of 
the  crofter  emigration  to  British  Colum- 
bia, for  if  landlord  tjn-anny  and  rapacity 
can  be  stopped,  there  will  be  no  need  lor 
the  people  to  seek  a  living  in  strange 
lands. 

The  yourixil  lost  a  golden  opportunity 
for  one  of  its  crisp  and  trenchant  edito- 
rials upon  the  anarchist,  Mr.  Henry 
George;  or  possibly  it  intends  to  recoufi 
by  means  of  special  tVom  the  Duke  oi

"  yVz/.s-  vjorld  zvd's  made  for  Cicsar.''''  No,

how,  ill  a  terse  i)hrase,  to  describe  it. 
They  are  llction,  of  course,  but  I  can't 
divest  m_\se'i'  cf  ihe  idea  that  a  bit  ot  real 
life  is  mixed  ^on■le\vhere  into  them. 
The3'  all  turn  upon  the  relations 
wliich  exist  lielween  men  and  wonien,  and 
•are  morally  »\  holesome.  The  purpose 
seenis  to  be,  to  illustrate  the  excellencies 
of  that  independent  indi\idua!istic  charac- 
ter in  which  most  women  are  dellcient, 
possibly  the  extirpation  of  what  I  perhaps 
may  dcbignate  the  "clinging  vine"  l^ieory 
as  applied  to  the  sex.  I  am  not  prepared 
to  deny  that  the  result  might  not  be  alto- 
gether good.  If  men  would  cease  to  pester 
\vomen,  or  women  would  successfullv 
withstand  meti's  pesterings,  the  "rights" 
of  women  would  soon  take  care  of  them- 
selves. Mrs.  Palmer's  style  of  composition 
has  strength,  and  clearness;  it  is  never 
turfrid  nor  cloiTged  with  useless  words; 
she  knows  exactly  the  end  she  seeks  when 
she  begins  her  story,  and  she  goes  direct- 
ly at  it,  now  and  then  ut'ering  a  senten- 
tious thought  bv  means  of  her  ic'eal 
creations  ;  here  is  one  of  them  ;  "  There  is 
no  bridge  from  the  hunger,  and  hollow- 
ness  of  the  present  to  that  dim  idyl  the 
past."  A  world  of  philosophy  lies  con- 
cealed in  that  sentence  for  those  who 
''  pursue  witii  eagerness  the  phantoms  of 
hope,  or  expect  that  age  will  perform  the 
promises  of  youth."  Her  stories  are 
graphical;  V  tuld,  and  oftentimes  with 
much  depth  of  feeling,  and  a  certain  re- 
finement of  sentiment  pervades  all  of 
them.  Book  Notes  does  not  wish  to 
shock  the  lady,  but  if  it  should  it  would 
be  but  tit,  fur  tat,  ibr  she  shocked  Book 
Notes  by  an  amusingly  sudden  descent 
from  the  sublime  to  the  ridiculous  at  the 
ending  of  her  lirst  story.  '•  Brent  took 
the  hand  in  his — is  there  i.ny  use  trying 
to  live  tor  each  other  Molly  .-  —  his  e_\e  was 
heavy,  his  tone  deppondeni.  Molly 
stepped  back  loosing  her  hand  from  his. 
Her  great   dark  eyes    brimmed    with   rap- 


turous happiness — her  red  lips  trem.bled — 
passionately,  abruptly,  she  throws  her- 
self upon  his  breast,  her  arms  about  his 
neck  —  he  hears  her  heart  beating  aloud  — 
stupid  boy,  she  whispered  aloud  —  and 
Brent  glanced  upward  at  the  tender  sky, 
and  forward  at  the  slight  graceful  figure, 
dark  eyes,  and  tantalizing  lips  of  the 
woman  who  waited  for  him — she  passed 
inside  [the  tavern]  and  Bient  followed 
her,  and  through  the  open  door,  out  upon 
the  evening  air  t^oated  the  .'laz'ory  odor  of 
terrapin  soup  "  Thus  ended  the  story.  It 
may  be  charged  that  I  have  omitted 
i  some  of  tlie  details,  and  so  indeed  I  have  ; 
but  those  om'ssions  will  not  divert 
my  point.  Book  Notes  congratulates 
Mrs.  Palmer  at  her  success — her  little 
book  is  far  above  the  Dead  Level  of  Rhode 
Island  fiction. 


CHRISTMAS  BOOKS. 

Among  the  Christmas  books  published 
by  Lee  &  Shepard  for  the  present  season 
is  one  by  Miss  Irene  Jerome,  entitled  : 
Sun  Pri7its  in  Sky  Tints.  The  nar^.e  came 
to  the  lady  from  that  process  o^  multiply- 
ing copies  of  drawings,  now  known  as 
the  blue  print  process,  and  so  her  book  is 
printed  throughout  in  blue.  Some  of  her 
subjects  are  excellently  brought  out  in 
this  way,  while  others  are  not  soeflective. 
This  lady  has  an  acute  eye  lor  certain 
aspects  of  natural  scenery,  to  which  she 
joins  a  natural,  and  yet  refined  poetic 
sense  Those  gifts  she  has  utilized  ad- 
mirably in  this  book,  which  is  a  selection 
of  poems  bv  modern  poets,  which  she 
illustrated  in  the  manner  suggested.  The 
book  is  tastefully  bound  in  blue  and  drab 
(subdued)  colors,  with  gilt  edges,  and  is 
sold  at  a  price  wiiich  places  it  within  reach 
of  everyliody.  All  the  booksellers  have 
i^or  ought  to  have)  it. 

AnotherofI.ee  ^S:  Shepard's  Christmas 
books  is  Mrs.  Julia  C.  R.  Dorr's  exquisite 
poem,  77/c  Fallo'v  Fields  exquisitely  illus- 
trated   by    Mrs.    Dorr's    daughter,    Miss 
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Zulma  DoLacy  Sleele.  in  cliarconl.  The 
subject  of  the  poem  is  admirably  adapted 
to  illustration  by  means  of  certain  kinds  of 
natural  scenery';  and  the  daughter  has 
taken  advantage  of  this  adaptation  in 
illustrating  her  mother's  poem  to  tlie  utter- 
most extent.  She  describes  ihe  style  of  her 
illustrations  "  in  charcoal."  Tiiis  I  had 
always  thought  meant  rough  drawings  in 
black  on  white  giound,  and  this  is,  too. 
really  what  the  drawings  are,  but  tliere  is 
another  eflect  which  I  cannot  describe,  as 
if  the  drawings  were  printed  upon  "  laid  ' 
paper, which  adds  much  to  the  good  ellect. 
It  is  needless  in  me  to  describe  the  poem, 
it  is  now  well  known;  but  these  ch-awings 
are  quite  iresh  and  of  much  vigor.  I 
scarcely  know  Avhethcr  the  poem  best  il- 
lustrates the  drawings,  or  the  drawings 
best  illustrates  the  poem  ;  hut  this  I  do 
know  both  go  admirably  well  together. 
All  tne  booksellers  have  it. 

Still  another  of  the  Christmas  Books 
published  by  Lee  and  Shepard  is  the  Ne-v 
Ensrland  Country  Life,  written  and  illus- 
trated by  Clifton  Johnston.  A  slip  which 
accompanies  the  book  thus  describes  it: 
*'  Over  one  hundred  illustrations  of  vievvs 
and  scenes  of  New  Eng'and  village  and 
country  life,  with  appropriate  text,  are 
given  in  this  delightful  volume,  which  is

The  changing  sea- 
sons, the  rugged  hills  and  tumbling 
streams,  the  winding  roadway^,  the  vil- 
lages and  little  farms,  with  the  social  and 
family  life  of  the  earlier  and  later  days, 
are  all  here  fai'.ht"ully  portrayed  by  cam- 
era, brush,  penei!  and  pen.  The  sons  and 
daughters  of  New  ICngland,  whether  at 
home  or  abroad,  as  well  as  all  ]o\ers  of 
rural  life  and  scenery,  will  be  charmed 
with  the  book.  Tlie  cover  design,  which 
is  very  tasteful,  is  by  Mr.  Johnson.''

could  not  do  atjything  better  than  that. 
The  book  is  positis'cly  beautiful.  Every 
bookseller  has  it. 


In  Figlititi<r  for  the  Rights  Mr.  Oliver 
Optic  continues  his  stories  of  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion,  which  he  has  been  wilting 
under  the  general    title.

I  das,  where  the  blockade  runners  used  to 
rendezvous  just  before  making  for  some 
southern  port.  Here  he  is  captured  by  a 
band  of  men  and  taken  aboard  a  blockade 
runner,  and  to  sea.  How  he  escaped  and 
how  the  blockade  runner  was  captured  is 
the  grand  work  of  the  tale  which  Mr. 
Optic  i^ets  himself  to  tell.  The  spirit 
of  the  tale  is  excellent,  since  it  inculcates 
courage  and  generosity,  love  of  one'^ 
country,  and  also  of  one's  neighbor. 
There  can  come  to  a  boy  no  harm  from 
this  book  ;  on  the  contrary,  th^:  more  books 
like  this  one  the  boy  has,  the  less  mis- 
chief he  will  do.  Lee  and  Shepard  pub- 
lish it.

It 
seems  that  Christopher  is  a  well-to-do 
citizen  of  East  Providence;  and  it  further 
appears  that  within  that  town  there  lies 
a  valuable  tract  of  land — that  is,  land 
nov-j  valuable, — owned  by  the  Grosve- 
nordale  Company.  This  land  came  to  this 
company  through  the  marriage  of  William 
Grosvenor  to  Rosa  Mason.  It  further 
appears  that  in  January  last  tlie  General 
Assembly  enacted  a  law  under  which 
towns  might  relieve  certain  ot  their  citi- 
zens, impecunious,  but  aspiring  ^oiing 
people  like  the&e  Grosvr.nors,  from  tl)c 
burden  cf  taxation  whenever  the  said  im- 
pecunious young  people  saw  lit  to  "  im- 
prove" their  landed  possessions  in  the 
said  towns.  Acting  on  this  hint  (the  law 
being  made,  it  was  so  whispered  at  the 
time,  for  these  imj^eciinious  Grosvenors) 
the  town  council  of  ICast  Providence 
Was  inthiced  to  skip  their  lands  for  ten 
}cars  when  the  annual  tax  ie\y  \\as  made. 
I  hereupon  the  said  Chi  isto[)hcr.  uho  IkilI 
lor  two  generations  "  inipro\ed"'  his  liiilc 
farm  without  having  been  redeved  from 
taxation,  and  being  as  my  august  contem- 
porary informs    me,  one  of  the  large  tax- 


payers of  the  town,  paid  his  tax,  but  paid 
it  behind  a  protest,  "on  tlie  ground  that 
the  taxes  liave  not  been  legally  assessed, 
in  that  a  wealthy  and  po.^erful  corpora- 
tion has  not  been  taxed,  and  that  the  taxes 
due  from  it  and  the  increased  expendi- 
tures caused  by  its  presence  in  the  town 
have  been  assessed  upon  the  poor  and  the 
weak."

The  story  of  his  adven- 
tures in  entering  Polyphemus  Funnel,  the 
entrance  to  this  wonderful  world,  and 
among  the  Mikkamenkies,  Soodopsies. 
Koltikwerps.  and  other  strange  peoples 
who  live  inside  our  earth,  is  a  wondertui 
chronicle  of  llie  marvellous,  running  over 
with  bright  ideas,  quaint  conceits,  and 
wholesome  fun.  AUhough  intended  pri- 
maril3'  for  youth,  the  story  will  be  en- 
joj'ed  by  older  people  who  have  a  percep- 
tion of  satire,  as  many  of  the  peculiarities 
of  the  outside  world  are  touched  up  in  a 
very  humorous  manner.  The  story  is 
even  better  ihaii  its  predecessors.  The 
illustrations  are  attractive  and  add  to  the 
interest  of  the  work.  Lee  &  Shepard 
publish  it,  and  every  bookseller  has  it. 


"  Qiiabbin"  is  the  curious  name  of  a 
new  book  written  by  Francis  H.  Lender- 
wood.  The  second  portion  of  the  title 
throws  a  little  more  light  on  the  charac- 
ter of  the  book,  to  wit.,  "the  story  of  a 
small  town,  with  outlooks  upon  Puritan 
life  "  It  is  in  fact  a  lot  of  character 
sketches  illustrative  of  social  life,  man- 
ners, and,  more  or  less,  the  intellectual 
development  of  Xew  England  as  it  existed 
three-quarters  of  a  century  ago,  which 
Mr.  Underwood  loves  to  trace  back  to  the 
Puritan  days  of  the  "  Bay  '  Colony.  Thus 
he  discourses  of  the  farm  life,  the  religious 
opinions  in  social  aspects,  the  dress,  man- 
ners, speech,  (nasal  twang,  if  you  please,) 
and  other  similar  tilings.  In  the  short 
tales  of  the  widow  Carter  and  Aunt  Kc 
ziah  he  tells  in  a  way  almost  pathetic 
how  the  New  England  poor  were  cared 
for;  so  in  the  "C^uiltin'  party,"  and  the 
"working  on  the  road."  he  finds  oppor- 
tunities for  further  illustrative  scenes 
which    are    indeed    admirable.      But   hi.s 


book    is    remarkable,     not    alone    for  the 

acuteness  of  delineation  of  the  peculiari- 
'ties  of  Xew  ]]ng!and  character,  but  also 
for  the  facility  with  which  the  author 
seizes  every  opportunity  to  get  in  a  "back- 
handed lick"  at  the  follies  or  wicked- 
nesses of  the  times.  Thus,  being  a  U.  S. 
Consul  at  Glasgow,  he  became  familiar 
with  the  terrible  I'esults  which  have  fol- 
lowed the  system  of  holding  land  in  that 
country,  whereby  one  individual  draws 
rents  from  one  million  acres;  so.  in  a 
chapter  on  character  in  New  England,  as 
affected  by  a  man's  working  and  saving 
on  his  own  soil,  he  finds  opportunity  to 
discuss,  but  without  mentioning  names, 
the  infamous  course  of  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Sutherland  in  depopulating 
Scotland  in  order  to  turn  productive  ara- 
ble land  into  deer  forests.  So  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  I  do  not  care  how  many  such 
chapters  Mr.  Underwood  inserts  into  his 
book,  the  more  thebet.er;  but  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  they  are  quite  unnecessary  to  the 
success  of  the  delineation  of  the  New  Eng- 
land character;  that  which  strikes  me 
strongly,  however,  is  the  frequency  with 
which  this  kind  of  political  innoculation 
occurs  in  all  kinds  of  current  books.  Men 
are  beginning  to  consider  whether  it  is 
their  leg.  I  duty  to  starve  their  families 
even  unto  death  in  order  that  the  Dukes 
of  Sutherland  may  shoot  deer.  But  to 
return  to  the  subject  matter  of  Mr.  Under- 
wood's book;  it  is  one  of  which  we  shall 
never  tire,  and  his  way  of  doing  it  is  ex- 
cellent. Lee  c^  Shepard  publisi)  it,  and 
every  bookseller  ought  to  try  to  sell  it. 


You  have  seen  a  cloud  elToct  in  the  sky 
which,  had  you  seen  it  in  a  painting  be- 
fore you  saw  the  real  effect  you  would 
have  pronounced  o\cr-wrouL^ht,  loo  hi-^h- 
iv  colored,  exaggerated,  or  a  work  oi"  pure 
imagination.

of  the  story  haJ  really  devised  a  plot,  but 
in  rendering  the  details  slie  wa.s-  too  ]-),ni- 
simonious  of  lu-r  midnight  oil,  or  toil; 
and,  besides,  she  is  ICnglish,  and  too 
many  absurd  anglicisms  mar  her  compo- 
sition. 

Another  new  novel  issued  by  this  same 
house  is  Bob  Mariin's  Girl,  by  Mr.  Daniel 
Christie  Murray.  The  story  is  ratlier 
clever,  but  seriously  marred  by  what  in 
the  above  instance  I  have  denuininated 
anglicisms.  Here  are  a  few  specimens: 
Miss  Metheridge  had  been  "playing  up" 
with  her  sweetheart— but  it's  nasty  unplea- 
sant while  it  lasts — he  dropped  like  a  pole- 
axed  bullock — the  cordui-oyed  porter — 
trees  gave  an  indlscribably  gap-toothed 
and  dreary  look--dead  quiet  reigned — the 
bush  glittered  desolate  in  the  dreadful 
sunshine,  &c  These  things  in  no  respect 
add  to  the  strength  of  their  writer's  dic- 
tion; on  the  contrary,  unless  all  our  early 
teachings  are  erroneous,  they  seriously 
impair  that  which  might  otherwise  be  tol- 
erable. No,  Book  Notes  protests  against 
such  debasement  of  jrood  English.

"  UNEARNED  SALARIES." 

Since  the  last  issue  of  Book  Notes  the 
writer  has  received  another  remonstrance 
from  another  learned  member  o*"  the  Bar. 
My  friend  refers  to  this  paragraph  used, 
but  not  inadvertently,  in  the  article  enti- 
tled "A  stumbling  block  in  the  Rhode  Is- 
land Constitution"  : 

♦'  It  is  this  phrase  which  has  blocked  the 
work  of  the  revision  of  the  public  laws, 
stopping  the  reconstruction  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  on  lines  which  the  changed 
conditions  of  the  times  demand,  and  has 
cost,  and  is  now  costing,  nine  thousand 
dollars  annually,  for  a  commission  which 
can  do  nothing,  save  only  to  draw  from 
the  public  treasury  their  unearned  sala- 
ries. " 

The  phrase  referred  to  in  the  paragraph 
above  is  as  follows  : 

"  There  is  in  the  constitution  of  Rhode 
Island  a  clause  as  follows — Article  lo,  Sec 
3,  to  wit:  'The  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  in  all  trials  instruct  the  jury.'  " 

My  learned  friend  informs  me  that  this 
phrase  is  not  a  stumbling  block,  in  that  a 
way  has  been  discovered  in  which  to  ex- 
plain it;  but,  he  continues,  "the  sec- 
tion of  your  paragraph  which  is  particu- 
larly objectionable,  is  that  wherein  you 
refer  to  the  'unearned  salaries'  of  the  com- 
mission." Here  are  two  propositions: 
with  the  first,  while  I  take  issue  with  niv 
learned  friend,  I  shall  not  now  deal;  bu" 
concerning  the  "unearned  salaries"  I  pro- 
pose saying  a  few  words. 


In  his  message  to  the  General  Assembly 
in  January,  1S90,  Governor  Ladd  called 
attention  to  the  necessity  for  a  new  Digest 
of  Rhode  Island  Laws;  and  on  the  20lh 
of  April  following  that  body  enacted  a 
law  providing  for  a  commis>ion  to  do  the 
work  of  digesting.  The  law  provided  for 
the  appointment  of  "three  persons  learned 
in  the  law,"  at  an  annual  salary  of  $-500 
each  ;  and  it  pro\ided  for_  a  secretai-y  to 
the  commission  at  an  annual  salary  of 
.$1500.  The  duty  of  the  commission  v\as 
to  "revise  and  consolidate"  tlie  Statutes, 
and  also  to  "propose  a  plan  of  a  judicial 
system."  Tlie  commission  was  to  report 
its  revision  to  the  General  Assembly 
•'as  soon  as  practicable,"  and  the  "whole 
work  shall  be  completed  within  three 
^ears."--Acts  and  Resolves.  Jan.  1S90, 
p.  202.  Immediately  following  the  enact- 
ment of  this  law.  the  foUovving  gentlemen 
I  were  appointed  to  the  commission  by  Gov. 
Ladd,  to  wit.,  Messrs.  W.  G.  Roelker, 
Henry  W.  Ha^es,  and  Jo-eph  C  BIy;  a 
little  later  I^Ir.  Isaac  11.  Southwick,  Jr., 
was  appointed  secretary.  The  three  ycar> 
in  which  the  work  was  to  be  completed 
expires  in  four  months,  or  thcrcabou:s.

This  statement,  large  as  it  is,  is  yet  vcy 
much  less  than  has  been  thus  far  expend- 
ed;  save  $36  23,  it  is  wholly  given  to 
salaries;  the  writer,  therefore,  addressed 
the  State  Auditor  again,  pointing  out  the 
deficiency,  and  giving  that  officer  the  fol- 
lowing list  of  printed  documents,  the  cost 
for  printing  which  was  paid  by  the  State.

In  reply  to  my  inquiry  the  State  Audi- 
tor writes  to  me  thus  :  "  Your  favor  re- 
ceived. We  presume  that  you  are  correct 
relative  to  the  matter  of  printing,  but  are 
unable  to  give  3'ou  from  our  books  the 
figures  asked  for,  as  the  amounts  are  cer- 
tified here  witii  other  printing  as    "  print- 


ing ordered  by  the  Judiciary  Committee." 
We  think,  however,  we  can  obtain  for 
you  the  information  you  desire  in  another 
way  and  will  advise  you  in  a  few  days." 
Mr.  Laiulers  has  since  kindly  o])taincd 
the  figures  forme,  but  they  only  empha- 
size an  argument  which  needs  no  addi- 
tional emphasis. 

When  the  initiatory  steps  were  taken 
for  this  revision  by  Gov.  Ladd,  the  idea 
expressed  by  him  was,  to  do  a  work  com- 
parable to  that  done  on  the  revision  of 
1869,  which  became  the  General  Statutes 
of  1872.  The  men  learned  in  the  lawwho 
made  that  revision  were  William  P.  Shef- 
field, Wingate  Haj'es  and  Abraham  Payne, 
assisted  by  John  F.  Tobey  and  Arnold 
Green.  The  aggregate  sum  received  by 
these  five  gentlemen  was  $7,295.84,  thus 
divided, — Shfiaeld,  84,000;  Hayes  $Soo; 
Payne,  $500;  Tobey,  $1,427.84;  Green, 
$568.  For  doing  a  work  comparable  to 
their  work,  the  present  commission  has 
been  already  paid  $23,562.36,  and  much 
more  money  must  be  paid  to  these  learned, 
very  learned  lawyers  before  an  adequate 
return  is  made  to  them  for  their  "im- 
mense" labor. 

I  am  tempted  to  go  back  another  decade, 
to  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1857, — a  Digest 
of  infinitely  greater  labor  than  either 
which  has  followed  it.  The  commission 
consisted  of  Samuel  Ames,  Thomas  A. 
Jenckes,  Wingate  Hayes,  Benjamin  T. 
Eames  and  Henry  Howard.  For  their 
joint  labors  they  received  $3,000, — jusi 
$24,000  less  than  the  present  commission 
have,  or  will  receive.  I  beg  to  submit 
that  under  the  circumstances  my  allusion 
to  unearned  salaries  was  not  in  need  of  a 
remonstrance. 


A  new  title  has  been  added  to  the 
bibliography  of  "Love.  '  It  was  written 
bv  Mrs.  Caroline  V.  Corbin  of  Cbiicago. 
and  published  by  Lee  ,.^  Shepard  of  r>o>- 
ton.  It  is  called  "A  Woman's  Philosophy 
of  Love."  According  to  the  commonly 
accepted  meaning  of  the  term  "Lonv.'.' 
Book  Notes   does  not   see  much  philcso- 
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phy  in  it.  The  moment  a  fellow  begins 
philosophizing:  about  love,  that  moment 
he  is  at  sea  without  guide  or  conipass; 
but  according  to  Mrs.  Corbin  there  arc 
several  love  in  tlie  world, — some  kinds 
ot  which  are  extremely  scarce,  while 
other  kinds  are  sulTiciently  common.  Mrs. 
Corbin  sajs,  "  with  all  the  outcry  that 
prevails  against  unlicensed  love,  all  the 
raging  of  ungoverned  passion  which 
threatens  the  social  fabric  with  destruc- 
tion, it  still  remains  true  that  the  world  is 
perishing  for  the  want  of  love."  By  this 
Mrs.  Corbin  means  that  spiritual  alTection 
in  which  the  souls  of  Dante  and  Beatrice, 
or  Abelard  and  Heloise,  were  wrought  to- 
gether, This  spiritual  allection  is  a  thing 
altogether  unknown  t^  youth;  it  comes 
only  in  age.  Mrs.  Corbin  admits  as  much 
when  she  says,  "Indeed  most  men  at  the 
time  of  marriage  are  so  callow  and  unde- 
veloped that  the  idea  (that  his  wife  is  a 
spiritual  necessity  to  his  well-being)  would 
be  inconceivable."  Book  Notes  cannot 
for  two  reasons  enter  more  largely  into 
an  account  of  Mrs.  Corbin's  book,  first, 
its  own  diminutive  size,  and  second,  the 
unfamiliarity  of  the  writer  in  the  discus- 
sion of  such  matters.  In  the  handling  in 
print  of  these  delicate  subjects  Mrs.  Cor- 
bin develops  admirable  tact ;  she  flinches 
at  no  obstruction,  but  comes  to  the  ques- 
tion with  that  dignity  which  is  born  of 
courage:  a  sort  of  "thrice-is-he-armed- 
who-hath-his-quarrel-just"  air.  Her  style 
of  composition  is  usually  clear  and  rises 
often  to  the  very  height  of  eloquence;  her 
heart  is  in  her  aflections, — but  I  must  be 
forgiven  for  switching  off  here  upon  the 
side  track  of  reminiscence.  Whilom  went 
I  to  a  district  school,  about  the  only 
school  I  ever  attended,  kept  by  one  George 
W.  Spalding,  in  the  old  red  school-house 
in  Pomfret.  There  came  to  this  school 
John  Buck  and  Anna  liowers.and  Charlie 
Underwood  and  Constance  Eldrcdgc,  and 
Lloyd  Bowers  and  many  others,  all  now 
gone,  but  among  them  came  a  wee  bit  of 
a  girl   named  Caroline  Fairfield  ;   (except 


myself),  she  was  the  biightest  as  she  cer- 
tainly  was  the  smallest  specimen  in  the 
school;  for  each  other  we  contracted,  so 
far  as  I  was  concerned  anyhov.-,  the 
greatest  afiection,  wholly  spiritual,  if 
youth  can  contract  or  imbibe  such  a  pas- 
sion ;  but  one  day  the  child  was  taken 
away  on  the  cars  and  I  never  saw  her 
again.  Now  here  she  is,  discoursing  of 
things  and  I  discussing  them,  which  first 
came  to  us  in  the  old  red  school-house  in 
Pomfret.  The  writer  of  Book  Notes,  a 
man,  send*  his  congratulations  to  the 
writer  of  this  book,  a  woman. 


Book  Notes  has  received  from  the  au- 
thor, Mr.  William  D.  Ely,  an  exceedingly 
clever  critical  monograph  with  this  whim- 
sical title,  A  Keyhole  for  Koi^er  Wii Hams' 
Key.  Mr.  Ely  discovered  what  he  believed 
to  be  a  typographical  error  in  the  chapter 
"of  the  Earth  and  the  fruits  thereof  in 
Williams's  Key  to  the  Indian  Language. 
It  occurs  on  page  125  (Narr.  Club  Ed) 
thus — auqunnash,  defined  as  barnes;  no- 
cawn  auquanash.  defined  as  old  barnes. 
This  word  barnes  Mr.  Ely  conceived  to 
be  a  misprint  for  beans,  in  which  concep- 
tion he  is  no  doubt  correct.  He  might 
safely  have  gone  by  assumption  straight 
to  a  conclusion,  thus  :  the  Indian  having 
no  domestic  animals,  and  having  no  food 
for  such  stock,  needed  no  structure  equiva- 
lent to  an  English  barn,  and  since  con- 
temporaneous accounts  give  no  mention 
of  such  structures,  such  structures  did  not 
exist,  hence  no  word— hence  an  error;  but 
he  followed  the  more  cautious  way,  by  a 
laborious  search  among  the  early  writers, 
reaching  the  same  conclusion.  It  is  much 
to  the  credit  of  Mr.  Ely  that  he  detected 
an  error  which  had  slipped  by  J.  Hammond 
Trumbull,  as  this  one  did.  The  error  was 
made  in  1643,  and  in  correcting  it  Mr.  Ely 
has  fallen  upon  a  title  to  his  essay  which  I 
have  described  as  whimsical,  and  which 
resembles  in  a  singularly  curious  way  the 
titles  which  the  literary  tTien  of  that  age 
alVccted. 
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The  writer  -will  surely  be  forgiven  for 
alliuiing  to  a  niatter  jiurcly  personal  con- 
nected with  his  striii^'glc  in  behalf  of  the 
people  of  Providence  for  cleaner  drinking 
wa'er.  At  the  very  monient  when  certain 
of  the  peop'e  of  Providence  were  besieg- 
ing counsel  to  cause  his  arrest,  a  lady  in 
San  Francisco  was  engaged  in  preparing 
for  him  a  surprise  of  an  entirely  different 
character. — but  let  the  lady's  letter  begin 
the  story  :

This,  from  a  w^oman  five  thousand  mi'e^ 
away  froin  the  'Pawtuxet, "  who  nevei 
drank  nor  who  will  ever  drink  of  its  pol- 
luted waters;  and  wiihal  a  stranger,  per 
sonally  unknown  to  the  writer,  and  thu- 
free  from  prejudice;  who  could  look  on  a 
plucky  fight  for  that  which  was  right,  but 
which  "right"  was  to  he?-  purely'-  an  al  - 
Rtract  question. — this,  I  say,  tells  me  th;ii 
virtue  is  not  yet  whol'y  an  extinct  human 
emotion. 

Curiosity  concerning  the  contents  of  the 
box  was  tempered  by  admiration  of  the 
spirit  which  packed  it,  still  I  must  give 
a  little  description  of  that  which  it 
contained.

the  Ciesars;  with  these  things  there  also 
rests  a  silver  Reliquary,  which  holds  a  bit 
of  the  True  Cross,  given  to  me  b}-  an  Eng- 
lish friend,  who  had  it  frotn  John  With- 
ringlon,  a  soldier  of  the  iSth  Light 
Drag  oons.  stolen  no  doubt  from  some 
monastery  in  Spain  during  the  retreat  of 
Sir  John  Moore,  in  fact,  it  is  so  related  in 
the  casket  itself.  I  have  wandered  a  bit, 
but  let  us  return  to  my  box:  there  were 
Japanese  carvings  in  ivory  of  exquisite 
beauty;  one  of  these,  a  paper  knife,  has 
its  handle  carved  with  chrysanthemums 
and  roses  of  wonderful  pe-fection;  an- 
other was  a  paper  weight,  wrought  in 
ivorv;  a  Japanese  Piince  and  Princess 
ualkby  the  sea-side,  for  dolphins  and 
shel's  are  their  companions;  this  beauti- 
ful curio  will  lie  on  the  writing  table 
thereon  these  dreadful    Book  Notes  are 

\ritten,  beside  another  of  yellow  mar- 
Me,  out  of  Ciesar's  Garden  at  Rome  and 
brought  to  me  by  the  lady  whom  I  have 
mentioned  above.  These  are  the  only 
ihings  that  are  allowed  to  '"sit  on"  a 
Book  Note  article.  I  cannot  describe  all 
the  things  in  the  box,  but  one  thing  more 
I  must  mention,  to  wit. — some  Japanese 
white  silk  handkerchiefs,  which  were  err.- 
hroidered  in  Kensington  work  with  such 
-kill  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  tell 
which    was    the   "right"    and    which    the 

•wrong''  side;  beautiful  flowers  in  colors 
and  gorgeous  wings  of  insects  in  such 
perfection  as  only  nature  itself  can  imi- 
tate.
